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What  home  building 
insurance  do  you  need? 

Building  a  home  or  adding  to  your  pres- 
ent one  can  bring  you  in  range  of  some 
potential  legal  booby  traps.  Your  best 
defense  is  specialized  insurance,  pur- 
chased on  the  advice  of  your  attorney 
or  insurance  agent  to  fit  your  building 
situation  and  local  area.  Here  are  some 
coverages  you  may  need: 

•  Contractor's  bond.  If  you  turn  the 
job  over  to  a  general  contractor,  you 
can  avoid  possible  trouble  by  bonding 
him.  If  he  is  bondable,  you  can  be  fairly 
certain  that  he  also  is  reliable. 

Bonding  experts  recommend  that  two 
bonds  be  used.  One  is  a  performance 
bond,  which  guarantees  that  the  con- 
tractor will  carry  out  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  his  contract.  The  other  is 
a  labor  and  material  payment  bond, 
which  insures  that  all  workmen  and 
materials  suppliers  will  be  paid  in  full. 
The  two  are  generally  issued  together, 
but  in  some  states  a  single  combination 
bond  is  available.  The  premium  is  the 
same  in  either  case. 

•  Contractor's  certificate  of  insurance. 
A  good  contractor  usually  carries  insur- 
ance for  general  liability  and  workmen's 
compensation— but  for  his  protection, 
not  yours.  Nevertheless,  you  should  re- 
quire proof  that  he  is  insured.  Then  con- 
sider taking  out  your  own  insurance, 
since  in  many  cases  claimants  sue 
"everyone  in  sight." 

•  Workmen's  compensation.  If  you 
tackle  the  construction  yourself,  you 
need  this  insurance  to  cover  possible  in- 
juries to  any  workers  you  may  hire— 
from  carpenters  to  plumbers.  It's  im- 
portant because  awards  for  injuries  can 
be  high,  and  can  run  for  years. 

•  Building-in-course-of-construction 
(fire,  wind,  tornado,  and  other  physical 
damage).  You  have  a  few  choices  here 
in  your  method  of  insuring: 

Builder's  risk  completed  value  form. 
The  policy  is  written  for  the  full  value 
of  the  building  immediately,   but  the

rate  is  lower  because  hazards  are  fewer 
and  therefore  your  coverage  need  not 
be  comprehensive.  Insurance  ceases  as 
soon  as  the  building  is  occupied. 

Dwelling.  You  pay  the  full  premium 
rate,  but  you  don't  have  to  insure  at 
once  for  the  completed  value  of  the 
building.  You  can  begin  with  a  nominal 
amount  and  increase  it  as  the  building 
progresses.  However,  you  do  have  the 
problem  of  continually  applying  for 
more  insurance,  which  can  be  a  nui- 
sance. Because  of  the  relatively  small 
additional  premium  involved,  most 
people  insure  immediately  for  the  com- 
pleted value. 

A  dwelling  policy  also  allows  occu- 
pancy during  the  course  of  construc- 
tion. Once  the  building  is  completed, 
you  can  continue  the  insurance  on  a 
permanent  basis. 

Combination  of  dwelling  and  builder's 
risk.  Insurance  people  recommend  this 
combination  in  states  that  permit  it. 
You  get  the  lower  premium  rate  of 
builder's  insurance,  coupled  with  the 
broader  coverage  of  dwelling  insurance 
until  completion.  When  you  move  in, 
the  higher  dwelling  rate  goes  in  effect. 

•  Additions,  alterations,  repairs.  Usual- 
ly the  standard  fire  and  homeowner's 
policies  carry  a  clause  giving  permission 
to  do  remodeling  and  repair  work.  They 
also  insure  building  materials  on  the 
premises  (or  adjacent  to  them)  against 
the  perils  named  in  the  policy— wind, 
fire,  vandalism,  and  so  on.  To  be  sure 
you  are  covered,  check  your  policy  with 
your  insurance  agent. 

•  Liability.  If  you  already  have  personal 
liability  insurance  as  a  homeowner-,  your 
policy  probably  will  cover  you  during 
new  construction  (except  when  you  do 
your  own  construction).  If  you  find 
you're  not  carrying  proper  liability  in- 
surance, get  this  coverage  before  you 
start  any  building  operations,  even  if  it 
requires  endorsement  to  your  present 
policy.  The  risks  you  face  are  consid- 
erable, from  children  playing  with 
building  materials  to  passersby  trip- 
ping over  construction. 


With  correct  liability  insurance,  you 
will  have  protection  not  only  against 
claims  for-  personal  injury,  but  also  for1 
property  damage  to  others.  Medical 
payments  are  usually  provided  whether 
you  are  legally  liable  or  not  (again,  un- 
less you  do  your-  own  construction). 
•  Title  insurance.  This  type  of  insur- 
ance—which today  is  available  in  most 
parts  of  the  country— is  especially  im- 
portant. Public  records  that  affect 
titles  are  not  always  completely  accu- 
rate. There  may  be  errors  or  omissions 
in  recording  deeds  or  mortgages,  assess- 
ments, and  judgments.  These  and  other 
defects  can  crop  up  in  any  locality,  af- 
fecting or  even  voiding  the  title. 

Remember1,  though,  that  title  insur- 
ance protects  only  against  undisclosed 
defects.  It  does  not  insure  against 
those  that  are  known  at  the  time  the 
policy  is  issued.  But  by  calling  atten- 
tion to  them,  it  places  the  burden  of 
their  removal  upon  the  seller,  depending 
on  the  terms  of  the  contract.  This  way, 
a  buyer  is  spared  from  par-ting  with  his 
purchase  money  and  then  discovering 
the  condition  of  the  title. 

There  is  only  one  premium,  paid 
when  the  policy  is  issued.  Annual  re- 
newals are  not  necessary.  The  coverage 
continues  as  long  as  you  or  your  heirs 
hold  title  to  the  property  and,  in  many 
cases,  partial  credit  is  given  subsequent 
purchasers.  (This,  of  course,  only  pro- 
tects the  lender's  interest,  not  your  own; 
for  a  small  additional  premium,  you 
can  obtain  an  owner's  policy  to  protect 
you  against  defective-title  losses.) 

Is  an  oral  agreement 
always  binding? 

You  may  think  so— and  so  may  the 
other-  party  to  the  agreement.  But  to 
play  it  safe,  you  should  count  only  on 
oral  agreements  that  are  recognized  by 
the  law  as  binding— as  indeed  many  of 
them  are. 

Sale  of  personal  property.  These  sales 
are  governed  in  nearly  all  states  by  the 
new  Commercial  Code.  Under  this  code, 
oral  agreements  for  transactions  under 
$500  are  binding.  (In  a  few  states  not 
having  code,  limit  may  be  as  low  as  $50.) 

Where  the  code  applies,  oral  con- 
tracts for-  over  $500  will  not  be  enforced. 
But  if  the  party  resisting  the  agreement 
admits  in  court  that  the  agreement  was 
made,  it  will  be  enforced.  And  if  you 
make  part  payment,  say  $50  on  an  or- 
der of  24  aluminum  windows  costing 
$25  each,  the  salesman  may  keep  the 
$50  if  he  gave  you  some  of  the  windows. 
However,  such  partial  payment  or  ac- 
ceptance of  goods  does  not  mean  that 
the  rest  of  the   "agreement"   can   be

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Specialty  manufactured  items.  You  may  be 
bound  by  an  oral  agreement  for  goods  manu- 
factured to  your  specifications  if  they  can't 
be  sold  to  someone  else  under  normal  circum- 
stances. For  example,  you  get  a  carpenter  to 
build  $600  worth  of  special  cabinets  for  your 
kitchen,  then  cancel  the  deal  after  they're 
built.  If  you  refuse  to  pay  for  them,  you 
would  lose  out  in  a  lawsuit  if  your  only  de- 
fense was  that  the  agreement  was  oral.  Of 
course,  you  might  have  other  defenses,  such 
as  poor  workmanship  or  other  failure  of  the 
carpenter  to  live  up  to  the  agreement. 

What  about  cases  that  involve  your  judg- 
ment, such  as  having  a  portrait  painted  or  a 
dress  designed?  If  your  personal  satisfaction 
was  part  of  the  agreement,  some  courts  gener- 
ally would  not  force  you  to  pay,  even  if  the 
agreement  were  for  less  than  $500. 

Repair  estimates.  When  you  order  a  specific 
repair  job,  the  workman's  estimate  of  the 
cost  is  not  a  contract.  Your  TV  man  tells  you 
he  can  fix  your  set  for  about  $45.  When  he  re- 
turns it,  the  charge  is  $95— more  labor  and 
more  parts  than  he  anticipated.  Unless  you 
can  prove  the  bill  itself  wTas  unreasonable,  or 
that  he  promised  to  call  you  before  doing 
more  work  than  expected,  most  courts  would 
rule  that  you  must  pay  the  amount  asked. 
Thus,  it's  always  wise  to  ask  whether  an  "es- 
timate" is  meant  as  a  firm  price. 

Sales  pitches.  Much  of  what  a  salesman  tells 
you  isn't  binding.  Most  sales  contracts  stipu- 
late (and  many  state  laws  agree)  that  the 
seller  is  not  bound  by  any  oral  promise  unless 
it  is  also  incorporated  in  the  written  contract. 

But  fraudulent  misrepresentation— specif- 
ic statements  that  induce  you  to  sign  the 
contract— are  another  story.  Let's  say  you 
are  told  that  a  used  car  has  been  driven 
20,000  miles.  Later  you  prove  that  the  speed- 
ometer had  been  turned  back,  an  illegal  act 
in  many  states.  The  contract  may  then  be 
modified  or  put  aside,  but  usually  after  more 
bother  for  you  than  it's  worth. 

Insurance  binders.  An  insurance  agent's 
"binder"  over  the  telephone  (except  for  life 
insurance)  does  mean  in  some  states  that  you 
are  fully  covered,  so  long  as  the  man  is  an 
authorized  company  agent.  To  avoid  misun- 
derstanding, all  the  details  should  be  dis- 
cussed and  put  in  writing  as  soon  as  possible. 
This  includes  items  to  be  insured,  amount, 
effective  dates,  and  duration  of  the  policy. 

Auctions.  When  you  bid  at  an  auction, 
don't  get  carried  away  by  the  excitement. 
The  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer,  signi- 
fying acceptance,  makes  your  offer  a  deal.  A 
memorandum  in  his  sales  book  of  the  item 
sold,  its  price,  the  names  of  the  buyer  and  the 
seller,  and  the  terms  of  sale  are  usually  suffi- 
cient evidence  of  a  sale. 

Agreements  longer  than  a  year.  Generally, 


oral  agreements  are  not  valid  if  they  take 
over  a  year  to  complete.  Your  son  takes  a  job 
where  he's  promised  a  year's  on-the-job 
training.  Completion  of  the  training,  though, 
will  take  thirteen  months  from  the  time  of 
the  promise.  In  a  case  like  this,  the  agree- 
ment should  be  in  writing.  The  same  goes 
for  payments  to  be  made  or  goods  to  be  de- 
livered in  a  period  longer  than  twelve  months 
—even  though  part  of  the  agreement  may  be 
fulfilled  during  the  initial  year. 

Real  estate  transactions.  Real  estate  deal- 
ings must  be  in  writing,  except  for  a  tenancy 
for  less  than  a  year.  Then  an  agreement  may 
be  an  oral  one,  and  it's  renewable  by  both 
parties  if  the  new  term  is  also  for  less  than  a 
year.  Usually  such  agreements  are  negoti- 
ated as  month-to-month  tenancies. 

Estates.  In  most  cases,  oral  promises  of  a 
gift  or  inheritance  upon  the  death  of  a  person 
are  not  enforceable.  This  is  true  even  if  the 
person  dies  wkhin  a  year  after  he  makes  his 
promise,  or  if  the  amount  promised  was  un- 
der $500  (or  $50  in  states  not  under  the  Com- 
mercial Code). 

Aside  from  the  examples  above,  you  some- 
times get  involved  in  a  binding  oral  agree- 
ment without  realizing  it. 

Merchandise  left  on  approval.  A  salesman 
leaves  a  vacuum  cleaner  at  your  home  for  a 
ten-day  free  trial.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  he 
returns  to  get  your  decision.  If  you  have  not 
made  up  your  mind,  better  return  the  cleaner. 
By  holding  it  beyond  the  agreed  trial  period, 
you  may  be  obligated  to  pay  for  it.  You  also 
should  be  sure  when  free-trial  equipment  is 
left  with  you  that  the  receipt  you  sign  is  not 
a  sales  order. 

Merchandise  you  didn't  order.  In  some 
states  you  also  may  be  making  an  unwritten 
agreement  to  pay  if  you  use  the  merchandise 
that  i»  sent,  even  if  you  didn't  order  it.  Sup- 
pose a  fund-raising  organization  sends  you  a 
dozen  ties,  asking  you  to  remit  money  or  re- 
turn them.  You're  under  no  obligation  to  do 
either  unless  you  wear  the  ties.  Then  you  may 
have  to  pay  for  them.  The  same  might  be 
true  if  an  order,  say  of  groceries,  were  de- 
livered to  your  home  by  mistake  and  your 
family  used  them. 

Services  you  didn't  order.  If  you  know  that 
work  is  being  done  without  your  requesting 
it,  you  should  ask  what's  happening  immedi- 
ately, or  you  might  have  to  pay  for  it.  For; 
example,  you  can't  just  sit  back  and  watch 
someone  fence  in  your  backyard,  then  not 
expect  to  pay.  However,  if  you're  not  aware 
that  the  work  is  going  on,  you  won't  be  held 
liable. 

•  One  final  caution:  Because  of  differences  in 
state  laws  on  oral  agreements,  be  sure  to 
check  with  your  attorney  on  specific  prob- 
lems you  may  have. 
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Remember  when  home  was  a  place

Last  month,  in  our  first  article  on  mental 
illness,  we  examined  the  major  types  of 
distress:  neuroses,  psychoses,  psychoso- 
matic illnesses,  and  character  disorders. 
These  disturbances  of  the  mind  or  emo- 
tions afflict  one  out  of  every  ten  Americans. 
Many  of  the  victims,  and  their  families  as 
well,  are  confused  about  what  action  to  take. 

When  should  they  seek  a  professional's 
advice?  Who  among  the  "experts"  is  qual- 
ified to  help?  What  forms  of  treatment  are 
used  today,  and  exactly  how  {and  how  well) 
do  they  work?  These  questions  are  investi- 
gated in  this  concluding  article. 

WHEN  IT'S  TIME  TO  SEE  A  DOCTOR 

Advanced  mental  illness  is  seldom  dif- 
ficult to  spot.  It  reveals  itself  through 
actions  so  far  removed  from  normal  that 
observers  are  as  clearly  aware  of  a  prob- 
lem as  if  the  ailment  were  a  broken  leg 
or  blindness.  But  subtle  disabilities  in 
their  earliest  stages—when  the  chances 
for  recovery  and  control  are  highest— 
frequently  elude  detection.  One  problem 
is  that  conditions  of  the  mind  and  emo- 
tions cannot  be  precisely  measured.  In 
mental  illness,  there  is  no  known  coun- 
terpart to  a  thermometer  reading  of  100  + 
degrees  that  indicates  physical  illness. 

Symptoms  by  themselves  can  be  mis- 
leading. There  are  times  when  a  tem- 
porary mental  or  emotional  "fever" 
might  be  perfectly  normal  and  healthy. 
The  diagnosis  of  mental  disorders  is  an 
exceedingly  delicate  task  which  should 
not  be  attempted  except  by  qualified 
specialists. 

But  when  should  such  a  person  be  con- 
sulted? These  six  questions  serve  as 
guidelines;  a  negative  answer  to  half  of 
them  or  more  indicates  the  need  for  ex- 
pert judgment. 

•  Does  the  person's  behavior  seem  scaled 
to  events?  A  man  who  hears  news  of  a  per- 
sonal tragedy  is  behaving  in  a  natural 
manner  if  he  cries.  But  one  who  does  the 
same  thing  in  the  face  of  mild  distress— 
an  everyday  frustration  or  an  inadver- 
tent slight,  say— may  be  walking  on 
the  edge  of  mental  illness.  Exaggerated 
or  inappropriate  reaction  to  events  is 
often  the  first  signal  of  trouble. 

•  Do  his  actions  conform  to  past  atti- 
tudes? A  tightwad  who  suddenly  turns 
into  a  spendthrift,  a  conscientious  house- 
wife who  ignores  mounting  dirt,  a  tee- 
totaler who  begins  to  drink  regularly, 
an  extrovert  grown  increasingly  silent 
and  aloof  —  any  sharp  departure  from  set 
patterns  and  habits  should  be  taken  as 
a  possible  warning. 

•  Does  his  supply  of  emotional  resilience 
seem  depleted?  Resilience  is  the  ability 
to  "bounce  back"  or  "snap  out  of  it" 
after  a  period  of  low  spirits  or  grief.  Blue 
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moods  by  themselves  are  no  cause  for 
alarm,  but  depression  that  lingers  on 
and  on— far  past  the  time  when  it  should 
have  dissipated— is  indicative  of  poor 
mental  health. 

•  Can  the  person  explain  his  behavior? 
Most  people,  if  asked  why  they  do  what 
they  do,  could  give  quick  and  logical 
answers.  In  fact,  this  awareness  of  the 
reasons  for  one's  feelings  and  actions  is 
the  hallmark  of  a  rational  mind.  A  person 
unable  to  explain  his  behavior,  at  a  loss 
to  justify  it  even  to  himself,  is  reacting 
to  imaginary  circumstances  rather  than 
to  the  real  world  around  him.  And  as  he 
wanders  away  from  reality,  he  ap- 
proaches the  brink  of  mental  illness. 

•  Is  he  in  clear  control  of  his  actions? 
A  man  with  some  types  of  mental  illness 
is  like  a  person  at  the  wheel  of  an  auto- 
mobile that  is  careening,  perhaps  with- 
out his  knowing  it,  beyond  his  power  of 
control.  The  loss  of  control  over  danger- 
ous urges  is  often  more  obvious  to  casual 
observers  than  it  is  to  the  person  himself 
—who  may  feel  that,  because  of  his  ex- 
perience, he  can  cope  with  icy  weather, 
high  speed,  and  a  sharp  curve  all  at  once. 

•  Is  the  person's  behavior  destructive? 
A  constant  desire  to  inflict  pain  or  dam- 
age—no matter  what  the  object  of  this 
inner  rage  may  be,  whether  property, 
animals,  other  people,  or  oneself— is  a 
strong  indication  of  emotional  turmoil 
in  both  children  and  adults.  It  may  seem 
almost  comical  that  many  child  psychi- 
atrists now  have  patients  aged  two  or 
three  years.  But  it  appears  much  less 
funny  when  first  warnings  are  ignored 
and  the  child  grows  up  as  a  psychopath, 
or  suffers  through  a  lifetime  of  emo- 
tional anguish  that  might  otherwise  have 
been  averted.  The  best  rule,  regardless 
of  the  patient's  age,  is:  when  in  doubt, 
get  an  expert  opinion. 

WHO'S  WHO  AMONG  SPECIALISTS 

Lucy  Van  Pelt,  in  the  "Peanuts"  car- 
toon strip,  offers  psychiatric  care  for 
five  cents.  In  one  installment,  Charlie 
Brown  stopped  by  for  help.  "Before  we 
begin,  I'd  like  to  ask  you  something," 
he  said.  "What  are  your  credentials?" 
"I  know  everything!"  Lucy  replied. 

Unfortunately,  the  inflation  of  their 
qualifications  by  "experts"  operating  in 
the  field  of  mental  health  isn't  restricted 
to  the  comic  page.  Few  other  branches 
of  the  healing  arts  have  attracted  so 
much  fraudulence  and  quackery— a  con- 
dition encouraged  in  a  number  of  states 
by  laws  that  permit  a  man  to  pass  as  an 


authority  simply  by  so  labeling  himself 

Your  best  safeguard  against  deception 
and  incompetence  is  to  obtain  your 
family  doctor's  advice.  He  can  usually 
tell  what  kind  of  specialist  you  need  and 
can  supply  you  with  the  names  of  people 
he  knows  have  the  proper  credentials 
Of  course,  you  should  know  what  he's 
talking  about  when  he  discusses  the  pos- 
sible choices. 

A  psychiatrist  is  a  licensed  medical 
doctor  who  specializes  in  diseases  of  the 
mind.  His  training  includes  advanced 
instruction  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat 
ment  of  such  illnesses— as  well  as  the 
customary  training  period  of  internship 
and  residency.  Before  you  enlist  a  psy 
chiatrist's  services,  ask  him  or  the  county 
medical  society  (or  look  it  up  yourself  in 
the  Directory  of  Medical  Specialties, 
available  at  most  city  libraries)  whether 
or  not  he's  "board  certified."  To  be  certi- 
fied by  the  American  Board  of  Psychia- 
try and  Neurology  means  a  doctor  has 
satisfied  high  standards  of  training,  ex- 
perience, and  proficiency.  If  he  lacks 
board  certification,  find  out  why. 

A  psychoanalyst  is  a  psychiatrist  with 
additional  schooling  in  the  techniques 
of  psychoanalysis— usually  received  in  a 
postgraduate  course  at  one  of  the  train 
ing  institutions  associated  with  the 
American  Psychoanalytic  Association 
All  psychoanalysts  are  also  psychia 
trists,  but  not  every  psychiatrist  is  a 
psychoanalyst.  Lay  analysts  also  perform 
psychoanalysis  but  do  not  have  a  med 
ical  degree;  usually  they  are  clinical  psy- 
chologists who  have  received  special 
training  in  analysis  at  a  psychoanalytic 
institution, 

A  neurologist  is  a  doctor,  a  licensed 
M.D.  who  specializes  in  conditions  of 
the  brain  and  nervous  system.  His  ser- 
vices are  often  called  on  when  mental 
disorders  have  physical  origins. 

A  psychologist  is  not  a  licensed  phy- 
sician, though  he  may  properly  be  called 
"doctor"  if  he  has  earned  a  Ph.D.  by  pur- 
suing an  extensive  postgraduate  course 
in  the  field  of  human  behavior.  If  he 
specializes  in  the  study  of  abnormal  be- 
havior and  spends  his  time  dealing  di- 
rectly with  patients,  he  is  a  clinical 
psychologist— as  distinct  from  a  psycholo- 
gist who  focuses  on  teaching,  say,  or  on 
laboratory  experiments  with  animals. 
One  of  the  clinical  psychologist's  skills 
is  the  administration  of  psychological 
tests  for  the  diagnosis  of  mental  ail- 
ments. In  the  same  way  that  M.D.s  are

board  certified,  psychologists  who  can  meet  high  professiona 
standards  are  endorsed  by  the  American  Board  of  Exam 
iners  in  Professional  Psychology  or  by  state  branches  of  th< 
American  Psychological  Association. 

A  psychiatric  social  worker  has  less  background  and  school 
ing  than  a  psychologist  or  M.D.,  and  therefore  his  assign 
ment  is  sometimes  limited  to  a  secondary  role— keeping  th< 
patient's  family  informed,  maintaining  records,  giving  re 
habilitative  counseling,  serving  as  an  all-around  helper.  Bu 
social  workers  with  suitable  qualifications  (which  ideally 
include  a  college  education  followed  by  a  course  of  post- 
graduate study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Socia 
Work)  are  frequently  trained  to  work  directly  with  patients 
in  the  role  of  psychotherapist— under  a  psychiatrist's  super 
vision,  in  most  cases.  Those  who  meet  high  standards  o 
training  and  experience  are  accredited  by  the  Academy  o 
Certified  Social  Workers. 
THE  PRINCIPAL  TYPES  OF  TREATMENT 

The  chief  tactic  for  treating  mental  illness  is  psycho 
therapy:  examining  the  patient's  feelings  and  thoughts,  anc 
changing  those  which  have  caused  his  distress.  Such  treat 
ment  may  be  either  superficial  or  profound  (prolonged  psjr- 
choanalysis  is  its  ultimate  expression),  depending  mostly  on 
the  nature  of  the  problem. 

Temporary  troubles  can  often  be  dealt  with  through  "sur- 
face" or  "support"  psychotherapy.  You  might  think  of  it 
as  the  application  of  psychological  first  aid  to  a  minor  emo 
tional  discomfort.  The  patient  is  basically  in  sound  menta 
health  but  temporarily  off  balance.  What  he  needs  is  reas 
surance  or  just  someone  to  listen  to  his  worries  and  frustra 
tions  with  sympathy  and  understanding.  Social  workers  are 
often  qualified  in  these  cases. 

But  surface  psychotherapy  works  only  for  mild  ailments, 
no  worse  than  a  minor  neurosis.  More  profound  difficulties 
need  a  deeper  kind  of  treatment.  The  patient's  subconscious 
mind  is  probed— preferably  by  a  psychiatrist  or  psychoan-J 
alyst— for  attitudes  or  injuries  long  forgotten  or  suppressed. 
The  patient  is  encouraged  to  talk  uninhibitedly  while  the 
therapist,  guiding  and  questioning  him,  stays  alert  to  clues 
of  subconscious  forces  that  may  be  causing  his  troubles. 
These  may  surface  as  "symbols"  unnoticed  by  the  patient 
—as  he  talks  about  his  dreams,  for  example. 

The  traditional  practice  is  for  the  patient  and  psycho- 
therapist to  meet  in  private  sessions.  The  patient  may  be 
asked  to  lie  down  on  a  couch,  to  encourage  relaxation.  But 
more  and  more  emphasis  is  now  being  given  to  another  ap- 
proach, called  group  therapy.  A  number  of  patients  get  to- 
gether with  one  therapist  and  air  their  assorted  woes.  An 
element  of  playacting  is  often  introduced,  in  which  each  pa- 
tient identifies  other  members  of  the  group  with  people  who 
were  important  in  his  past. 

Another  group  approach  is  called  family  therapy.  The  pa- 
tient and  all  members  of  his  immediate  family  meet  with 
the  therapist  en  masse.  The  theory  is  that  a  good  many  men- 
tal disturbances  are  more  family  than  personal  affairs. 

Sometimes  when  the  source  of  distress  is  uncovered,  relief 
follows  almost  automatically.  All  that  was  required  was 
some  insight  into  the  mystery— like  identifying  the  villain 
in  a  detective  story  who,  unmasked,  seems  suddenly  harm- 
less. But  other  times  it  is  much  more  difficult  than  that,  and 
determining  the  origin  of  emotional  distress  does  little  to 
reduce  its  effect.  In  these  cases,  the  personality  needs  "recon- 
struction" as  a  means  of  repairing  the  wounds  of  deep  con- 
flicts and  emotional  distortions. 

This  is  by  no  means  a  casual  undertaking.  Deep  psycho- 
analysis may  extend  over  years.  Nor  is  ultimate  success 
guaranteed.  Probably  no  more  than  one  patient  out  of  five 
is  ever  completely  cured.  But  in  an  estimated  two  out  of  three 
cases— odds  that  look  very  good  to  the  afflicted— there  is 
some  substantial  improvement.

A  REALISTIC  LOOK  AT 
MENTAL  ILLNESS   ^ 

Naturally,  psychotherapy  can  only  be  attempted  when  the 
therapist  and  patient  can  communicate.  And  some  sufferers 
of  serious  mental  disorders  may  *be  so  far  out  of  touch  with 
reality  that  conversational  overtures  can't  reach  them.  These 
people,  the  psychotics,  often  reap  great  benefit  from  physical 
therapy. 

The  most  publicized  virtue  of  physical  therapy  is  that  it 
quickly  alleviates  symptoms.  It  diminishes  the  pain  of  all 
sorts  of  aberrations,  from  catatonic  trance  to  manic  frenzy. 
But  stopgap  relief  is  not  a  permanent  cure,  and  the  hopes  for 
lasting  improvement  usually  reside  with  psychotherapy.  In 
this  light,  physical  therapy's  most  important  function  is  to 
bring  the  patient  back  to  reality  for  a  while,  rendering  him 
accessible  to  the  psychotherapist,  who  often  can  communi- 
cate meaningfully  with  him  when  painful  symptoms  are 
removed. 

Physical  therapy  takes  several  forms.  One  tactic  is  to 
jar  the  patient  back  to  his  senses  with  a  shock  from  insulin, 
chemicals,  or  electricity.  This  procedure  causes  temporary 
unconsciousness  and  is  analogous  to  pushing  the  reset  button 
on  the  back  of  a  television  set.  During  the  brief  moment  when 
the  picture  is  gone,  the  trouble  is  somehow  corrected— but 
in  many  cases  just  for  a  while. 

Another  technique,  more  widely  used  today,  is  to  control 
the  emotions  with  drugs  (psychopharmaceuticals).  This  over- 
all approach  is  called  chemotherapy.  Dozens  of  different 
agents  with  unique  characteristics  have  been  designed  for 
particular  disorders.  Excessively  excited  patients  can  be 
calmed  by  some  member  of  the  tranquilizer  family.  Those 
who  wallow  in  chronic  depression  can  be  picked  up  by  psychic 
energizers.  Sometimes  both  of  these  drug  types  are  prescribed 
for  a  patient  whose  moods  cannot  be  predicted. 

When  less  drastic  tactics  have  been  attempted  and  have 
failed,  and  when  the  patient  is  unmanageable  and  deeply 
disturbed,  psychosurgery  may  be  the  answer.  In  the  usual 
procedure,  called  a  prefrontal  lobotomy,  certain  nerve  fibers 
that  lead  from  the  front  of  the  brain— the  pathways  most 
traveled  by  emotional  distress— are  permanently  severed. 
The  effect  is  to  reduce  both  emotional  pain  and  emotional 
capacity,  forever.  Psychosurgery  is  a  last  resort  which  today 
is  rarely  justified. 
FACILITIES  WHERE  HELP  IS  PROVIDED 

For  centuries,  most  victims  of  mental  diseases  were  treated 
no  better  than  animals— often  a  good  deal  worse.  They  were 
laughed  at,  tormented,  tied  up  in  chains,  secluded  in  un- 
speakably filthy  institutions  where  recovery  was  inconceiv- 
able and  release  came  only  with  death.  The  grossest  inhuman- 
ities have  mostly  disappeared  now,  but  much  room  remains 
for  reform.  Relatively  few  of  our  state  and  county  mental 
hospitals  (the  traditional  centers  of  mental  health  care)  use 
all  of  the  modern  forms  of  treatment  that  could  transform 
many  inmates  from  despondent  human  rejects  into  self-suf- 
ficient, happy  men  and  women.  Some  mental  hospitals  pro- 
vide little  more  than  custodial  care,  and  a  few  are  still  re- 
mindful of  snake  pits. 

Before  the  discovery  of  the  mood-controlling  drugs,  not 
many  hospitals  would  admit  sufferers  of  emotional  disorders. 
Their  behavior  was  disturbing,  sometimes  downright  fright- 
ening, to  the  other  patients  in  residence.  But  now  the  ma- 
jority of  community  or  general  hospitals  have  a  first-rate  staff 
of  specialists  and  adequate  facilities  for  handling  mental 
illness.  Some  are  equipped  with  separate  psychiatric  units 
for  those  who  need  inpatient  care.  Others  admit  patients 
with  emotional  ills  to  their  regular  medical  wards.  Which- 
ever the  case,  most  inpatient  treatment  is  provided  on  a 
short-term  basis— seldom  more  than  just  a  few  weeks.  Pa- 
tients whose  conditions  don't .  improve  in  that  time  are 
normally  referred  to  another  institution,  often  a  state  or 
county  mental  hospital,  for  extended  treatment  and  care.

Many  general  hospitals  now  have  special  provisions  for 
atients  who  do  not  need  around-the-clock  service.  A  num- 
rr  offer  "day  hospital"  or  "night  hospital"  care.  In  the 
Winer,  the  patient  goes  home  each  night  to  sleep,  and  re- 
urns  the  next  day  for  treatment.  The  latter  is  just  the  re- 
erse:  the  patient  is  treated  and  hospitalized  at  night,  but 
i  the  daytime  is  on  his  own,  often  to  go  to  work  or  school. 
Another  new  feature  of  many  general  hospitals  is  the 
sychiatric  outpatient  clinic.  Similar  facilities  exist  in  some 
ities  as  adjuncts  of  state  or  county  mental  hospitals  (from 
rhich  they  may  be  physically  detached,  however)  or  family 
;rvice  agencies.  Still  others  are  independent.  Some  of  these 
linics  are  equipped  for  any  problem  that  an  ambulatory  pa- 
lent  is  likely  to  present.  But  others  are  restricted  by  the  size 
f  their  staff  and  can  offer  only  specialized  care.  There  are 
linics  that  treat  no  one  but  children,  for  instance,  or  pa- 
rents with  nothing  worse  than  a  minor  neurosis.  Some  clinics 
mit  their  services  to  follow-up  treatment,  which  formerly- 
lstitutionalized  mental  patients  may  require. 
The  ideal  facility  for  treating  mental  illness  is  the  com- 
nuiity  mental  health  center,  where  comprehensive  care  is 
lade  available  to  all  patients,  regardless  of  their  age  or  con- 
ition.  In  the  current  crusade  to  establish  more  of  these 
snters— which  now  serve  a  quarter  of  the  American  popu- 
ition  and  are  designed  to  serve  an  additional  quarter  in 
nother  five  years— the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health 
as  made  federal  grants  totaling  about  $130  million  to  261 
ommunities  in  48  states  and  territories. 
The  majority  of  these  newer  facilities,  however,  offer 
othing  but  short-term  or  outpatient  care.  Persons  with 
tironic  emotional  disorders  that  call  for  extensive  hospital- 
:ation  must  still  depend  predominantly  on  state  mental 
tstitutions.  Yet  the  ideal  aim  of  a  state  mental  hospital  is 
ot  to  be  a  comfortable  permanent  home,  but  to  effect  quick 
jjcovery  and  release.  This  goal,  through  the  use  of  modern 
herapeutic  tactics,  is  often  realized.  About  85  percent  of 
ew  patients  are  now  discharged  within  less  than  three 
lonths  of  admission. 
For  persons  who  satisfy  the  admission  requirements,  Vet- 
rans  Administration  mental  hospitals  are  often  a  preferred 
lternative  to  confinement  in  a  state  institution.  They  are 
sually  better  staffed  and  more  fully  equipped,  and  no  pa- 
ent  goes  unattended.  A  service-connected  mental  disabil- 
y  qualifies  a  veteran  for  admission.  If  his  trouble  doesn't 
late  from  the  time  he  spent  in  uniform,  a  veteran  may  still 
e  admitted  if  the  hospital  has  room  and  if  the  patient  is  poor. 
Patients  who  can  afford  it  have  still  another  choice:  a 
rivate  mental  hospital.  These  operate  much  the  same  as  any 
her  private  hospital,  except  that  they're  reserved  for  men- 
il  patients.  In  those  that  are  managed  on  a  profit-making 
fasis — "proprietary"  institutions— high-quality  care  shows 
p  in  the  bill.  Others,  run  by  churches  or  by  philanthropic 
oups,  may  absorb  a  certain  percentage  of  the  cost  by 
larging  more  moderate  fees. 

And,  of  course,  mental  illnesses  may  also  be  treated  in 
specialist's  private  office.  When  the  doctor  believes  the 
lment  could  be  managed  more  conveniently  in  a  hospital 
tting,  he  makes  that  recommendation— as  do  those  M.D.s 
ho  treat  primarily  physical  ills.

You  can  fiy  round  trip  from 
Miami  to  Nassau  for  $27;  from 
New  York  to  San  Juan  for  $90; 
take  a  weekend  air  trip  in  the 
Midwest  or  Northeast  for  $30; 
and  fiy  around  the  West  for  15 
days  for  $90. 

These  and  other  inviting- 
air  trips  for  less  than  $100  are 
available  from  airlines  serving 
cities  throughout  the  country. 

There  are  lots  of  travel  pos- 
sibilities with  bargain  air  fares. 
For  example,  you  might  want 
to  combine  one  of  these  air  trips 
with  your  family's  car  vacation 
trips  this  summer.  If  you  or 
your  youngsters  have  never 
flown,  here's  an  inexpensive 
way  to  discover  the  fun  and 
convenience  of  air  travel.  If 
you're  an  old  hand,  you  might 
use  a  bargain  air  trip  to  work 
in  an  extra  holiday  weekend 
without  depleting  the  family 
travel  budget  for  the  year. 

The  airlines  design  such  spe- 
cial fares  for  a  number  of  rea- 
sons: to  introduce  you  to  their 
route  systems;  to  encourage 
you  to  fly  during  certain  time 
periods  when  traffic  is  other- 
wise slack;  or  just  to  encourage 
you  to  travel  by  air. 

In  almost  every  case,  specific 
requirements  govern  your  eli- 
gibility for  these  special  air 
fares.  They  may  require  that 
you  live  in  a  certain  area  of  the 
country,  or  that  you  start  your 
trip  from  a  certain  city  or  at  a 
certain  time  of  the  day. 

Here  are  some  air  trips  you 
can  make,  and  when  and  where 
you  can  go,  for  under  $100. 

Weekend  excursions.  Four  air- 
lines—Ozark,  Mohawk,  East- 
ern, and  Northeast— offer  spe- 
cial bargain  fares  for  travel  on 
weekends.  On  Ozark's  and  Mo- 
hawk's Weekends  Unlimited 
fares,  you  can  fly  between  any 
points  in  their  route  systems 
between  midnight  Friday  and 
6  p.m.  Sunday  for  $30  (Ozark), 
$25  (Mohawk.)  On  Ozark,  you 
must  return  to  your  starting 
point  by  that  time;  on  Mohawk 
you  must  begin  your  return  trip 
by  that  time. 

Eastern's  and  Northeast's 
time  limits  are  the  same  as 
Ozark's,  but  Eastern's  weekend 
fare  includes  only  trips  between 
Boston  and  either  New  York, 


$20.24;  Philadelphia,  $27;  or 
Washington,  $31.60.  North- 
east's weekend  fare  is  the  regu- 
lar one-way  coach  fare  plus  $5 
for  travel  between  any  points 
in  the  U.S.  route  system  ex- 
cept in  Florida.  Reservations 
for  these  weekend  trips  are  on  a 
confirmed  basis,  but,  with  the 
exception  of  Northeast's,  can- 
not be  made  earlier  than  three 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  de- 
parture from  the  city  where  you 
begin  your  trip. 

Ozark  serves  the  Midwest 
area,  from  Minneapolis-St. 
Paul  to  Nashville  and  Louis- 
ville, from  Denver  to  Chicago. 
Mohawk  and  Northeast  serve 
the  northeast  region,  as  far 
south  as  Washington,  D.C. 

Bonanza  Airline's  Bonanzaland. 
A  $90  Bonanzaland  ticket 
entitles  you  to  unlimited  travel 
for  15  days  over  Bonanza's 
route  system— covering  Cali- 
fornia, Nevada,  Utah,  and  Ari- 
zona. You're  eligible  if  you  live 
east  of  the  Mississippi  or  in 
Alaska,  Hawaii,  or  Minnesota. 
The  fare  for  children,  2-21,  is 
$45.  Of  course,  you  start  your 
trip  from  any  city  in  (the  air- 
line's system.  You  can  plan 
your  own  stops  or  follow  one  of 
several  interesting  itineraries 
designed  by  the  airline.  This 
fare  will  be  effective  at  least 
through  September,  when  Bo- 
nanza merges  with  West  Coast 
and  Pacific  airlines. 

Pacific  Airline's  Wonderland. 
Your  $99  Wonderland  ticket  is 
good  for  30  days  unlimited 
travel  over  the  Pacific  Airlines 
system.  The  fare  for  children, 
2-21,  is  $49.50.  You  qualify  for 
this  fare  unless  you  live  in  Ari- 
zona, California,  Colorado,  Ida- 
ho, Montana,  Nevada,  New 
Mexico,  Oregon,  Utah,  Wash- 
ington,  or  Wyoming. 

Miami  to  the  Bahamas  excur- 
sions. From  Miami  you  can  fly 
to  Freeport,  Grand.  Bahama 
Island,  for  $22.50  on  an  18-hour 
excursion  flight  on  Eastern  Air- 
lines or  Bahamas  Airways.  You 
cannot  depart  before  noon,  and 
you  must  buy  your  ticket  in 
Miami.  To  Nassau,  the  capital 
of  the  Bahamas  on  the  chief 
vacation  island,  the  17-day  ex- 
cursion fare  from  Miami  is  $27. 
Regular     children's     discounts 


can  be  applied  against  this 
fare,  offered  by  Eastern,  Pan 
Am,  and  Bahamas  Airways. 

From  Nassau,  of  course,  you 
can  fly  to  a  number  of  other 
islands  in  this  sun-drenched 
archipelago  for  equally  nominal 
fares.  The  Miami-Bahamas 
flights  are  very  popular,  so 
you'd  best  make  your  reserva- 
tions well  in  advance  to  be  sure 
of  getting  a  flight  when  you 
want  it. 

New  York  to  San  Juan  night  ex- 
cursions. If  you  don't  mind  fly- 
ing at  night  to  sunny  San 
Juan,  you  can  make  the  trip 
from  New  York  or  Newark  for 
$90  on  Eastern,  Pan  Am, 
Trans  Caribbean.  Depending 
on  which  line  you  fly,  you  must 
travel  between  8:30  p.m.  and 
4:59  a.m.  By  taking  the  night 
flight  down,  though,  you  pay 
$31.50  less  than  the  regular  off- 
season fare. 

East  and  West  Coast  shuttle 
flights.  If  you  don't  mind  com- 
muter conditions,  which  are  fre- 
quently crowded  and  hurried, 
you  can  fly  between  major  cities 
on  both  coasts  for  less  than  $20 
Mondays  through  Fridays. 
Eastern  operates  commuter 
flights  between  New  York  and 
both  Washington  and  Boston 
on  an  hourly,  guaranteed-seat| 
basis.  The  one-way  fare,  ir 
eluding  tax:  $18  to  Washing 
ton,  $16  to  Boston.  On  the| 
West  Coast,  Western  and  Pa- 
cific airlines  operate  frequentl 
shuttle  flights  between  Los| 
Angeles  and  both  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Las  Vegas.  The  one- 
way fare,  including  tax:  $13,501 
to  San  Francisco,  $13  to  Lasl

CARS  IN  YOUR  FAMILY

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  KNOW 

ABOUT  DRIVING 

AN  AIR-CONDITIONED  CAR 

At  the  push  of  a  button  or  twist  of  a 
knob,  you  can  enjoy  cooled,  washed, 
pollen-free,  and  humidity-controlled  air 
in  your  air-conditioned  car.  And  this 
accessory  or  option  is  a  relatively 
trouble-free  addition  to  your  automo- 
bile. However,  to  realize  maximum  com- 
fort and  operating  economy  from  air 
conditioning,  there  are  several  things 
you  should  know  about  its  use. 

Rapid  cool-down.  It  takes  only  about 
one  minute  for  an  air  conditioner  to 
produce  cooled  air  after  the  engine  has 
been  started— but  you  may  have  to 
wait  10  to  15  minutes  before  the  in- 
terior of  your  car  is  really  comfortable. 
That's  because  the  temperature  inside 
a  car  parked  in  the  sun  with  windows 
rolled  up  can  reach  140  degrees,  and  in- 
terior fabrics  and  carpeting  soak  up  and 
hold  this  heat.  Cool-down  can  be  speed- 
ed up  by  opening  the  windows  for  a 
minute  or  two,  so  the  extremely  warm 
air  can  be  expelled. 

Recirculated  or  fresh  air.  All  factory- 
installed  conditioners  can  be  set  to  re- 
circulate interior  air  or  to  bring  in  fresh 
outside  air  to  be  cooled.  For  maximum 
efficiency  in  hot  weather  and  to  mini- 
mize introduction  of  pollen  into  the  car, 
the  recirculated  air  setting  is  best. 

While  add-on  units  don't  provide  for 
fresh  air  intake,  you  can  introduce 
fresh  air  by  occasionally  operating  the 
heater  (on  the  fresh  air  setting  with  the 
temperature  control  at  its  coolest  set- 
ting) or  by  opening  fresh-air  cowl  vents. 
However,  fresh  air  should  be  introduced 
only  intermittently.  The  more  hot  air 
inside  the  car,  the  harder  the  air  con- 
ditioner must  work  to  cool  it. 

Prolonged  idling  or  slow  traffic.  Since 
the  efficiency  of  the  unit  depends  on 
the  flow  of  air  through  the  condenser 
in  front  of  the  car's  radiator,  slow-mov- 
ing traffic  or  prolonged  idling  may  re- 
sult in  an  overheated  engine.  This  com- 
plaint is  more  prevalent  with  add-on 
units,  because  most  of  these  installa- 
tions don't  include  higher  capacity  fans 
or  heavy-duty  radiators.  However, 
overheating  is  possible  with  any  unit 
under  severe  or  unusual  conditions;  it 
can  seriously  damage  the  car's  engine. 
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Engine  temperature  can  usually  be 
returned  to  normal  by  simply  turning 
off  the  air  conditioner.  Or,  if  traffic  is 
stopped,  you  can  put  the  car  in  neutral 
and  speed  up  the  engine  to  move  more 
air  through  the  radiator.  Should  over- 
heating continue,  pull  well  off  the  road 
and  run  the  engine  at  a  fast  idle  for  a  few 
minutes  with  the  air  conditioner  off.  If 
high  temperature  persists,  the  over- 
heating is  probably  due  to  something 
other  than  air  conditioner  overload- 
such  as  low  engine  coolant  or  oil  level, 
or  radiator  clogged  with  bugs  or  debi  is. 
Determine  the  cause  before  attempting 
to  continue  driving. 

If  conditioner  quits  cooling.  Regard- 
less of  whether  it's  a  factory-installed 
or  add-on  unit,  turn  it  off.  If  it's  an  add- 
on unit,  the  evaporator  could  be  frozen 
over  with  ice.  (Factory  units  don't  ice 
over.)  This  can  happen  on  hot,  humid 
days  when  the  unit  is  operated  at  the 
coldest  setting.  After  it  has  been  off  10- 
15  minutes,  run  it  for  a  few  minutes.  If 
it  cools  properly,  you  know  ice  was  the 
culprit,  so  set  the  unit  for  a  slightly 
warmer  setting  and  proceed. 

If,  after  the  above  defrosting  period, 
the  unit  (factory  or  add-on)  still  doesn't 
cool  properly,  it  may  be  low  on  refrig- 
erant. Turn  it  off  and  leave  it  off  until 
it  has  been  serviced.  Running  an  air 
conditioner  without  refrigerant  pumps 
the  lubricating  oil  out  of  the  compressor 
and  can  damage  the  unit  to  the  tune  of 
$80  to  $175. 

Weekly  operation.  During  the  winter 
months  or  other  periods  when  air  condi- 
tioning isn't  needed,  the  compressor 
should  be  operated  5-10  minutes  per 
week.  This  circulates  the  oil  in  the  com- 
pressor and  deposits  a  film  on  the  seals 
and  gaskets  to  prolong  life.  Note:  on 
most  units,  the  interior  of  the  car  must 


be  warmer  than  the  thermostat  setting 
before  the  compressor  will  run.  This 
may  require  turning  on  the  heater  first 
to  pre-warm  the  car  interior. 

On  many  units  with  year-round  cli- 
mate control,  the  compressor  operates 
both  on  the  heating  and  cooling  cycle 
when  outdoor  temperature  is  above  32 
degrees.  This  eliminates  the  necessity 
of  periodically  running  the  unit  during 
the  winter  months. 

Periodic  maintenance.  The  entire  air- 
conditioner  system  should  be  checked 
by  a  competent  serviceman  at  least  once 
yearly.  Here  are  some  of  the  inspections 
and  adjustments  he'll  perform: 

•  Inspect  the  belt  idler  pulleys,  as  well 
as  the  tension  and  condition  of  the  com- 
pressor belt. 

•  Clean  bugs  and  debris  from  the  con- 
denser and  radiator.  You  can  do  this 
yourself  by  directing  an  air  or  water 
stream  at  the  back  of  the  radiator 
(from  the  engine  side).  Bug  screens 
should  be  used  with  discretion,  since 
they  may  restrict  air  flow  enough  to 
make  the  radiator  boil  in  traffic. 

•  Check  refrigerant  level.  If  refrigerant 
is  needed,  a  more  thorough  inspection 
is  in  order  to  determine  why  refrigerant 
was  lost. 

•  Inspect  cooling  system.  The  place- 
ment of  the  air  conditioner  condenser 
in  front  of  the  car's  radiator  both  pre- 
heats and  restricts  the  air  flow  to  the 
radiator.  Regular  cooling  system  main- 
tenance is  a  must  to  prevent  engine 
overheating.  Fan  belts  and  radiator 
hoses  should  be  checked  for  signs  of  de- 
terioration. Pressure  radiator  caps 
should  be  tested.  If  replacement  is  nec- 
essary, be  sure  the  right  cap  is  used  (air- 
conditioned  cars  require  a  higher  pres- 
sure cap  than  standard).  If  rust  and 
corrosion  are  noted,  the  system  should 
be  backflushed. 

•  Test  the  electrical  system.  The  mag- 
netic clutch  and  evaporator  fan  of  an 
air  conditioner  impose  an  extra  load  on 
other  electrical  components.  Belt  ten- 
sion and  condition  should  be  inspected, 
and  the  alternator,  regulator,  and  other 
key  parts  of  the  electrical  system 
checked  for  proper  function. 

Use  of  antifreeze.  While  it's  highly  de- 
sirable to  use  a  permanent  antifreeze 
in  a  car's  cooling  system  Continued

Deodorizing  the  unit.  Air  is  cooled  and  conditioned  asj 
moves  through  the  evaporator  coil.  Moisture  from  this  j 
condenses  on  the  coil;  it  then  acts  as  a  filter  to  collect  smc 
dust,  dirt,  and  odors  from  inside  the  car.  Units  that  bringj 
exterior  air  also  add  pollen  and  bacteria  to  this  accumulat 
on  the  evaporator  coil.

SPRUCING  UP  SUMMER  FURNITURE 


If  your  outdoor  furniture  is  more  than  a  few- 
seasons  old,  it  is  probably  beginning  to  look 
its  age.  Colors  fade,  metals  oxidize,  joints 
loosen,  and  folding  or  sliding  parts  refuse  to 
fold  and  slide.  To  keep  that  furniture  fresh, 
give  each  piece  a  yearly  "tune-up." 

First,  wash  it  down  with  a  soft  scrub  brush 
and  mild  detergent.  Clean  folding  joints  with 
a  toothbrush  dipped  in  solvent,  then  lubri- 
cate with  a  silicone  spray.  Don't  use  oil  it 
attracts  dirt  and  stains  clothes. 

Inspect  bolts,  screws,  and  rivets  to  see  if 
any  are  loose.  Use  a  wrench,  not  pliers,  on 
bolts  and  nuts;  use  a  large-blade  screwdriver 
on  screws.  Tighten  loose  rivets  by  tapping 
with  a  hammer  while  holding  another  ham- 
mer against  the  other  end.  If  a  screw  has 
chewed  up  wood  so  badly  that  you  can't 
tighten  it,  remove  the  screw,  fill  the  hole 
with  splinters  or  toothpicks,  then  substitute 
an  oversize  screw. 
Aluminum  and  Iron  Furniture 

Restore  badly  pitted  and  oxidized  alum- 
inum frames  by  polishing  with  an  alum- 
inum cleaner.  The  paste  types  rub  on,  then 
wash  oi-  wipe  off;  liquid  cleaners  brush  on 
and  wash  off.  Paste  types  have  a  mild  abra- 
sive effect  plus  a  chemical  action;  liquid 
cleaners  work  by  chemical  action  alone. 
Both  types  frequently  leave  a  protective 
coating,  but  to  be  really  sure,  apply  car  wax. 

In  stubborn  cases  where  the  metal  is  badly 
pitted  and  caked  with  dirt,  polish  alone  prob- 
ably won't  do  the  job.  You'll  have  to  rub 
with  fine  steel  wool,  then  polish. 

Wrought-iron  furniture  is  usually  treated 
to  resist  rust.  But  when  the  paint  wears  off 


or  when  it's  scratched,  the  surface  is  bound 
to  rust.  To  keep  rust  from  spreading,  remove 
it  with  steel  wool  and  touch  up  with  metal 
primer.  Finish  with  exterior  enamel. 

Cracked  joints  can  be  repaired  by  a  welder 
or  with  epoxy  cement.  Two-part  epoxies  will 
hold  metal  almost  as  securely  as  a  weld  does 
if  you  follow  directions  to  the  letter. 
Natural  Redwood  Furniture 

Brush  on  a  redwood  sealer  at  least  once  a 
year.  These  penetrating  finishes  soak  in  and 
seal  against  moisture,  dirt,  and  stains.  They 
also  restore  the  original  color.  Be  sure  to  coat 
all  sides.  If  any  boards  are  badly  cracked  or 
split,  pry  them  apart  slightly  with  a  knife 
and  work  in  waterproof  glue.  Clamp  and  re- 
inforce with  brass  screws. 
Rattan  and  Other  Woven  Furniture 

Wicker  or  cane  resists  dampness,  but  it 
fades  and  absorbs  dirt.  To  protect  it,  scrub 
and  spray  with  clear  varnish  at  least  twice 
a  year.  If  the  piece  is  badly  stained— or  if  you 
prefer  a  color— spray  with  outdooi  enamel. 
Repair  loose  or  broken  strands  with  water- 
proof glue  and  tack  them  down  with  rust- 
proof brads  before  painting. 
Cushions  and  Covers 

Badly  faded  plastic  or  canvas  can  be  re- 
stored by  painting  it  with  one  of  several  spe- 
cial fabric  coatings.  An  aerosol  type  can  be 
sprayed  on  vinyl  or  plastic;  a  brush-on  ver- 
sion will  restore  or  change  canvas  colors. 

Replace  plastic  or  canvas  seats  and  backs 
with  precut  covers— or  buy  material  by  the 
yard  and  cut  new  covers,  using  the  old  ones 
for  patterns.  You  can  also  purchase  webbing 
kits  and  weave  new  seats  or  backs. 


HOW  TO  REPLACE  SCREENING 


The  first  step  is  to  buy  aluminum,  plastic, 
or  fiber  glass  mesh  that  measures  at  least 
four  to  six  inches  wider  than  the  biggest 
frame  you'll  be  covering.  Figure  all  lengths 
so  you'll  have  about  one  foot  of  waste  for 
each  screen.  Then  cut  the  screening  to  size 
with  a  large  pair  of  scissors  or  a  utility  knife. 

Pry  off  the  old  moldings  carefully  with  a 
stiff  putty  knife;  if  they're  badly  cracked  or 
weathered,  figure  on  replacing  them  with 
half-round  or  flat  millwork.  Pull  out  all  the 
nails  or  staples  that  secure  the  old  screening. 

Lay  the  frame  across  a  pair  of  sawhorses 
or  boxes  so  it's  supported  at  each  end.  Lay 
the  new  mesh  on  top  and  staple  it  at  one  end, 
starting  from  the  center  and  pulling  the  mesh 
toward  each  corner. 

Now  you'll  need  an  extra  pair  of  hands. 
Stretch  screening  across  to  the  other  end, 
then  have  a  helper  bow  the  frame  :}j  inch  or 
so  by  pushing  down  on  the  sides  of  the  frame 
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halfway  between  the  sawhorses.  Pull  the 
mesh  taut,  and  staple.  Release  the  bow,  and 
your  screening  will  be  tight  and  smooth.  To 
finish  the  job,  staple  along  both  sides,  replace 
the  moldings,  and  trim  the  excess  mesh. 

If  you're  replacing  with  aluminum  screen 
ing,  save  some  scraps  for  repairs.  Small  holes 
can  be  mended  by  weaving  in  new  strands. 
To  repair  fiber  glass  or  plastic  mesh,  touch  a 
small  blob  of  waterproof  household  cement 
to  the  opening  and  let  it  dry.  Add  more  until 
the  opening  is  filled. 

.  No  screening  will  resist  regular  onslaughts 
from  children  or  pets  without  bulging.  You 
can  protect  the  bottom  part  of  doors  with 
decorative  aluminum  guards— or  make  your 
own  heavy-duty  mesh  guards  for  doors  and 
the  lower  parts  of  floor-to-ceiling  porch 
screens.  Just  staple  on  an  extra  layer  of 
quarter-  or  half-inch  galvanized  mesh,  then 
covei  the  edges  with  molding.  ■ 
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The  cost  of  these  ceilings 

wont  get  you  down.

1.  Imaginative,  king-size  busy  box— $49. 
It's  a  store,  a  playhouse,  a  manhole  .  .  . 
anything  a  child's  ingenuity  wants  it  to  be. 
Four  doors,  each  with  different  hardware, 
teach  youngsters  how  hinges  and  latches 
work.  In  back,  there's  a  fifth  opening  so  no 
one  can  be  trapped  inside.  Build  it  with 
four  sheets  of  %-inch  plywood,  and  a  sack 
of  hardware. 

2.  Mini-hi-rise  climbers'  delight— $69. 
The  blue  and  green  panels  are  inter- 
changeable; screw  them  to  the  outside  or 
just  lay  them  in  as  flooring.  Notched  cor- 
ners prevent  slipping.  For  materials,  you 
will  need  4x4s,  2x4s,  %-inch  plywood,  wood 
screws,  and  paint. 

3.  Skyhouse  in  the  wild  blue  yonder— $99. 
It  doesn't  stand  that  high  (trap  door  is 
five  feet  off  the  ground),  but  the  observa- 
tion deck,  plastic  roof  panels,  and  a  win- 
dow in  back  give  junior  birdmen  an  eagle's- 
eye  view.  The  two  A-frames  are  4x4s,  de- 
signed so  they  don't  have  to  be  sunk  into 
ground— though  you  might  secure  them 
with  auger-type  anchors. 

4.  Down-in-the-basement  bungalow— $26. 
Let  an  open  stairway  do  your  support  work. 
Our  playhouse  is  five  feet  high  at  the  ridge 
and  four  feet  wide— but  you  can  adapt  di- 
mensions to  suit  your  stairway.  Build 
framing  with  %-inch  lumber;  use  Vfe-inch 
plywood  for  the  front  and  back.  The  rest  is 
i^-inch  hardboard.  Our  price  includes 
everything  but  the  light. 

5.  A  gym  to  crawl  and  tumble  in— $26. 
Would-be  chimney  sweeps  wiggle  in  and 
out  of  these  smokeless  stacks  for  hours  on 
end.  L-shaped  unit  has  openings  at  top, 
bottom,  and  side,  so  it  can  be  tipped  any 
which  way.  To  build  it,  make  two  simple 
boxes  out  of  5/8-inch  plywood  and  brace  the 
corners  inside  with  cove  moldings.

6.  Wraparound     planter-bench— $20 

(price  does  not  include  azalea  plants). 
Start  by  building  a  hexagonal  planter 
box  of  2x6-inch  fir  boards;  each  side 
is  30  inches  across.  Paint  surfaces  ex- 
posed to  soil  with  wood  perservative. 
Use  2x4s  to  make  the  frame  and  legs 
of  the  three  individual  benches.  Nail 
the  legs  to  the  insides  of  the  planter, 
and  toenail  boards  between  the  rear 
legs  to  hold  soil  away  from  base  of  the 
tree  trunk.  Cut  redwood  2x4s  for  the 
bench  tops  and  nail  to  frame.  Add  soil 
and  set  plants. 

7.  Decorative  house  numbers— $3. 
Cut  these  oversize  numbers  from  red- 
wood 2x4s.  Frame  a  translucent  plas- 
tic panel  (one  shown  is  12x20  inches) 
with  redwood  2x2s.  The  12-inch  legs 
go  into  the  ground  for  support.  Screw 
numbers  through  the  back  of  the  plas- 
tic. Gravel-mulch  the  area,  as  shown, 
to  display  your  handiwork. 

8.  Handy  lean-to  storage  unit— $75. 
Attach  this  six-foot-high,  4x8-foot 
structure  to  garage  or  house  for  all 
your  family's  leisure-time  gear.  Build 
frame  of  2x4s  and  enclose  a  two-foot- 
deep  cabinet  section  made  of  exterior- 
grade  plywood.  Cover  roof  with  corru- 
gated fiber  glass  to  admit  daylight. 
Add  shelves;  paint  to  your  fancy. 

9.  A  fold-down  potting  cabinet— $47. 
Make  the  14-inch-deep,  42-  inch-square 
wall  cabinet  of  %-inch  plywood,  and 
hinge  a  12-inch-wide  side  door  in 
place.  Add  a  lock  for  child-safe  storage 
of  chemicals.  Hinge  the  fold-down  pot- 
ting table,  with  its  collapsible  leg 
brace,  to  the  bottom  shelf.  Mount  the 
unit  on  a  wall  30V2  inches  off  the  floor 
to  clear  the  30-inch-high  roll-around 
hoppers  for  soil  ingredients. 

10.  Accordion-pleated  planter— $18. 
Make  a  20xl6-inch  planter  box  of  %- 
inch  exterior-grade  plywood,  and  coat 
the  inside  with  liquid  fiber  glass.  Face 
with  prefabricated  screen  panels, 
available  in  12-inch  widths  and  varied 
lengths.  Spacer  dowels  hold  the  %x 
l5/s-inch  boards  apart.  Dowel  exten- 
sions interlock  with  adjoining  panels 
to  increase  width.  Use  waterproof  glue 
and  nails  to  secure  panels  to  planter 
box.  Stain  or  paint,  then  add  your 
prize  specimen  plant. 
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form  bench  tops— the  six-foot- long 
panels  interlock  through  the  dowels 
to  add  to  the  width. 
12.  Musical  wind-chime  planter— $11. 
(Plants  not  included.)  Build  a  square 
planter  box— this  one  is  20  inches 
square  and  12  deep — and  paint  in- 
terior with  liquid  fiber  glass.  Frame 
top  and  bottom  with  1x2  boards  so 
they  project  an  inch  out  from  the  plant- 
er. Cut  cane  fishing  poles  (varying 
lengths  from  three  to  seven  inches) 
and  drill  hole  through  end  of  each.  Tie 
wire  or  fish  cord  through  holes  and 
staple  the  other  end  to  top  rim.

FURNITURE 


13.  Freestanding  buffet  server— $50. 

A  boon  to  the  busy  hostess,  this  con- 
temporary buffet  can  also  double  as  a 
room  divider.  Use  two  18-inch  hollow- 
core  doors  for  the  side  panels,  and  top 
with  pieces  of  lx3-inch  lumber.  Fasten 
the  unfinished  sliding-door  buffet  to 
inside  of  the  frame  with  screws.  Then 
stain  and  paint  the  unit  in  bright  ac- 
cent colors  of  your  choice. 

14.  Siamese-twin  study  center— $52. 
Cut  down  on  the  kibitzing  at  home- 
work time  by  giving  each  child  his  own 
private  study  area  where  he  can  work 


without  interruption.  You'll  need  three 
36-inch  and  two  30-inch  doors  to  build 
this  unit  with  an  identical  study  ar- 
rangement on  bcth  sides.  Equip  each 
desk  cubicle  with  a  plastic-laminated 
counter  and  a  slide-out  drawer  below. 
On  the  storage  side,  drill  holes  at  two- 
inch  intervals  and  install  adjustable 
shelves  with  small  shelf  supports. 
Stain  and  paint  the  unit  to  comple- 
ment room  color  scheme. 
15.  An  all-in-one  sewing  center— $43. 
Stop  improvising  your  place  to  sew, 
and   quit  searching  for  the  scissors. 
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This  compact  sewing  center  starts  with 
a  frame  of  three  12-inch  doors.  (Yes, 
they  come  that  narrow!)  You  build  in 
this  shelved  plywood  box.  Then  hinge 
a  30-inch  door  (a  convenient  work  sur- 
face) to  the  box  and  support  it  with 
drop-down  legs.  Stain  frame  and  work 
table;  paint  other  surfaces.  When 
sewing  center  is  not  in  use,  you  can 
quickly  conceal  the  entire  work  area. 
Simply  lift  the  work  table  up  against 
the  plywood  box  and  latch  it.  Fold  the 
legs  flat  and  fasten  at  the  center  to 
form  a  decorative  front  panel. 


16.    Built-in   sofa   with   storage— $79. 

The  roomy,  roll-out  drawer  is  the  be- 
low-the-surface  secret  of  this  ingeni- 
ous seating  piece.  The  drawer  comes 
out  on  casters  at  one  end,  so  you  can 
easily  store  a  miscellany  of  items. 
Build  sofa  base  and  table  wing  of 
three  12-inch  doors;  the  sofa  seat  and 
back  are  two  30-inch  doors.  Cushion 
sofa  with  a  three-inch  polyurethane 
pad  and  two  36-inch  wedge-shaped 
bolsters.  Hide  the  sofa's  functional 
nature  with  vivid  upholstery  and  some 
bright  accent  pillows. 


17.     A    family-designed     desk— $40. 

Roomy  enough  to  serve  your  entire 
household,  this  desk  combines  the 
beauty  of  natural  wood  grain  with  some 
sharp  accent  colors.  Construct  desk 
top  and  one  side  panel  from  a  solid- 
core  door.  Cut  door  at  an  angle,  so 
when  the  two  pieces  are  joined  the 
grain  pattern  is  continuous.  Support 
opposite  end  of  desk  with  a  drawer  unit 
made  of  %-inch  plywood.

LATTICE 
MOLDING 


Like  a  single  brick,  a  single  strip  of  lattice  molding 
won't  help  you  build  very  much.  But  take  several 
strips  of  this  molding,  and  you  can  build  or  embel- 
lish practically  anything — as  the  pictures  here 
demonstrate.  One  of  the  least  expensive  kinds  of 
dimension  lumber  you  can  buy,  lattice  molding 
(or  lath)  is  also  one  of  the  most  versatile.  Thin, 
flexible,  and  lightweight,  it  works  especially  well 
when  you're  trying  to  avoid  bulk  without  sacri- 
ficing strength  or  workmanship. 


18.  A  sturdy  see-through   bookcase  unit— $11. 

You  could  put  a  fair-sized  library  in  this  bookcase 
but  even  if  you  didn't,  your  shelves  would  never 
look  bare.  Nail  the  lath  without  spacing  at  the 
base;  space  it  out  as  you  ascend  to  get  a  trellis 
effect.  Shelves  of  %-inch  plywood  provide  addi- 
tional strength  and  stability. 

19.  Cover  that  wall  with  lattice  molding— $22. 
Here's  the  answer  if  you're  tired  of  looking  at  a 
drab,  uninterestingwall.  Between  two  1x2s,  space 
as  many  strips  of  lath  as  you  need,  and  nail  them 
in  place.  Cut  a  diagonal  strip  at  the  top  and  a  cir- 
cle in  the  middle.  Nail  and  cement  the  lath  to  the 
wall,  but  slightly  offset  the  cut  sections.  Paint  it 
all  flat  white. 

20.  This  smoothly  curved  contour  planter— $6. 
Nail  strips  of  lath  to  three  circles  of  plywood.  Cut 
a  hole  in  the  top  piece  for  your  pot;  leave  the  mid- 
dle one  solid  to  support  it.  For  legs,  cut  three 
of  the  strips  longer  than  the  others.  Stain. 
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Buying  information,  page  95 

21.  Glass-top    coffee    table— $20. 

The  decoratively  cut  half-sheet  of 
%-inch  exterior  plywood  goes  under 
60-  or  70  Vi-inch  strips  of  lath.  Cost- 
liest item  is  the  24-inch  by  36-inch 
sheet  of  %-inch  plate  glass.  (A  piece 
this  size,  buffed  and  beveled,  runs 
about  $12.)  From  the  plywood,  cut 
your  base  in  the  shape  of  a  double- 
ended  tuning  fork.  Two  matching 
curved  sections  make  the  top.  Cut 
lath  according  to  the  total  size  and 
spacing  you  want;  nail  and  glue 
strips  around  the  inside  edges  of 
base  and  top.  Cut  the  end  strips 
slightly  longer,  to  help  keep  the 
glass  from  shifting.  Stain. 

22.  A  scene-making  screen— $10. 
Hang  this  brilliant  backdrop  almost 
anywhere  inside,  or  use  it  outdoors 
to  filter  wind  and  bright  sun.  Four- 
foot  strips  of  lath,  painted  alter- 
nately red  and  blue,  make  this  one 
click— but  any  number  of  other 
color  schemes  could,  too.  Inter- 
weave the  strips  with  plastic 
clothesline  rope;  shoot  in  heavy 
staples  to  keep  the  lath  and  the  rope 
from  parting  company.  Use  a  double 
strip  of  lath  at  top  and  bottom.  Ex- 
tend the  two  outside  ropes  upward 
for  hanging. 

23.  Rain-or-shine  shelter— $52. 
Build  frame  from  %-inch  exterior- 
grade  plywood  and  2x4s.  Cover  top 
and  sides  with  strips  of  lattice  mold- 
ing. Cover  bench  tops  in  lath,  too,  so 
rain  won't  warp  the  seats.  Around 
the  perimeter  of  the  shelter,  extend 
every  other  strip  six  inches  to  en- 
courage climbing  plants.

SCREENS  AND 
FENCES 


24.  Well-woven  webs  of  plastic— $15. 

Translucent  plastic  webbing  radiates 
vibrant  color  even  on  dark  days.  Build 
two  separate  frames  from  stained  red- 
wood 2x4s,  nail  frames  together,  and 
sink  in  concrete  footings.  Webbing  is 
available  in  kits  at  variety  stores;  sta- 
ple the  end  of  each  strip  to  the  inside 
edge  of  the  frame.  Strips  of  molding 
cover  the  staples  and  help  keep  the 
strips  uniformly  taut. 

25.  A  trio  of  swinging  screens— $38. 
Screens  don't  really  have  to  stay  still 
—so  when  the  wind  blows,  these  three 


go  into  action.  Buy  filigree  plywood 
panels  at  a  lumberyard  or  building 
supply  store,  and  frame  the  sides  with 
1x2s.  Mount  them  between  4x4  posts 
on  pairs  of  interlocking  screw  eyes.  To 
get  varying  motion,  set  each  screen's 
axis  at  a  different  height  (but  well 
above  the  middle). 

26.  An  eye-pleasing  eye-fooler— $22. 
This  screen  is  on  the  move  whenever 
you  are  (or  so  it  seems).  The  illusion 
results  when  you  uniformly  space  four 
different  widths  of  narrow  wood  strips 
—in  this  case,  VHnch,  1-inch  1%-inch, 
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and  2-inch.  Both  the  strips  and  the  2x4 
framework  are  stained  Western  cedar. 
Build  your  screen  as  a  single  unit  or  in 
several  sections. 

27.  Quick  screen  for  bad  scene— $20. 
Here's  a  good  way  to  prevent  trajsh 
cans  and  incinerators  from  making 
public  appearances.  Cut  vertical  slots 
in  a  piece  of  ^-inch  exterior  plywood; 
insert  y8-inch  hardboard  circle.  Mount 
plywood  in  a  frame  of  2x4s  (top  and 
bottom)  and  4x4  posts  sunk  in  the 
ground.  For  variety,  change  the  colors 
or  the  shape  of  the  insert. 
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28.  Pattern  with  a   difference— $15. 

Dream  up  a  design,  then  cut  a  pattern 
out  of  cardboard.  Lay  the  pattern  on 
boards  or  exterior  plywood,  and  trace 
around  it  fOreach  piece  you  need.  Here, 
the  decorative  pieces  are  stained  red- 
wood 1x6s,  the  frame  is  2x4s  painted 
with  enamel.  Quarter-round  molding 
at  top  and  bottom  holds  everything  in 
place.  For  extra  drama,  put  outdoor 
lighting  behind  this  bold  design. 

29.  A  decorative  deck  railing — $14. 
Dash  this  one  off  in  no  time  with  only 
three  basic  ingredients:  2x4  lumber, 


%-inch  dowels,  and  a  colorful  sheet 
of  canvas.  At  each  end,  split  the  in- 
terior 2x4  and  staple  the  end  of  the 
canvas  to  one  half.  Then  hide  your 
staples  and  frayed  edges  with  the 
other  half.  The  2x4  sandwich  also 
helps  keep  the  canvas  tightly  and  uni- 
formly stretched.  When  your  railing 
begins  to  show  signs  of  age  and 
weather,  restore  it  fast  with  paint  and 
a  new  strip  of  canvas.

TABLES  AND 
TOPS 

30.  This  unique  two-frame  table — $16. 

Team  a  campstool  frame  and  a  picture 
frame!  Remove  canvas  from  stool; 
chain  sides  as  shown,  and  paint  them 
with  gloss  enamel.  To  cast  top,  make 
a  mold  sized  to  the  inside  of  the  pic- 
ture frame.  Pour  in  a  layer  of  casting 
resin  and  let  it  gel.  Arrange  watch 
parts,  colored  paper,  and  matting  face 
down  in  the  resin.  Then  add  another 
layer  of  resin  and  frame  the  result. 


31.  A  fold-up  table  and  benches— $31. 

These  picnickers  fit  in  everywhere — in 
a  carport,  against  the  side  of  the 
house,  or  on  a  small  patio.  Make  them 
from  cedar  and  accent  them  with 
weather  resistant  brass  screws  and 
hinges.  Legless  sides  hinge  to  a  plate 
bolted  onto  your  wall.  Table  and 
benches  fold  against  wall  when  not  in 
use;  fixed  wall  fasteners  hold  them 
up.  Legs  fold  flat. 

32.  Checkerboard  block  table— $10. 
Try  this  table-turning  trick  with  a  fa- 
miliar material.  Use  vinyl  tiles  to  cover 
a  table  instead  of  the  floor.  Make 
square  table  base  from  4x4s,  the  top 
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from  %-inch  plywood.  Cut  standard 
9x9-inch  vinyl  tiles  into  3x3-inch 
squares.  Using  a  table  saw,  cut  down 
4x4s  to  accommodate  the  3-inch  tiles, 
or  have  a  lumberyard  plane  them 
down.  Cement  alternating  black  and 
white  tiles  to  table  frame.  The  result: 
a  decorative  covering  with  all  the  easy- 
care  advantages  of  vinyl. 

33.  A  geometric  wood  tabletop— $15. 
Combine  a  trio  of  wood  veneers  and 
create  this  distinctive  table  surface. 
For  the  top,  use  oak-veneer  plywood. 
Place  two-inch  walnut  veneer  tape  and 
one-inch  birch  veneer  tape  in  this  sug- 
gested pattern,  or  create  your  own  de- 
sign. (Self-adhesive  veneer  tapes  come 
with  peel-off  backing.)  Apply  a  light 
stain  to  the  entire  table.  Each  wood 
veneer  accepts  the  stain  differently, 
according  to  density.  This  adds  va- 
riety to  the  overall  pattern. 

34.  Sturdy  stainless-steel  table— $23. 
Construct  a  wooden  cube  out  of  %-inch 
plywood  and  use  tile  cement  to  cover 
it  completely  with  41Ax41/4-inch  stain- 
less-steel tiles.  A  basic  cube  table  such 
as  this  one  can  serve  as  an  accent 
piece  in  almost  any  rcom,  depending 
on  your  choice  of  covering:  plastic  or 
copper  tiles,  patterned  wallpaper, 
vinyl,  or  grass  cloth. 

35.  Take-along  accessory  table— $14. 
This  small  fabric-covered  table  is 
tailor-made  for  people  who  are  on  the 
move,  or  who  like  to  entertain;  it  can 
be  disassembled  and  stored  flat.

36.  Oak/marble  kitchen  block— $10. 
Mount  this  unit  on  a  standard  kitchen 
cabinet,  or  set  it  into  a  counter  top. 
Make  18-inch-deep  by  30-inch-wide 
block  from  %-inch  plywood.  Nail  and 
glue  oak  flooring  to  plywood,  leaving 
an  insert  for  the  marble.  Rack  is  three 
oak  strips  separated  by  hardboard. 

37.  Corrugated  cardboard  table— $3. 
This  table  takes  patience,  paste,  and 
lots  of  cardboard— but  the  result  is 
striking.  Cut  varying  lengths  of  three- 
inch-wide  cardboard  to  make  design. 
Press  strips  together  with  wheat  paste. 
Stack  flat  cardboard  disks  around 
wooden  dowels  for  the  legs.

40.  Everybody's  choice  towel  ladder— $2 
Use  one-inch  drapery  rods  for  poles, 
inch  rods  for  rungs.  Rods  bolt  togeth* 
adjustable  drapery  sockets  hold  the  pol 
between  the  floor  and  ceiling. 

41.  An  ornamental  pedestal  table— $1 
Wrought-iron  shelf  brackets  and  one-inc 
square  tubing  support  the  plywood  tc 
Base  is  lx2-inch  lumber,  lap-jointed. 

42.  Bookcases  with  full  stereo  sound— $5 
Size  the  upper  boxes  to  your  speake 
Cut  %-inch  dadoes  top  and  bottom  in  ea 
upper  box,  and  beneath  the  lower  on« 
Then  make  two  three-rung  aluminum  lc 
ders  that  tension-fit  against  the  ceilir

43.  A    roll-around    folding    screen— $4 
The  frame  is  one-inch  round  tubing,  join 
with  T-buttr-connectors.  Hinge  the  pane 
add  casters  and  percolator  tops  for  f  inia| 
Cover  with  some  bright  fabric. 

44.  Sturdy  bar  for  all  the  family— $4 
From  one  sheet  of  %-inch  birch  plywoc 
build  a  48x30xl0-inch  open-back  b( 
You  will  have  enough  left  for  shelves  a 
an  18x60-inch  top  with  mitered  iy2-in 
aprons.  Assemble  frame,  screw  to  tc 
and  brace  crosspiece  with  pipe  hange 

45.  Sun-following  plant  shelves— $3 
Aluminum  tubing  also  comes  with  lips  1 
inset  tops.  Slant  the  outer  ceramic  til 
against  tubing  for  a  dished  surface. 

46.  One  great  slate  coffee  table— $2 
Frame  is  30x24x18  inches;  tops  were  c 
from  a  blackboard,  then  sealed  with  f 
ishing  oil  and  laid  in  rough  side  up.

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47.  Sturdy,  easy-do  bookshelves— $6. 

Ready-made  metal  shelves  in  standard 
sizes  speed  this  Saturday  project  for 
your  child's  room.  Cut  the  side  panels 
and  the  21/2-inch-wide  front  and  back 
facings  of  %-inch  plywood.  Design  and 
cut  your  own  pattern  on  the  ends,  or 
use  this  lollipop  made  with  a  jigsaw 
or  saber  saw.  Stain  or  paint  all  wood 
areas  before  attaching  the  shelves 
with  wood  screws. 

48.  A  pair  of  specialty  shelves— $7. 
You  can  devise  each  VHnch  plywood 
shelf  to  serve  a  different  need.  To  wa- 
terproof one  shelf  for  your  favorite 
plants,  edge  it  with  lxl  lumber,  then 
coat  inside  surfaces  with  a  generous 
layer  of  liquid  fiber  glass  resin.  When 
preparing  the  resin  and  hardener  mix- 
ture, follow  proportions  explicitly  as 
printed  on  the  package.  Mix  each  coat 
individually,  because  resin  mixture  sets 
up  quickly.  Sand  lightly  between  coats 
to  rough  up  the  surface  for  better  ad- 
hesion. Next,  cover  the  bottom  of  the 
tray  with  a  sheet  of  fiber  glass  cloth 
cut  to  size.  If  you  wish,  cover  all  inside 
surfaces  with  decorative  fabric  (the 
mat  we  used  was  leftover  curtain  fab- 
ric). Finally,  coat  the  entire  surface 
with  one  or  more  applications  of  resin 
mixture  and  let  it  dry  24  hours. 

49.  A  wall  of  hidden  surprises— $40. 
No,  it's  not  adobe,  but  plywood  built 
out  from  the  wall.  And  it's  easy  to  con- 
struct. Brush  on  textured  stucco  paint; 
dab  with  wadded  newspaper.  A  show- 
case bulb  above  each  12-inch-deep 
niche  lights  the  treasures  each  box 
was  specially  planned  to  hold. 
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50.  Graceful  case  for  your  glassware— $68. 

Give  any  room  a  lift  with  this  3x7-foot  show- 
case, 18  inches  deep.  Oak  plywood  and  milk- 
white  plastic  hide  fluorescent  tubes. 

51.  A  divider  that  multiplies  space— $24. 
Screw  one-inch  dowels  to  shelves  centered  on 
sturdy  2x4s.  Oversize  post  holes  in  the 
shelves  simplify  vertical  adjustment. 

52.  Rugged  rope  and  redwood  shelves— $13. 
To  add  a  well-worn  look,  you  beat,  chip,  and 
stain  2x8s.  Attach  shelves  to  verticals;  sling 
rope  around  shelves  in  precut  slots.

53.  Hooked:  a  winning  window— $29. 

Head  for  a  nearby  sporting  goods  store 
for  some  of  these  makings,  since  this 
treatment  features  cork  fishing  floats. 
Build  a  frame  of  %-inch  lumber  and 
fasten  it  to  the  floor  and  ceiling.  (Our 
frame  encloses  a  three-foot  window.) 
Slide  the  cork  floats  with  pre-drilled 
holes  onto  Vi-inch  dowels  and  insert 
them  into  the  frame.  Paint  the  frame, 
then  back  it  completely  with  floor- 
length  cotton  draperies. 

54.  Color-laced  window  shade— $15. 
Transform     that    wallflower    window 


shade  into  a  belle-of-the-ball  beauty. 
Laminate  "iron-on"  fabric  to  the 
shade,  and  then  cut  it  into  6-inch 
strips.  Staple  strip  ends  to  the  shade 
roller  and  a  dowel  stick.  Finally,  weave 
through  some  complementary  iron-on 
tape  and  repeat  it  as  trim  along  the 
window  frame. 

55.  Applause-getting  opening— $73. 
Good  reviews  from  your  family  will 
surely  follow  this  beautifully  staged 
window  dressing.  Cover  plywood  lam- 
brequin with  fabric;  accent  it  with  dec- 
orative braid.   Mask  window  opening 
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with  sheer  under-draperies  (these  are 
stationary)  and  overdraperies.  Attach 
sew-on  rings  behind  the  overdraper- 
ies, and  lace  them  with  cords  which 
pull  from  the  side.  When  drawn  back, 
the  overdraperies  open  with  all  the 
flair  of  a  stage  curtain. 
56.  Change-the-scene  panels— $23. 
You  slide  these  panels  to  each  side  for 
a  view  of  the  outdoors,  or  screen  the 
scene  completely.  Build  panel  frames 
and  the  connecting  cornice  of  %-inch 
lumber.  Outside  panels  are  fixed;  in- 
side panels  move  on  a  sliding  closet 


track  mounted  behind  the  cornice. 
Back  the  panels  with  fabric  inserts 
and  staple  them  to  the  frame  or  stretch 
between  curtain  rods.

Here's  a  window  as  bright  and  gay  as 
all  your  circus  memories.  Design  and 
cut  a  gala  tent  from  %-inch  plywood

the  stripe  effect  with  pencil,  paint,  and 
masking  tape.  When  two  colors  have 
dried,  apply  a  third  with  a  striping 
brush.  Secure  tent  at  top  and  base- 
board with  spacer  blocks.  Hang  sheer 


under-draperies;  hold  them  back  with 

mounted  coat  hooks. 

58.  Bottoms-up  window  beauty— $52. 

Now  you  can  make  three  separate  win- 
dows add  up  to  something  special. 
Mount  fabric-laminated  (as  in  #54) 
bottoms-up  window  shades  at  the 
baseboard.  Coordinate  with  a  plywood 
cornice  covered  in  a  matching  stripe. 
Conceal  pulley  cords  behind  the  cor- 
nice so  each  shade  operates  inde- 
pendently. Hang  solid-color  draperies 
to  conceal  the  window  moldings;  then 
accent  with  striped  tiebacks.

59.  A  storage/server    "to  go"— $74. 

Save  steps  by  storing  table-setting  and 
party  gear  in  this  handy  unit.  Cover 
shelves  with  felt,  add  hooks  under  top 
shelf.  Bolt  matching  two-drawer  unit 
to  base,  top  with  plastic  laminate. 
Mount  the  base  on  casters. 


60.  Elegant  drapery-rod  divider— $62. 

Fashion  this  from  five  six-foot,  white- 
and-gold  wood  drapery  rods  with 
matching  four-inch-long  pole  ends. 
Suspend  rods  on  5/8-mch  wood  dowels 
(three feet  long)  whose  ends  have  been 
inserted  into  floor-to-ceiling  wood 
poles.  Paint  side  poles  and  horizontal 
dowels  white.  Add  ribbon  lengths  be- 
tween each  of  the  rods  and  poles. 

61.  Compact  clay-tile  wine  rack— $24. 
First  lay  out  5V2-inch  tiles  to  determine 
the  size  frame  you  need.  Then  build 
box  of  %-inch  plywood  with  e  divider  in 
center.  Insert  tiles,  edge  box  front  and 
back  with  pine  mitered  at  corners. 
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62.  Flying-saucer  pottery  feeder— $3. 

A  nine-inch  saucer  serves  as  the  tray, 
a  six-inch  pot  with  the  bottom  knocked 
out  makes  the  hopper,  and  an  inverted 
12-inch  saucerforms  the  top.  Nuts  and 
washers  hold  pottery  pieces  onto  the 
threaded  %-inch  rod. 

63.  Flowery  funnel  patio  lights — $4. 
Insert  three-foot-long  dowels  into  the 
narrow  ends  of  six  funnels.  Punch  or 
drill  holes  into  funnel  sides,  secure 
with  painted  screw  heads,  and  paint 
on  the  decorative  petals. 

64.  Handsome  concrete  planter— $7. 
Group  four  3x/2-inch-square  concrete 
blocks  around  a  16-inch  redwood  4x4. 
Run  wires  through  holes  drilled  through 
the  wood  block,  and  around  the  spac- 
ers between  the  holes  in  the  concrete 
blocks.  Plant  with  some  green  and 
variegated  peperomia  and  variegated 
jade  plant. 

65.  Soft-touch  towel  headboard— $20. 
Make  a  frame  the  width  of  a  twin  bed, 
using  l3/8-inch-wide  corner  bead.  Cut 
%-inch  plywood  to  fit  inside  this  frame 
and  serve  as  backing.  Baste  towel  to 
some  padding  cut  to  fit  the  backing. 
Cover  buttons  and  sew  to  towel  through 
padding.  Staple  towel  edges  in  place 
on  back;  insert  backing  inside  the 
frame,  and  nail  in  place.  Glue  molding 
to  the  front  of  frame  with  epoxy.  Staple 
unbleached   muslin  over  back. 

66.  Easy-access  shade  shelves— $11. 
To  organize  your  tool  shop  or  garage, 
build  two  %-inch  plywood  boxes  (each 
24  inches  wide,  18  inches  high,  7 
inches  deep),  complete  with  shelves. 
Frame  the  top  edge  and  two  sides  with 
%-inch  pine.  Paint  window  shades,  at- 
tach wood  strips,  then  install  behind 
the  top  piece  of  each  box. 

67.  Hibachi  and  coffee  warmer— $5. 
Take  a  garden  variety  10-  or  12-inch 
pot  and  drill  holes  three  inches  from 
the  bottom.  Cover  bottom  of  pot  with 
an  expanded-mica  charcoal  base.  Set 
hibachi  on  inverted  saucer,  and  con- 
vert two  seven-inch  pot  saucers  into  a 
coffee  warmer.  The  round  grills  are 
halves  of  wire  broilers. 

68.  Terrycloth  for  tennis  gear— $3. 
Fashion  a  smart  racket  cover  from  two 
fingertip  towels.  Outline  towel  design 
with  rug  yarn,  using  couching  stitches. 
Stitch  flat  bias  tape  to  bottoms  of  the 
towels,  leaving  tape  ends  open  to  form 
slots.  Sew  towels  together  at  both  sides 
and  along  top  below  fringe,  stopping 
short  of  slots.  Then  thread  a  60-inch 
length  of  rug  yarn  through  slots  for  a 
drawstring.  Make  a  matching  tennis- 
ball  bag  from  two  washcloths.

SCREENS 

69.  Color-cued  fabric  room  divider— $14. 

Create  any  combination  of  colors  you  like, 
from  subtle  to  startling.  You'll  need  2V2 
yards  of  36-inch  burlap;  wool  yarn  in  vari- 
ous weights  and  colors;  a  large  tapestry 
needle;  two  strips  of  bull-nose  wood  mold- 
ing for  ends  of  panel ;  assorted  strips  of  36- 
inch  balsa  wood  (or  wood  doweling  from 
VHnch  to  1/2-inchwide)forweaving  through 
drawn  areas;  paint  in  colors  to  harmonize 
with  the  yarn;  one  set  of  spring  tension 
poles  and  clamps.  Do  all  the  drawnwork 
before  reweaving  the  burlap.  Lay  fabric 
flat  on  a  worktable.  Starting  at  top,  weave 
yarn  and  wood  slats  over  and  under  the 
vertical  threads  of  the  drawn  areas.  Tie 
completed  panel  to  molding,  hang  be- 
tween two  tension  poles.  Spray  finished 
screen  with  soil  repellent. 

70.  Light-catching  room  divider— $37. 
String  colorful  circles  and  squares  on 
chains,  then  suspend  within  a  frame  of  %- 
inch  wood.  To  cast  baubles,  pour  casting 
resin  mixed  with  resin  dyes  into  lids  of 
plastic  containers  and  coffee  cans.  Embed 
trims  before  resin  cures.  When  resin  is 
completely  set,  drill  holes  for  screw  eyes. 
Then  attach  jump  rings;  lengths  of  vertical 
and  horizontal  chain  hold  shapes  together. 
Attach  to  wood  frame  on  all  sides. 

71.  Sleek,  symmetrical  wood  screen— $29. 
For  separation  with  a  light  and  airy  look, 
play  verticals  of  lattice  molding  against 
horizontals  of  lx4-inch  wood  blocks.  The 
lattice  molding  is  pinched  at  top  and  bot- 
tom. Standard  molding  goes  around  top. 

72.  Shimmering  plastic  strip  divider— $41. 
Striking  as  it  is,  this  one  is  easy  to  execute. 
Start  with  two  sheets  of  3x6-foot  plastic. 
Cut  it  to  varied  widths,  mount  these  be- 
tween 1x4s,  and  suspend  within  the  frame- 
work of  the  divider. 

73.  Floor-to-ceiling  block  divider— $22. 
Parlay  a  stack  of  pine  blocks  into  a  stun- 
ning room  divider.  First,  cut  an  abundant 
supply  of  blocks,  all  the  same  size.  Lay 
them  out  on  the  floor  in  a  pleasing  pattern, 
then  bridge  openings  front  and  back  with 
small  strips  of  wood.  Glue  and  nail  them 
together.  Nail  a  strip  of  wood  to  ceiling  and 
one  to  floor,  lift  assembled  divider  intc 
place,  and  secure  with  nails.

74.  Gay  checkerboard  felt  rug— $20. 

To  make  a  4x6-foot  rug,  cut  a  piece  of 
felt  that  measures  52  inches  wide  and 
76  inches  long.  You'll  use  this  as  a 
backing.  Fold,  then  topstitch  a  two- 
inch  hem  on  all  sides.  Miter  the  cor- 
ners. With  chalk,  mark  a  dozen  14x16- 
inch  rectangles  on  felt.  Start  P/2  inches 
from  the  edge;  topstitch  two-inch  felt 
strips  to  the  background  between 
markings.  (These  extend  slightly  into 
rectangle  areas.)  Cut  twelve  16x18- 
inch  fur  fabric  pieces,  and  fold  a  one- 
inch  hem  around  the  fur.  Place  cotton 
batting  within  the  folded  edges  on  the 
reverse  side.  Topstitch  fur  fabric 
pieces  and  batting  to  the  felt,  alter- 
nating zebra  and  white— checkerboard 
style.  Add  felt  and  fur  loops. 

75.  Harlequin  blanket-coverlet— $15. 
For  this  bedroom  beauty,  sew  cotton 
braid  horizontally  and  vertically  with  a 
running  stitch.  (You'll  need  about  16 
yards  of  braid  for  a  double-size  blan- 
ket.) Couch  two  strands  of  yarn  to 
edges  of  binding  where  it  overlaps 
ends.  Finish  sides  with  yarn,  using  a 
blanket  stitch.  Thread  and  loop  yarn 
through  top  of  this  stitch.  Using  a  har- 
lequin design,  decorate  with  triple 
strands  of  yarn,  couched  to  blanket. 
Ornamentbraid  endswithyarn  tassels. 

76.  Sun-and-fun  cot  cover-up— $9. 
Snap-on  vinyl  cover  doubles  as  a  game 
board  or  a  spot  for  sunning.  Cut  solid 
color  vinyl  the  length  and  width  of  cot, 
plus  a  four-inch  border  on  all  sides. 
Cut  out  areas  to  match  old  cover.  Top- 
stitch borders  (cut  from  printed  vinyl) 
onto  plain  color.  Matching  vinyl  makes 
a  17-inch-square  tick-tack-toe  board 
plus  half-circle  ends.  Bags  to  hold  the 
markers  tie  onto  the  cot  when  not  in 
use.  Sew  snaps  onto  old  canvas  cover 
at  all  corners  to  keep  vinyl  taut. 

77.  A  fancy  bed  of  beach  towels— $15. 
Buy  a  pair  of  beach  towels— the  bolder 
the  better— and  outline  the  design  with 
yarn  stitches.  Sew  multicolored  yarn 
fringe  loops  to  ends.  Add  zipper  clo- 
sure to  one  end,  then  stitch  towels  to- 
gether on  the  other  three  sides.  Insert 
removable  one-inch  foam  padding, 
cut  to  the  same  size  as  towels. 

78.  Tiger  tote  set  for  sunning— $8. 
This  set  travels  well  to  beach  or  pool. 
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It  has  a  separate  sunning  cloth  with  a 
tiger  head  attached  fora  pillow.  Buythe 
tiger  print— either  cotton  or  terry— and 
trim  it  with  yarn  and  telt  features. 

79.  A  fabric-and-fringe  fish  bag— $6. 
Before  that  next  vacation  trip,  make 
this  extra  bag  out  of  easy-to-sew  sail- 
cloth. The  plastic  interlining  is  espe- 
cially handy  for  wet  swim  suits.  Zip- 
pered  "fin"  pockets  hold  your  loose 
change,  comb,  and  beach  gear. 

80.  Great  pink  elephant  carryall— $5. 
Our  jumbo  elephant  bag,  fashioned 
from  felt,  has  a  16-inch  zipper  closure 
and  stands  18  inches  high.  He's  a  guar- 
anteed crowd  pleaser,  too. 

81.  Spill-shrugging  vinyl  cover— $10. 
Cut  white  vinyl  the  size  of  table- 
top   plus  a   5/8-inch   seam   allowance. 


Side  strips  are  as  long  as  table  width, 
plus  a  seven-inch  allowance  for  corner 
tabs  (4%-inch  depth).  Hem  side  drops, 
then  stitch  to  top.  Cover  buttons  with 
vinyl;  stitch  to  tabs. 
82.  Some  versatile  patio  pillows— $12. 
Stack  pillows  three  high  for  an  otto- 
man; place  for  seating;  or  lay  flat  for  a 
mattress,  as  shown.  Just  cover  three 
foam  pillows  with  vinyl,  then  hinge  to- 
gether. Make  hinges  same  depth  as 
cushions  and  about  an  inch  wide  after 
folding  and  stitching.

Cut  strips  from  oak  flooring  to  decorate 
a  mahogany  solid-core  door.

Pre-drill  the  hard  oak  before  in- 
serting decorative  brass  upholstery 
nails.  Stain  door  to  bring  out  the  two 
wood  colors,  then  varnish.

84.  See-through  window  disguise— $6. 
A  high-up  "speakeasy"  window  can 
mar  your  front  door's  appearance.  Our 
treatment  camouflages  the  window  ex- 


terior, yet  still  letb  you  see  out.  A  rec-i 
tangle   of   smoked    plastic   hides   the; 
existing  small,  diamond-shaped  win- 
dow.   (Moid;r  g   holds   the    plastic    inl 
place.)  Other   panels   are   painted   to 
match  the  smoked  plastic. 
85.  Handsome  shoji  screen  door— $14. 
Here's  a  bit  of  Oriental  drama  for  you.- 
Cement  glossy  vinyl  fabric  to  the  door.l, 
Cut  1-inch  and  Vfe-inch  strips  from  Vfe-I 
inch  hardboard.  Paint  all  of  the  strips* 
black;    mount    them    with    finishing 
nails.  For  a  full  floor-to-ceiling  effect,: 
add  a  separate  panel  above  the  door. 
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86.  Plywood  paneling  plus  paint— $7. 

Dress  up  a  bathroom  or  bedroom  door 
with  this  easy,  inexpensive  treatment.' 
Glue  decorative  ^-inch  plywood  panel- 
ing to  the  top  and  bottom  of  your  door. 
Border  with  molding  painted  a  shade 
darker  than  the  door. 

87.  Blackboard,  bulletin  board— $10. 
Want  to  put  a  child's  closet  door  to 
work?  Mount  sheet  metal  to  a  hollow- 
core  door  with  expansion  bolts.  Cover 
metal  with  green  blackboard  paint. 
Glue  on  molding— adding  a  plywood 
box  to  hold  chalk  and  eraser.

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Feed  dahlias.  One  of  the  best 
ways  to  make  dahlias  produce 
large  flowers  over  a  long  bloom- 
ing period  is  to  feed  them  every 
four  weeks.  It  doesn't  matter 
whether  they  have  grown  from 
tubers  or  seedlings  set  out  ear- 
lier this  year.  Chances  are  that 
these  strong-growing  flowers 
from-  Mexico  have  used  up 
much  of  the  original  nourish- 
ment in  the  soil  by  now. 


Dahlias  are  heavy  feeders.  Wit- 
ness the  size  of  the  main  stalks 

equal  to  the  size  of  water 
pipes!  This  is  a  clue  to  the  fact 
that  they  can  be  kept  growing 
vigorously  with  frequent  ap- 
plications of  plant  food.  There's 
a  wide  choice  — the  complete 
commercial  pelleted  types  are 
most  popular.  But  liquid  fish 
is  still  excellent;  and  then  there 
are  foods  concocted  especially 
for  dahlias  and  bulbs. 

No  matter  which  type  of 
plant  food  you  use,  it's  a  good 
idea  to  water  thoroughly  24 
hours  before  feeding.  You  can 
facilitate  watering  by  pulling 
soil  six  to  ten  inches  away  from 
the  plant  to  form  a  three-inch- 
high  dam.  This  directs  the  wa- 
ter and  fertilizer  right  down  to 
the  root  area. 

As  with  fuchsias,  keep  the 
old  blossoms  cut  off.  Dahlias 
respond  like  crazy;  the  more 
you  cut,  the  more  they  produce, 
and  the  longer  they  bloom. 
Fragrance  of  oranges.  The  shrub 
that  is  sold  as  tobira  at  the 
nurseries  has  a  high  place  on 
the  honored  list  of  the  ten  best 
shrubs  for  the  milder  parts  of 
the  West.  Botanically,  it  is 
known  as  Pittosporum  tobira. 
Though  most  of  its  relatives 
come  from  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  this  one  hails  from 
Japan  and  China.  Undoubtedly 
this  is  why  it  is  more  cold  re- 
sistant than  its  cousins. 

About  that  fragrance:  the 
clusters  of  creamy  white  flow- 
ers appear  on  the  branch  tips 
during  late  winter  and  spring. 


They  do  have  the  appeal  of 
orange  blossoms.  Sometimes 
this  shrub  is  called  the  mock- 
orange— but  botanically  this  is 
far  from  right.  This  tobira  is  a 
sturdy  plant  that  is  able  to 
withstand  salt  wind,  alkaline 
soil,  intense  heat,  and  severe 
drought— and  yet  it  withstands 
heavy  frosts,  too. 

The  way  to  use  it  is  as  a  low 
hedge  or  foundation  plant.  It 
normally  grows  five  to  eight 
feet  in  height.  The  dense  speci- 
mens you  see  result  from  fre- 
quent pruning.  In  the  colder 
parts  of  the  United  States  they 
are  often  used  in  tubs  or  plant- 
ers. Then  they  are  brought  in- 
doors during  the  winter. 
Mulching  and  beauty.  There's  a 
special  glow  of  beauty  in  a  well- 
kept  garden— vigorous  and 
healthy  green.  With  the  warm- 
er days  comes  the  need  for  more 
water.  Shallow-rooted  plants, 
such  as  azaleas,  camellias,  and 
rhododendrons,  tend  to  dry  out 
quickly  and  lose  that  rich  green 
look.  It's  more  apt  to  happen 
during  periods  of  dry,  windy 
weather,  especially  in  the  in- 
land valleys,  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  Arizona.

They 
damage  a  plant  by  sucking  out 
its  vital  juices.  Often  this  trou- 
ble is  mistaken  for  lack  of  wa- 
ter or  disease. 


To  check  for  mites,  use  a  hand 
lens  or  shake  a  damaged  sec- 
tion of  the  evergreen  over  a  clean 
piece  of  white  paper.  Watch 
closely.  If  the  "spots"  (mites 
are  only  1  64  of  an  inch  in  di- 
ameter) appear  to  move  on  the 
paper,  the  remedy  is  a  multi- 
purpose spray  tha(t  contains 
both  a  miticide  and  a  systemic 
which  poisons  the  plant  juices 
for  effective  insect  control. 
Conservation  at  home.  Western 
conservation  leaders,  more 
than  ever  before,  are  fighting  to 
preserve  the  natural  beauty  of 
trees  and  shrubs.  Even  the  sub- 
dividers,  who  used  to  think 
small,  now  realize  that  the  full- 
size  tree  specimens  not  only  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  a 
brand  new  home,  but  help  sell 
it  more  quickly.  A  Palo  Alto '■ 
builder  has  won  local  fame  sim- 
ply by  bringing  in  dozens  of 
magnificent  olive  trees.  They 
shift  easily— even  in  midsum- 
mer—and bring  stature  and 
permanence  to  a  neighborhood. 

Trees  on  a  grand  scale  add  to 
the  landmarks  of. the  skyline. 
And,  especially  in  July,  a  street 
with  a  canopy  of  foliage  seems 
an  oasis  to  the  summer  travel- 
er. The  rear  garden  that  gets 
high  shade  from  a  tall  tree  can 
also  be  most  pleasant. 

The  creators  of  burgeoning 
shopping  centers  throughout 
the  West  realize  that  mature 


trees  add  beauty  to  comme 
cial  developments.  In  Sout 
ern  California,  veteran  tn 
experts  think  nothing  of  mo 
ing  80-foot  palms.  The  cost 
well  worth  it.  What  about  t 
homeowner  already  saddle 
with  a  high  mortgage  and  t 
usual  array  of  new  equipmen 
He  may  not  care  to  spend 
additional  $150  on  a  spec 
olive.  Yet,  with  the  expenc 
ture  of  $15  on  a  specimen  tr 
in  a  five-gallon  can  (or  large 
he  can  get  results  in  a  f< 
short  years. 

Take  the  California  live  o 
as  just  one  example.  The  usi 
impression  is  that  it  is  a  sk 
grower.  The  truth  is  that  on 
it  gets  past  its  first  ten  yea: 
the  pace  steps  up.  Oaks  gn 
old  gracefully,  and  their  ul 
mate  form  at  maturity  is  f 
more  beautiful  than  that  of  t 
slender  young  tree. 

In  the  Northwest,  the  ] 
oak  is  beautiful  with  its  da: 
glossy  green  leaves  through  t 
spring  and  summer  months, 
the  coolness  of  fall  approach 
the  foliage  turns  yellow,  rj 
and  finally  russet  brown.  If  t 
weather  is  mild  through 
winter  months,  many  of  th< 
picturesque  brown  leaves  ha 
on  until  spring. 

Perhaps  the  best  example 
an  oak  that  tolerates  drouj; 
is  Portugal's  famous  cork 
In  Mediterranean  countri 
the  bark  of  this  tree  yields  co 
mercial  cork.  Yet,  the  tree  p:

A  light-box  with  frosted 
glass  or  plastic  panels  outlines 
the  numerals  for  guests  ap- 
proaching from  either  direc- 
tion—and the  mailman  finds 
his  target  moored  between  two 
pairs  of  4x4  posts. 

First,  buy  a  regulation-size 
mailbox  and  check  with  your 
postmaster  to  find  out  exactly 
how  high  and  how  far  from  the 
street  it  should  be  located. 
These  dimensions  will  govern 
the  size  of  your  unit. 

Tie  the  4x4s  together  with 
lag  screws  and  two  short  pieces 
of  2x6,  spaced  about  15  inches 
apart.  Set  up  the  entire  assem- 
bly in  concrete. 

For  the  light,  screw  china 
sockets  to  the  4x4s.  Two  rows 
of  three  (with  60-watt  bulbs) 
were    used    here.    The    frosted 


panels  slip  into  grooves  in  the 
4x4s.  Glue  on  the  numerals 
with  epoxy  cement. 

Attach  that  2x6  on  top  with 
just  one  or  two  wood  screws  so 
you  can  easily  reach  inside  to 
replace  bulbs. 


Above:  This  companion  light 
shows  off  plantings  and  mini- 
mizes any  risk  of  falls  on  grad- 
ual steps.  Panels  on  two  sides 
direct  light  onto  both  the  steps 
and  the  landing. 

Construction  is  the  same  as 
for  the  mailbox,  except  you  can 
scale  down  by  using  pairs  of 
2x4s  for  the  sides.  Both  mail- 
box and  light  were  built  with 
Douglas  fir,  treated  with  a 
clear,  creosote  finish. 

Buried  conduit  carries  elec- 
tricity to  the  single  socket  in- 
side. A  40-watt  bulb  was  used 
in  this  installation.

An  ocean  cruise-  ship  is  a  seagoing  resort 
hotel  with  standards  of  luxury  seldom 
surpassed  on  shore.  The  very  word 
"posh,"  meaning  the  epitome  in  elegant 
service  and  accommodations,  originated 
at  sea.  More  than  a  century  ago  Penin- 
sular and  Oriental  Steam  Navigation 
Company  ships  bound  from  England  to 
India  passed  through  the  hot  Mediter- 
ranean and  Red  seas.  VIP  passengers 
were  allotted  cabins  on  the  shady  port 
side  going  out  to  India  and  on  the  shady 
starboard  side  returning  home  to  Eng- 
land. "Port  out,  starboard  home"  was 
abbreviated  to  "P.O.S.H.,"  which  came 
to  include  all  the  luxurious  service  given 
to  a  VIP. 

On  today's  fully  air-conditioned  cruise 
ships,  the  shady  side  is  no  more  agree- 
able than  the  sunny  side— but  posh  still 
describes  the  treatment  you  receive  once 
you  step  aboard.  Ships  flying  the  flags 
of  all  the  great  maritime  nations  vie 
with  one  another  to  pamper  guests  in 
keeping  with  their  own  national  brand 
of  hospitality. 

Not  only  is  a  cruise  ship  a  floating 
resort  hotel,  it's  a  hotel  that  changes 
its  environs  so  you  never  know  exactly 
what  exciting  new  things  await  you  from 
hour  to  hour.  Change  may  be  a  passing 
ship,  a  cloud-shrouded  island  off  the 
port  side,  or  a  flying  fish  winging  aboard 
to  lie  flopping  beside  you)-  deck  chair.  A 
cruise  ship  may  offer  the  finest  in  cuisine. 
exciting  activities,  and  splendid  accom- 
modations but  it's  still  the  sea  which 
fascinates  a  landlubber  making  his  maid- 
en voyage. 

When  the  North  Atlantic  gets  stormy, 
ships,  like  the  birds,  migrate  to  sunny 
climes  where  the  ocean  is  azure  and  the 
life  on  deck  is  easy.  This  fall  and  winter, 
several  hundred  ocean  liners  are  depart- 
ing for  some  of  the  sunniest,  most  colorful 
and  romantic  ports  of  call  in  all  the  world. 

Kinds  of  cruises.  Cruises,  of  course, 
can  be  short  or  long.  Short  cruises,  the 
most  popular  kind,  last  from  five  to  17 
days  and  call  at  from  one  to  seven  or 
eight  ports.  Exotic  tours,  like  those  of 
the  Turkish  Maritime  Lines  from  Istan- 
bul along  the  Turkish  Aegean  and  Med- 
iterranean coast,  allow  tourists  to  go 
ashore  and  swim  at  a  beach  frequented 
by  Anthony  and  Cleopatra,  and  stroll 
through  Roman  and  Creek  ruins.  Other 
short  cruises  specialize  in  sunshine:  from 
New  York  to  Bermuda  or  the  Bahamas. 

Long  cruises  run  from  30  to  100  days 
and  visit  from  12  to  25  ports.  These  am- 
bitious voyages  reach  South  America, 
the  Black  Sea,  the  Mediterranean,  Af- 
rica, Australia,  the  South  Pacific,  the 
Far  East,  and  even  circle  the  world. 

Consider  freighter  cruises,  too.  Tramp 
trips  accent  adventure  and  feature  such 
non-posh  diversions  as  song  fests  led  by 
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the  chief  engineer,  and  swimming  in  a 
canvas  tank  lashed  to  the  deck. 

There  are  also  ferry  cruises  from 
Seattle- Tacoma  up  the  scenic  Inside 
Passage  to  Alaska  polls  like  Ketchikan, 
Juneau,  and  Skagway.  Cabins  are  minus- 
cule, but  public  looms  are  commodious 
and  tastefully  appointed,  and  the  price 
is  decidedly  right. 

There  is  one  North  American  river 
cruise  remaining,  too.  The  sternwheeler 
Delta  Queen  still  "walks  the  waters"  of 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi.  From  its  home 
port  of  Cincinnati,  the  Queev  leaves  on  a 
20-day  cruise  to  St.  Paul  on  September 
7,  and  on  trips  to  New  Orleans  on  Sep- 
tember 28  and  October  25.  Her  owners, 
Green  Line  Steamers,  are  building  a  new 
boat  to  take  her  place.  But  the  new  ves- 
sel will  not  be  a  paddle-wheeler,  so  this 
will  probably  be  the  last  year  you'll- 
hear  the  paddles  chunking  from  Padueah 
to  New  Orleans. 

What  are  the  best  accommodations  for 
the  money?  Ocean  cruises  average  $30  a 
day  per  person  for  the  least  expensive 
accommodations.  Since  the  minimum- 
tariff  space  is  sold  out  almost  as  soon  as 
the  tour  is  announced,  you  must  either 


make  an  early  booking  or^be  prepared  I 
pay  anywhere  from  $5  to  $1 5  a  day  moij 
Children  under  12  on  some  ships  (undj 
10  on  others)  are  taken  aboard  at  ha1' 
fare.  Infants  under  one  year  old  pay  stj 
smaller  fares. 

Unless  you  plan  on  doing  a  lot  of  en- 
tertaining, you're  not  going  to  need  a 
elaborate  cabin,  because  you  just  worl 
spend  that  much  time  there.  If  you'fl 
over  50  years  old,  avoid  an  upper  bertj 
ask  for  two  beds  in  your  cabin  instead,  ^l 
cabins  have  beds,  but  if  you  want  thri 
in  your  space,  you  can  have  an  uppl 
berth  added. 

Some  passengers  like  to  avoid  the  ^ 
bration  of  the  propellers  and  the  motiji 
of  the  bow.  Actually,  the  props  ieal 
aren't  that  noisy,  and  the  bow  is  larJ 
that  bouncy.  Still,  the  middle  of  the  shl 
is  the  most  comfortable. 
What  does  the  tariff  include?  The  faji 
on  all  cruise  ships  worthy  of  steamil 
salt  water  includes  three  gourmet  meal 
You  are  also  served  bouillon  in  mi- 
morning,  tea  and  sandwiches  at  4  p.rl 
and  a  late  evening  buffet  if  your  appetl 
so  desires.  Since  most  cruise  ships  at 
one  class,  you'll  have  the  run  of  the  vesl 
and  your  pick  of  its  many  activities. 

The  only  extras  you  pay  are  for  lail 
dry,  valet  service,  tips,  liquor,  and  sh(e 
sight-seeing  trips.  However,  drinks  or* 
ship  cost  about  half  what  they  do  ashol. 
You  can  also  save  money  on  many  cruB 
ships  by  doing  your  own  laundry  in  aup 
matic  washers  provided  for  this  purpoj. 
Most  American  lines  now  supply  dek 
chairs  without  additional  charges,  Iff 
foreign  flag  ships  impose  a  fee.  A  flv 
lines,  like  P  &  O  Orient,  package  sigfr- 
seeing  trips  ashore  as  part  of  your  ta§ 
for  the  voyage.  You  will  know  at  1e 
outset  how  the  complete  price  tag  reaK 

Tips  on  tipping.  As  a  rule  of  thumb,  p 
the  ship's  personnel  who  give  you  reguir 
service-  but  never  tip  a  commissiord 
officer.

By  the  time  they're 
ready  to  go  to  school,  most 
children  have  worn  out  or  aban- 
doned enough  clothes,  toys,  and 
kiddie  furniture  to  make  their 
parents  shudder  in  disbelief. 

Can  you  give  a  child  any- 
thing that  will  last  him  more 
than  a  year  or  two?  You  bet. 
Build  him  this  progressive 
study-play  unit  and  he'll  thank 
you  all  his  growing  years— and 
maybe  beyond.  You  can  put  all 
three  stages  together  from  1x2s, 
plywood,  a  few  pieces  of  hard- 
\\  arc.  and  a  sheet  of  hardboard. 

Top:  For  the  small  child,  build 
a  simple  bench  and  cover  the 
top  with  a  sheet  of  tempered, 
pie-finished  hardboard.  Now 
build  four  plywood  boxes.  Bolt 
the  two  at  left  together  through 
the  bench.  Build  the  other  two 
so  they'll  fit  underneath  and 
put  them  on  orbital  casters. 
This  way,  part  of  the  toy  stor- 
age can  move  around  and  — with 
recessed  tops  for  seats — you 
get  a  pair  of  kiddie  cars  in  the 
bargain. 

Center-  A  little  rearranging  and 
adding  transforms  the  unit  for 
school-age  activities.  Turn  the 
fixed  boxes  horizontally.  For 
drawers,  remove  the  tops  and 
casters  from  the  mobile  boxes 
and  add  handles.  Raise  the 
bench  to  desk-height;  if  neces- 
sary, replace  the  hardboard 
top.  Build  a  chest  for  toys  and 
sports  equipment,  hinge  the 
top  and  put  a  vinyl-covered 
cushion  over  it.  Attach  the 
chest  firmly  at  right  to  help 
support  the  desk. 

Bottom:  For  the  older  student, 
you  simply  add  a  bulletin  board 
with  a  valance.  Install  a  fluo- 
rescent light  on  the  underside 
of  the  valance;  use  the  top  for 
books.  The  toy  chest  now  as- 
sumes a  vertical  position  and 
becomes  a  cabinet  with  double 
doors  and  shelves  for  record 
and  school  supplies.

CHILDHOOD  ALLEftSlEST 


Does  your  child  greet  the  spring  each 
year  with  a  dripping  nose,  watering 
eyes,  and  endless  cascades  of  sneezes? 
Is  he  plagued  by  an  itchy  skin  rash  a 
few  hours  after  eating  a  good  fish  dinner 
or  a  dish  of  strawberry  shortcake?  Does 
he  develop  asthma  every  time  he  gets  a 
mild  cold  or  a  sore  throat? 

If  so,  your  child  very  probably  is  a 
member  of  a  huge  army  of  allergy  suf- 
ferers, victims  of  one  of  mankind's  most 
frustrating  and  tormenting  physical 
disorders. 

Everybody  talks  about  allergies,  but 
nobody  does  anything  about  them— or 
so  it  often  seems  to  parents  of  allergic 
children.  Few  people  know  very  much 
about  this  subtle  and  disabling  afflic- 
tion. Doctors  themselves  often  under- 
rate it  as  a  serious  health  problem.  Yet 
some  authorities  believe  that  as  many 
as  thirty  million  people  in  this  country, 
many  of  them  children,  suffer  to  a  sig- 
nificant degree  from  allergy  problems. 

In  fact,  just  about  everyone  suffers 
from  some  form  of  allergic  reaction  at 
one  time  or  another.  The  weeping  eyes, 
and  nonstop  sneezing  of  seasonal  hay 
fever  sometimes  seem  funny  to  those 
who  don't  experience  them,  but  they're 
an  annual  torment  for  millions  whose 
noses  begin  dripping  like  faucets  with 
the  first  spring  pollens.  Millions  more 
suffer  other  disabling  forms  of  allergy, 
ranging  in  seriousness  from  mild,  transi- 
tory skin  rashes  to  chronic  and  crippling- 
bronchial  asthma,  with  all  of  its  life- 
threatening  consequences. 

FORMS  OF  CHILDHOOD  ALLERGY 

Who  is  the  "typical  allergic  child"? 
He's  impossible  to  pin  down  because 
childhood  allergies  appear  in  myriad 
forms.  In  a  single  day,  a  pediatric  aller- 
gist may  treat  any  or  all  of  the  follow- 
ing children,  each  in  his  own  way 
typical. 

►  The  two-month-old  infant  afflicted 
with  serious  food  allergies.  From  his  first 
days  of  life,  this  baby  has  suffered  from 
colicky  cramps  after  feedings,  excessive 
regurgitation,  and  intermittent  diar- 
rhea, all  getting  progressively  worse  as 
the  mother  tries  to  introduce  solid  foods.

Now  the  baby  spends  half  his  time  wail- 
ing because  he's  hungry,  and  the  other 
half  wailing  because  he's  miserable,  and 
Mother  doesn't  know  which  way  to 
turn. 

►  The  four-year-old  victim  of  a  three- 
year  running  battle  with  eczema. 
Scratching  away  at  the  angry  red  rash 
on  his  thighs  and  buttocks,  the  backs  of 
his  knees,  and  under  his  arms,  this  for- 
lorn child  has  not  had  an  unbroken 
night's  sleep  in  months,  despite  valiant 
medical  efforts  to  control  his  allergy. 
Now  secondary  skin  infection  has 
cropped  up  in  some  areas  of  the  rash, 
due  to  the  incessant  scratching. 

►  The  seven-year-old  girl  with  a  severe 
pollen  allergy  or  "hay  fever."  Each  year 
in  the  spring  her  nose  starts  to  run,  her 
eyes  water  constantly,  and  the  sneezing 
begins.  Her  parents  know  the  affliction 
will  last  until  late  summer,  but  this  year 
symptoms  are  more  severe  than  usual, 
and  the  search  is  on  for  some  way  to 
control  her  discomfort. 

►  The  nine- year-old  boy  with  chronic 
asthma  who  comes  to  the  doctor  in  the 
midst  of  a  severe  asthmatic  attack. 
Since  the  age  of  four,  this  lad  has  en- 
dured near  suffocation  for  several  hours 
once  or  twice  every  week.  Now  he 
struggles  for  air  as  the  doctor  examines 
him  and  prepares  the  medicine  that  will 
bring  temporary  relief. 

Different  as  these  children's  afflic- 
tions may  seem,  all  are  typical  manifes- 
tations of  a  single  underlying  illness. 
Fortunately,  all  allergic  children  are  not 
as  ill  and  unhappy  as  these  examples.  In 
fact,  the  vast  majority  have  only  a  mild 
allergy.  But  all  of  them  are  intermit- 
tently uncomfortable  to  one  degree  or 
another,  simply  because  their  bodies, 
ironically  enough,  are  doing  too  vigor- 
ous a  job  of  protecting  them  from  cer- 
tain dangerous  substances  they  encoun- 
ter in  the  world  in  which  they  live. 

WHAT  CAUSES  ALLERGIES? 

Allergies  happen  as  a  result  of  a  per- 
fectly normal  and  healthy  built-in  de- 
fense mechanism  that  helps  protect  the 
body  from  a  variety  of  foreign  sub- 
stances,   particularly    certain    protein 


materials  which  can  sometimes  threaten 
your  child's  life.  This  same  mechanism 
renders  him  immune  to  measles  or 
chicken  pox  after  one  encounter,  and 
helps  him  fight  off  repeated  bacterial 
infections.  But  for  the  allergic  child 
this  bodily  "defense  mechanism"  very 
often  proves  to  be  more  of  a  hindrance 
than  a  help. 

We  are  surrounded  by  substance 
containing  certain  protein  molecules  or 
other  chemicals  that  are  never  produce 
nor  used  in  the  human  body.  These 
"foreign  agents"  are  contained  in  pol 
lens  and  spores  in  the  air,  in  foods  that 
your  child  eats,  in  bacteria  or  viruses, 
even  in  certain  medicines.  Many  ol 
these  agents,  known  as  allergens,  enter 
the  body  as  unwelcome  guests.  As  soor 
as  their  presence  is  felt,  your  child's 
body  begins  making  protective  chemica 
substances  to  counteract  their  effects 

These  so-called  antibodies  are  able 
to  neutralize  the  allergens  before  they 
have  a  chance  to  enter  into  harmfu 
chemical  reactions  in  the  cells.  Part  ol 
this  complex  body  defense  mechanisrr 
involves  the  outpouring  of  a  chemica 
substance  called  histamine,  from  cells 
in  the  body  that  an  allergen  has  invad 
ed.  Histamine  causes  congestion,  swell 
ing,  and  dilation  of  blood  vessels  in  the 
affected  area,  suggesting  that  this 
isolates  the  "invader"  from  the  rest  ol 
the  body  until  the  antibody  army  car 
be  mustered  to  take  over. 

Of  course,   this  defense  mechanism 
provides  vital  protection  against  dan 
gerous  invaders — but  for  reasons  un 
known,  many  children  overreact  to  the  mi 
presence  of  certain  allergens,  resulting  ^ 
in  the  annoying,  often  disabling,  symp  >P| 
toms  of  allergy. 

Typically,  the  young  allergy  sufferei  , 
develops  symptoms  only  in  response  te  v, 
specific  allergens  that  happen  to  causa  ^ 
him  to  overreact.  For  an  allergy  to  de  ■<, 
velop,  the  body  must  first  be  sensitizec  ;i 
to  a  given  allergen  by  a  previous  inva  , 
sion,  a  process  which  may  be  accom  ,..

From  long  experience,  doc- 
tors have  learned  to  recognize 
whole  groups  of  substances  like- 
ly to  cause  allergic  symptoms. 

Pollens,  molds,  and  ordi- 
nary house  dust  are  at  the  root 
of  most  "nasal  allergies,"  such 
as  hay  fever.  These  allergens 
may  also  trigger  a  deeper  res- 
piratory response  known  as 
asthma,  in  which  the  tiny  mus- 
cles in  the  walls  of  the  bronchial 
tubes  tighten  up  in  spasm.  A 
thick,  tenacious  substance  is 
poured  out  into  the  air  tubes, 
and  the  victim  has  trouble  push- 
ing exhausted  -air  out  of  his 
lungs  to  make  room  for  needed 
fresh  air. 

Foods  are  frequent  offenders, 
especially  in  children.  Such 
common  foods  as  milk,  eggs,  or 
wheat  are  often  at  the  root  of 
infant  food  allergies,  with  symp- 
toms arising  from  irritation  and 
cramping  of  the  stomach  and 
intestinal  tract.  Such  foods  can 
also  cause  eczema  in  children, 
and  other  forms  of  itchy  skin 
rashes  in  adults;  but  almost  any 
food  may  be  "poison"  to  some- 
body at  some  time.

HOW  TO  IDENTIFY  THE  OFFENDER 


Really  effective  treatment  of 
any  allergy  hinges  upon  precise 
identification  of  the  offending 
allergen.  The  doctor's  role  as 
medical  detective  is  critical, 
but  the  vital  clues  must  come 
from  the  patient.  Any  search  for 
offending  allergens  begins  with 
a  careful  and  exhaustive  medi- 
cal history  taken  by  the  doctor, 
and  success  or  failure  in  this 
search  depends  upon  the  pa- 
tient's thoughtful  cooperation. 
Significant  clues  to  80  percent 
of  all  identifiable  allergens  can 
turn  up  in  the  medical  history, 
but  those  clues  are  often  well 
hidden.  Any  connection  be- 
tween contact  with  foreign  sub- 
stances and  the  appearance  of 
symptoms,  however  improb- 
able, could  be  the  key.  Some- 
thing may  well  occur  to  you 
after  leaving  the  doctor's  office; 
perhaps  days  or  weeks  later. 
Call  him  back,  even  if  you  think 
it  couldn't  be  important. 

If  an  exhaustive  medical  his- 
tory fails  to  track  down  the 
allergen,  it  can  often  be  identi- 
fied by  means  of  skin  testing.  In 
this  procedure,  tiny  quantities 
of  known  allergens  are  scratched 
into  the  surface  of  the  skin,  or 
even  injected  beneath  the  sur- 
face. If  the  patient  is  sensitive 
to  an  allergen,  he  develops 
swelling,  redness,  and  itching 
at  the  site  of  the  skin  test. 
Many  doctors  use  multiple  skin 
tests,  selecting  from  as  many  as 
150  known  allergens. 
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Skin  testing  has  a  dc 
value.  It  helps  identify  off 
ing  allergens,  but  also  gi 
the  doctor  in  prescribin 
sensitizing  serum  for  "shot 
prevent  or  control  all 
symptoms.

But  even 
mild  allergic  reactions  in  a  child 
may  progress  to  more  serious 
and  frequent  attacks.  Child- 
hood allergies  should  never  be 
ignored,  but  watched  very  care- 
fully for  any  worsening  of  the 
condition. 

Another  misconception  is 
that  children  "grow  out"  of 
their  allergies.  True  enough, 
some  do— but  not  very  many. 
More  often,  allergic  symptoms 
may  change  as  a  child  grows 
older;  a  youngster  with  hay 
fever  may  begin  to  suffer  asth- 
matic attacks  as  he  approaches 
adolescence,  for  example.  All 
too  often  a  child  with  en- 
trenched allergic  problems  car- 
ries his  allergies  with  him,  in 
one  form  or  another,  right  into 
adulthood — unless  something  is 
done  to  help  control  them. 

OF  ALLERGIES 

before  the  spring  or  fall  pollen 
season,  for  instance.  The  shots 
must  be  taken  faithfully  and 
regularly,  usually  at  intervals 
of  one  or  two  weeks,  but  some- 
times as  frequently  as  three 
times  a  week. 

Much  research  has  been  done 
in  recent  years  to  find  a  way  to 
eliminate  the  need  for  repeated 
allergy  shots.  One  approach, 
still  experimental,  involves 
mixing  the  offending  allergens 
into  an  oil  suspension,  so  a 
single  injection  releases  tiny  de- 
sensitizing doses  of  allergen  into 
the  blood  stream  a  little  at  a 
time  over  a  prolonged  period. 
Such  "repository"  injections  do 
have  one  drawback:  the  exact 
dosage  of  the  allergen  cannot 
yet  be  accurately  controlled, 
and  severe  allergic  reactions 
have  been  reported. 

In  another  area  of  research, 
biochemists  are  seeking  a  single 
"key  protein"  which  may  be 
the  underlying  offender  in  most 
allergenic  substances.  The  dis- 
covery of  such  a  "basic  aller- 
genic factor"  could  eliminate 
the  need  to  identify  specific  al- 
lergens, and  holds  out  the  hope 
of  lifetime  relief  from  a  few  in- 
jections of  a  single,  universal 
desensitizing  agent. 

Until  such  hopes  are  fulfilled, 
the  best  help  for  the  allergic 
child  is  his  parents'  recognition 
that  allergic  illness  is  a  highly 
individual  affliction,  deserving 
of  early  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment •  tailored  to  the  specific- 
needs  of  the  child.  Great  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  under- 
standing allergic  illness.  Today 
most  crippling  allergies  can  be 
effectively  controlled,  although 
a  cure  is  not  yet  at  hand.  ■

HOW  SAFE  AND  SECURE  IS  YOUR  HOME? 


If  headlines  about  break-ins  and  rob- 
beries alaiTti  you — they  should!  Crimes 
involving  home  entry  are  soaring,  es- 
pecially in  the  suburbs.  A  break-in 
could  occur  day  or  night,  while  you're 
vacationing  or  just  shopping  for  an 
hour  or  two.  It  could  even  happen  while 
you  or  some  member  of  your  family  is 
at  home.  A  break-in  can  jeopardize  the 
personal  safety  of  your  family  as  well 
as  your  property— and  it's  always  a 
nerve-racking  experience. 

Can  you  prevent  it?  Police  say  there's 
plenty  you  can  do.  First,  set  up  some 
family  security  rules  and  see  that  they 
are  followed: 

•  Make  sure  locks  on  your  doors  are 
top  quality  and  used  consistently.  Keep 
your  doors  locked  day  and  night. 

•  Be  careful  with  your  keys.  If  you 
move,  have  new  lock  cylinders  installed 
or  re-keyed.  Don't  leave  house  keys  on 
car  chains.  They  could  be  duplicated 
while  left  at  a  parking  lot. 

•  Don't  open  your  door  at  every  knock 
or  ring.  First,  find  out  who's  there.  If  it's 
necessary  to  open  the  door  a  little,  keep 
the  chain-guard  on.  Warn  your  baby- 
sitters to  do  the  same. 

•  From  dusk  till  bedtime,  leave  one  or 
more  houselights  and  yard  lights  on, 
whether  the  family  is  home  or  not. 

•  Don't  publicize  or  brag  about  family 
collections  (guns,  stamps,  coins),  valu- 
ables, or  new  acquisitions.  Someone 
with  "instant  collecting"  habits  may 
get  the  word. 

•  Consider  installing  a  burglar  alarm 
system  (spot,  area,  or  general).  If  you 
take  this  course  of  action,  be  sure  each 
member  of  the  family  knows  exactly 
how  the  system  works,  so  it  won't  be 
turned  off  accidentally. 

•  Or,  get  a  dog— big  or  little.  It's  his 
bark,  not  his  bite,  that  discourages  all 
intruders. 

•  When  you're  out  of  town  for  a  few 
days,  don't  let  stacked-up  papers,  milk 
deliveries,  closed  blinds,  or  unattended 
yard  or  walks  advertise  your  absence. 
Ask  a  neighbor  to  care  for  such  things 
for  you.  If  you  have  a  light-timer  that 
turns  a  light  on  after  dark,  then  off  in 
the  morning,  tell  the  neighbor  what 
hours  it's  set  for. 

If  a  prowler  gets  in,  don't  interfere 
with  his  getting  out,  laden  or  empty- 
handed.  Never  risk  your  life  to  save 
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possessions.  If  you  return  and  find  a 
room  ransacked,  don't  investigate  the 
rest  of  the  house.  Call  the  police  from  a 
neighbor's  house. 

Although  professional  burglars  can 
gain  entry  if  they  really  want  to,  a 
securely  locked  door  is  apt  to  discour- 
age them  because  they  have  to  work 
fast.  They  prefer  unlocked  doors  or  locks 
that  jimmy  open  easily,  like  the  snap- 
fastening  lock  or  the  common  spring- 
type  lock,  which  are  often  found  even  in 
new  custom-built  homes.

GOOD— Dead  bolt  lock 

A  trigger  guard  lock  (middle  sketch)  or  a 
separate  dead  bolt  is  a  wise  investment. 
Both  are  difficult  to  pick.  You  can  add 
a  dead  bolt  lock  without  changing  the 
existing  knob.  Cost:  about  $15  includ- 
ing installation.  Installing  the  lock 
above  the  knob  makes  it  easy  for  you 
to  insert  the  key. 

This  one  locks  from  the  outside  after 
you  leave  the  house.  One  combination 
lock  sounds  an  alarm  if  the  wrong  key 
is  inserted  or  someone  tries  to  force  the 
lock.  The  alarm  won't  stop  until  the 
correct  key  is  used. 


Because  a  lock  (or  a  chain  guard)  is  only 
as  sti'ong  as  its  base,  be  sure  you  choose 
the  kind  that  is  mortised  into  the  door 
and  jamb.  Don't  waste  your  money  on 
locks  or  chains  that  merely  screw  to 
the  surface  of  the  door  or  frame;  they 
will  rip  off  with  a  firm  blow. 

Locks  on  all  outside  doors  of  your 
house  should  be  as  good  as  the  one  on 
your  front  door.  If  you  don't  want  to 
be  bothered  with  a  collection  of  keys, 
have  your  front  and  back  door  locks 
keyed  alike.  But  remember  to  remove 
your  keys  from  your  overcoat  pocket 
before  leaving  your  coat  in  a  public 
checkroom.  Otherwise,  someone  may 
have  them  duplicated,  especially  if  a 
name  and  address  tab  is  attached. 

Don't  leave  keys  to  be  duplicated— 
wait  for  them.  It  costs  only  small 
change,  no  questions  asked,  for  someone 
to  have  your  key  duplicated  at  a  key 
shop— unless  yours  is  a  round  key  (be- 
low). Only  a  professional  locksmith 
makes  these  hollow  ones  that  fit  in  a 
circle. 


The  key  shown  below  operates  a  maxi- 
mum   security    system    cylinder    lock. 

New  keys  can  be  duplicated  only  at 
the  factory,  where  a  computer  arranges 
the  size  and  location  of  the  twelve  pin- 
holes. Once  used  primarily  for  commer- 
cial buildings,  this  type  of  lock  is  often 
chosen  by  homeowners  today.

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HOW  SECURE  IS  YOUR  HOME? 


If  you're  a  habitual  key  loser, 
the  new  push-button  lock  is  well 
worth  the  cost  (about  $20). 
You  can  change  the  combina- 
tion at  will.  A  less  expensive 
plastic  version  is  available  for 
inside  use  to  guard  medicine  or 
liquor  caches. 

Top-quality  sliding  glass 
doors  have  keyed  locks,  factory 
installed.  In  case  you  want  to 
open  these  doors  for  ventila- 
tion and  the  screen  panel  lock 
is  not  secure,  you  can  add  an 
automatic  wedge  lock  (below)  on 
the  door  edge,  header,  or  sill. 
This  type  of  lock  works  equally 
well  for  sliding  windows. 


Ordinary  sash  locks  on  double- 
hung  windows  can  be  pried  open 
easily  with  a  knife.  The  much 
safer  cam-tight  fasteners  or 
ventilating  locks  let  you  raise 
the  window  slightly  for  venti- 
lation. They  cost  less  than  a 
dollar  and  are  easily  installed. 


More  deluxe  models  like  the 
one  shown  below  include  keys. 
However,  don't  use  keyed  ones 
on  a  window  you  might  need 
for  a  fire  exit.  Designate  one 
window  in  each  room  for  an 
emergency  exit;  try  it  for  size 
and  accessibility. 


While  you're  at  it,  walk  out- 
side around  your  house.  Keep 
in  mind  that,  to  gain  entry,  a 
prowler  can  silently  break  win- 
dow glass  by  taping  the  glass 
first.  A  good  precaution  is  to 
keep  windows  clear  of  shrubs 
or  tree  branches  that  might 
help  conceal  a  prowler  while 
he's  working.  This  is  especially 
important  around  windows  in 
isolated  locations. 


Probably  your  best  safeguard 
against  nighttime  prowlers  is 
a  well-lighted  yard  and  house. 
Leave  lights  on  inside  where 
shades  or  curtains  are  drawn,  so 
it  is  difficult  to  know  whether 
you  are  home.  Out  of  town  fre- 
quently? Plug  in  a  timer  switch 
($5)  to  turn  a  room  light  on 
and  off  at  set  hours.  The  more 
sophisticated  photocell  turns 
your  lights  on  according  to  out- 
side darkness.  This  costs  about 
$8  from  mail-order  suppliers  or 
hardware  stores. 

You  can  light  up  your  yard 
or  driveway  with  a  gas  or  elec- 
tric lantern  for  $25  to  $50,  plus 
about  an  equal  amount  for  in- 
stallation. Gas  lanterns  stay 
on  all  the  time.  For  an  extra 
$10,  a  photocell- will  automate 
an  electric  lamp.  City  people 
are  now  copying  those  barnyard 
vapor  lights,  also  photocell  op- 
erated. Utility  companies  rent 
these  for  $4  to  $7  per  month. 

For  added  peace  of  mind,  a 
remote  control  switch  at  your 
bedside  turns  on  a  backyard 
light;  about  $4  from  mail-or- 
der suppliers  or  hardware  and 
department  stores.  With  a  tele- 
phone at  your  bedside,  help  is 
just  an  arm's  length  away.  If 
your  work  requires  frequent 
traveling,  your  wife  could  ap- 
preciate a  panic  button  by  the 
door  or  bedside.  This  operates 
a  Hashing  beacon  and  neighbor- 
hood-waking alarm.  Installa- 
tion costs  about  $50. 

Burglars  aren't  just  noctur- 
nal; they  employ  clever  day- 
time ruses  as  well.  A  favorite 
trick  is  to  deliver  a  phony 
package.  Don't  rely  on  a  deliv- 
eryman's  appearance  alone.  A 
burglar  may  even  wear  an  au- 
thentic-looking uniform.  If  you 
are  unconvinced  by  his  story, 
say:  "Leave  the  package  out- 
side. I'll  get  it  later." 

Don't  open  a  door  without 
fastening  the  chain  guard  first; 
it's  better  to  not  open  the  door 
at  all.  If  you  have  a  windowless 
door,  install  a  one-way  viewer 
(below)  which  produces  a  mag- 
nified view  of  your  caller 
through  a  pencil-size  hole.

ENDING  THE  MYSTERY  OF  AUTO  MAINTENANCE— WHAT  TO  HAVE  DONE  AND  WHEN 


A  U.S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  Sur- 
vey shows  that  the  typical  car  owner 
averages  about  $13  per  month  for  car 
maintenance.  Yet  diagnostic  center  sta- 
tistics and  state  vehicle  inspection  rec- 
ords show  that  most  cars  are  not  run- 
ning their  best  and  that  a  very  sizable 
number  have  safety  defects. 

Further  analysis  of  the  diagnostic 
center  and  state  inspection  records 
shows  that  about  $19  is  needed  to  keep 
a  car  in  safe,  dependable  condition 
and  this  includes  such  safety  items  as 
tires  and  brakes.  The  $19  is  not  spent 
each  and  every  month  but  represents  an 
average  monthly  expenditure  over  a 
five-year  period. 

The  accompanying  chart  is  based  on 
what  is  considered  the  typically  driven 
car    about  10  to  12,000  miles  per  year. 

It  is  impossible  to  pinpoint  when 
specific  parts  (fan  belt,  muffler,  brake 
linings,  tires,  and  so  on)  will  require 
service  or  replacement.  The  chart  indi- 
cates the  approximate  time  at  which 
you  can  reasonably  expect  attention  to 
be  required.  While  a  part  may  outlast 
the  figure  given,  you  will  be  wise  to 
watch  it  closely  from  that  time  on.  The 
prices  shown  represent  the  maximum 
you  would  expect  to  pay.  By  anticipat- 
ing what  item  on  your  car  might  need 
replacement  next,  you  can  watch  for 
special  sales  and  comparison-shop  to 
effect  real  savings. 

A  BUMPER  THAT  REALLY  DOES 


These  two  cars  just  tangled  at  a  speed 
of  20  miles  per  hour.  The  front  car  was 
rammed  from  the  rear  as  it  stopped  for 
a  stop  sign  an  all-too-common  city 
traffic  occurrence.  But  in  this  case 
there  was  no  crunch  of  metal  or  sound 
of  broken  glass;  only  a  dull  "thud"  and 
a  spray  of  water.  When  the  water 
cleared,  it  was  apparent  that  neither 
the  cars  nor  their  occupants  sustained 
any  damage. 


The  recommended  service  items  con- 
tained in  the  chart  are  cumulative  and 
should  be  repeated  at  the  specified  in- 
tervals. For  instance,  at  12,000  miles 
include  all  services  listed  plus  those  for 
each  preceding  mileage  increment.

SOAK  UP  BUMPS! 

The  reason:  Both  cars  were  equipped 
with  water-filled  vinyl  bumpers  instead 
of  their  original  steel  bumpers.  The 
force  of  the  impact  was  absorbed  by 
the  water  in  the  bumper,  which  in  turn 
was  forced  out  through  a  series  of  holes 
along  the  top  of  the  bumper. 

Better  Homes  and  Gardens  editors 
witnessed  numerous  "accidents"  in 
which  both  cars  were  equipped  with  the 
water  bumpers,  front  and  rear.  These 
demonstrations  included  head-on  col- 
lisions at  combined  speeds  up  to  25 
miles  per  hour,  and  a  particularly  im- 
pressive rear-ender.  Two  cars  were 
traveling  bumper  to  bumper  at  50  miles 
per  hour  when  the  lead  driver  suddenly 
slammed  on  his  brakes.  In  every  case, 
spectators  close  by  got  soaked,  but  nei- 
ther car  was  damaged.  And  after  an 
impact,  you  simply  refill  the  bumper 
with  water,  snap  the  plugs  back  into 
place,  and  you're  protected  against  the 
next  encounter.

WHAT 

SHOULD  A 

BEDROOM  BE?

Most  bedrooms  in  most  houses  are  a  sad  waste  of 
even  the  little  space  they've  been  allotted.  The 
five  bedrooms  developed  here  by  our  editors 
show  that  there  are  many  and  varied  ways  to  use 
the  space  for  more  than  sleeping.  Even  tight 
square  footage  can  yield  these  private  worlds— 
in  anticipation  of  the  day  when  this  neglected 
part  of  the  floor  plan  begins  to  catch  its  rightful 
share  of  building  and  furnishing  dollars. 

Your  bedroom  isn't  big  enough?  Let  us  prove 
to  you  it  is.  We'll  show  you  bedrooms  varying 
from  a  modest  91  _>xl  1  to  a  lavish  15x24  feet— to 
bring  home  our  point  that  it  isn't  how  much 
space  but  how  you  handle  it  that  counts.  Along 
with  each  bedroom,  we've  included  a  floor  plan 
to  make  clear  how  the  furniture  and  other  fea- 
tures aie  arranged. 

This  boy's  room  totals  a  scant  {)'_>xll  feet— 
yet  sec  how  neatly  it  encompasses  his  lively  in- 
terests. He's  a  photography  bull'  so  the  exist- 
ing closet  (see  plan)  was  converted  into  a  develop- 
ing and  printing  lab.  Then,  to  replace  the  stolen 
closet,  the  same  piefinished  hardboard  wall  pan- 
eling was  used  to  create  a  new  corner  closet  and 
a  niche  for  shelves.  Result:  an  alcove  between 
them  for  the  trundle  bed,  which  has  a  pullout 
for  guests. 

"Cut  corners"  everywhere  to  save  space.  Here, 
the  desk  lodges  snugly  in  one  corner,  flanked  by 
bachelor  chests  topped  with  hutches  (small 
photo).  The  print  display  goes  up  high  as  an- 
other space-stretcher,  leaving  the  walls  free. 

Decorate  in  masculine  colors,  and  use  furni- 
ture finishes,  fabrics,  floor  and  wall  coverings 
that  withstand  wear  and  tear.

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This  bedroom,  too,  is  short  on  space 
but  its  young  occupant  thinks  it's  the 
most.  What  she  likes  best  is  that  it  does 
not  look  like  a  bedroom  at  all.  It's  more 
like  a  capsule  apartment,  perfect  for  girl- 
talk,  record-spinning,  relaxing. 

The  spring-fresh  colors  in  this  room 
are  picked  up  from  the  flower-power  on 
the  trundle  daybed.  The  bed  has  back 
and  arm  rests  for  curl-up  comfort,  and 
a  pullout  for  an  overnight  friend. 

Notice  how  going  high  with  the  chests 
can  stretch  your  space.  Each  of  the  tall, 
narrow  chests  (adapted  from  the  French 
semainier)  contains,  seven  drawers— one 
for  each  day  of  the  week.  Above  the 
chests,  a  pair  of  gallery  shelves.  Below 
them,  a  drawered  table  serves  as  a  study 
desk  oi-  a  makeup  vanity. 

Since  the  bed  doesn't  crowd  the  room, 
there's  enough  wall  space  for  a  spinet 
piano  and  a  stereo  record  changer  on  a 
wall-hung  shelf  (small  photo).  A  corner 
lounge  chair  faces  the  daybed  to  promote 
conversation,  and  there's  an  adjacent 
floor  lamp  for  reading. 

White  plays  an  important  decorating 
role  in  this  room-  its  contrast  under- 
scores the  other  colors  and  makes  them 
appear  bolder.  The  solid  color  wall-to- 
wall  carpeting  makes  the  bedroom  seem 
far  larger  than  it  really  is. 

Because  of  its  sophisticated  styling, 
this  furniture  can  go  along  with  the  girl 
into  her  first  apartment.  If  left  at  home, 
the  pieces  also  adapt  well  to  other  rooms.

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Here's  proof  that  even  an  aver- 
age-size master  bedroom  can  in- 
clude not  only  a  spacious  bed 
but  a  comfortable  place  to  sit,  a 
writing  desk,  and  extra  ward- 
robe storage. 

The  key  to  this  space-making 
sleight  of  hand  is  color.  Yellow 
leads  the  eye  outward  and 
seemingly  enhances  the  dimen- 
sions of  this  little  room.  Letting 
one  color  dominate  the  walls, 
carpeting,  and  draperies  gives 
an  illusion  of  unbroken  space, 
as  well  as  a  solid  background 
for  the  bold  floral  pattern  and 
accessory  accent  colors. 

Furniture  hugs  walls  and 
straddles  corners,  so  it  does  not 
interrupt  the  traffic  pattern.  A 
full-size  desk  doubles  as  an  end 
table  for  the  queen-size  bed. 
Both  the  love  seat  and  the  drum 
table  are  small  in  scale.  Con- 
venient hanging  bookshelves 
rack  up  another  saving  in  floor 
space.  Since  the  walls  are  occu- 
pied in  this  sitting-lounge,  a 
standing  floor  lamp  provides 
the  reading  light.  Mirror  behind 
the  love  seat  adds  expansively 
to  the  apparent  room  size. 

Newsworthy  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
armoire  chests  take  minimum 
floor  space  for  the  job  they  do 
(small  photo).  Fringe  benefits 
here:  the  portable  TV  can  be 
concealed,  and  on  the  Mrs.  side 
there's  a  full-length  dressing- 
mirror.

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Now  we're  getting  to  the  size  bed- 
room  that  can  handle  a  second  job 
without  crowding.  With  space  like 
this,  you  can  add  a  room-within-a- 
room  to  suit  your  special  need.

You  could  use  your  room-within-a- 
room  for  sewing,  painting,  writing, 
pursuing  a  hobby,  or  for  any  activity 
that  recmires  privacy  and  confinement 
of  personal  clutter.  After  all,  there  is 
no  place  in  your  entire  home  that  is 
more  "off-limits"  than  your  bedroom. 
So  make  the  most  of  it. 

Here,  the  tools  of  office  manage- 
ment are  located  in  a  coiner  (small 
photo).  The  full-size  executive  desk 
acts  as  an  effective  divider.  (Oi  you 
could  use  a  folding  screen.)  Both  the 
desk  and  cabinets  have  vertical  space- 
saving  filing  space. 

Sleeping  end  of  this  bedroom  con- 
tains a  78x76-inch  king-size  bed,  plus 
two  rocker-recliners.  Across  the  way 
is  a  good  lesson  in  how  to  give  any 
wall  a  colorful,  custom-built  look.  It's 
all  done  with  painted  stack  units  that 
adapt  to  many  uses.  TV  shelf  in  one 
top  cabinet  slides  out  and  swivels. 
Painting  the  wall  behind  the  stacks 
the  same  color  has  blended  the  units 
right  into  the  wall. 

Traditional  furnishings  warm  up 
this  bedroom.  Red-white-and-blue  col- 
or scheme  restates  the  theme  through 
paisley  wallpaper,  fabrics  on  chairs, 
sheer  batiste  curtains,  wall-to-wall 
carpeting,  and  Colonial  bedspread. 
Painted  shutters  and  ceiling  cove  are 
compatible,    as    are    the    accessories.

One  day,  if  we  play  our  floor  plans 
right,  all  master  bedrooms  may  boast 
these  kingly  proportions.  Unrealistic? 
Not  if  you  decide  that  you'd  rather 
have  your  more  spacious  bedroom  in 
lieu  of  both  a  full-size  family  room 
and  a  full-size  living  room. 

With  a  bedroom  the  size  of  this 
one,  there's  room  for  living  room 
luxury.  That  means  living  room  fur- 
niture; full-size  sofa,  chairs,  and  ta- 
bles in  a  well  defined  separate  area. 

This  room  goes  a  step  further  in 
achieving  self-contained  comfort.  A 
multiple  storage-wall  system  on  ei- 
thei  sideof  the  prefab  fireplace  houses 
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a  refrigerator  and  some  surprising 
appliances  (upper  small  photo.) 

A  rosewood  and  stainless  steel  ta- 
ble serves  for  dining,  writing,  or  sew- 
ing. Portable  color  TV  wheels  about 
the  room.  The  beds  (lower  small 
photo)  are  twin-size  with  one  head- 
board, and  they  adjust  electrically 
at  head  and  foot.  A  nearby  spinet 
organ  fits  into  an  alcove. 

Big  as  this  master  bedroom  is,  it 
still  required  decorating  strategy  to 
achieve  spaciousness  along  with  liv- 
ing room  comfort.  How  was  it  done? 
The  length  of  the  room  divides  sleep- 
ing and  living  areas  (see  plan).  Stor- 
age pieces  fill  walls  instead  of  floor 
space.  Carpet  pattern  and  muted 
color  scheme  unify  the  room. 
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Poor  Zoning 

Would  you  buy  a  brand-new,  1948  house?  Of  course 
not.  You'd  insist  on  the  best  1968  offers.  But  the  value 
of  any  house  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  community  in 
which  it's  located  .  .  .  and  most  of  1968's  new  homes 
sit  in  1948-style  communities.  Why?  The  answer  can 
be  summarized  by  the  two-word  title  above. 

Notice  we  didn't  say  "weak  zoning,"  which  many 
suburban  homeowners  blame  for  the  mess  they're  in. 
Even  the  most  stringent  zoning  ordinances  have  pro- 
duced nightmare  communities.  Here  are  some  reasons. 

Minimum  lot  sizes.  To  preserve  values,  most  com- 
munities specify  the  smallest  size  a  lot  may  be  in  an 
area.  The  effect  is  that  all  lots— and  the  houses  on 
them— end  up  about  the  same  size. 

Setbacks.  Most  ordinances  rigidly  control  the  dis- 
tance a  house  may  be  from  the  street  and  from  neigh- 
bors. All  must  be  in  neat,  parallel  rows,  forcing  de- 
velopers to  bulldoze  away  any  character  the  land  had. 

Gridiron  streets.  Identical  lot  sizes  and  standard 
setbacks  encourage  developers  to  plan  straight  streets. 
Through-traffic  makes  hazards  for  children  and  wears 
out  paving  at  a  rapid— and  expensive— rate. 

Commercial  "strips."  To  segregate  businesses  and 
houses,  too  many  suburbs  line  up  retail  districts 
along  main  highways.  You  know  the  results— con- 
gested traffic  and  conglomerations  of  ugly  signs. 

Apartments.  Apartments  are  latecomers  to  many 
suburbs.  Because  no  provisions  were  made,  they're 
now  crowded  into  single-family  neighborhoods,  rele- 
gated to  commercial  districts,  or  excluded  entirely. 

Thoughtful  zoning  can  anticipate  these  difficulties 
—but  only  with  a  complete  reversal  in  thinking.  Con- 
ventional zoning  tries  to  control  the  overall  communi- 
ty with  its  smallest  unit,  a  single  lot.  As  one  expert 
said,  "It's  like  looking  for  the  big  picture  through  the 
wrong  end  of  the  telescope." 

Planners  know  how  to  create  "open-space"  com- 
munities. (See  the  March,  1968  issue  of  Better  Homes 
and  Gardens.)  A  few  subdivisions  have  been  proving 
since  the  early  part  of  this  century  that  such  planning 
can  work  and  work  well.  Why  hasn't  it  caught  on? 

Part  of  the  blame  falls  on  zoning  boards.  They  must 
enforce  existing  ordinances,  true— but  they're  in  the 
best  position  to  recommend  changes.  More  at  fault 
are  home  builders,  commercial  builders,  developers, 
even  lending  institutions.  Too  many  of  them  look 
through  the  wrong  end  of  that  zoning  telescope,  rather 
than  use  their  power  to  fight  for  better  planning. 

If  your  community  is  already  built  up,  the  costly 
effects  of  poor  zoning  may  be  there  to  stay.  But  when 
you  buy  your  next  home,  don't  settle  for  tomorrow's 
house  in  yesterday's  community. 


Soaring  Taxes 

Cramped  for  space  in  an  apartment,  a  young  attorney 
in  Los  Angeles  recently  moved  with  his  family  to  a 
three-bedroom  house.  Medium  price,  good  neighbor- 
hood, near  schools  and  shopping.  Property  taxes: 
$400.  Not  too  bad  for  Los  Angeles.  This  year,  how- 
ever, he'll  pay  $800— exactly  double.  Why? 

Homeowners  all  over  the  country  ask  the  same  ques- 
tion as  their  property  taxes  continue  to  soar.  The 
reasons  are  many  and  complex,  but  basically  they 
can  be  reduced  to  three:  1)  vastly  increased  costs  of 
local  government  services;  2)  disproportionate  reli- 
ance on  the  property  tax  as  opposed  to  other  taxes; 
3)  glaring  inequities  within  the  property  tax  itself. 

Beyond  insisting  on  efficiency  and  economy,  there 
probably  isn't  much  any  of  us  can  do  about  rising 
costs.  Wages  in  particular  have  strained  budgets  as 
local  governments  have  had  to  compete  with  business 
and  industry  in  the  labor  market. 

But  homeowners  really  take  it  on  the  chin  when 
these  costs  of  local  government  are  "distributed"  in 
the  form  of  property  taxes.  Over  80  percent  of  all  local 
taxes  collected  are  property  taxes.  Yet  property 
ownership  is  a  questionable  basis  for  levies.  It  rarely 
reflects—  accurately  or  fairly— either  a  family's  ability 
to  pay  the  tax  or  the  benefits  received  from  it,  for  ex- 
ample, in  the  form  of  street  improvements  or  fire  and 
police  protection. 

Alternative  sources  of  tax  revenue  exist  already,  but! 
cities  must  strive  to  make  increasing  use  of  them. 
These  include  local  taxes  on  income  and  sales,  and 
"use"  charges  for  more  local  services  and  facilities. 

In  many  communities,  property  taxes  themselves 
are  unfair.  Glaring  differences  in  assessments  com 
monly  exist  between  taxing  districts,  between  differ 
ent  kinds  of  property  in  the  same  district,  even  be- 
tween comparable  homes  on  the  same  block. 

What's  more,  higher  taxes  on  improvements  pen 
alize  a  homeowner  for  remodeling  or  building  an  addi 
tion,  while  rewarding  a  speculator  in  unimproved 
land.  Lower  taxes  alone  enhance  the  appeal  of  vacant 
land  and  thus  drive  up  the  price.  Ironically,  nearby 
improvements  financed  by  the  property  tax— streets 
for  example— drive  the  price  even  higher. 

One  solution  is  a  site-value  tax  based  solely  on  th 
maximum  use-potential  of  the  land.  Such  a  tax 
would  encourage  improvements  and  discourage  specu- 
lation (not  to  mention  slum  housing  and  urban  sprawl) 

Most  other  inequities  could  be  eliminated  by  build- 
ing up  full-time,  professional  assessing  staffs,  or  bs 
hiring  professional  outside  firms.  Other  inequities 
could  be  eliminated  by  restudying  exemptions  and  b5 
creating  larger— and  fewer— assessment  districts. 
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Tight  Money 

lopping  for  a  house?  Fine.  But  you'd  better  start 
opping  for  some  financing,  too.  Mortgage  money  is 
rht— and  expensive.  Right  now,  you'll  probably  pay 
ound  7  percent.  (Plus  higher  closing  costs,  higher 
scount  points,  and  even  a  higher  down  payment.) 
at  too  many  years  ago,  few  would  have  believed  that 
e  cost  of  money  could  soar  so  high.  What's  worse, 
any  financial  sources  expect  rates  to  climb  higher. 
Much  of  the  blame  for  this  tight,  high-priced  money 
,s  fallen  (unfairly,  perhaps)  on  the  Federal  Reserve 
>ard.  Since  mid-'67  the  Federal  Reserve— in  efforts 
stem  inflation  and  strengthen  the  dollar— has  hiked 
e  discount  rate  on  three  separate  occasions.  Member 
,nks  now  pay  5)4  percent  to  borrow  money,  and  in 
rn  charge  their  best  customers  6}£  percent. 
But  much  of  the  fault  lies  with  the  inability  of  home 
ortgages  to  attract  private  funds  in  competition  with 
her  types  of  investments.  Generally  speaking, 
artgages  run  for  long  terms  at  fixed  rates  of  interest, 
n't  be  freely  traded,  and  require  bookkeeping. 
Other  investments — securities,  pension  funds,  cer- 
icates  of  deposit,  large  loans  to  apartment  developers 
not  only  compare  favorably  with  yields  on  home 
ortgages,  but  offer  investors  greater  flexibility  and 
lot  less  red  tape. 

As  a  result,  mutual  savings  banks  and  savings  and 
in  associations— two- thirds  of  the  mortgage  market 
aren't  attracting  enough  capital  to  meet  the  demand 
r  low-equity  loans.  Many  prospective  home  buyers 
e  turned  down  flat;  others  have  to  wait.  Those  who 
cceed  pay  high  rates  of  interest  and,  as  noted  above, 
s  often  faced  with  whopping  down  payments. 
As  for  solutions,  most  experts  agree  that  the  mort- 
ge,  if  it  is  to  win  back  investors,  must  become  both 
sy  to  invest  in  and  easy  to  trade.  Other  hopes  hinge 

variable  interest  rates,  faster  amortization,  greater 
ailability  of  insurance  for  conventional  mortgages, 
jgyback  loans  to  borrowers  who  can't  make  high 
wn  payments,  .and  expanded  powers  for  savings  and 

n  institutions.

)espite  action  by  government,  business,  and  bank- 
interests,  the  money  shortage  isn't  going  to  disap- 

r  overnight.  Hopefully,  however,  it  won't  get  too 

ch  worse  before  it  starts  to  get  better. 


Outrageous  Costs 

In  many  areas,  prices  have  shot  up  seven  percent  since 
last  year,  and  it  looks  as  if  they'll  continue  to  rise  at 
that  rate.  This  means  a  house  priced  at  $25,000  last 
year  would  cost  $26,750  today,  and  $30,626  in  1970— 
a  whopping  $5,626  increase  in  just  three  years. 

At  that  rate,  the  price  of  a  new  home  could  rise 
clear  out  of  reach  before  long.  Add  to  this  soaring  taxes 
and  high  interest  charges,  and  houses  will  become 
out-and-out  luxuries  ...  or  will  they? 

To  answer,  let's  first  look  at  some  reasons  for  to- 
day's outrageous  costs.  The  three  big  ones  all  begin 
with  "L"— Land,  Labor,  and  Lumber.  The  cost  of 
much  buildable  suburban  land  has  more  than  doubled 
in  recent  years.  Speculation  and  property  tax  in- 
equities will  drive  those  prices  still  higher. 

Building  wages  are  going  up,  yet  the  increases  don't 
help  workmen  very  much.  Inefficient  on-site  construc- 
tion makes  home  building  seasonal  and  unprofitable 
work.  The  result:  craftsmen  are  leaving  the  indus- 
try, creating  labor  shortages  that  push  costs  still 
higher.  Prices  of  lumber  and  materials  had  risen  mod- 
erately until  last  year,  when  they  took  a  sharp  jump. 
They  may  climb  even  more  rapidly  in  coming  years. 

Also,  many  builders  figure  a  "waste"  of  $3,000  on 
the  cost  of  a  $30,000  house— as  a  result  of  archaic 
building  codes.  These  aggravate  today's  crisis  by  rul- 
ing out  economical  new  materials  and  techniques. 

The  crying  needs  in  housing  may  take  years  to  solve. 
What's  needed  is  a  revolution  of  the  sort  that  put 
homes  within  reach  of  millions  after  World  War  II. 
Here  are  some  hopeful  signs: 

•  Mergers.  Big  public-held  companies  are  moving  into 
housing,  acquiring  builders  and  land,  even  pooling 
money  for  mortgages.  They  hope  to  become  volume 
producers,  selling  more  houses  at  slimmer  profits. 
They  may  also  tackle  codes,  taxes,  and  zoning. 

•  Manufacturing.  The  "prefab"  has  returned,  only 
now  it's  called  a  "module."  Your  next  home  won't 
come  from  an  assembly  line  in  one  chunk,  but  some  of 
its  costly  parts,  such  as  baths  and  the  kitchen,  may  be 
efficient,   factory-built   components. 

•  Leased  land.  Instead  of  owning  both  house  and  lot, 
you  may  someday  buy  just  the  house  and  pay  a  fixed 
rent  for  its  site,  as  owners  of  many  commercial  build- 
ings do  now.  This  concept  has  already  proven  itself 
in  condominium-style  planned  communities. 

Some  of  the  above  solutions  will  help,  and  someday 
may  bring  new  hope  to  the  home  buyer  and  the  indus- 
try. But  one  conclusion  is  inescapable.  If  you  have  it 
in  your  heart  to  buy  or  build— and  if  your  money  and 
the  lender's  is  available— make  your  move  as  soon  as 
possible.  It  will  cost  you  to  wait.

ur  first  consideration  should  be  the 
of  your  living  space.  Apartment 
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dwellers  probably  will  be  happier  with 
smaller  dogs  that  adapt  to  confined 
quarters— and  which  require  only  lim- 
ited exercise.  Families  with  homes  and 
running  space  can  accommodate  larger- 
dogs.  But  bear  in  mind  that  a  large 
placid  dog  (a  Labrador,  even)  can  be 
less  underfoot  in  small  space  than  a 
small,  intensely  active  Scotty. 
How  mobile  is  your  family?  If  you're  the 
type  of  parents  who  like  to  pop  the  kids 
and  the  pooch  in  the  car  and  take  off  for 
a  day,  a  weekend  or  longer,  size  can 
play  an  important  part.  Larger  dogs 
cannot  be  boarded  or  transported  as 
easily  as  small  dogs.  And  though  that 
commodious  station  wagon  may  be 
more  than  adequate  for  two  or-  three 
kids,  the  addition  of  a  large  dog  might 
make  it  hell  on  wheels. 

Certainly  you'll  want  to  have  your 
child  accept  some  responsibility  for  his 
pet— and  walking  is  a  good  chore  to 
begin  with.  A  large  dog— unless  he's 
a  model  of  bovine  respectability— may 
easily  reverse  the  process,  and  take  the 
youngster-  walking  (or-  flying).  Seventy 
odd  pounds  of  cat  chaser-  on  the  end  of  a 
leash  can  be  an  upsetting  experience  for 
fifty  pounds  of  child!  One  good  answer- 
is  an  obedience  training  class,  and  older- 
children  should  attend  with  the  dog — 
even  if  one  parent  takes  over  as  the 
main  handler.  Training  doesn't  have  to 
be  lengthy,  unless  you're  planning  to 
show  the  dog.  The  short-term  obedience 
class  should  teach  the  dog  three  funda- 
mentals which  will  make  him  a  happier- 
companion  for  the  youngster-;  to  stay,  to 
walk  on  a  leash  without  pulling  or  tug- 
ging, and  to  "come"  on  the  very  first 
command.  Owners  also  learn  the  right 
ways  to  discipline  and  control  a  dog. 
Consider  your  youngster's  nature  when 
you're  planning  to  get  a  pet.  Some  kinds 
just  naturally  play  harder  than  others. 
So  a  tiny,  fragile  dog  might  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  adapt  to  this  amount  of  rough- 
and-tumble.  Remember,  too,  that  cer- 
tain dogs  are  better  as  substitutes  for 
children— than  as  "children-dogs." 
Some  require  such  constant  attention 
(not  only  grooming  but  love  lavished 
in  a  tender,  quiet  way)  that  they  are 
really  as  dependent  as  a  child.  This  kind 
of  dog  (big  or  small)  just  isn't  going  to 


get  enough  of  such  attention  from  the 
busy  parents  of  small  children. 
Prefer  a  male  dog?  If  you  say  "yes," 
you're  part  of  the  90  percent  of  prospec- 
tive dog  purchasers.  But  before  you 
summarily  dismiss  the  distaff  side  of 
dogdom,  consider  these  facts.  The  fe- 
male is  apt  to  be  both  protective  and  af- 
fectionate with  children  and  is  usually 
considered  easier-  to  housebreak  than 
the  male.  Many  experts  consider  that 
the  female  will  take  more  in  the  way  of 
boisterous  roughhousing  than  the  male 
—probably  because  of  her  more  protec- 
tive nature.  Also,  you  may  want  to 
raise  a  litter.  There's  nothing  better  in 
modern  sex  education  than  having  a 
youngster  learn  the  facts  of  life  in  this 
manner.  If  you  don't  want  to  breed 
your  female,  the  inconvenience  is  still 
minimal.  You'll  have  to  keep  her  con- 
fined generally  twice  a  year  for  the  days 
when  she's  "in  season."  During  these 
times,  new  aerosol  sprays  can  effective- 
ly cloak  her  female  scent,  and  contra- 
ceptive pills  given  with  meals  prevent 
unwanted  pups. 

Start  with  a  pup  or  a  grown  dog?  Most 
definitely  a  puppy.  With  a  puppy,  you'll 
have  the  chance  to  orient  the  dog  to  the 
home  right  from  the  very  beginning. 
Unless  you've  had  a  chance  to  know  a 
grown  dog  for  several  months,  you  can't 
really  be  sure  how  he  will  take  to  your 
children.  Don't  forget  that  your-  puppy 
will  grow  five  times  as  fast  as  your 
child.  While  that  small  delicate  pup  will 
need  some  overseeing  for  the  first  few 
weeks,  he  soon  should  be  able  to  hold 
his  own — even  in  a  fairly  boisterous 
household. 

What  age  puppy  should  you  buy:  Not 
younger  than  five  weeks  no  matter  how 
old  your  child  is.  After  this  period  of 
infancy,  the  pup  will  be  weaned  and 
ready  to  start  a  new  life. 

A  good  rule  of  thumb  to  remember  is 
that  the  younger  the  child,  the  older 
the  puppy;  the  older  the  child,  the 
younger  the  puppy.  So  for  youngsters 
from  two  to  five  years,  consider  a 
three-  or  four-month-old  dog  (who  is 
still  a  young  dog  but  not  in  his  infancy) ; 
while  a  dependable  eight-  to  twelve- 
year-old  can  be  trusted  with  a  pup  of

#5  IN  A  SERIES

Meet  a  new  personality  in  family  houses 
—the  Northwester.  Its  hallmarks  are  soar- 
ing ceilings,  lots  of  natural  wood,  and  a 
freewheeling  floor  plan  that  lets  you  use 
rooms  the  way  your  family  lives. 

We  show  this  2,100-square-foot  story- 
and-a-half  in  its  natural  habitat— a  rocky, 
wooded  Pacific  site.  But  feel  free  to  trans- 
plant the  house  to  New  England,  Kentucky, 
the  Southwest,  or  a  Midwestern  subdivi- 
sion. This  is  a  versatile,  informal  style  of. 
living  you  can  enjoy  anywhere. 
Below:  Three  spare,  shed-roof  segments 
fit  together  the  way  a  two-year-old  might 
line  up  blocks.  Fold  out  the  plan  at  right, 
though,  and  you'll  quickly  see  the  arrange- 
ment is  anything  but  random. 


Each  of  the  "sheds"  turns  its  back  on 
passersby  and  neighbors,  sheltering  the) 
recessed  entry.  Plantings  and  a  simple 
stovepipe  chimney  dress  up  the  facade. 

The  natural  cedar  siding  will  weathertoai 
streaked  gray.  You  could  substitute  red- 
wood, or  use  a  coloring  stain. 
Bottom:  Even  in  back,  the  house  doesn't 
open  wide  the  way  a  California-inspired 
design  might.  There's  plenty  of  outdoor 
living,  though— with  patios  off  the  family 
room,  bedrooms,  and  living  room. 

Clerestories  top  each  of  the  two  living 
"sheds,"  scooping  in  light  from  all  com' 
pass  points.  They're  so  private,  you  couk 
not  see  inside  the  house  from  anything  bu 
a  low-flying  airplane. 
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Above:  The  living  room  ceiling  also  reaches  for 
the  sky.  For  privacy  upstairs,  folding  wall  panels 
stacked  at  the  far  end  slide  along  floor  and  ceiling 
tracks  to  close  everything  off. 

To  make  the  living  room  seem  larger  than  its 
14x22  feet,  we  provided  seating  for  a  conversation 
area  at  one  end.  Opposite,  a  prefab  fireplace 
rests  on  a  wall-to-wall  hearth. 
Right:  That  balcony  room  is  as  versatile  as  it  is 
exciting.  We  set  up  the  area  as  a  study  and  guest 
quarters,  but  maybe  you'd  like  another  family 
bedroom.  (Don't  forget  the  folding  walls  make 
this  one  as  quiet  as  any  other.) 

Does  Grandma  live  with  you?  The  entire  second 
floor  could  be  her  private  suite.  Or  perhaps  two 
bedrooms  are  all  your  family  now  needs.  If  so, 
rough-in  the  area  and  finish  it  later. 

Whatever  alternative  you  choose,  you'll  never 
have  to  drape  an  upstairs  window,  or  switch  on  an 
electric  light  before  sundown. 
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A  FAMILY  ROOM  AND  PARTY  ROOM 
FROM  A  BASEMENT  OR  GARAGE

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Somewhere  in  your  hoiTse  you  may 
have  the  potential  for  another  room. 
Perhaps  the  space  for  it  is  an  attached 
garage,  or  a  corner  of  the  basement. 

This  rough-hewn  "pub"  began  life 
as  both— it  was  a  basement-garage. 
The  ideas  in  it  could  work  just  as  well 
for  you  if  your  garage  is  on  grade  or  in 
a  below-ground  basement. 
Left:  This  wall  treatment  can  be  used 
in  a  basement  or  a  garage  with  con- 
crete block  walls.  First,  glue  or  nail 
lx2-inch  furring  strips  to  the  block  at 
16-inch  intervals. 

Nail  gypsum  board  to  the  furring 
strips.  Instead  of  taping  the  joints, 
cover  them  and  the  ceiling  line  with 
rough-sawn  1x4s.  Make  corner  posts 
by  nailing  together  a  pair  of  1x4s  to 
form  a  box  beam. 

The  diagonal  planks  can  be  nailed 
through  the  gypsum  board  to  the  fur- 
ring strips  and  toenailed  to  the  beams 
and  ceiling  line  planks.  Glue  planks  or 
paneling  to  the  gypsum  board  for 
wainscoting.  Coat  the  gypsum  board 
with  a  plaster-texture  paint,  swirled  for 
an  old-world  look. 

If  your  garage  has  stud  walls,  every- 
thing goes  together  the  same  way,  ex- 
cept you  won't  need  furring  strips. 
Just  staple  up  insulation  and  nail  di- 
rectly to  the  studs. 

Right:  That  beamed  ceiling  isn't  as 
complicated  as  it  looks.  Begin  by  nail- 
ing gypsum  board  to  the  rafters  or 
joists.  Most  of  the  joints  here  were  cov- 
ered with  2x4  cleats  and  lx4-inch 
fabricated  box  beams. 

The  posts  and  braces  in  the  fore- 
ground are4x4-inch  timbers,  toenailed 
to  the  ceiling  beams.  They  brace  a 
waist-high  wall  made  of  rough-sawn 
eight-  and  ten-inch  planks. 

The  floor  can  be  handled  two  ways, 
depending  on  whether  your  room  is 
at  grade  level  or  below.  If  the  concrete 
floor  is  warm  and  smooth,  lay  tile  or 
sheet  vinyl  right  over  it. 
'  If  the  floor  is  cold  or  rough,  you 
should  build  up  a  subfloor.  Fill  big 
cracks  or  settled  areas  with  patching 
cement.  Next,  spread  out  mastic,  and 
lay  down  polyethylene  for  a  vapor  bar- 
rier. On  top  of  the  plastic  goes  a  second 
layer  of  mastic,  V2-  or  one-inch  styrene, 
and  more  mastic. 

On  top  of  the  third  layer  of  mastic, 
put  down  %-inch  exterior-grade  ply- 
wood. If  moisture  is  not  a  problem, 
leave  out  the  vapor  barrier. 
Plan:  Space,  that's  not  quite  large 
enough  for  one  of  today's  cars  can 
accommodate  a  party-full  of  people, 
or  make  roomy,  comfortable  quarters 
for  family  relaxing. 

A  general-purpose  storage  area,  ac- 
cessible through  sliding  doors,  re- 
places the  original  car  entrance.  That 
smaller  section  includes  cabinets  and 
a  built-in  TV. 

To  make  the  new  room  part  of  the 
basement,  the  homeowners  removed 
part  of  the  dividing  wall.  A  boxed-in 
steel  beam  supports  the  floor  above. 

If  your  basement  is  completely  be- 
low ground,  you  may  have  to  fake 
the  window  with  fluorescent  lighting 
behind  frosted  glass  or  plastic. 
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1  A  GREAT  MULTIPURPOSE  ROOM 
FROM  AN  ATTIC 


Imagination  is  the  most  important  in- 
gredient of  a  new  room  at  the  top. 
Sloping  ceilings  can  be  claustropho- 
bic, head-bumping  nuisances— or  they 
can  be  played  up  as  the  biggest  assets 
of  an  A-shaped  attic  study  and  guest 
room  retreat  like  this  one. 

Here,  the  homeowners  studied  all 
the  angles,  then  used  them  to  hold 
shelves,  make  storage,  and  suspend 
an  up-beat,  drop-down  desk. 
Left:  The  only  structural  change  they 
made  was  to  open  up  one  gable  end 
for  a  bay  window,  which  was  construct- 
ed by  putting  together  three  stock 
30x42-inch  casements. 

The  wall-to-wall  window  seat  has 
storage  and  a  room-size  heating  sys- 
tem underneath,  Build  framing  for  a 
unit  like  this  before  you  put  up  the 
paneling.  Later,  add  a  plywood  top  and 
some  short  panel  doors. 

If  your  attic  is  like  most,  you  can 
figure  on  installing  subflooring,  floor- 
ing, insulation,  wiring,  and  paneling 
or  gypsum  board.  If  headroom  is  tight, 
you'll  probably  also  want  to  start  with 
a  raised  dormer. 

Before  you  start,  check  to  be  sure 
the  floor  joists  are  at  least  16  inches 
on  center.  If  they  aren't  you'll  have  to 
install  several  more  before  the  ply- 
wood subfloor  goes  down. 

Staple  insulation  batts  between  the 
roof  rafters,  then  nail  horizontal  2x4 
blocking  24  inches  on  center.  Panel- 
ing here  is  V-groove  lx8-inch  ponder- 
osa  pine,  treated  with  an  unusual  cus- 
tom stain  finish  you'll  learn  more 
about  in  a  moment. 
Upper  right:  The  bunk  also  has  storage 
underneath— this  time  in  the  form  of 
drawers.  The  shelves  rest  on  cleats  at 
one  end.  The  bottom  shelf  has  two 
fluorescent  lights  under  it,  shielded 
by  a  simple  valance. 

Yes,  there  is  a  hint  of  blue  in  the 
paneling.  To  duplicate  the  finish,  mix 
one  part  of  lead  blue  paint  with  seven 
parts  burnt  umber.  Brush  on  the  mix- 
ture, then  wipe  off  with  a  coarse  cloth, 
as  if  you  were  antiquing.  Seal  with 
a  non-yellowing  clear  varnish. 
Lower  right:  To  build  the  desk  top,  make 
a  frame  of  lx2-inch  lumber,  then  glue 
and  nail  sheets  of  %-inch  plywood  to 
either  side.  Finish  the  top  and  edges 
with  laminated  plastic.  One-by-fours 
were  used  for  the  ceiling  frame.  The 
recess  was  paneled  with  lx4-inch 
rough-sawn  red  cedar. 

Panel  doors  make  a  handsome  treat- 
ment for  short  vertical  wall  sections. 
They  can  be  hinged  or  fixed,  depend- 
ing on  whether  or  not  you  want  to  use 
the  wedge-shaped  space  under  the 
eaves  for  storage.  Where  the  ceiling 
and  wall  meet,  you  can  build  up  your 
own  custom  trim  from  lx2-inch  lum- 
ber and  some  stock  moldings.

Bulbs  to  plant.  August  planting 
is  best  for  several  popular  gar- 
den bulbs— including  madonna 
lily,  autumn  crocus,  lycoris, 
nerine,  sternbergia,  and  zephy- 
ranthes.  These  bulbs  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  reward  you 
with  bloom  for  many  years. 

Just  about  everyone  is  fa- 
miliar with  the  madonna  lily. 
Its  chaste  white  blooms  on 
three-foot  stalks  add  quality 
and  a  special  beauty  to  a  sum- 
mer border.  The  time-honored 
combination  of  sparkling  blue 
delphiniums  intermixed  with 
this  pure  white  lily  is  still  one  to 
be  recommended. 

The  planting  deadline  is  a 
narrow  one  for  the  madonnas 
because  the  bulbs  don't  like  to 
be  out  of  the  ground  very  long. 
Modern-day  hybrids  can  be 
planted  from  September  to 
December. 


The  madonna  lily  doesn't  form 
stem  roots  as  most  other  lilies 
do,  so  the  crown  of  the  bulb 
should  be  covered  with  just  a 
two-finger  depth  of  soil.  The 
stem-rooting  lilies  demand 
deeper  planting  with  five  or  six 
inches  of  soil  cover.  The  ma- 
donna lily  is  a  sentimental  fa- 
vorite with  many  Westerners  so 
are  worthy  of  a  little  extra  at- 
tention. This  lily  is  subject  to 
disease  problems  and  usually 
doesn't  last  more  than  two  to 
five  years.  You  can  stretch  the 
life  of  your  plants  by  treating 
the  bulbs  at  planting  time  with 
a  bulb  dust  and  by  spraying  or 
dusting  the  foliage  regularly 
with  a  general  garden  pesticide 
which  will  kill  off  insects  that 
carry  disease  organisms. 

On  the  other  hand,  instant 
flowers  (well,  almost)  can  be 
had  from  an  unusual  bulb  known 
as  colchicum,  or  autumn  cro- 
cus. This  is  not  a  true  crocus, 
but  the  long-tubed,  flaring 
blooms  look  so  much  like  those 
popular  spring  crocuses  that  the 
name  seems  to  fit  them  natural- 
ly. There  are  several  species 
available.  The  most  common 
one  sold  has  lilac-pink  flowers, 
but  there  are  purple  and  white 
varieties  available.  The  bulb 
will  bloom  without  benefit  of 


soil  or  water— just  place  on  a 
shallow  dish.  You  can  plant  the 
bulb  outside  when  flowers  fade. 

Choose  a  sunny  spot  in  the 
garden  for  them  and  set  the 
bulbs  three  to  four  inches  deep. 
You  can  divide  the  bulbs  every 
three  to  five  years  during  their 
brief  period  of  dormancy  in 
July  and  August. 
Start  winter  vegetables.  A  har- 
vest of  fresh  vegetables  during 
the  dreary  days  of  winter  makes 
the  effort  involved  in  growing 
them  well  worth  the  challenge. 
Among  the  best  are  broccoli, 
Brussels  sprouts,  cauliflower, 
cabbage,  beets,  lettuce,  onions, 
parsley,  radishes,  turnips,  and 
Swiss  chard.  And,  if  you'd  like 
to  try  something  a  little  bit  dif- 
ferent, try  kale  and  Chinese 
cabbage. 

Seed  of  vegetables,  such  as 
beets,  carrots,  and  radishes, 
may  be  planted  in  the  garden  in 
August  through  September.  If 
young  plants  of  Brussels 
sprouts,  cabbage,  onions,  and 
cauliflower  are  not  available 
from  garden  centers,  they  must 
be  started  now  from  seed  and 
grown  in  flats  until  time  to 
plant  in  September. 


Prepare  your  garden  soil  by  dig- 
ging it  deep  and  incorporating 
well-rotted  manure  or  leaf  mold. 
Make  furrows  for  row  crops  to 
the  depths  recommended  on  the 
seed  packets.  Cover  seed  and 
firm  soil  before  watering  in 
well  with  a  gentle  mist  from  the 
garden  hose.  Dig  a  balanced 
plant  food  between  the  rows 
when  seedlings  are  well  started. 
Fuchsia  care.  To  keep  hanging 
fuchsia  plants  from  growing 
lopsided,  be  sure  to  turn  them 
occasionally.  It's  no  problem 
to  unhook  them  and  expose  the 
side  away  from  the  light  every 
week  or  so.  August  is  a  good 
month  to  start  cuttings  of  fa- 
vorite varieties.  The  soft  tip 
growth  roots  quickly. 
Take  good  care  of  your  gardenias. 
Gardenia  roots  have  an  ex- 
tremely high  soil-air  require- 
ment. That's  why  the  books  all 
say  that  soil  for  gardenias 
should  drain  fast  but  retain  wa- 


ter, too.  If  you  shut  off  their  air 
supply  with  a  saturated  soil, 
the  plant  is  in  trouble.  Growers 
are  getting  away  from  the  old 
idea  of  handling  gardenias  in 
100  percent  peat  moss.  Now 
they  are  using  refinements  of 
the  U.  C.  soil  mix. 

In  many  parts  of  the  West, 
gardenias  are  handled  as  house- 
plants  in  large  planters  because 
these  Chinese  natives  do  not 
take  to  sub-freezing  weather 
overextended  periods.  They  are 
grown  outdoors  in  areas  where 
winters  are  mild  and  there  is 
enough  summer  heat  for  them 
to  flower  properly. 

Gardenias  revel  in  full  sun  in 
gardens  along  the  coast,  but 
they  are  happier  with  filtered 
shade  in  inland  valleys.  In 
desert  areas,  give  them  a  north- 
ern or  eastern  exposure.  Be 
sure  to  mulch  the  plants  be- 
cause the  fibrous  roots  hate  cul- 
tivation of  any  sort.  Chlorosis 
of  the  foliage—indicated  by  the 
yellowing  leaves— usually  can 
be  corrected  in  a  few  weeks  with 
one  of  the  acid  plant  foods  con- 
taining chelates.  This  problem 
is  common  where  the  soil  or 
water  is  alkaline. 

During  the  hot  weather  of 
August  and  September,  it's  not 
uncommon  to  find  that  white 
flies  move  in  on  gardenia  plant- 
ings. Clouds  of  these  little  pests 
love  to  work  on  the  undersides 
of  the  leaves.  They  suck  out  the 
cell  sap  and  create  honeydew  on 
which  black  sooty  mold  grows. 
Usually,  two  or  three  sprayings 
with  a  multipurpose  pesticide 
gets  rid  of  them  quickly.  Per- 


haps the  easiest  way  to  elimi- 
nate them  is  to  dig  systemic 
granules  into  the  soil  at  the  base 
of  the  plants,  or  inject  the 
chemical  into  the  soil  around 
the  plant  through  a  water  lance 
— systemic  cartridges  are  avail- 
able for  use  in  the  lance.  This 
chemical  is  applied  to  the  soil 
and  is  absorbed  in  the  sap 
stream  of  the  plant  making  the 
plant  itself  insecticidal.  Each 
treatment  lasts  for  about  six 
weeks.  Continued

To  produce  the  huge  blooms 
like  the  ones  that  are  such  great 
favorites  during  the  football 
season,  remove  all  flower  buds 
along  the  sides  of  the  stems 
leaving  only  the  terminal  buds. 
All  of  the  strength  of  the  plant 
then  goes  into  these  few  blooms. 

August  is  a  period  of  rapid 
growth  for  chrysanthemums,  so 
stake  the  tall-growing  kinds  be- 
fore the  stems  start  to  lean. 
The  plants  are  bound  to  be  a 
little  top-heavy  anyway. 
Espaliers  are  extra  special.  Not 
too  many  years  ago  the  art  of 
espaliering  shrubs  was  shunned 
by  gardeners  because  they  sim- 
ply didn't  know  enough  about 
selective  pruning  and  training 
to  make  plants  grow  flat  against 
a  wall. 

Today,  however,  with  garden 
space  growing  ever  smaller,  the 
espaliered  shrubs  and  trees 
have  become  more  and  more 
popular.  Nurseries,  in  an  effort 
to  meet  the  demand,  now  offer 
tubbed  and  well-started  espal- 
iers to  make  the  job  easier  for 
you.  Naturally,  these  estab- 
lished espaliers  are  more  expen- 
sive than  untrained  shrubs  or 
trees  of  the  same  type,  but  the 
increase  in  cost  is  relatively 
minor  when  you  consider  the 
amount  of  woik  that  has  gone 
into  training  the  plants.  Start 
one  from  scratch  sometime  and 
you'll  agree  that  it  takes  plenty 
of  time  and  know-how  to  suc- 
ceed with  a  fine  specimen. 

A  random  sampling  of  es- 
paliers at  the  nurseries  now  in- 
cludes not  only  citrus  and  other 
fruit  trees,  notably  apples  and 
pears,  but  such  ornamentals  as 
hibiscus,  camellia,  holly,  pyra- 
cantha,  Australian  bottle- 
brush,  magnolia,  evergreen 
pear,  olive,  bougainvillea,  and 
star-jasmine.  If  you  guessed 
that  three  dozen  different  types 
of  plants  could  be  found  as  es- 
paliers, you'd  probably  be  on 
the  conservative  side.  It's  a 
happy  situation. 
Growing    prize    pansies.     There 


was  a  time  when  knowledj 
able  gardeners  thought  the  or 
pansies  worth  growing  were  t 
giants  from  Switzeiland.  Bi 
the  pendulum  has  swung,  and 
is  now  recognized  that  some 
the  finest  pansies  in  the  wor 
come  from  our  great  Paci 
Northwest. 

If  you'd  like  to  grow  some 
the  giants,  the  huge-blossom 
four-  to  five-inch  kinds  th 
give  you  lots  of  color  from  la 
winter  until  the  arrival  of  h 
weather,  the  time  to  start 
right  now.

TRICKS  FOR 
TALL  WINDOWS 


In  a  tizzy  over  how  to  treal 

that  tall,  poorly  proportioned 
window?  Relax.  There's  a  solu- 
tion, and  a  very  simple  one  at 
that.  Just  extend  the  window 
treatment  —draperies,  decora- 
tive window  shade,  or  folding 
screens  — onto  the  wall  at  either 
side  of  the  opening.  This  fool- 
the-eye  technique  instantly 
gives  your  window  new  width 
and  balance,  and  allows  suffi- 
cient light  and  ventilation. 


This  tailored  treatment  starts 
with  a  plain  white  window 
shade.  Outline  hem  of  shade 
and  shade  topper  with  a  decora- 
tive braid  selected  in  a  color  to 
coordinate  with  adjacent  walls. 
Then  simulate  a  lambrequin 
and  apply  strips  of  matching 
braid  to  painted  window  frame. 
Another  window-widener:  in- 
stall an  oversize,  solid  color 
shade  and  cap  with  a  patterned 
cornice.  Repeat  pattern  in  fab- 
ric loops  on  shade  hem  and  in- 
sert a  brass  pull  rod. 


Double  cafe  curtains  can  widen 
any  string-bean  window  to  gen- 
erous proportions.

Pattypan,  yellow  straightneck 
or  yellow  crookneck,  and  zucchi- 
ni squash  now's  the  time  to 
get  to  know  and  use  them.  You 
can  find  them  in  some  markets 
year-round,  but  they're  most 
plentiful  during  the  summei 
months  — May  to  August. 

These  versatile  vegetables 
can  be  stuffed,  sauteed,  baked, 
or  broiled  and  used  in  soups 
and  main  dishes  as  well.  Their 
mild  flavor  goes  well  with  other 
foods  and  is  enhanced  by  imag- 
inative seasonings. 

When  shopping,  look  for 
young  tender  squash  that  is 
well  formed,  firm,  and  fairly 
heavy  for  its  size.  Squash  is 
harvested  at  an  immature 
stage,  when  both  the  skin  and 
seeds  are  tender  and  edible. 
Skin  should  be  glossy,  bright  in 
color,  and  free  from  blemishes. 

Avoid  overmature  squash 
that  has  a  dull  appearance  and 
a  hard,  tough  skin.  These  are 
likely  to  have  enlarged  seeds 
and  dry,  stringy  pulp. 

It's  wise  to  buy  just  a  few 
squash  at  a  time.  Place  them 
immediately  in  the  vegetable 
keeper  of  your  refrigerator  and 
use  within  14  days. 

Pattypan,  scallop,  or  cymling 
squash  are  disk-shaped,  with 
a  scalloped  edge.  Skin  is  smooth 
or  slightly  worted.  Pale  green 
when  young  and  turning  white 
as  it  matures,  this  variety  is 
harvested  when  half  grown, 
about  3  to  4  inches  in  diameter. 
Use  pattypan  in  our  Summer 
Squash  Skillet. 

Yellow  crookneck  and  yellow 
straightneck  squash  are  very 
similar,  differing  primarily  in 
shape,  as  their  names  suggest. 
The  slightly  worted  skin  is  light 
yellow  in  young  squash  and 
deep  yellow  when  mature.  The 
crookneck  grows  to  be  8  to  10 
inches  long  and  3  inches  in  di- 
ameter—the  straightneck  grows 
to  be  much  larger,  about  20 
inches  long  and  4  inches  in 
diameter.  Use  either  type  for 
Crookneck     Curry. 

Zucchini,  or  Italian  squash 
is  cylindrical  but  larger  at 
base  than  top.  Skin  has  a  lacy 
pattern  of  green  and  yellow 
that  gives  the  appearance  of 
stripes.  It  grows  to  be  10  to  12 
inches  long,  and  2  to  3  inches 
in  diameter,  but  you'll  find  it 
in  the  market  at  about  half  its 
full  size.  Choose  young,  tender 
squash  for  our  delicious  Zucchi- 
ni with  Walnuts.

Will  a  mutt  be  friendlier  than  a 

thoroughbred?  The  myth  that 
thoroughbreds  are  always  "high 
strung"  laud  thus  questionable 
around  children)  has  been 
handed  down  for  years.  The 
truth  is  that  either  a  mutt  or  a 
thoroughbred  can  make  a  won- 
derful pet  or  a  bad  one. 
Many  mongrels  can  be  friendly, 
intelligent,  and  healthy.  I  hit 
since  you  can  only  guess  at  the 
ancestry,  you'll  have  only  the 
roughest  idea  of  how  such  dogs 
will  turn  out.  Knowledgeable 
breeders  are  just  as  anxious  as 
their  buyers  to  produce  a  non- 
nervous,  healthy,  and  compan- 
ionable thoroughbred  puppy. 
They  do  so  by  paying  strict 
attention  to  the  genetics  of 
their  breed.  Buying  such  a  dog 
gives  you  a  more  valid  predic- 
tion for  the  future.  With  any 
dog  you  raise  from  puppyhood 
and  raise  well  the  odds  aie 
strong  that  the  dog  will  turn 
out  well.  Because  he  wants  to 
he  a  member  of  the  family,  the 
dog  is  very  apt  to  pick  up  the 
traits  and  the  tempo  of  the 
household  in  which  he  lives, 
just  the  way  kids  will  do.  So  if 
you've  had  the  experience  of 
seeing  a  dog  of  a  breed  usually 
noted  for  poise  and  dignity  be- 
have in  a  flighty  and  high- 
strung  manner,  take  a  closer 
look  at  the  people  who  own 
him.  They'll  probably  he  ner- 
vous, too.  And  if  you'd  been 
favoring  this  type  for  your 
kids,  don't  let  this  one  maverick 
put  you  off. 

Is  there  a  best  breed  to  choose 
for  your  child?  You'll  find  con- 
tented owners  of  all  the  more 
than  one  hundred  registered 
breeds— as  well  as  advocates  of 
crossbreeds  and  mongrels.  If 
you  have  infants  and  toddlers 
in  the  house,  you  probably 
shouldn't  buy  a  dog  that  will 
need  intensive  coat  care  and 
grooming.  Smooth-haired  dogs 
need  little  in  the  way  of  coat 
care— but  their  ears  and  paws 
still  need  attention.  So  before 
you  purchase  your  pup,  be  sure 
to  get  a  detailed  listing  of  his 
needs.  And  as  an  insurance  pol- 
icy for  not  only  your  child  but 
his  playmates  as  well,  enroll 
your  dog  in  obedience  school. 
Unless  he's  an  unusually  hard- 
nosed  case,  he'll  turn  out  a  well- 
mannered  pet.  Here's  a  list  of 
some  of  the  well-known  breeds 
with  a  thumbnail  guide  to  how 
each  will  fit  your  family. 
Airedale:  Known  as  the  Terrier 
King— a  reference  not  only  to 
his  size  but  excellent  and  even 
nature.  He's  gentle  with  chil- 
dren, affectionate  and  faithful 
with  the  whole  family. 
Beagle:  If  you  find  a  bad-tem- 
pered beagle,  you've  found  the 
original  needle  in  the  haystack! 
This  small  and  hardy  dog  has 
a  great  zest  for  living  and  never 
outgrows  his  childlike  joy  of 
"horsing  around"  with  kids. 
Basset  Hound:  Despite  his 
laugh-provoking  clown  face 
this  dog  is  a  serious  and  suc- 


cessful hunter  and,  though  pop- 
ular as  a  pet,  is  mostly  adult 
oriented.  He  can  be  a  roamer, 
too  so  don't  count  on  him  as 
a  constant  backporch  chum! 
Boston  Terrier:  As  befits  a  na- 
tive citizen  (he's  one  of  the  few 
breeds  developed  here)  he  has 
an  amiable  disposition  — but 
can  hold  his  own  in  a  skirmish. 
His  exercise  requirements  are 
minimal  so  he'll  fit  well  into  a 
busy  household. 
Boxer:  A  clean,  adaptable  dog, 
as  well  as  loyal  and  good  tem- 
pered. Generally  good  rating 
with  children. 

Bulldog:  In  spite  of  his  fierce 
appearance,  he's  one  of  the  gen- 
tlest of  dogs,  faithful  and  af- 
fectionate with  children. 
Cocker  Spaniel:  They're  endear- 
ing pets,  happy  in  the  country 
and  cuddly  at  home. .They  can 
be  as  fond  of  children  as  of 
adults. 

Chihuahua:  Its  extremely  small 
size  and  the  soft  spot  in  the 
center  of  the  skull  make  this 
a  fragile  choice  if  you  have 
high-spirited  youngsters. 
Chow  Chow:  He's  apt  to  be  high- 
ly individual,  aloof  with  stran- 
gers, yet  loyal.  As  he's  generally 
inclined  to  bestow  all  his  af- 
fection on  one  person,  he's  not 
the  best  candidate  to  have 
around  children. 
Collie:  A  particularly  good- 
tempered  dog  and  a  gentle,  de- 
voted companion  for  children. 
Something  in  his  nature  makes 
him  empathize  with  all  children 
yours  and  the  neighbors.  Hut 
leave  plenty  of  time  for  coat- 
grooming,  a  chore  as  lengthy  as 
untangling  Alice's  long  locks. 
Dachshund:  A  sporty  little  dog, 
clean,  full  of  spirit  and  affec- 
tionate. He's  a  successful  alarm 
dog  having  a  loud  bark  out  of 
proportion  to  his  size.  He's 
prone  to  slipped  disks,  and 
younger  children  should  be 
cautioned  to  handle  with  care. 
Dalmatian:  An  extremely  intelli- 
gent and  loving  dog,  compat- 
ible with  adults  and  children. 
He's  also  easy  to  keep  clean  and 
has  less  "doggy"  smell  than 
most  dogs. 

Doberman  Pinscher:  He  may  be 
devoted  to  hearth  and  home 
and  a  guardian  of  the  entire 
family,  but  without  intensive 
training  and  watchfulness  his 
guard  instincts  may  be  turned 
against  the  wrong  people.  Gen- 
erally not  considered  a  wise 
choice  around  children. 
English  Setter:  This  graceful, 
elegant  dog  has  a  friendly,  quiet 
nature  that  commends  him  as  a 
household  pet.  He  does  need  a 
lot  of  exercise  so  is  best  suited 
to  a  life  in  the  country. 
German  Shepherd:  Don't  buy 
one  unless  you're  prepared  to 
train  him  properly.  It's  been 
said  that  the  only  "dangerous" 
ones  are  the  untrained  dogs. 
Though  he  has  loyalty  and 
courage,  he'll  need  more  disci- 
pline and  consistent  handling 
than  most  families  can  give. 
Golden  Retriever:  He's  intelli- 
gent, loyal,  and  gentle,  success- 
ful for  a  house  pet  as  well  as  for 
sporting  work.  Equally  adapt- 
able to  hearth  and  hunt. 


Great  Dane:  This  dog-  is  extreme- 
ly active  and  best  suited  to  the 
country.  Though  he  is  quiet  and 
affectionate,  his  great  size  and 
strength  make  him  a  debatable 
choice  for  a  child. 
Irish  Setter:  His  enthusiasm  and 
volatile  good  spirits  endear  him 
to  children  of  all  ages  -a  com- 
pliment he  fully  returns. 
Though  sometimes  said  to  be 
slow  to  learn,  once  he's  trained 
it's  for  keeps. 

Labrador  Retriever:  A  dog  with 
all-round  personality— a  won- 
derful retriever,  watchful 
around  home,  kind,  and  gentle. 
Miniature  Schnauzer:  A  robust, 
vigorous  little  dog,  he's  devoted 
to  children  and  because  of  his 
size  equally  at  home  in  city  or 
country.  Though  he's  not  a 
great  fighter,  he  won't  run 
away  from  a  "brawl,"  and  can 
be  depended  on  to  set  off 
alarms  if  the  occasion  warrants. 
Free  from  wanderlust,  he'll  be 
around  when  needed. 
Pekingese:  He's  lively  and  in- 
telligent but  his  fearless,  inde- 
pendent nature  (.also  his  small 
size  and  tendency  to  breathing 
troubles)  doesn't  make  him  the 
most  logical  selection  for  a 
youngster's  pet. 
Poodle:  Of  the  three  kinds, 
toys,  miniatures,  and  standards 
—  the  miniature  is  considered 
best  for  kids.  A  toy  needs  a 
large  amount  of  care  and  adult 
love  -a  standard,  a  vast 
amount  of  training  and  groom- 
ing. The  miniature  has  a  good 
deal  more  than  cuteness— he's 
intelligent,  brave,  and  usually 
affectionate  with  kids.  Though 
he  needs  care,  his  health  is  gen- 
erally good,  disposition  even. 
Pug:  He's  wrongly  dismissed 
as  a  pampered  lapdog  prone  to 
gluttany.  The  pug  is  an  active, 
affectionate  pet— clean,  quiet, 
and  undemanding  (if  you  have 
not  spoiled  him)  around  the 
house.  He'll  enjoy  a  romp  with 
the  kids  along  with  the  best  of 
them  — and  if  you  can  persuade 
"junior"  not  to  hand  out  table 
scraps  (and  control  yourself, 
too),  he'll  retain  his  youthful 
shape  and  bouncing  vigor. 
St.  Bernard:  He's  faithful,  tract- 
able, and  a  marvel  with  chil- 
dren. Though  his  size  and  appe- 
tite may  be  too  large  for  many 
people,  this  isn't  his  main  draw- 
back as  a  companion  for  kids. 
Like  other  big  breeds,  he's  old 
at /line  while  your  child  is  just 
beginning,  and  this  "generation; 
gap"  can  pose  a  problem. 
Scottish  Terrier:  The  Scotty  is 
a  merry  dog,  active  and  com- 
panionable particularly  for  old- 
er children  who  like  to  run,' 
play,  and  cover  territory.  Ag- 
gressive, like  so  many  terriers, 
he  has  a  great  sense  of  property 
rights.  Don't  expect  him  to  tol- 
erate interlopers. 
Shetland  Sheepdog:  This  is  a 
wonderful  dog  for  children  of 
all  ages.  He  has  a  naturally 
sweet  nature  and  is  devoted, 
calm,  and  smart. 
Yorkshire  Terrier:  Because  of  his 
small  size,  pugnacious  charac- 
ter, and  need  for  grooming,  he's 
usually  considered  an  "adults 
only"  dog.

UPHOLSTERED  FURNITURE 

Not  so  long  ago,  the  thought 
of  costly  cleaning  might  have 
made  you  think  twice  about 
buying  upholstered  furniture — 
at  least  until  the  children  were 
past  the  sticky-finger  stage  and 
the  dog  had  completed  his 
obedience  course.  But  it's  a  dif- 
ferent story  today. 

Most  of  the  well-known  mir- 
acle fabrics  are  now  treated 
with  one  of  several  good  chemi- 
cal soil  and  stain  repellents. 
This  process  is  a  fine  safeguard 
if  the  manufacturei  's  directions 
are  carefully  followed. 

And  now  there  are  other 
fibers  on  the  market— mostly 
the  products  of^chemistry — 
that  almost  wholl*reject  stains 
and  soil  without  the  addition 
of  a  repellent. 

One  of  them  is  a  fiber  with 
the  jawbreaking  name  of  poly- 
propylene—  known  by  various 
brand  names,  such  as  Vectra 
and  Herculon.  This  fiber  is  be- 
ing used  not  only  in  many  up- 
holstery fabrics,  but  for  indoor 
and  outdoor  carpets  as  well. 
Upholstery  fabrics  may  be  made 
entirely  of  polypropylene,  or 
the  fiber  may  be  combined  with 
another— nylon,  for  example. 

Polypropylene  is  virtually 
stainproof  and  cleans  like  a 
dream.  It  is  99.4  percent  mois- 
tureproof  so  waterborne  stains 
and  dirt  can't  sink  in.  Oil, 
grease,  lipstick,  crayon,  ink, 
and  dirt  have  a  very  tough 
time  working  their  way  into  the 
fiber  because  it  is  almost  non- 
absorbent. 

There's  something  new  in 
vinyls,  too.  They  have  been 
consistently  improved  in  qual- 
ity, appearance,  performance. 
Vinyls  appear  in  a  variety  of  in- 
genious forms.  One  type  is  a 
spray  applied  to  regular  fabrics 
at  the  manufacturing  level  to 
form  an  outside  coat.  Fabrics 
thus  treated  are  easily  cleaned 
with  a  mild  detergent  and  are 
more  durable.  If  you  think  of 
vinyl  upholstery  as  cold,  hard, 
and  shiny,  you're  in  for  a  sur- 
prise. New  vinyls  are  soft,  sup- 
ple, and  pliable.  They  can  sim- 
ulate any  type  of  fabric  from 
elaborate  brocades  to  rugged 
homespuns  and  are  often  em- 
broidered, appliqued,  embossed. 


Many  vinyls  resemble  leather 
so  closely  it  takes  an  expert  to 
know  the  difference.  Some  of 
the  familiar  brand  names  for 
vinyls  are  Naugahyde,  Koro- 
seal,  Vileau,  i'lyhide,  Satin- 
esque,  Bolta-Flex. 

Several  of  the  new  vinyls 
look  and  feel  just  like  glove  kid- 
skin.  One  American-made 
brand  is  called  Chame,  and  an 
Italian  counterpart  is  identi- 
fied as  Aerpel. 

Another  new  type  of  uphol- 
stery fabric  is  a  laminated, 
stretchable  tricot  knit  that  fits 
the  furniture  like  a  second  skin. 
One,  called  Utrilon,  is  made  of 
nylon,  latex  foam,  and  a  cotton- 
knit  backing  put  together  sand- 
wich fashion  and  knit  into  a 
single  layer  of  doth.  The  cloth- 
is  then  silk-screen  printed  and 
immersion-treated  with  a  soil 
and  stain  repellent. 

Seating  comfort  has  im- 
proved tremendously.  Many 
manufacturers  use  as  a  cushion 
filling  ;.  latex  foam  or  urethane

discover  that  many  new  ex- 
posed frames  are  made  of  sur- 
prising materials. 

Chromed  steel  is  one  of  the 
new  looks  in  frames—  very  com- 
patible with  the  popular  shiny, 
see-through  style.  Some  manu- 
facturers, to  get  a  variety  of 
shapes  difficult  to  achieve  with 
wood,  use  steel  tubing  which  is 
preshaped  to  specification. 
These  frames  are  usually 
webbed  with  strong  synthetic 
rubber  straps,  padded  with  ure- 


super-soft 
polyurethan:  core

foam  center  with  a  polyester 
outer  wrap  of  Dacron,  Fortrel, 
Acrilan,  or  Celacloud  for  ex- 
ample. This  combination  gives 
the  soft  feeling  of  down  but 
costs  less.  And  it  has  another 
asset,  too,  instant  snapback 
which  eliminates  the  need  to 
plump  up  the  cushions  after 
every  sitting.  Other  manufac- 
turers prefer  to  use  a  firm  ure- 
thane block  core  between  two 
layers  of  softer  foam  rubber. 
Occasionally,  coil  springs  are 
encased  in  the  center  core. 

If  you're  shopping  for  a  con- 
ventional upholstered  sofa 
(where  all  wood  except  possibly 
feet  is  covered  with  fabric) 
you're  probably  not  too  con- 
cerned about  the  frame  except 
that  it  is  durable  wood,  ade- 
quately doweled  and  corner- 
blocked  for  strength.  But  if  you 
want  the  frame  to  show,  you'll

thane  foam  and  covered  with 
stretch  fabrics.  The  new  glass 
fiber  frames  and  shells  are 
showoffs.  Their  fabric  covers 
are  visible  on  all  sides.  Other 
man-made  innovations  are  ny- 
lon stretch  or  vinyl  fabric-cov- 
ered rigid  polyurethane  frames. 
They  have  a  layer  of  ultra-soft 
flexible    polyurethane    applied 


over  the  rigid  frame  for  pad- 
ding. There  are  also  molded 
shells  made  of  fiber  glass  com- 
bined with  polyester  resin,  and 
modular  flexible  polyurethane 
blocks  to  combine  in  many  ways. 
You  can  even  buy  inflatable 
vinyl  sofas  and  chairs.  They're 
great  if  you  have  to  move  often. 
Just  deflate  and  pack;  then  in- 
flate (pump  is  supplied  in  most 
cases)  and  be  seated.  Be  par- 
ticularly wary  of  tacks  and 
cigarette  sparks,  however. 


WOOD  FURNITURE 

Until  recently,  if  you  bought 
wood  furniture  — no  matter  how 
expensive-  you  took  your 
chances  about  damage  to  the 
finish.  You  worried,  too,  about 
whether  you  were  using  the 
right  polish. 

But  now  chemistry  has  com- 
bined with  nature  to  overcome 
these  problems.  If  you  shop 
carefully,  you  can  find  mate- 
rials and  finishes  that  will 
stretch  your  dollar  and  ease 
your  worries  about  care  and 
protection. 

One  of  the  most  important 
finishes  to  come  along — and 
you  should  be  aware  of  it  when 
you  shop— is  a  "super  finish" 
which  is  expected  to  give  plas- 
tics a  fight  in  the  care  and  per- 
formance race. 

Ten  years  in  research,  these 
finishes  are  merely  plastic  en- 
casements of  wood.  You  can't 
see  the  finish,  but  you  know  it 
is  there.  Veneer  furniture  can 
now  stand  up  to  any  kind  of 
household  abuse.  No  fancy 
trade  names  are  available  as 
yet  for  this  process,  so  look  for 
identifying  seals,  or  ask  your 
salesman  about  heat-catalyzed 
liquid  plastic  finishes.  Continued 
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It's  a  new  Joy! 

Now  it  smells  like  lemon.

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Actually,  the  process  is  a 
marriage  of  plastics  and  wood— 
a  merger  that  you  wall  be  noting 
more  and  more  in  the  coming 
years  because  the  two  ingredi- 
ents complement  each  other— 
just  as  cotton  and  polyester 
help  each  other  in  permanent 
press  and  wash-and-dry  apparel 
and  draperies. 

Why  is  a  "super  finish"  easy 
to  care  for?  Because  it  needs  no 
polishing,  for  one  reason.  Just 
clean  your  furniture  with  a 
damp  cloth.  These  new  super 
finishes  also  resist  alcohol 
stains,  fingernail  polish  remov- 
er, mustard,  tea,  ink,  deter- 
gents, and— if  a  thin  foil  of 
aluminum  is  used  under  the 
face  veneer — cigarette  burns. 
The  best  part  is  that  you  still 
have  wood  furniture.  Unless 
you  tell,  no  one  need  ever  know 
that  it  has  a  plastic  finish. 

Another  finish  to  look  for 
when  shopping  for  furniture  is 
Tartan  Clad— a  process  in 
which  flexible  vinyl  printed  to 
simulate  wood  grains  is  wrapped 
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around  wood  cores  in  a  perma- 
nent bond.  You  can't  tell  the 
vinyl  wrap  isn't  actually  wood, 
and  it,  too,  can  be  cleaned  with 
a  damp  cloth.  Tartan  Clad  is 
also  made  to  simulate  gold,  sil- 
ver, pewter,  bronze  and  many 
other  materials.  The  metal-fin- 
ish vinyl  is  usually  vacuum- 
formed  over  carved  designs. 

Probably  the  most  popular 
marriage  of  plastic  and  wood  in 
furniture,  and  one  you  may  not 
be  aware  of,  is  the  use  of  ther- 


moplastic moldings  on  furni- 
ture. The  moldings,  used  in 
place  of  wood  carvings,  are  so 
realistic  looking  it's  almost  im- 
possible to  discern  what  is 
wood  and  what  is  plastic.  The 
same  thermoplastics  are  used 
for  drawer  fronts,  head-  and 
footboards  of  beds,  and  com- 
plete chairs  and  tables.  These 
plastic  substitutes  have  helped 
hold  furniture  prices  in  line  and 
have  the  added  advantage  of 
being  almost  impervious  to  any 
kind  of  damage. 

High-pressure  plastic  lami- 
nates—(some  well-known  trade 
names  are  Formica,  Micarta, 
Parkwood)  are  used  as  surfaces 
by  many  furniture  manufac- 
turers. The  variety  of  colors 
and  designs  is  practically  un- 
limited. There  is  no  furniture 
style  to  which  high-pressure 
laminates  cannot  be  adapted. 
The  laminates  are  made  of  lay- 
ers of  wood,  plastic,  fabric,  and/ 
or  paper  bonded  together  by 
having  heat  and  pressure  ap- 
plied  simultaneously. 

One  of  the  big  demands  in  re- 
cent years  is  for  furniture  with 
painted  finishes.  The  color  is 
usually  applied  first  with  a  lac- 
quer-based enamel,  after  which 
a  coat  of  glaze  is  applied,  and 
then  a  top  water-white  (clear 
lacquer).  No  polish  needed- 
just  clean  with  a  mild  detergent 
and  wipe  dry  with  a  soft  cloth.

seam  areas  of  the  tile. 

You  can  get  vinyl  lloor  tiles 
today  that  resemble  almost  any 
material  imaginable.  Just  a  few 
of  the  many  designs  you'll  see 
are  random-width  wood,  par- 
quet, marble,  weathered  brick, 
and    leather. 

Cushion  vinyl  is  sheet  vinyl 
composed  of  a  thick  layer  of 
foam  vinyl  heavily  coated  with 
many    top    layers    of    "wear"

vinyl.  It  cushions  footsteps  and 
muffles  sounds.  There  are  many 
kinds  of  cushion  vinyl  — both 
inlaid  and  rotogravure  printed. 
Some  types  must  be  installed, 
others  may  be  scissor-cut  to  fit 
and  laid  in  place.  Cushion  vinyl 
is  sold  in  roll  form  by  the  run- 
ning foot.  Prices  vary  according 
to  width  and  quality. 

For  outdoor  use,  there  are 
vinyls  made  of  polymers  and 
asbestos  fibers  that  resist 
weather,  temperature,  fading, 
and  indentation.  They're  so 
tough  they  cannot  be  harmed 
bv    rain,    snow,    dirt,    or   wide 


temperature  ranges.  The  tiles 
retain  their  colors  even  under 
constant  exposure  to  sunlight. 
Sweeping,  mopping,  or  spray- 
ing with  a  garden  hose  is  all  the 
maintenance  required.  Installed 
cost  is  between  $1  and  $1.10  a 
foot,  including  cement.  One 
brand  is  called  "Weatheron." 

Solid  vinyl  tile  is  made  of 
polyvinylchloride  resin  which 
means  it  is  almost  stain  and 
greaseproof  because  of  its 
dense,  tough  surface.  One  of  its 
outstanding  attributes  is  its 
ability  to  recover  from  deep  in- 
dentation marks.  In  this  re- 
spect, it  is  superior  to  all  other 
resilient  lloor  coverings— it  will 
withstand  pressure  of  up  to  250 
pounds  per  square  inch  without 
damage.  A  minimum  amount 
of  waxing  is  required. 

A  new  type  of  all-vinyl  tile 
on  the  market  is  one  in  which 
the  design  comes  from  em- 
bedded rotogravure  printing. 
Its  tough  vinyl  surface,  gently 
textured  to  enhance  its  beauty, 
can  take  a  lot  of  abuse. 

If  you  like  continuous  surface 
flooring  with  no  seams  show- 
ing, there  is  a  sheet  vinyl  avail- 
able in  six-foot  widths — some 
with  a  cushioned  backing.  It  is 
easily  cut  to  fit  around  pipes 
and  corners.  Prices  vary  de- 
pending upon  quality,  thick- 
ness, and  whether  or  not  the 
material  is  cushion-backed. 

Then  there's  the  vinyl  that 
is  actually  poured  on  the  sub- 
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floor.  Poured  flooring  consists 
of  chemical  liquids  mixed  to-

WALL  COVERINGS 

You  can  change  and  beautify 
the  entire  interior  of  your  home 
at  a  moderate  cost  by  using  any 
of  a  number  of  wall  covering 
products  now  available  on  the 
market.  They  range  from  easy- 
to-apply  vinyl  wall  panels,  sim- 
ulating practically  everything, 
to  prepasted,  scrubbable  vinyl 
wall  coverings.  (See  the  Novem- 
ber, 1967,  home  furnishings  fea- 
ture: "23  Beautiful,  Practical 
Wall  Treatments.") 

For  instance,  you  can  im- 
prove the  look  of  your  kitchen 
with  a  simulated  tile  or  Floren- 
tine stone  that  has  a  self-stick- 
ing back.  The  simulated  tile  or 
stone  retails  for  about  $3  for  a 
package  of  six  panels. 


Gleaming  genuine  metal  wall 
tiles  come  in  solid  copper,  solid 
stainless  steel,  and  three  fin- 
ishes in  aluminum.  The  414- 
inch  tiles  have  built-in  adhesive 
areas  inside  each  corner  and  go 
up  in  moments.  A  carton  of  12 
tiles  is  $3.09  for  copper,  $2.09 
for  stainless  steel,  $1.55  for 
aluminum. 

Perhaps  you'd  like  a  three- 
dimensional  wood  paneling  but 
you're  afraid  of  all  the  work 
and  cost  involved.  There's  an 
easy-to-clean  vinyl  on  the  mar- 
ket that  looks  like  quality 
wood.  It,  too,  is  self-sticking. 
You  can  also  get  a  vinyl  wall 
substance  that  so  resembles 
building  brick  or  stone  you 
have  to  feel  it  before  you  can 
actually  tell  the  difference. 
This  retails  for  $3  for  packages 
of  six  panels  which  cover  12 
square  feet. 

Don't  stop  there.  Get  a  Mo- 
roccan leather  look  or  a  pebble 


look  for  $3  with  a  package  of 
eight  panels  which  cover  eight 
square  feet. 

You  will  also  find  thick, 
warp-resistant  hardboard  pan- 
els finished  with  a  melamine  sili- 
cone that  won't  chip,  crack,  or 
need  paint  and  can  be  cleaned 
with  a  damp  cloth.  This  porce- 
lain-like, baked-on  finish  resists 
steam  and  heat  up  to  300  de- 
grees Fahrenheit.  A  4x5-foot 
panel  of  walnut  costs  $6.50. 

One  of  the  best  wall-covering 
buys  on  the  market  is  a  cloth- 
backed  vinyl,  prepasted  and 
strippable,  that  is  made  by 
printing  a  pattern  on  cloth  and 
then  coating  it  with  vinyl.  You 
can  take  it  with  you  from  room 


to  room  and  from  home  to 
home.  It  peels  off  in  one  strip 
without  steaming  or  scraping. 
These  non-woven  wall  cloths  are 
generally  reinforced  with  ray- 
on. They  won't  lose  their  color, 
streak,  or  show  wear  even  after 
repeated  scrubbings. 

If  you  order  scenic  wall  cloth, 
you  will  find  that  each  scene  in 
the  collection  is  designed  in 
such  a  way  that  the  left  side  of 
the  first  strip  and  the  right  side 
of  the  last  strip  blend  into  the 
background.  Prices  range  from 
$1.60  up  to  about  $8  a  14-yard 
roll  for  these  moderately  priced 
wall  coverings. 

If  you  prefer  a  fabric  look  on 
your  walls,  you  can  find  a  self- 
stick,  heavy  plastic,  textured 
wall  covering  which  has  the 
look  and  feel  of  real  fabric.  All 
you  have  to  do  is  peel  off  the 
paper  backing  and  apply.  You 
can  buy  it  in  burlap,  grass- 
cloth,  travertine,  or  wood  grain 
for  less  than  $1  a  yard. 

Also  on  the  market  is  a  self- 
adhesive,  washable  decorating 
vinyl  which  is  sold  under  vari- 
ous well-known  trade  names. 
Not  a  paper,  it  is  made  of  dur- 
able vinyl  plastic  and  comes  in 
dozens  of  different  patterns. 
You  can  buy  5  yards  of  this 
versatile  vinvl  material  for  less 
than  $2. 


MATTRESSES 

If  you're  shopping  for  a  mat- 
tress and  box  spring— you're 
going  to  find  many  new  con- 
cepts in  sleeping  comfort  that 
give  you  a  lot  more  value  for 
your  dollar. 

Bedding  sizes  in  particular 
have  changed.  For  example, 
there's  a  new  "Queen"  double- 
size  mattress  which  is  60  inches 
wide— 6  inches  wider  than  the 
old  standard  size— and  gives  18 
percent  more  sleeping  space. 
"Queens"  are  made  in  the  same 
length  as  your  old  mattress 
(about  75  inches)  or  a  new  80- 
inch  length,  and  they're  of- 
fered in  both  innerspriqg  and 
latex  or  urethane  foam. 

You  may  think  that  if  you 
buy  one  of  these  new  double 
sizes,  you'll  have  to  junk  your 
old  bed  because  it  isn't  wide 
and  long  enough.  Not  at  all. 
Now  you  can  buy  sets  of  rail  ex- 
tenders and  converters  which 
attach  to  standard-size  beds 
to  accommodate  wider  mat- 
tresses and  box  springs. 

Then  for  the  ultimate  in  com- 
fort, there  is  the  "King"  size 
mattress-  80  inches  wide  and 
either  75  or  80  inches  long.  It's 
wise  to  buy  a  latex  or  urethane- 
foam  "King"  size  because  it's 
lighter  and  more  manageable 
than  innerspring  construction. 


Also,  two  box  springs  are  a  bet- 
ter choice  because  a  giant  size 
spring  is  impossible  to  get  in 
and  out  of  doors. 

Another  improvement  in 
sleeping  comfort  is  the  "Ther- 
A-Pedic"  adjustable  posture 
control  double-size  mattress. 
The  control  is  a  board  which  is 
inserted  into  either  side  of  the 
mattress  to  make  that  side 
firmer— an  ideal  solution  for 
people  who  share  a  double  bed 
and  want  different  degrees  of 
firmness.  The  mattress  is  avail- 
able in  both  innerspring  and 
foam    construction. 

Other  improvements  in  bed- 
ding include  coils  coated  with 
latex  to  make  them  noiseless  or 
with  baked-on  enamel  to  pre- 
vent rusting.  Since  these  treat- 
ments are  hidden,  you'll  have 
to  ask  your  dealer  to  tell  you 
which  brands  have  them. 

Most  of  the  better  quality  in- 


nerspring mattresses  and  box 
springs  are  now  treated  with  a 
special  chemical  that  prevents 
bacteria.  Although  latex  and 
urethane  foam  are  basically  dif- 
ferent materials,  both  are  non- 
allergenic  and  have  properties 
that  discourage  breeding  of 
bacteria  or  vermin. 

Good  quality  in  an  inner- 
spring  mattress  begins  with 
good  springs  or  coils.  However, 


the  number  of  coils  in  a  mat- 
tress is  not  the  yardstick  by 
which  you  measure  quality. 
Some  double  mattresses  are 
made  with  from  200  to  360 
large  "open  coils"  of  steel  se- 
curely tied  together.  Other 
brands  contain  about  800  small- 


er steel  coils,  each  encased  in  its 
own  muslin  pocket.  What's  im- 
portant is  the  gauge  of  the  steel 
used  in  each  coil.  Your  safest 
bet  is  to  ask  your  bedding  sales- 
man which  is  the  best  type  in- 
nerspring mattress  for  your 
needs. 

Convertible  sofas  are  another 
type  of  sleep  equipment  that 
has  vastly  improved  since  first 
introduced.  Originally,  these 
sofas  were  little  more  than  up- 
holstered rollaways.  Then  they 
became  bulky  sofas  with  a  mat- 
tress folded  underneath — a 
combination  of  terrible  seating 
and  terrible  sleeping. 

Now  convertible  sofas  look 
exactly  like  conventional  ones 
and  are  made  in  the  same  va- 
riety of  styles.  If  you  buy  one, 
only  your  best  friends  will  know 
there's  a  bed  inside  (because 
you  told  them).  Otherwise, 
your  instant  bedroom  will  re- 
main a  very  well  kept  secret.

DRAPERIES  AND  CURTAINS 

Now  you  can  have  the  textures, 
colors,  and  prints  you've  always 
wanted  in  draperies  and  cur- 
tains without  the  problems  of 
creasing,  cleaning,  and  fading. 

Probably  the  number  one 
boon  to  the  homemaker  has 
been  the  introduction  of  glass 
fibers.  Used  first  in  only  light- 
weight coverings  such  as  cur- 
tains, fiber  glass  draperies  are 
now  available  in  a  wide  variety 
of  weights  and  lengths. 

Glass  fiber  draperies  are  easy 
to  wash  by  hand;  they  drip  dry 
and  can  be  rehung  while  still 
damp.  In  addition,  most  glass 
fiber  draperies  are  permanently 
pressed  so  you  don't  have  to 
worry  about  creases  once  you 
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or  hang  damp. 
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hang  them.  They  arc  also  resist- 
ant to  moths,  mildew,  heat, 
sunlight,  and  fire. 

Glass  fiber  draperies  made  by 
certain  producers  carry  a  guar- 
antee. One  company  guaran- 
tees its  draperies  for  five  years 
not  to  stretch,  sag,  shrink,  fade, 
wear  out,  or  require  ironing. 

You  can  buy  glass  fiber  drap- 
eries and  curtains  in  a  variety 
of  weights  and  textures  rang- 
ing from  sheer  batistes  and 
knits  to  heavily  textured  satin- 
backs,  sculptured  jacquards, 
and  heavy  wool-like  casements. 
Many  types  of  prints  are  also 
available,  from  way-out  con- 
temporary to  classic. 

Two-color  reversible  glass 
fiber  draperies  are  offered  in 
many  color  combinations. 
These  draperies  are  two-faced 
with  one  color  on  inside  of  fab- 
ric, the  other  on  the  outside. 
They  are  available  in  linen 
weaves,  novelty  stripes,  and 
many  other  designs.  Another 
new  look  is  multicolor  glass 
fiber  draperies.  These  are  wov- 
en of  different  yarns  that  accept 
two  or  more  colors  when  dyed. 

New  knitted  glass  fiber  drap- 
eries and  curtains  range  from 
fragile  looking  lacy  designs  to 
bulky  open  weaves.  Some  glass 
fiber  fabrics  are  backed  with  a 
thin  coating  of  acrylic  foam. 
This  acts  as  an  effective  year- 
round  temperature  control. 

Glass  fibers  are  also  being 
used  more  frequently  in  win- 
dow shades  especially  Aus- 
trian shades  -and  feature  the 
same  easy-to-care  benefits  of 
curtains  and  draperies. 

Another  fiber  that  will  give 
you  quality  performance  for 
your  money  is  polyester  (you 
probably  know  it  by  a  variety 
of  trade  names  including  Dac- 
ron,  Kodel,  and  Fortrel).  Cur- 
tains and  draperies  of  polyester 
fibers  can  be  machine  washed 
in  certain  brands  and  hand- 
washed in  others.  Little  or  no 
ironing  is  required.  Some 
brands  may  be  dried  in  auto- 
matic dryers  and  then  hung 
without    pressing. 

If  the  fabric  is  composed  of 
one  hundred  percent  polyester 
or  a  high  percentage  of  poly- 
ester blends,  it  can  be  perma- 
nently pressed.  Such  fabric  has 
good  resistance  to  sunlight  but 
this  tends  to  decrease  after 
long  exposure. 

Rayon  and  acetate  curtains 
can  be  easily  washed  at  home 
and  then  hung  up  to  dry. 

Stitch  by  stitch  reproduc- 
tions of  turn  of  the  Century 
lace  panels  are  made  of  cotton 
with  a  stabilizing  finish  that 
prevents  stretching,  reduces 
shrinkage  to  less  than  two  per- 
cent. These  panels  are  machine 
washable,     drip    dry,    require 


little,  if  any,  ironing  and  no 
Starching   for  additional   body. 

If  you  want,  an  antique  satin 
drapery  with  a  luxurious  look 
and  feel  but  don't  want  to 
bother  with  a  lining,  one  com- 
pany has  a  line  of  draperies, 
called  Gemini  I,  where  the  an- 
tique satin  and  the  lining  are 
woven  together  as  one  piece. 
The  result  is  a  heavy  fabric  that 
hangs  exceptionally  well,  pro- 
vides good  insulation,  is  com- 
pletely sun-resistant,  and  dry 
cleanable. 

Linings  are  important  to  the 
quality  and  performance  of 
your  draperies.  One  firm  has  a 
lining  called  Super-Chrometta 
made  of  two  fibers:  sunlight- 
resistant  Estron  "SLR"  ace- 
tate, and  Chromspun  acetate, 
a  solution-dyed  fiber.  This  lin- 
ing has  good  drapability  and 
wrinkle  resistance,  cleans  easi- 
ly, and  is  water  repellent. 


KITCHEN  COUNTERS 

Counter  tops  take  almost  as 
much  abuse  as  your  kitchen 
floor,  so  choose  those  that  com- 
bine durability  with  minimum 
care.  High-pressure  plastic- 
laminate  has  both  these  quali- 
ties, plus  the  widest  variety  of 
colors  and  patterns  of  any 
counter  top  material  on  the 
market.  Ease  of  installation  and 
modest  price  made  it  so  popular 
that  today  it  is  available  from 
every  building  material  sup- 
plier and  kitchen  specialist. 


A  new  method  of  texturing 
makes  laminated  plastic  look 
and  feel  like  real  suede,  wood, 
or  slate— and  more  textures  are 
on  the  way.  Standard  counter 
grade  is  1/16-inch  thick;  24,  30, 
and  36  inches  wide;  most  any 
length.  Prices  start  at  70c  per 
square  foot  (depending  upon 
color  and  texture)  — plus  appli- 
cation to  a  firm  base  of— for 
example-  exterior-grade  ply- 
wood or  chipboard  material.

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around  55c  per  square  foot.  It 
may  be  the  thinner  (1  32-inch) 
material  that  looks  the  same, 
but  is  designed  for  vertical  sur- 
face application  only,  and  won't 
take  hard  counter-top  wear. 

On  the  other  hand,  don't 
waste  precious  dollars  on  foil- 
backed,  high-pressure  lamin- 
ates just  because  you've  heard 
they're  heatproof.  These  com- 
bustion-retardants  are  engi- 
neered for  laboratories  and 
commercial  buildings. 

Improved  production  meth- 
ods in  the  last  few  years  have 
made  obsolete  the  once-popu- 
lar, "cigarette-proof"  high- 
pressure  laminate  with  the 
sealed-in  foil.  The  1  16-inch, 
standard  quality  counter-top- 
grade  laminate  is  equally  re- 
sistant to  cigarette  burns. 

Don't  expect  to  use  a  lami- 
nated plastic  as  a  hot  pad  or 
cutting  board.  Instead,  choose 
materials  designed  for  these 
jobs.  Heat-proof  materials  for 
a  work  top  surface  near  your 
range  include  ceramic  tile, 
stainless  steel,  or  the  new  Py- 
roceram  (glass-ceramic).  The 
latter,  a  space-age  discovery, 
3  16-inch  thick,  is  available  in 
three  sizes  to  date:  16x20  (un- 
der $20),  18x25,  24x25. 


Use  Pyroceram  to  cover  an 
area,  or  recess  it  within  a  larger 
worktop.  Its  nonstick  surface  is 
great  for  kneading  dough,  roll- 
ing pastry,  cooling  candy.  And, 
since  it  doesn't  stain  as  does 
marble  — or  even  scratch— you 
can  use  it  for  cutting. 

Of  course,  wood  is  the  gour- 
met cook's  perennial  favorite 
for  chopping  and  slicing  jobs. 
Good-looking,  edge-grained, 
laminated  hardwood  (often 
called  butcher  block)  takes 
blows  from  a  cleaver  and  pro- 
tects razor-sharp  slicers  or  elec- 
tric knives.  You'll  never  need 
replace  a  wood  top— just  sand 
and  refinish. 

You  can  special-order  a  chop- 
ping block  top  in  almost  any 
size  from  12x24  to  48x72  (with 
or  without  backsplash)  at  about 
the  same  price  as  a  top  of  the 
same  size  covered  with  lam- 
inated plastic.

Even  low-cost  lines  now  offer  a 
choice  of  wood  or  color  finishes 
and  styles,  so  you  can  have  a 
distinctive  kitchen  every  bit  as 
attractive  and  colorful  as  your 
living  or  dining  room. 

The  styles  include  English, 
French,  Spanish,  ranch,  colo- 
nial, contemporary.  You'll  find 
raised-panel  doors,  moldings, 
reversible  panels,  spindles,  in- 
taglios, brass  grills,  bottle  glass, 
vinyl,  fabrics. 

And  a  most  imaginative  ar- 
ray of  colors  — olive  mist,  black 
pearl,  Chinese  red,  Yama  yel- 
low, or  blue  spruce,  to  name  a 
few.

If  you  want  a 
long-term  investment,  always 
check  carefully  for  good  quality 
construction. 

Above  all— don't  overbuy.  Resist 
buying  more  storage  than  you 
really  need  or  will  use.  Weed 
out  these  unused  utensils, 
bowls,  measurers,  dishes,  can- 
ners  you  don't  really  need  with 
today's  convenience  foods.  Get 
rid  of  duplicates— extra  sets  of 
cutlery;  old  pans  you've  since' 
replaced  with  new;  odds  and 
ends  of  dishes  that  take  up  val- 
uable storage. 

If  you  think  your  present; 
kitchen  is  hopelessly  small,  or 
structural  changes  not  prac- 
tical, then  take  a  look  at  fac- 
tory-built, custom  cabinets  that 
utilize  every  inch  of  space. 
With  these,  each  drawer,  each 
shelf  is  sized  to  fit  your  needs.

Doors  and  hardware  consti- 
tute the  major  cost  of  a  cabinet, 
so    you'll    find    open    shelves 


(available  to  match  most  ready- 
made  cabinets)  offer  conve- 
nient, low-cost  storage. 

For  most  efficient  use  of 
space,  add  or  replace  some  of 
your  present  cabinets  with 
floor-to-ceiling  storage  —shal- 
low or  deep.  These  could  match 
or  contrast  with  your  cabinets. 
Or,  treat  the  area  like  a  closet: 
hang  sliding,  folding,  or  bifold 
doors  across  the  opening.  Then 
fit  the  interior  with  adjustable 
shelves,  stack-on-drawers,  di- 
viders, or  hooks.

Self- 
cleaning  ovens  (one  electric 
range  manufacturer's  exclusive 
feature  just  three  years  ago)  are 
now  available  on  all  major  elec- 
tric lines  and  two  gas  range 
lines.  This  adds  between  $50  and 
$75  to  the  initial  cost;  but  elec- 
tric ones  cost  only  7c  per  clean- 
ing—less than  the  cost  of  using 
a  chemical  oven  cleaner.  To 
date,  only  one  oven  of  double- 
oven  models  has  a  self-cleaning 
system.  Rut  sometimes  the  sec- 
ond oven  has  removable  liners 
that  may  be  cleaned  in  the  self- 
cleaning  oven  along  with  the 
surface  unit  drip  trays.

Fast  infrared  broilers  on  gas 
ranges  improve  the  food  fla- 
vors and  spread  heat  for  even 
browning.  If  you  are  looking- 
for  perfect  broiler  results  with- 
out constant  attention  or  rack 
repositioning,  a  broiler  dial  lets 
you  choose  the  heat  for  rare, 
medium,  well-done,  or  speed 
broiling.

One  even 
has  a  lifetime  stainless  steel  in- 
terior. So  how  do  you  choose? 
Here  are  five  basic  clues: 
Rack  arrangement  and  shape. 
Do  you  have  oversized  plates, 
or  scooped  out  saucers?  Are 
your  everyday  cups  tall,  mug- 
shaped?  Your  crystal  long 
stemmed?  If  so,  take  samples 
when  you  dishwasher  shop. 
Slip  them  in  the  rack  where  the 
manufacturer  recommends  to 
make  sure  they  fit. 

Do  you  want  your  dishwash- 
er to  take  over  utensil  washing, 
too?  Then,  try  your  favorite 
mixing  bowl,  everyday  platter, 
and  most-used  pan.  Do  these 
fit  neatly  with  space  to  spare 
for  dishes? 

Don't  just  buy  on  the  basis 
of  how  many  place  settings  the 
manufacturer  says  the  dish- 
washer will  hold.  Rather,  check 
the  racks.  Is  the  top  one  adjust- 
able in  height?  Or,  is  it  con- 
toured with  deep  valleys  to 
hold  bowls  or  tall  glasses,  that 
leave  space  below  for  bakeware?

Which 
answers  your  needs:  the  no- 
fuss,  quieter  operation  of  a 
built-in,  or  the  no-installation 
mobility  of  a  portable? 

A  built-in  model  generally 
costs  less  initially  but  requites 
the   services   of   an   electrician 


What  about  fine  china  and 
crystal?  Short  cycles  or  a  new 
aerated  spray— that  softens 
the  force  of  the  water— assures 
gentle  care. 

If  you  have  children,  you're 
sure  to  want  a  sanitizing  cycle 
that  helps  stop  spread  of  germs.

Prices 
have  inched  upward  on  most 
household  items  over  the  last 
20  years,  but  the  same  dollar 
investment  today  buys  more 
refrigerator  incorporating  a 
host  of  basic  improvements.

Light  iron,  light  work. 
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One  of  the  innovations  in  the 
stereo  industry  is  the  new  mod- 
ular system.  Here  you  buy 
what  you  want  most  in  stereo- 
good  sound  — in  a  system  pre- 
cisely matched  by  factory  en- 
gineers. You  don't  pay  for  the 
cabinet,  the  most  expensive 
part  of  a  console.  And  you  don't 
risk  paying  for  component  units 
that  are  out  of  balance. 

The  trend  to  more  stereo 
value  for  your  money  is  in  com- 
pactness, particularly  in  speak- 
er systems.  Terms  such  as 
"acoustic  suspension,"  "air  sus- 
pension," or  "infinite  baffle" 
mean  about  the  same  thing;  a 
smaller  high-compliance  speak- 
er in  a  solid  enclosure  insulated 
with  fiber  glass.  For  your  dollar, 
these  speakers  give  better  tonal 
accuracy  in  smaller  span-. 

Bass  speakers  once  the  big  of- 
fenders in  size,  used  to  measure 
12  to  15  inches.  They  had  very 
rigid  cones  and  depended  on 
vibrations  from  oversized  cabi- 
nets to  give  a  round  bass  tone. 

Today's  new  bass  speaker 
systems  contain  6-  to  8-inch 
speakers  in  solidly  constructed 
enclosures.  Speakers  re-create 
depth  of  tone  by  very  soft  ma- 
terials that  move  as  much  as 
one-half  inch  in  response  to 
electronic  signals.  Speaker  en- 
closures are  sealed  top,  bottom, 
sides,  and  front,  with  only  the 
opening  of  the  cone  letting 
sound  out.  Fiber  glass  or  other 
insulation  packs  the  enclosure. 
Result:  better  tone  in  less  space. 

Your  standards  of  perform- 
ance, of  course,  largely  deter- 
mine the  cost  of  the  system.  If 
you're  a  dyed-in-the-wool  audi- 
ophile,  only  the  most  technical- 
ly advanced  and  probably  most 
expensive  sound  system  will 
satisfy  you.  But  if  your  appre- 
ciation of  music  reproduction  is 
fairly  average,  you'll  find  a  wide 
range  of  stereo  machines  to 
suit  your  needs. 

No  matter  which  type  you're 
planning  to  select,  check  for 
good  workmanship  on  such 
things  as  knobs  and,  in  con- 
soles, the  lid.  The  control  knobs 
should  be  efficiently  grouped 
and  plainly  marked.  Lid  hinges 
should  function  smoothly  at 
all  times,  and  lids  should  be  de- 
signed to  "pause"  at  any  angle 
of  opening  without  danger  of 
slamming  shut. 

When  it  comes  to  the  "innards" 
of  a  stereo  system  requirements 
vary  widely  between  the  stereo 
neophyte  and  the  stereo  buff. 
The  amplifier/tuner  is  the 
stereo  set  "power  train."  In 
console  models,  it  ranges  gen- 
erally from  20  to  500  watts. 
The  former  is  more  than  ade- 
quate  for  the   average   apart- 


ment, the  occasional  stereo  fan, 
or  for  use  in  limited  areas.  The 
500-watt  models  aie  powerful 
and  versatile  enough  to  satisfy 
even  the  confirmed  audiophile. 

The  record  changer  should 
be  capable  of  handling  all  four 
record  speeds,  manually  or 
automatically.  The  turntable 
should  be  accurately  balanced. 
Look  for  adjustable  stylus  pres- 
sure to  reduce  wear  on  your 
records.  The  tone  arm  should 
be  counterbalanced  with  a 
weight  at  the  end  opposite  the 
pickup  cartridge. 

Another  record  saver  is  the 
anti-skating  device  which  gives 
you  better  tracking,  better 
sound  pickup,  and  uniform 
wear  in  each  groove.  And  if  you 
should  jar  your  stereo,  the  de- 
vice reduces  the  possibility  of 
the  needle's  skipping  across  the 
record  and  scratching  it. 

You  should  also  look  for  a 
cuing  device.  It  lets  you  move 
the  tone  arm  up  and  down  at 
any  point  on  the  record  without 
scratching  it.  All  these  features 
add  very  little  tolthe  unit's  cost 
but  a  lot  to  record  life. 

Other  features  to  look  into  be- 
fore buying  stereo  include  a 
jack  system  which  lets  you  plug 
in  earphones  for  personal  lis- 
tening, extension  speakers,  and 
tape  recording  and  playback 
equipment.  Some  stereo  units 
are  available  with  a  switch  that 
changes  the  audio  contour  of 
the  music,  filtering  out  those 
tones  that  interfere  with  con- 
versation without  lessening  the 
volume. 

You  may  also  want  to  look 
into  portable  stereo  units  that 
let  you  have  full-range  recorded 
entertainment  wherever  you 
care  to  go. 

COLOR  TV 

First  consider  how  many  peo- 
ple will  be  viewing  it,  how  large 
your  viewing  area  is,  and  of 
course,  whether  this  is  the 
"family"  set  or  a  personal  or 
"second"  TV.  If  the  set  will  be 
viewed  by  one  or  two  people 
and  in  a  relatively  small  room, 
you'll  want  a  portable  or  table 
model.  If,  however,  the  TV  will 
be  viewed  by  three,  four,  or 
more  persons  and  in  a  large  liv- 
ing area,  then  you'll  want  a 
large-screen  color  TV.  The  size 
and  the  cabinet,  you  select  will 
naturally  determine  to  a  large 
degree  how  much  money  you 
will  be  investing. 

Once  you've  determined  the 
size  and  type  of  set  you're 
shopping  for,  you  can  turn 
to  more  technical  features. 
Whether  the  final  choice  is  a 
portable  or  a  console,  the  cab- 
inetry should  be  both  attractive 


and  sturdy.  Control  knobs 
should  be  easily  accessible  with- 
out detracting  from  the  overall 
styling,  and  they  should  be 
built  to  withstand  hard  use. 
Telescope-type  antennas  on  ta- 
ble and  portable  models  should 
be  equally  sturdy  and  designed 
to  provide  optimum  reception 
of  both  VHF  and  UHF  signals. 
Portable  set  handles  should  be 
inconspicuous  when  not  in  use 
and  comfortable  to  grip. 

Some  built-in  operating  aids 
that  you  might  want  to  consid- 
er include  automatic  fine  tun- 
ing; wireless  remote  control,  a 
feature  that  gives  you  a  picture 
instantly  without  warm-up  de- 
lay; color  tuning  guides  or  de- 
vices for  determining  accuracy; 
automatic  degaussing  element 
to  do  away  with  magnetic  in- 
fluences on  the  picture  quality 
no  matter  how  frequently  the 
set  is  shifted;  and  a  stabilizer 
to  help  keep  Meshtones  con- 
sistent during  the  shifts  in  color 
transmission.  No  one  set  will 
provide  you  with  all  these  fea- 
tures, so  decide  which  condi- 
tions exist  in  your  viewing  area, 
or  which  conveniences  are  most 
important  to  you  and  make 
your  choice  accordingly. 

Remember,  your  color  set  is 
a  very  complex  piece  of  equip- 
ment and  the  reception  in  your 
home  will  be  determined  by 
more  factors  than  just  how 
good  the  set  is.  No  matter  how 
many  automatic  features  it  has, 
you  will  still  have  to  determine 
the  color  intensity  and  the 
shade  (this  control,  usually  la- 
beled "tint"  or  "hue"  can  give 
you  flesh  colors  from  ghastly 
green  to  red,  yellow,  even  pur- 
ple.) So  before  you  complain 
too  loudly  about  the  color  on 
your  TV,  check  your  own  per- 
formance at  the  control  panel. 

One  of  the  most  important  fac- 
tors in  selecting  a  TV— is  to  buy 
a  reputable  brand  from  a  repu- 
table dealer.  In  no  other  busi- 
ness transaction  is  it  as  impor- 
tant to  know  your  dealer  and 
the  service  available.  Color  TV 
repairs  are  more  costly  than 
black  and  white  TV  repairs, 
and  color  technicians  are  not 
as  easily  available  for  service. 
So  a  good  rule  of  thumb  before 
buying  color  TV  is  to  check 
with  friends  and  neighbors. 
Find  out  what  sets  they  have, 
what  their  problems  have  been, 
and  what  the  service  is  like. 

Before  you  buy,  check  the 
sales  contract.  Know  about  the 
warranty  on  your  set  and  the 
service  available  through  your 
dealer.  It's  also  a  good  idea  to 
have  installation  a  part  of  the 
sales  contract.  A  set  can  be 
performing     beautifully     in     a 


showroom  and  when  you  take  it 
home  and  install  it  yourself, 
you  may  not  get  the  same  re- 
ception. Often  small  adjust- 
ments need  to  be  made.  The 
original  purchase  agreement 
should  allow  for  this. 

RADIOS 

There  are  some  general  charac- 
teristics that  apply  to  any  radio 
you're  looking  at.  Here  are 
some  things  to  consider. 

Check  the  tuning  system  on 
the  radio.  Some  radios  feature 
indirect  tuning— where  the 
knob  is  connected  to  the  dial  so 
that  a  large  turn  makes  the  dial 
move  only  a  little.  This  makes 
tuning  "on  the  nose"  easier. 

Some  sets  have  the  same 
kind  of  push-button  tuning  sys- 
tem your  car  radio  has.  This 
means  you  can  preset  your  dial 
for  your  four  or  five  favorite 
stations.  While  this  guarantees 
perfect  tuning  if  the  buttons 
are  properly  set,  it  doesn't  give 
much  chance  to  roam  the  dial. 
Some  radios  feature  automatic 
frequency  control  which  locks 
the  set  exactly  on  a  tuned-in 
station,  eliminating  drift.  If 
you  tune  in  a  weak  station  near 
a  strong  one  on  the  dial,  this 
device  will  pull  the  tuning  over 
to  the  stronger  station.  If  you 
want  to  listen  to  weaker  sta- 
tions in  your  area,  your  radio 
should  also  be  equipped  with 
a  switch  to  turn  off  the  AFC. 

Whatever  type  of  radio  you 
buy,  it  should  let  you  tune  to 
any  station  you  might  want. 
Try  the  radio  on  stations  rang- 
ing from  1100  to  1600  on  your 
dial  to  see  if  you  can  receive 
them  and  hold  them. 

In  selecting  a  portable  take  it 
out  on  the  street  in  traffic 
noises  and  see  if  voices  can  be 
understood.  It's  also  wise  to 
tune  in  a  strong  station  and 
turn  the  set  around.  If  the  vol- 
ume changes,  try  another  set. 
If  your  radio  is  battery-op- 
erated—does it  also  have  an 
adapter  so  it  can  be  used  with 
housepower?  If  it  does,  you  can 
prolong  the  life  of  your  batter- 
ies by  using  your  radio  with 
AC  current  when  available. 

Other  things  to  check  into 
when  radio  shopping  are  auto- 
matic volume  control,  the  abil- 
ity to  maintain  volume  rather 
evenly  when  the  radio  is  being 
tuned  from  one  station  to  an- 
other; interference  rejection, 
the  ability  of  the  set  to  mini- 
mize a  number  of  different  in- 
terferences including  other  sta- 
tions outside  the  band  you're 
listening  to;  and  tone  controls 
to  let  you  alter  the  "treble"  or 
"bass"  tones  of  your  radio.

really  makes  sense.  But  once 
ou  do  decide  to  buy  something 
trough  a  regular  installment 
/stem,  then  hunt  around  for 
ie  least  costly  credit  arrange- 
lent.  (Always  make  sure,  first, 
lat  the  immediate  possession 
f  an  item  is  worth  the  extra 
rice  in  canying  charges.) 

Remember,  that  the  larger 
ie  down  payment  and  the 
lorter  the  repayment  period, 
ie  lower  the  total  interest 
rain.  Financing  a  major  pur- 
lase  for  two  years  may  cost 
200  in  interest  charges,  com- 
ared  with  $800  for  three  years. 

Take  time,  too,  to  shop 
•ound  for  credit,  comparing 
:rms  offered  by  several  lend- 
•s.  On  a  large  purchase  such  as 
;rniture,  you  may  pay  the 
;alei  or  discount  house  24  per- 
•nt  a  year  in  true  interest, 
ou'd  be  dollars  ahead  by  bor- 
■wing  the  same  amount  from 
commercial  bank  at  about  11 
;rcent,  or  from  your  credit 
lion  at  perhaps  even  less. 
Mostinstallmentplanscharge 
l  extra  fee,  as  much  as  5  per- 
nt,  for  late  "payments,  so 
ake  it  a  habit  to  settle  up  he- 
re the  due  date.  This  also  goes 
r  credit  cards,  where  interest 
levied  on  an  overdue  balance 
ter  a  given  period.  Whenever 
m  can,  repay  installment 
■bts  in  full  before  maturity 
.te  to  benefit  from  a  credit- 
arge  rebate. 

Before  you  sign,  always  read 
e  contract  carefully  to  see 
lether  you're  charged  a  credit 
surance  premium.  Sometimes 
lied  "payment  protection 
an,"  this  credit  insurance  pre- 
um  ranges  from  0.5  to  2  per- 
nt.  Watch  for  other  fees,  too, 
ch  as  the  cost  of  credit  in- 
stigation, filing  fees,  and  cer- 
n  "paperwork"  charges. 
When  you  buy  at  department 
>res,  try  to  find  one  with  an 
pen  account,"  where  you  can 
y  bills  within  the  traditional 

days  without  incurring  a 
vice  fee.  On  a  "revolving  ac- 
ant,"  however,  interest  is  im- 
sed  on  the  monthly  balance 
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left  after  part  of  the  hill  is  paid. 
That  charge  is  generally  1.5 
percent  a  month,  equivalent  to 
18  percent  annually.  By  switch- 
ing loan  open  account,  you  can 
retrieve  these  credit  dollars. 

To  cut  back  on  the  interest 
tolls  still  another  way,  borrow 
the  least  you  need  to  complete  a 
project,  not  the  most  you  can 
get.  But  don't  keep  borrowing 
too  small  amounts,  either,  such 
as  $100  here,  another  $100 
there.  They  cost  proportionate- 
ly more.  One  more  note  of  cau- 
tion: In  some  cases,  you  may 
decide  to  borrow  at  a  low  rate 
against  the  cash  value  of  your 
life  insurance  policy,  or  on  your 
savings  bank  passbook.  With 
such  low  rates,  you  may  not 
feel  it's  urgent  to  replace  this 
sum  soon,  and  eventually  the 
interest  cost  is  apt  to  mount. 

Financing  a  car  is  u'sually 
cheaper  if  handled  directly  with 
a  bank  or  credit  union  than  with 
a  dealer,  who  may  sell  your  con- 
tract to  a  third  party.  This  way 
you  also  can  save  by  buying 
low-rate  car  insurance  where 
you  like.  And  to  reduce  costs  on 
home  improvements,  finance 
your  project  directly  with  a 
bank  loan,  rather  than  through 
a  contractor  or  dealer.  You  save 
the  "commission"  they  earn  by 
arranging  the  financing  at  their 
own  bank. 

It  pays  to  compare  tuition 
loan  rates,  too.  At  some  colleges 
with  their  own  loan  program, 
you  can  get  a  tuition  loan  for  as 
little  as  3  percent  interest.  Un- 
der the  Higher  Education  Act, 
any  student  who  attends  an  ac- 
credited college  can  get  a  loan 
from  a  bank  or  other  such  sourc- 
es on  his  own  signature,  even 
if  he  is  a  minor.  If  his  family's 
net  taxable  income  is  under 
$15,000,  the  government  will 
subsidize  the  interest  so  he  pays 
only  3  percent  himself.  If  the 
family's  income  is  over  $15,000, 
the  student  pays  the  full  in- 
terest, say  6  percent,  repaying 
the  loan  in  installments  aftea 
graduation.  Commercial  banks 
charge  a  true  rate  of  7  to  13  per- 
cent on  college  loans,  less  if 
collateral  is  put  up.

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savings  banks,  interest  rates 
vary  from  about  4  to  4 '  ■,  per- 
cent, with  some  paying  as  high 
as  4:!4  percent. 

Savings  and  loan  associations 
and  mutual  savings  banks  gen- 
erally pay  4  '  ^  to  4?4  percent, 
and  slightly  more  on  the  west 
coast.  If  you're  a  member  of  a 
credit  union,  you  may  get  up  to 
6  percent  on  your  savings 
(though  most  credit  unions 
don't  provide  the  $15,000  fed- 
eral or  state  deposit  insurance 
found  at  banks  and  savings  and 
loan  associations). 

►  But  stated  interest  is  not  the 
only  important  factor.  Some 
banks  pay  interest  only  once  or 
twice  a  year,  and  credit  you 
with  this  only  from  the  first  of 
the  following  month.  Many 
oilier  banks  pay  off  only  when 
your  money  has  been  in  the  ac- 
count for  the  entire  interest 
paying  period.  So  be  sure  your 
lending  institution  offers  in- 
terest "from  the  day  of  de- 
posit." Then  your  money  starts 
earning  immediately,  without 
languishing  until  the  next  in- 
terest period  begins.  Take  ad- 
vantage, too,  of  a  bank's  "days 
of  grace"  when  offered.  They 
allow  you  to  make  a  deposit, 
say,  up  to  the  tenth  day  of  the 
month,  while  entitling  you  to 
interest  from  the  first.  That's 
an  advantage  if  you  forget  to 
make  your  regular  layaway— 
or  happen  to  be  out  of  town  at 
the  time. 

Another  form  of  "grace"  lets 
you  withdraw  within  the  last 
three  days  of  the  interest-pay- 
ment date  and  still  earn  inteiest 
for  the  entire  period.  In  any 
case,  learn  your  bank's  credit- 
ing schedule  so  you  don't  with- 
draw just  before  interest  will  be 
added  to  your  account.  If  you 
find  you  must  make  a  large 
withdrawal  shortly  before  the 
interest  deadline,  you  can  bor- 
row from  the  bank  at  reduced 
rates  until  your  passbook  inter- 
est is  credited.  The  loan  is  then 
repaid  by  transferring  the  mon- 
ey from  your  balance. 

►  Your  reserves  also  will  ac- 
cumulate more  rapidly  if  they 
are  in  a  lending  institution  that 
credits  your  account  with  in- 
terest compounded  at  least 
quarterly  (or  semiannually). 
This  compounding  simply 
means  that  the  earned  interest 
or  dividends  (as  they're  called 
in  S&Ls)  are  added  to  your  bal- 
ance at  the  end  of  the  first  pay- 
ment period.  When  the  next 
payment  period  comes  around, 
interest  is  figured  on  the  origi- 
nal amount  plus  the  accumulat- 
ed interest.  In  other  words, 
compounding  represents  an  in- 
terest-on-interest  yield,  as  well 
as  interest  on  deposits.  If  you 


deposit  $5  a  week  at  5  percent 
compounded  quarterly,  in  te 
years  your  account  adds  up  t< 
$3,367.  Without  interest 
comes  to  $2,600. 

►  For  guaranteed  high  interest 
look  for  commercial  banks  tha 
offer  insured  Certificates  of  De 
posit  (also  known  as  incom 
bonds  or  investment  certifi 
cates)  at  5  percent  and  up 
However,  you  have  to  kee] 
your  money  there  for  a  give 
period  to  get  the  maximum  in 
terest.  At  some  banks  this  pe 
riod  may  be  only  30  days- 
though  most  often  it's  si 
months  or  a  year— and  yo 
must  give  advance  notice  c 
withdrawal. 

Minimum  amounts  for  CD 
are  usually  $1,000,  though  a  fe\ 
banks  issue  them  for  as  little  a 
$25  or  $100.  Often,  the  certifi 
cate  is  renewable.  Many  S&L 
are  now  permitted  to  issu 
similar  "savings  certificates 
for  up  to  5 '  v  percent,  with  ma 
turity  dates  of  at  least  si 
months,  and  a  $1,000  minimun 
In  any  case,  make  sure  the  cei 
tificates  earn  compound,  nc 
simple  interest. 

►  Don't  ignore  the  convenienc 
of  a  payroll  deduction  plan  fc 
buying  U.  S.  bonds,  eithe 
Series  E,  in  face  values  of  $2 
to  $10,000,  mature  in  seve 
years.  Series  H  bonds,  sold  i 
denominations  of  $500  t 
$10,000,  mature  in  ten  year: 
Both  yield  eventual  interest  ( 
4.25  percent  if  held  to  maturit; 
On  series  H,  an  interest  check 
sent  to  you  twice  a  year. 

Also,  there  are  the  $25-$lC 
"Freedom  Shares"  offering- 
percent  when  held  to  their  4; 
year  maturity  date.  You  can  g< 
Freedom  Shares  as  part  of  S< 
ries  E  bond-a-month  plans  ; 
your  bank,  payroll  savings  plai 
where  you  work— or  at  yoi 
bank  when  you  buy  an  E  or 
bond.  You  must  keep  them  I 
at  least  a  year,  and  your  lim 
in  any  year  is  $1,350  worth. 
Remember,  you'll  make 
mistake  to  use  any  U.S.  boru 
^-for  short-term  savings.  If  y< 
cash  them  i  n  before  the  due  dat 
your  interest  is  markedly  le£ 
For  instance,  an  E  bond  star 
at  3.02  percent  the  first  yea 
moves  to  3.32  percent  the  se 
ond  year,  and  keeps  increasii 
steadily.  If  you  must  redee 
any  bonds,  cash  in  those  y< 
bought  most  recently  becau 
they're  yielding  less  interest. 

►  Once  you've  built  up  ad 
quate  savings  and  life  insi 
ance,  you  might  want  to  co 
sider  some  "capital  appreci 
tion"  on  surplus  savings.  Th 
generally  means  investing 
stocks,  which  offer  you  a  hed 
against  inflation.  Continu 
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Innerspring  or  foam?

COULD  YOU  BE  GETTING 
MORE  FOR  YOUR  LIFE 
INSURANCE  DOLLAR? 

Whether  you're  shopping  for 
your  first  policy,  or  considering 
some  additions,  there  are  some 
very  basic  ways  to  improve  in- 
surance coverage: 

►  Buy  as  large  a  policy  at  one 
time  as  you  can  afford  Those 
with  larger  face  values  often 
cost  less  per  $1,000  unit  than 
do  smaller  policies. 

►  Pay  premiums  annually,  in- 
stead of  monthly,  which  usually 
will  save  you  about  6  percent. 
You  might  also  consider  pre- 
paying premiums.  Where  this  is 
allowed,  it  can  mean  a  4  to  4% 
percent  discount  on  payments 
made  a  year  in  advance.  How- 
ever, always  remember  you  also 
can  get  5  percent  or  so  return  on 
some  government  securities  or 
savings  certificates  with  that 
money  you'd  use  for  prepay- 
ment. (And  the  advance  pre- 
mium discount  now  is  taxable 
as  income,  rather  than  being 
tax-free  as  it  once  was.) 

►  Don't  spread  your  coverage 
too  thin.  In  paying  for  large 
policies  on  children,  for  in- 
stance, you're  apt  to  fall  short 
of  your  main  goal  — adequate 
protection  against  the  loss  of  in- 
come if  the  breadwinner  dies. 

►  Be  very  careful  about  switch- 
ing from  one  policy  to  another. 
Chances  are  it  will  cost  you 
more. 

►  Before  signing  up  for  a  new- 
policy,  try  to  have  your  appli- 
cation dated  back  if  the  timing 
is  to  your  advantage.  Suppose 
you  were  born  in  February 
1932.  According  to  insurance 
tables,  you'd  be  36  until  July 
31,  after  which  you'd  be  con- 
sidered 37,  and  you'd  pay  a 
higher  rate  the  rest  of  your  life. 
Thus,  if  you  took  out  a  policy 
this  September,  but  had  it  dat- 
ed back  to  July,  you'd  still  be 
officially  in  the  lower  36  year 
bracket.  This  technique  is  per- 
missible in  most  states,  but 
check  with  your  agent  or  the 
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state  insurance  commission. 

►  GI  life  insurance  still  lepre- 
sents  a  real  bargain  for  main- 
veterans  Premiums  are  low, 
and  terms  are  surprisingly  at- 
tractive. World  War  11  vets 
who  still  have  this  insurance 
can  retain  their  coverage  as  a 
term  policy  which  pays  rela- 
tively high  dividends.  Korean 
war  vets  don't  receive  divi- 
dends, but  their  premium  rate 
is  low  .  Vietnam  Gls  aie  covered 
only  while  they  are  in  uniform. 
Their  policies  can  be  converted 
in  civilian  life  with  no  physical 
exam-  but  only  to  straight  life 
or  cash-value  policies  through 
commercial  insurance  com- 
panies. 

►  For  automatic  savings  com- 
bined with  low-rate  insur- 
ance, there  are  the  mutual 
funds  tied  in  with  term  policies. 
In  a  typical  program,  you  pay 
$100  a  month,  a  small  part  of 
which  goes  for  the  premium  on 
a  ten-year,  $12,000  policy.  The 
remainder  buys  shares  in  the 
company's  mutual  fund.  If  you 
die  before  the  tenth  year,  the 
beneficiary  receives  your 
shares,  plus  the  balance  of  the 
$12,000  due.  If  the  mutual  fund 
performs  as  expected,  the  shares 
will  grow  in  value  so  the  total 
could  add  up  to  much  more 
than  $12,000.  There  is  a  "load 
charge"  of  about  8  percent 
(which  comes  mostly  out  of  the 
first  year's  payments),  but 
you'd  be  paying  an  agent's 
commission  on  a  conventional 
policy  anyhow.  Generally, 
though,  this  term  program  is 
not  regarded  as  a  substitute  for 
full  insurance  protection. 

►  If  you  live  in  one  of  the  3 
states  that  have  mutual  savings 
bank  life  insurance,  you  can 
buy  life  insurance  from  them 
cheapei  than  from  most  sources. 
That's  because  the  policy  does 
not  involve  an  agent's  com- 
mission. 

►  You  also  can  get  life  insur- 
ance policies  at  savings  of  25  to 
30  percent  through  group  plans. 
These  are  available  through 
employers,  trade  unions,  pro- 
fessional or  alumni  societies, 
fraternal  organizations,  and 
credit  unions.  Since  employers 
often  pay  part  or  all  of  the  com- 
pany group  premium,  it's  wise 
to  take  the  top  coverage. 

Remember,  though,  that 
group  insurance  is  almost  al- 
ways term  coverage  that  covers 
you  while  you're  employed  (and 
is  lost  when  you  leave  unless 
converted).  Such  a  policy  usual- 
ly isn't  enough  for  most  fami- 
lies, either,  but  it  can  fatten  out 
an  overall  insurance  program — 
especially  while  your  family  is 
young  and  the  need  for  protec- 
tion is  greatest.  ■

HOW  TO  DEAL  WITH  YOUR 
BIGGEST  HEALTH  COSTS 


Health  costs  are  a  frustrating,  as  well 

as  irritating,  burden  for  most  people. 
Questions  on  health  costs  in  our  Better 
Homes  and  Gardens  Consumer  Ques- 
tionnaire (see  June,  1968,  issue)  aroused 
some  explosive  reactions  from  our  read- 
ers, indicating  an  almost  bottomless 
well  of  discontent  and  anxiety  over  the 
high  cost  of  health. 

If  you,  too,  are  concerned  about 
health  costs,  perhaps  the  thing  you  find 
most  exasperating  is  the  apparent  lack 
of  control  you,  as  an  individual,  have 
over  this  often  unexpected  burden  on 
your  family  budget. 

While  it's  true  you  have  only  limited 
control  over  the  occurrence  of  sickness 
or  injury  in  your  family,  you  really  do 
have  a  good  measure  of  control  over  how 
you  pay  for  these  expenses.  The  influ- 
ence yon  exert  on  your  family's  health 
costs  can  protect  you  from  considerable 
financial  hardship,  if  properly  applied. 
Building  a  sound  family  health  insur- 
ance program  is  one  vital  step. 

BE  A  SMART  BUYER  OF 
HEALTH  INSURANCE 

Even  the  very  best  health  insurance 
protection  can't  guarantee  you  cost- 
free  sickness  or  injury— or  complete 
health  care  in  your  family.  Only  one- 
third  of  the  costs  of  all  family  health 
care  is  paid  for  by  insurance,  despite  the 
fact  that  four  of  every  five  persons  have 
some  type  of  health  insurance.  Yet 
if  you  do  not  have  health  insurance  pro- 
tection, you  are  vulnerable  to  a  finan- 
cial catastrophe. 

Nationally,  insurance  does  pay  for 
nearly  three-quarters  of  all  hospital 
costs,  and  it  pays  for  about  one-third  of 
the  cost  of  physicians'  services  in  the 
hospital.  But  you'll  probably  be  paying 
most  other  health  costs  right  out  of 
your  pocket.  Over  95  percent  of  the 
cost  of  all  other  health  services,  includ- 
ing dental  care,  drugs,  eyeglasses,  ap- 
pliances (such  as  wheelchairs,  artificial 
limbs,  etc.)  and  nursing-home  care,  are 
often  yours  to  pay  alone. 

Fortunately,  more  health  care  items 
are  coming  under  the  umbrella  of  in- 
surance protection,  with  many  policies 
paying  increasingly  more  for  either 
regular  or  new  benefits. 

Here  are  six  guidelines  you  should 
follow  in  buying  health  insurance. 


►  Buy  OS  a  member  of  a  (/roup.  Group 
hospital-surgical  policies  usually  arc 
cheaper  and  easier  to  buy,  give  you 
greater  benefits,  and  tolerate  higher 
claims  better  than  individual  policies. 
The  most  common  group  consists  of  the 
employees  of  a  company  or  the  mem- 
bership of  a  union.  But  if  you  can't  get 
that  sort  of  coverage,  you  may  be  eli- 
gible for  other  groups  such  as  teachers' 
associations,  bar  associations,  fraternal 
orders,  and  farmers'  organizations. 

Be  sure  the  group  policy  covers  every 
member  of  your  family.  It's  worth  re- 
membering, too,  that  most  family  poli- 
cies automatically  drop  their  coverage 
on  children  when  they  reach  age  19,  at 
which  time  they  must  take  out  separate 
health  insurance  policies. 

Of  course,  when  you  move  or  leave  a 
group  your  coverage  immediately  stops, 
and  this  could  pose  a  serious  problem 
if  you  allow  a  lapse  in  coverage  to  occur. 
It's  best  to  make  specific  arrangements 
for  new  insurance  before  you  drop  your 
old  insurance.  If  this  isn't  possible  you 
can  assume  the  coverage  from  the  old 
group  on  your  own,  that  is,  pay  for  it  as 
an  individual  until  something  else  is 
worked  out.  With  health  costs,  especial- 
ly hospital  costs,  so  high  today  it's  un- 
wise to  ever  allow  any  lapse  in  your 
insurance  coverage. 

►  Consider  group-practice  prepayment 
plans  if  available.  In  some  areas  of  the 
country,  these  plans  offer  a  member  and 
his  family  nearly  all  medical  care  at  no 
additional  charge  beyond  a  certain 
monthly  payment.  Often,  the  monthly 
payment  for  this  complete  medical  cov- 
erage is  no  more  than  standard  health 
insurance  premiums.  Some  patients  are 
happy  with  such  an  arrangement; 
others  feel  it  is  too  impersonal  because 
you  may  not  always  see  the  doctor  of 
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your  choice;  yet  most  of  these  plans 
give  excellent  medical  care.  You  can 
get  more  information  from  the  Group 
Health  Association  of  America,  1321 
Fourteenth  Street,  N.W.,  Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20005. 

►  Shop  for  the  best  individual  policy. 
There  is  a  wide  variety  in  what  indi- 
vidual health  insurance  policies  pro- 
vide. In  general,  a  good  basic  hos- 
pitalization plan  should  provide  at 
least  90  days  of  care  in  a  semiprivate 
room,  either  paid  in  full  or  through  a 
cash  indemnity  that  is  almost  as  large 
as  the  average  hospital  charges  in  your 
community.  It  should  also  provide  full, 
or  nearly  full,  coverage  for  other  hos- 
pital services  in  addition  to  room  and 
board,  such  as  laboratory  work,  X  rays, 
drugs,  radiation  therapy.  As  a  rule  of 
thumb,  anything  less  than  80  percent 
coverage  can  be  extremely  expensive. 
For  example,  if  your  bill  for  hospital 
services  should  total  $1,000,  you  would 
have  to  pay  $200  or  even  more  in  ac- 
tual expenses. 

►  Supplement  your  basic  coverage  with  a 
major  medical  policy.  Major  medical 
policies  pick  up  on  doctors'  bills  and 
hospital  bills  where  your  basic  coverage 
leaves  off,  and  also  cover  other  costs 
that  your  basic  policy  often  completely 
omits.  These  include  private-duty  nurs- 
ing, prescription  drugs,  physician  visits, 
and  laboratory  work  when  you're  out  of 
the  hospital.  During  a  major  illness, 
these  items  really  add  up. 

►  Review  your  coverage  periodically.  If 
your  health  insurance  policies  have 
been  in  effect  a  while,  they  may  be  quite 
unrealistic  today.  For  example,  an  in- 
dividual hospital  policy  paying  $20  a 
day  in  1960  would  have  covered  60  to 
80  percent  of  room  costs:  today  such  a 
policy  would  cover  less  than  50  percent. 
Once  a  year,  you  should  sit  down  with 
your  agent  and  go  over  your  policy. 
(Blue  Cross  policies  are  a  different 
story.  They  automatically  increase  your 
hospital  coverage  as  costs  rise,  as  well 
as  your  premium.)  Once  assured  your 
policies  are  up-to-date,  watch  for  new 
supplementary  policies  which  will  im- 
prove your  protection. 

►  Look  into  drug  insurance.  Insurance 
against  the  cost  of  drugs  soon  may  be 
available  to  you.  Blue  Cross  plans  now

FAMILY  MONEY  MANAGEMENT 

By  Peter  Lindberg 

HOW  DO  SMART  FAMILIES 
SPEND  AND  SAVE? 


//  you're  ever  wondered  why  you  can't 
seen/  to  get  on  the  right  track,  money-wise, 
then  this  article  is  for  you.  It  shows  what 
goes  into  a  solid  family  spending  plan— 
and  points  u p  some  ways  to  revise  your  own 
present  money-handling  attitudes. 

Especially  during  the  current  inflation- 
ary period,  you  need  to  keep  close  watch  on 
Hour  spending.  Yet  this  doesn't  mean  you 
should  become  so  pinchpenny  that  you  find 
yourself  stewing  prunes  on  the  pilot  light 
to  save  gas.  Smart  money  managing  means 
you  should  consider  yourself  the  head  of  a 
thriving  family  business.  In  buying,  view 
yourself  as  a  purchasing  agent,  with  the 
actual  shopping  process  the  final  step  in  a 
carefully   planned   buying   program.    It's 

easy  to  sag      and  a  bit  harder  to  accomplish 

but  the  only  way  you  can  develop  this 
kind  of  program  is  by  being  realistic- 
Knowing  what  your  income  is  (and  what  it 

Can  do),  being  able  to  shelve  immediate 
plans  in  favor  of  more  basic  long-range 
ones— and  forgetting  about  that  insidious 
American  pastime  of  staging  even  with  the 
Joneses. 

SOME  GROUND  RULES 

First,  using  family  money  must  be  a 
joint  enterprise.  It  should  involve  hus- 
band, wife,  and  whenever  possible,  chil- 
dren. Certainly  each  spouse  should  know 
the  exact  family  take-home  income— and 
through  a  joint  spending  and  saving 
plan,  each  should  realize  just  where 
those  dollars  go.  For  most  families,  this 
means  far  more  knowledge  of  precisely 
what  things  cost.  Husbands  need  more 
grounding  in  just  what  it  takes  to  run  the 
household,  from  transporting  kids  to 
school  to  juggling  the  food  and  clothing 
expenses.  Many  wives,  in  turn,  draw  a 
blank  when  it  comes  to  credit  costs,  insur- 
ance needs,  or  savings  plans.  Yet  this  in- 
terchange is  needed  for  any  successful 
joint  spending  plan. 

From  our  recent  consumer  question- 
naire study— which  taps  the  attitudes  of 
some  300,000  consumers— we  found  43 
percent  of  the  respondents  said  serious 
financial  problems  came  from  making 
"expensive  impulse  purchases,"  whether 
they're  needed  or  not.  So  when  the  buy- 
ing mood  strikes  you,  first  ask  yourself 
if  you  really  need  that  hi-fi  or  that  out- 
board motor  now.  You  might  also  ask 
yourself  if  you  really  can  afford  it.  If  you 
do  decide  on  a  big-ticket  item,  watch  the 
timing.  Don't  let  big  expenses  pile  up— 
or  conflict  with  large  fixed  obligations 
like  life  insurance  or  income  taxes. 

At  the  same  time  don't  ignore  small 
spending  leaks  either.  From  our  survey 
we  learned  that  45  percent  felt  fami- 
lies developed  trouble  because  "money 
was  dribbled  away  in  small  amounts  by 
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careless,  day-to-day  spending."  When 
you're  not  looking,  slippery  dollars  can 
steal  away  in  such  budget  leaks  as  too 
many  restaurant  meals,  gifts,  and  taxi 
laics,  or  as  heavy  spending  on  recreation, 
needlessly  expensive  hobbies,  and  teen- 
agers' school  expenses.  Plug  up  those 
leaks  and  you  may  be  able  to  stop  won- 
dering where  all  the  money  went. 

REVIEW  YOUR  DOLLAR-POWER 

But  knowing  money-managing  basics 
is  only  part  of  the  battle.  To  win,  you 
must  apply  them  through  a  spending 
and  saving  plan-  -and  the  way  to  start  is 
by  reappraising  your  financial  position. 
Start  by  determining  your  actual  annual 
income  (after  taxes).  In  the  process, 
don't  overlook  supplementary  income, 
such  as  that  Christmas  bonus,  your  bank 
account  or  savings  bond  interest,  stock 
dividends— and,  of  course,  any  income 
your  wife  received  during  the  year. 

Then  list  your  major  recurring  ex- 
penses, from  insurance  premiums  to  your 
total  installment  payments.  You  may 
well  find  you've  been  operating  on  the 
same  old  spending  estimate  you  pain- 
fully worked  up  ten  years  ago.  But  with ' 
higher  income  and  inflated  prices,  it's 
time  to  update  it,  just  as  investors  peri- 
odically update  their  securities  portfolios. 

Next,  study  your  income-outgo  picture 
to  see  where  it  should  be  revised.  Are  you 
setting  enough  aside  for  next  spring's 
remodeling  project,  that  very  special 
family  vacation,  or  for  college  tuition? 
Are    you    spending    too    much — or    too 


little— for  life  insurance?  Too  much  c 
"fancy"  groceries?  Or  perhaps  more  tha 
you  must  for  clothes? 

If  you're  seriously  in  the  red,  try 
pinpoint  your  money  weaknesses.  The 
discuss  your  family's  long-range  goal 
and  see  where  you  can  trim  flexible  e; 
penditures  to  attain  them. 

PLAN  FOR  PRIORITIES 

With  a  fairly  clear  overview  of  you 
income  and  obligations,  you're  ready 
map  a  program  geared  to  your  own  fam 
ily's  living  style. 

A  sound  family  financial  plan  shoul 
not  be  based  on  mere  week-to-week  budg 
eting.  Instead,  you  should  gear  you 
spending  plan  to  12-month  periods 
and  be  certain  that  it  covers  all  your  ob 
ligations  for  each  period.  Why?  For  on 
thing,  it  forces  you  to  view  your  year 
ly  obligations— current  or  pending 
against  your  total  available  income  fo 
that  year.  Rather  than  piecing,  patching 
and  juggling  from  month  to  month,  yoi 
decide  on  the  yearly  spending  in  bask 
areas— then  break  it  down  into  monthly 
portions.  To  help  you  with  this,  we've  in 
eluded  the  three  spending  guides  on  the 
opposite  page.  They  give  you  a  rough 
idea  of  how  smart  consumers  spend  and 
save  (here  already  broken  down  into  the 
monthly  portions). 

A  12-month  schedule  obviously  serves 
as  a  form  of  discipline,  too.  By  sticking 
to  the  yearly  plan,  you're  less  apt  to  buy 
impulsively— and  you  avoid  wasteful 
spending,  especially  on  payday.  You  also| 
weigh  values  more  carefully,  see  the  al- 
ternatives more  clearly,  and  begin  to 
appreciate  what  credit  costs. 

In  your  12-month  spending  projec- 
tions, be  sure  to  list  all  your  objectives 
—whether  they're  for  this  month  or  six 
months  from  now.  Then  include  the  set- 
aside  savings  for  any  long-range  plans. 
For  their  five-year  savings  target,  one 
newly  married  couple  listed  the  down- 
payment  on  &  new  home.  As  a  ten-year 
goal,  a  couple  in  their  30s  aimed  at  a  fund 
for  their  son's  college  education. 

But  this  kind  of  planning  requires  re- 
view of  immediate  needs  too.  Are  new 
winter  coats  in  order  this  year?  Is  the  re- 
frigerator on  its  last  legs?  Does  the 
house  need  painting?  The  more  realistic 
and  non-emotional  your  approach,  the 
better.  In  assigning  priorities,  ,  you'll 
quickly  see  which  ones  are  out  of  line  for 
this  year's  spending. 

To  keep  your  yearly  system  running 
smoothly — and  to  spot  money  leaks — 
arrange  a  simple  monthly  record  of  key 
expenses  in  a  convenient  place.  It  will 
give  you  a  running  comparison  against 
your  12-month  projections. 
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TAKE  A  TIP  FROM  THESE  FAMILIES 

Obliged  to  cut  outlays  after  shaping  up 
their  spending  program,  money-smart 
families  use  a  variety  of  techniques. 

A  West  Coast  businessman:  "With  all 
our  'must'  expenses,  we  didn't  have  much 
left  over  for  vacation,  so  we  took  the  family 
camping  last  summer.  It  cost  us  just  $154-." 

And  because  this  family  has  a  ten-year 
college  tuition  plan,  plus  some  major  re- 
modeling this  year,  they're  substituting 
lectures,  exhibits,  and  family  outings  for 
expensive  entertainment. 

An  engineer  in  St.  Louis:  "Checking 
where  our  money  went  last  year,  we  saw 
that  a  surprising  total  was  spent  on  interest 
and  service  charges  for  items  we  bought  on 
credit.  Now  we  buy  almost  nothing  on  time. 
And  when  ire  really  need  something,  we 
postpone  our  buying  until  ive  see  there's  a 
markdown  on  it." 

A  Boston  teacher:  "Analyzing  our  out- 
go, we  found  that  our  weaknesses  were  gifts 
and  clothes.  Now  my  husband  uses  his  cer- 
amics hobby  to  create  most  of  our  gifts. 
And  when  we  toured  New  England  last 
summer,  we  stopped  at  a  knitting  mill  with 
a  retail  outlet  and  bought  fall  sweaters  for 
all  of  us  at  almost  wholesale  prices. 

"I've  learned  to  sew  much  better — and 
faster,  too.  We  figure  what  we  save  on  these 
items  will  soon  gel  us  a  freezer." 

The  important  message  here  doesn't 
lie  in  one  particular  economy.  Rather, 
it's  the  attitude  toward  spending  re- 
flected by  these  families.  Some  forms  of 
thrift  may  seem  minor,  but  when  this 
attitude  spreads  to  all  your  spending,  it 
:can  fatten  your  savings  account  or 
finance  a  spedial  project. 

KEY  SPOTS  TO  SAVE 

Besides  the  general  art  of  substituting 
goals  and  doing  without  certain  items, 
there  are  several  critical  spots  where 
families  could  save— but  don't.  Compare 
these  with  your  own  methods,  then  give 
them  a  trial  run. 

►  Shop  smartly.  Decide  what  you  want 
and  why  you  want  it  before  you  go  shop- 
ping. Make  it  a  firm  habit  to  compare 
prices  and  values,  especially  for  "big- 
ticket"  items.  Ordinarily,  you  can't  get 
the  most  for  your  money  by  spending  it 
at  one  place.  Instead,  watch  for  "loss 
leaders"  and  clearance  sales  in  stores 
you've  learned  to  rely  on  for  good  mer- 
:handise.  Today,  many  stores  also  have 
traditional  "sale  days,"  or  sales  geared 
:o  special  community  events,  as  well  as 
:heir  weekly  specials.  In  most  areas,  you 
.vill  also  find  that  sales  of  some  items- 
ike  furniture  or  linens — tend  to  occur  in 
certain  months.  For  this  reason,  it's  often 
lelpful  to  post  an  informal  "sales  calen- 
lar"  on  your  bulletin  board. 
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To  see  where  you  and  your  family  stack  up 
financially,  check  the  three  spending  patterns 
illustrated  above.  Each  shows  the  proportions 
a  money  wise  family  allocates  far  basic  needs. 
And  even  though  the  income  levels  )>iay  not 
match  your  own  exactly,  you'll  find  the  propor- 
tions still  make  a  useful  guide  for  setting  up  a 
yearly  spending  plan. 

The  OTHER  COSTS  category  in  the  illustra- 
tions above  includes  items  like  personal  care, 
education,  recreation  and  equipment,  and  gifts. 
HOUSING  includes  shelter,  fuel,  furnishing, 
appliances,  and  equipment.  TRANSPORTATION 
includes  car  purchases  and  operation,  plus 
public  transportation.  These  charts  are  based 
upon  expenditure  patterns  maintained  by  the 
Notional  Industrial  Conference  Board. 


Learn  to  anticipate  continually.  If  you 
expect  that  you'll  need  tires  in  a  few 
months,  keep  an  eye  out  for  a  "special." 
And  if  your  Christmas  spending  usually 
is  an  end-of-the-year  burden,  start 
Christmas  shopping  very  early  in  the 
year.  Keep  at  it  steadily  as  long  as  pre- 
holiday  buys  keep  cropping  up. 

Government  surveys  show  that  the 
average  U.S.  family  of  four  with  a  gross 
income  of  $10,000  spends  about  24  per- 
cent of  its  take-home  pay  on  food.  On 
this  big  a  chunk  of  income  there  is  ample 
room  for  economy  without  stinting  on 
nutrition.  First,  make  up  your  week's 
menu,  including  leftovers  and  foods  that 
are  seasonably  cheap.  (Your  newspaper's 
food  column  probably  notes  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture's  food  "plentifuls" 
of  the  week.) 

When  you  find  food  bargains,  buy 
them  in  quantity,  freezing  or  even  can- 
ning some  surplus.  Many  smart  food 
shoppers  always  buy  beef  in  the  larger, 
cheaper-per-pound  quantities.  In  spring, 
they  also  watch  for  bargains  on  large 
quantities  of  other  meat  and  poultry. 

With  a  few  exceptions,  it  also  pays  off 
to  wait  for  weekly  food  specials  at  your 
market  and  plan  your  menus  around 
them.  (Remember,  too,  that  early-in-the- 
week  prices  are  likely  to  be  highest.) 
Consider  buying  your  food  supplies  in 
bulk,  especially  family-size  packages  of 
cereals,  cookies,  and  canned  goods  (but 
check  to  see  that  bulk  prices  are  lower). 
Three  final  food  tips:  In  most  cases,  hus- 
bands who  are  turned  loose  in  a  super- 
market are  apt  to  boost  your  bill  with 
high-priced  "extras."  Studies  also  show 
that  you're  apt  to  spend  less  on  grocer- 
ies if  you  shop  after  eating,  rather  than 
before.  And  sticking  to  a  shopping  list  is 
one  of  the  surer  ways  to  control  im- 
pulse buying. 

Clothing  expenses,  you'll  find  are 
among  the  most  flexible,  offering  you  a 
chance  to  save  as  much  as  50  percent. 
Use  your  priority  list  to  pinpoint  what 
your  family  will  be  needing  in  the  next 
year.  Then  watch  the  sales. 

Some  families  take  their  clothes  buy- 
ing tactics  one  step  farther.  They  plan 
each  member's  wardrobe  around  one  or 
two  basic  colors,  which  cuts  down  on 
duplicate  accessories  like  shoes,  stock- 
ings, ties,  and  scarves.  What's  more,  they 
buy  major  items  off-season  when  they're 
marked  down. 

On  your  sales  calendar,  note  the  bar- 
gain months  that  seem  to  be  common 
in  your  area — such  as  July  or  August  for 
summer  clothes.  Look  for  minimum-care 
fabrics  with  permanent-press,  soil-re- 
lease, and  soil-repellent  finishes.  You'll 
save  on  cleaning  bills— and  your  time.

HOW  TO  KEEP  YOUR 

AUTO  EXPENSES  IN  LINE 


WHY  IT  PAYS  TO  ANTICIPATE  EXPENSES 

Anticipating  repairs  and  maintenance  is  a  sure  way  to  save 
on  your  auto  expenses.  You  will  avoid  many  emergencies,  he 
able  to  comparison-shop  in  familiar  stores  and  take  advantage 
of  quality  products  at  sale  prices,  and  even  avoid  some  of  the 
budget-shock  created  by  unanticipated  repairs. 

Squeezing  the  last  mile  out  of  certain  parts  of  your  car  is 
dangerous  and  can  cost  more  money  than  it  saxes.  A  classic 
example  is  the  extra  cost  of  a  brake  job  that  is  put  oil'  until  the 
linings  wear  down  to  metal.  When  this  occurs,  brake  (hums 
must  be  resurfaced  at  a  cost  of  $2  to  $4  per  wheel.  If  badly 
scored,  they  must  be  replaced  at  $14  to  $30  per  drum. 

By  installing  shock  absorbers  at  about  $20  a  pair,  you  may 
avoid  front-end  work  that  can  cost  twice  the  price  of  the  shock 
absorbers.  Good  shocks  also  prolong  tire  life. 

Wheel  alignment  costs  about  $12  and  balancing  costs  about 
$2  per  wheel.  Operating  a  car  with  improper  alignment  and  or 
wheel  balance  can  easily  reduce  the  tread  life  of  a  $100  set  of 
tires  by  from  30  to  50  percent.  Misalignment  also  accelerates 
wear  on  bearings  and  oilier  suspension  parts. 

Getting  that  last  mile  out  of  a  tire  is  one  of  the  most  danger- 
ous ways  to  "save  money."  Worn  tires  are  much  more  subject 
to  cuts,  bruises,  and  punctures.  It  doesn't  take  many  tire  re- 
pairs at  a  minimum  of  $1.50  each  to  add  up  to  10  to  15  percent 
of  the  cost  of  a  new  tire.  And  if  you  find  yourself  buying  a  tire 
under  emergency  circumstances,  without  the  benefit  of  a  sale 
or  of  dealing  with  someone  you  know,  you  may  pay  an  addi- 
tional 25  to  50  percent  that  you  could  have  avoided  with  a  little 
advance  planning. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  battery.  All  available  information 
indicates  that  the  average  battery  lasts  about  27  months.  If 
your  battery  is  this  age  or  older,  start  watching  for  a  special 
on  batteries  and  replace  it.  (You  can  save  $6  to  $10,  even  more, 
at  a  good  battery  sale.)  Getting  those  last  few  months'  use  out 
of  an  old  battery  will  inevitably  result  in  a  couple  of  service 
calls  to  start  the  car  (at  least  $4  each)  and  maybe  a  quick  charge 
or  two  at  75c  to  $1.25  each.  And  you  are  only  putting  off  the 
day  when  you'll  have  to  buy  a  battery.  When  that  day  arrives, 
you'll  pay  the  prevailing  price  for  a  new  battery,  and  there  are 
very  few  battery  sales  during  peak  battery-failure  months. 

Having  less  than  a  complete  job  done  is  false  economy  in 
auto  repairs.  A  cheap  brake  job  is  a  good  example.  It  will  in- 
clude new  linings  but  none  of  the  other  necessary  work.  This 
usually  results  in  an  early  return  to  the  shop  for  other  repairs. 
And  all  too  often  the  failure  of  these  other  parts  results  in  ruin- 
ing the  linings,  thus  necessitating  another  set  of  linings. 

Cooling  system  service  (including  flushing,  pressure  testing, 
replacing  necessary  hoses,  and  installing  new  antifreeze)  costs 
about  $12.  Replacing  antifreeze  without  the  complete  service 
may  result  in  later  loss  of  antifreeze  due  to  an  old  hose  bursting 
or  boiling  due  to  rust-clogged  radiator.  When  this  happens, 
you'll  have  to  invest  in  the  service  anyway  plus  another  fill  of 
antifreeze,  to  say  nothing  of  the  inconvenience  and  perhaps  a 
service  call. 

Incidental  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  as  a  result  of  put- 
ting off  proper  repairs  include  emergency  road  service  at  a  mini- 


mum of  $4  for  a  call  or  $7  if  towing  is  necessary.  These  charges 
can  be  much  higher,  and  a  substantial  portion  (most  parts  and 
labor)  may  not  be  covered  by  the  emergency  road  service  por- 
tion of  your  insurance  policy. 

Maintenance  problems  away  from  home  may  require  emer- 
gency road  service  plus  supplementary  transportation  costs, 
food,  and  even  lodging.  And  you  will  be  buying  parts  and  service 
wherever  you  are,  from  people  you  don't  know,  and  at  the  pre- 
vailing price.  This  situation  can  result  in  settling  for  inadequate 
parts  and  service  (an  inferior  tire,  a  temporary  repair)  which 
can  be  dangerous  as  well  as  expensive. 

In  remote  areas,  repair  service  may  be  scarce  and  parts  hard 
to  get.  Motorists  have  been  known  to  wait  for  days  for  repair 
service.  According  to  the  American  Automobile  Association, 
the  average  vacation  cost  per  day  for  two  people  in  1967  was 
$13  for  meals  and  snacks,  $12  for  lodging,  and  $3  for  tips  and 
miscellaneous  a  rather  high  daily  penalty  for  failing  to  prop- 
erly maintain  a  car. 

Finally,  and  certainly  not  to  be  overlooked,  are  the  safety 
and  dependability  factors  inherent  in  a  properly  maintained 
car.  It  will  offer  your  family  maximum  safety  and  will  not  let 
you  down  in  an  emergency  because  of  a  sick  engine,  blown  tire, 
or  dead  battery. 

WAYS  TO  SAVE  ON  SECOND  CAR  MAINTENANCE" 

Proper  preventive  maintenance  can  deter  expensive  repairs 
and  service,  and  this  certainly  holds  true  for  the  second  car.  In 
many  families,  the  second  car  is  traded  on  a  new  one  at  trade-in 
time,  and  the  other  car  (the  one  that  used  to  be  the  first  one) 
becomes  the  second  car.  This  car,  by  now,  is  likely  to  be  at  least 
two  and  possibly  three  years  old,  the  age  at  which  considerable 
service  may  be  due  or  overdue  and  many  parts  ready  for  re- 
pair or  replacement. 

Some  of  the  car's  original  parts  with  a  life  expectancy  of  ap- 
proximately 24  to  30  months  may  last  longer  than  anticipated; 
some  may  not.  (See  page  34  Better  Homes  and  Gardens, 
August,  1968.)  If  you  are  willing  to  spend  the  money  to  have  a 
second  car,  you  also  want  the  car  to  serve  you  faithfully  and 
safely  when  needed.  We  do  not  recommend  the  curtailment  of 
maintenance  or  use  of  inferior  products  for  second  cars,  but 
there  are  ways  you  can  cut  expenses. 

For  example,  depending  on  how  long  you  intend  to  keep  the 
car,  you  may  be  able  to  get  along  with  an  inexpensive  battery 
—one  guaranteed  for  18  rather  than  36  months. 

Also,  you  may  drive  safely  and  economically  on  lower  priced 
tires.  If  the  car  is  used  mostly  for  ground-town  driving  with 
little  or  no  expressway  driving,  look  into  less  than  original 
equipment  grade  tires.  All  tires  of  the  same  size  are  now  re- 
quired to  have  the  same  load  rating  so  the  lowest  price  tires  will 
provide  safe  transportation,  but  for  fewer  miles  than  better  tires. 
Quality  retreads  are  also  a  real  cost  saver  for  second  car  use. 

If  the  shock  absorbers  are  shot,  there's  no  economy  or  safety 
in  not  replacing  them.  But  why  consider  the  more  expensive 
heavy-duty  type  when  an  original  equipment  type  shock  will 
provide  good  service  for  as  long  as  you  keep  the  car? 

The  second  car  may  have  to  be  parked  outdoors  24  hours  a 
day,  and  this  is  tough  on  the  finish.  If  the  car  needs  a  beauty 
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treatment,  you  can  save  money  by  investing  in  an  economy 
paint  job.  (See  April,  1968  Better  Homes  and  Gardens  for  de- 
tails on  repainting.)  This  will  spruce  it  up,  help  forestall  surface 
rusting,  and  help  keep  it  presentable  for  trade-in  time. 

When  parts  are  needed,  there  is  usually  no  avoiding  a  pur- 
chase. However,  instead  of  having  a  new  carburetor,  fuel 
pump,  waterpump,  alternator,  starter,  etc.  installed,  investigate 
the  cost  of  a  rebuilt  part.  You  can  save  appreciably  and  get 
good  service  from  quality  rebuilt  parts. 

MORE  VALUE  FOR  YOUR  AUTO  INSURANCE  D0LLAR~ 

More  accidents,  higher  repair  costs,  and  larger  court  awards 
for  personal  injuries  have  caused  a  steady  rise  in  auto  insurance 
premiums.  But  there  are  ways  to  keep  your  insurance  costs  in 
line,  and  even  to  reduce  the  costs  in  some  cases.  Perhaps  more 
important,  there  are  areas  where  greatly  increased  protection 
is  available  for  very  slight  additional  expenditure. 

New  car  insurance.  The  selling  dealer  has  the  right  to  require 
protection  of  the  value  of  an  unpaid-for  car,  through  collision 
and  comprehensive  coverage,  but  you  are  not  requiied  to  pur- 
chase this  insurance  from  him.  Shop  for  insurance  much  as  you 
would  for  the  best  deal  on  the  car  and  financing.  Regardless  of 
where  you  get  the  insurance,  you're  smart  to  pay  cash  for  it.  If 
insurance  payments  are  included  in  the  loan  contract,  you'll 
be  paying  interest  on  the  insurance  payments.  On  a  typical  new 
car  loan  this  practice  can  add  up  to  a  sizable  amount  of  inter- 
est on  the  insurance  alone. 

Take  advantage  of  available  discounts.  Most  companies  offer 
discounts  to  attract  certain  kinds  of  drivers.  For  instance  dis- 
counts can  be  obtained  for  a  car  used  exclusively  by  a  woman 
between  the  ages  of  30  and  65  years  of  age  or  a  car  used  pri- 
marily in  farming  or  ranching  operations.  A  few  companies 
offer  reduced  rates  to  non-drinkers,  to  government  employees, 
or  other  specialized  or  selective  groups. 

If  there  is  more  than  one  car  in  your  family,  insure  all  cars 
with  the  same  company  in  order  to  get  an  approximate  ten 
percent  "second  car"  discount. 

Depending  on  the  state  where  you  live  and  your  insurance 
company,  you  can  save  between  10  and  30  percent  on  your  in- 
surance bill  if. you  and  other  drivers  in  your  household  have  not 
been  responsible  for  any  traffic  accidents  or  convicted  of  a 
serious  traffic  offense  during  the  most  recent  three  years. 

Savings  for  teen-agers.  When  a  young  peison  in  your  house- 
hold qualifies  to  take  the  wheel  of  the  family  car,  you  can  offset 
part  of  the  increased  insurance  costs  by  taking  advantage  of 
one  or  more  of  the  "young  driver"  discounts  that  are  offered  by 
some  companies. 

The  driver  education  discount  applies  to  drivers  under  21 
or  25  (depending  on  your  state)  when  they  have  passed  an  ac- 
credited program  (either  high  school  associated  or  private). 
The  premium  reduction,  where  available,  is  10  to  15  percent. 

A  good  student  discount  is  available  in  a  number  of  states 
for  men  up  to  25  years  old  and  women  up  to  21.  This  discount 
may  run  as  high  as  20  percent  and  is  available  to  students 
maintaining  a  prescribed  grade  average  or  standing  in  his  class, 
or  a  place  on  the  honor  roll  or  dean's  list. 

Parents  of  students  who  attend  a  distant  school  can  qualify 
for  premium  savings.  Assuming  the  family  car  stays  home,  and 
home  is  at  least  100  miles  from  the  school  attended,  many  com- 
panies now  offer  up  to  a  20  percent  reduction  in  premiums. 


Investigate  a    package   plan.    Most    companies   oiler   special 

automobile  package  policies  that  can  save  you  from  10  to  20 
percent.  These  packages  offer  the  coverages  most  needed  by  the 
average  motorist  and  pass  on  the  savings  resulting  from  the 
simplified  handling  procedures.  Many  of  these  plans  feature  a 
single  liability  limit  which  makes  it  possible  to  purchase  higher 
limits  of  liability  on  an  overall  basis  than  could  be  obtained 
under  other  policies. 

Change  to  less-expensive  deductible.  If  you're  carrying  low 
deductible  provisions  on  your  collision  and  comprehensive 
coverage,  consider  raising  them.  A  typical  motorist  paying  $62 
foi  collision  coverage  can  reduce  that  figure  $15  by  raising  the 
deductible  amount  from  $50  to  $100. 

When  the  cash  value  of  your  car  begins  to  decline  sharply, 
it's  time  to  reduce— even  drop—collision  and  comprehensive 
coverages.  Regardless  of  what  it  costs  to  repair  your  car  after 
a  crash  or  other  incident,  the  insurance  company  will  not  pay 
more  than  the  actual  cash  value  of  the  car.  Therefore  when 
most  cars  reach  the  age  of  three,  they  are  good  candidates  for 
a  change  to  coverages  with  deductibles  of  $250  or  $500.  In  most 
cases,  cars  over  five  years  old  should  no  longer  be  covered  by 
collision  and  comprehensive.  Their  market  value  is  such  that 
you'd  be  paying  for  very  little  actual  protection. 

Increase  liability  limits.  Liability  coverage  is  the  most  impor- 
tant coverage  you  can  have.  Without  it,  you  run  the  chance  of 
losing  everything  you  own  plus  most  of  everything  you  will 
make  for  many  years.  If  you  have  bodily  injury  liability  cov- 
erage of  $10,000/$20,000/$5,000  (the  requirement  in  most 
states),  you're  underinsured  in  these  days  of  high  court  awards. 
Increasing  your  liability  limits  may  cost  less  than  you  realize. 
In  an  area  where  a  policy  with  limits  of  $10,000/$20,000/$5,000 
costs  $45  per  year,  you  can  get  $25,000/$50,000/$5,000  limits 
for  $51  and  $100,000/$300,000/$25,000  limits  for  $58  per  year. 

Many  people  just  routinely  send  in  their  money  year  after 
year  upon  receipt  of  their  insurance  premium  notice.  To  be  as- 
sured of  suitable  coverage  for  your  constantly  changing  auto 
insurance  needs  and  to  get  the  most  value  for  your  auto  insur- 
ance dollar,  we  strongly  lecommend  reviewing  your  policy  with 
your  agent  at  least  every  three  years. 

WHICH  NEW  CAR  OPTIONS  RETAIN  THEIR  VALUE? 

The  actual  cost  of  your  new  car  cannot  be  determined  until 
resale  (or  trade-in)  time,  because  its  true  cost  will  be  the 
amount  you  pay  for  it  less  what  you  get  when  you  get  rid  of  it. 
As  you  car-shop,  you'll  soon  find  that  the  difference  between  a 
stripped-down  sedan  and  a  more  luxurious  sedan  of  the  same 
make,  loaded  with  options,  may  be  as  much  as  50  percent.  How 
wisely  you  invest  in  the  options  will  determine  how  much  your 
new  car  eventually  will  have  cost  you. 

Steer  clear  of  bottom-of-the-line  models  unless  your  main 
concern  is  keeping  the  monthly  payments  or  the  total  purchase 
price  at  rock  bottom.  When  the  time  comes  to  trade,  you  can 
expect  to  recover  a  sizable  portion  of  the  additional  money 
you  spend  to  upgrade.  Thus  the  advantages  of  driving  the 
better  model  for  several  years  will  have  cost  you  very  little. 
Even  a  used  "compact"  is  more  salable  when  equipped  with 
desirable  options.  A  check  of  used  car  prices  shows  that  the 
used-car  buyer  is  just  as  anxious  as  you  to  enjoy  modern  im- 
provements. And  he's  willing  to  pay  for  them.  For  example,  a 
three-year-old  popular  make  car  Continued  on  page  126 
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An  investment  in  low  maintenance 
keeps  right  on  paying.  Never  is  that 
more  true  than  when  you're  choosing 
a  skin  for  your  house. 

It  doesn't  matter  whether  you're 
building,  remodeling,  or  replacing. 
Low-upkeep  sidings  will  put  you  dol- 
lars ahead.  Initially,  they  cost  more 
— but  total  up  the  costs  of  repainting 
and  repairs,  and  you'll  see  where  the 
savings  come  from. 

This  guide  to  the  nine  major  low- 
maintenance  materials  tells  how 
they  compare  in  styles,  colors,  guar- 
antees, and  price.  Invest  in  the  one 
that  best  suits  your  needs  .  .  .  then 
relax  and  enjoy  it. 

1.  Aluminum.  Next  to  natural  wood, 
aluminum  siding  probably  offers  the 
widest  choice  of  styles,  finishes,  col- 
ors, and  textures.  You  can  choose 
almost  any  clapboard  pattern— 
rough-sawn  or  smooth— as  well  as 
shakes,  shingles,  board-and-batten, 
or  this  rough-sawn  vertical  siding. 

Baked-on  enamel,  plastic,  fluoride, 
acrylic,  or  vinyl  finishes  limit  upkeep 
to  an  occasional  hosing.  Guarantees 
on  these  finishes  go  to  20  years. 
Many  companies  (and  this  also  ap- 
plies to  makers  of  other  siding  ma- 
terials) allow  you  to  pass  on  the  guar- 
antees when  you  sell  your  home. 

Colors  range  the  spectrum,  from 
several  whites  through  bright  and 
soft  pastels  to  charcoal  grays.  Alumi- 
num siding  prices  run  the  gamut,  but 
you'll  pay  most  for  the  guaranteed, 
coated    panels. 

Steel  (not  shown).  Acrylic,  vinyl,  and 
organosol  finishes  have  made  steel 
a  strong  choice  for  re-siding  jobs  in 
many  areas.  Now  it's  appearing  on 
new  homes,  too. 

Twenty-year  guarantees  often  cov- 
er hail  damage,  as  well  as  the  kind  of 
symptoms  that  mean  repainting. 
The  selection  includes  horizontal 
and  vertical  styles,  smooth  and 
rough-cut  textures,  four  or  five  colors. 

Prices  fall  into  the  same  range  as 
coated  aluminum  siding. 

2.  Natural  plywood.  Plywood  siding 
goes  up  fast,  and  stays  there  a  long 
time  with  little  attention.  Four-by- 
eight  sheets  save  on  labor  costs  and 
provide  structural  strength. 

When  you  put  plywood's  face  to  the 
weather,  it'sthetop  layerthatcounts. 
Choose  an  epidermis  of  redwood— 
as  shown  in  our  photograph— red 
cedar,  fir,  or  cypress. 

There  are  no  guarantees,  but  most 
of  these  woods  can  be  left  untreated 
for  the  ultimate  in  "no  mainte- 
nance." In  time,  they'll  weather-gray. 
You  can  also  stain  to  bring  out  their 
natural  hue,  or  tint. 

With    a    few   exceptions,    plywood 


patterns  are  vertical.  But  among 
them  you  can  choose  from  a  huge 
selection  of  styles  and  textures. 
Shown  is  a  reverse  board-and-batten 
version.  Others  include  V-grooved 
panels,  saw-kerfed  textures,  and 
striated    surfaces. 

Natural  plywood  siding  generally 
costs  less  than  guaranteed  aluminum 
and  more  than  hardboard. 
3.  Hardboard.  Plastic-clad  hardboarc 
delivers  the  assets  of  a  guaranteed 
low-upkeep  siding  at  lower  prices 
than  you'd  pay  for  other  materials. 

Prefinished  colors  are  warrantee 
for  10  years— and  one  manufacture 
has  added  a  25-year  guarantee 
against  hail  damage. 

Like  other  man-made  sidings,  hard 
board    comes    in    uniform,    easy-to 


handle  panels  that  simplify  instat 
tion  and  reduce  waste. 

You  can  buy  guaranteed,  color-fii 
ished  hardboard  in  either  horizont 
lap  or  vertical  board-and-batte 
styles.  Rough-sawn  textures  that  ca 
be  stained  or  painted  are  also  ava 
able,  but  they're  not  covered  by  th 
"no-painting"  guarantees. 
4.  Coated  plywood.  Sheath  conventioi 
al  plywoods  with  a  tough  film  of  pol 
vinyl  fluoride,  and  you  have  a  sidin 
that  can  face  weather  without  con, 
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plaint    for    the    life   of   your   house. 

This  one  looks  like  paint,  yet  its 
lifetime  guarantee  covers  cracking, 
chipping,  crazing,  blistering,  flaking, 
or  peeling. 

Plastic-coated  plywood  is  available 
in  horizontal  lap  or  vertical  board- 
and-batten  styles  in  a  variety  of  bright 
and  neutral  colors.  Expect  to  pay  pre- 
mium prices  for  it. 

5.  Aggregate-plywood.  Here's  a  look  at 
the  texture  you  get  with  aggregate- 
surfaced  siding.  Chips  of  stone  are 
embedded  in  tough  epoxy.  The  result, 
manufacturers  say,  will  last  the  life 
of  your  house,  though  this  is  not  a 
written  guarantee. 

Only  one  style  and  texture  is  avail- 
able, but  you  can  select  white  or  sev- 
eral natural  colors.  Again,  prices  are 
in  the  premium  range. 
Solid  vinyl  (not  shown).  This  entirely 
man-made  siding  has  uniform  color 
clear  through,  so  it  can't  chip,  flake, 
or  peel.  Its  flexibility  also  resists 
scratches  and  dents. 

Manufacturers  guarantee  vinyl  sid- 
ing for  20  years,  and  claim  35  or 
longer  without  painting  or  any  up- 
keep other  than  periodic  washings. 

It  comes  in  four-,  six-,  and  eight- 
inch  deep  clapboard  styles,  and  sev- 
eral vertical  patterns.  Colors  include 
white,  plus  pastel  and  neutral 
shades.  Prices  are  competitive  with 
high-quality  aluminum  and  steel. 

6.  Natural  wood.  Choose  a  species  like 
cedar  (shown  in  our  photograph), 
redwood,  hemlock,  or  fir  for  a  long- 
lasting  siding  that's  been  proving 
itself  for  centuries.  Treat  it  with  stain 
or  just  let  it  weather. 

The  range  of  styles  goes  on  and  on 
—shingles,  shakes,  wide  boards,  nar- 
row boards,  random  widths,  horizon- 
tal, vertical,  even  diagonal.  Textures 
vary  all  the  way  from  furniture 
smooth  to  saw-gouged. 

On  a  square-foot  basis,  most  nat- 
ural woods  cost  less  than  man-made 
or  treated  materials — but  waste  and 
installation  charges  will  be  higher, 
especially  if  you're  re-siding. 

You  can  also  buy  wood  siding  that's 
protected  by  natural  or  paint-like 
plastic  finishes.  It's  priced  higher 
than  untreated  wood,  of  course. 
Coated  asbestos  (not  shown).  Asbes- 
tos-cement composition  shingles  and 
siding  have  been  enriched  with  long- 
wear  additives,  and  protected  by  a 
film  of  acrylic  resins.  Several  brands 
carry  20-year  guarantees. 

Most  of  these  sidings  look  like  con- 
ventional shingles  or  clapboard,  but 
one  maker  has  come  up  with  a  con- 
vincing imitation  hand-split  shake. 
Asbestos  sidings  remain  among  the 
lowest  priced.

The  preced  ing  pages  tell  about 
nine  sidings  that  minimize 
maintenance  headaches— but 
quality  should  be  more  than 
skin-deep. 

Don't  skimp  on  any  perma- 
nent parts  of  a  new  home  or 
addition.  Quality  products 
make  your  house  better  in  doz- 
ens of  different  ways.  Durable 
finishes,  improved  designs, 
and  convenience  features 
make  many  new  components 
well  worth  the  little  bit  extra 
they  cost— even  if  you  have  to 
hold  back  on  a  few  tempting 
amenities  that  could  just  as 
well  be  added  later  on. 

Windows,  doors,  roofing, 
gutters,  plumbing  fixtures, 
electrical  service,  and  air 
cleaners— here  and  on  later 
pages  are  examples  showing 
how  to  get  more  for  your  mon- 
ey throughout  your  home. 

7.  Vinyl-clad  windows.  Tired  of 
painting  and  puttying?  Here's 
a  window  that  shouldn't  need 
either  for  15  to  25  years.  Its 
wood  frame  is  encased  in  rigid 
vinyl.  Vinyl  also  replaces  all 
putty  joints  and  flashing. 

The  result  is  a  frame  that 
won't  warp,  chip,  scratch,  or 
dent.  Weathering  consists  of 
very  gradual  and  even  yellow- 
ing over  the  years. 

The  combination  of  wood 
and  vinyl,  plus  double-pane 
insulating  glass,  assures  that 
heat  loss  will  be  low. 

The  window  comes  in  many 
standard  sizes,  awning,  case- 
ment, or  fixed  styles,  single  or 
multiple  units.  The  vinyl  is 
available  only  in  white,  but  you 
can  paint  the  interior  trim  to 
suit  your  decor. 

Vinyl-clad  windows  cost  15 
to  20  percent  more  than  com- 
parable wood  windows.  You 
can  also  buy  vinyl-clad-wood 
sliding  glass  doors. 

Other  manufacturers  offer 
single  and  double-hung  win- 
dows, and  sliding  glass  doors 
set  in  solid  vinyl.  They  slide  in 
wood  frames  and  are  protect- 
ed by  vinyl  weatherstripping. 
Prices  in  most  areas  are  com- 
petitive with  aluminum  sashes. 

8.  Vinyl  storm  doors,  windows. 
Vinyl's  virtues  have  also  been 
incorporated  in  durable,  easy- 
to-clean  storm  doors  and  com- 
bination windows. 

Their  rigid,  unitized  frames 
are  airtight,  and  won't  rot, 
tarnish,  chip,  peel,  or  crack. 


Pressure-grip  seals  hold  the 
glass  in  place  without  putty, 
drafts,  or  rattles. 

The  doors  are  steel-rein- 
forced and  come  in  several  dif- 
ferent styles  to  complement  or 
blend  in  with  your  entries.  The 
standard,  triple-track  design 
windows  have  sliding  remov- 
able glass  and  screen  panels. 
Both  doors  and  windows  are 
available  in  white  only. 

Local  fabricators  merchan- 
dise the  units  on  a  custom- 
made  basis,  so  you  can  order 
them  to  fit  any  size  window  or 
door.  One  vinyl  manufacturer 
provides  a  20-year  guarantee 
covering  its  material. 

Prices  on  solid  vinyl  storms 
are  about  the  same  as  for  pre- 
mium aluminum  units.  You 
can  also  buy  aluminum  com- 
bination doors  and  windows 
with  a  baked-on  vinyl  finish. 

9.  Guaranteed  roofing.  Heavy, 
double-layer  construction  has 
made  it  possible  for  manufac- 
turers to  guarantee  asphalt 
shingles  for  up  to  25  years. 

Two  layers  of  mineral  gran- 
ules are  bonded  to  asphalt-im- 
pregnated felt.  Weight— the 
main  index  of  roofing's  dur- 
ability—goes up  about  15  per- 
cent over  older  shingles. 

Installation  is  easier,  saving 
time  and  money  on  labor.  Each 
shingle  has  dots  of  adhesive 
that  react  to  sun  light  and  weld 
it  to  the  roof.  Tests  have  prov 
en  the  adhesive  tenacious 
enough  to  withstand  120-mph 
hurricane  winds. 

Color  selection  is  bette 
than  ever,  and  you  can  choose 
from  a  wide  range  of  styles 
and  textures,  in  medium  anc 
upper  price  categories. 

10.  Solid  vinyl  gutters.  You  ma 
still  have  to  clean  out  a  bird 
nest  now  and  again,  but  plas 
tic  rain-carrying  equipmen 
eliminates  just  about  eve 
other  upkeep  headache  yo 
have  ever  associated  with  gut| 
ters  and  downspouts. 

Like  other  vinyl  products 
these  gutters  will  outlast  you 
mortgage  before  need  ing  pa  in 
or  repairs.  The  line  include^ 
four-and  five-inch  gutters, cor 
ners,  connectors,  spouts,  el 
bows,  hangers,  and  collector:] 
— all  in  white  only. 

Installation  can  be  a  do-it 
yourself  job.  The  vinyl  cut; 
easily  with  a  handsaw,  anc 
joins  with  cement  or  rivets 
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Prices  are  competitive  with 
heavy-gauge  aluminum  gut- 
ters. You  can  also  buy  flexible 
vinyl  roof  edging  that  has  an 
extruded  lip  to  throw  water 
away  from  sidewalls. 

11.  Translucent  garage  doors.  If 
you've  ever  tried  to  work  in  a 
dimly  lit  garage,  you  can  see 
one  of  the  big  advantages  of 
this  fiber  glass  panel  door. 
Dozens  of  white,  translucent 
inserts  add  up  to  a  wall  full  of 
shadow-free    illumination. 

The  effect  works  the  other 
way,  too.  At  night,  you  can  turn 
on  your  garage  light  and  show 
guests  a  driveway-wide  ap- 
proach to  the  house. 

The  %-inch-thick  fiber  glass 
panels  are  lighter  than  wood, 
and  shatterproof.  They  clean 
with  soap  and  water,  and  never 
need  painting— though  the 
sectional  wood  frame  will  re- 
quire brushwork  at  times. 

The  door  can  be  ordered  in 
all  standard  sizes,  ranging 
from  8X6V2  feet  for  single-ga- 
rage models  to  18x7  feet  for 
oversize    doubles. 

A  torsion-spring  counter- bal- 
ance means  the  door  can  be 
hand  or  motor  operated.  Price 
can  go  to  50  percent  more 
than  for  wood-panel  doors. 

12.  Multi-use  lavatory.  Larger  di- 
mensions and  a  spray  attach- 
ment equip  this  bathroom 
sink  for  several  additional 
jobs,  such  as  bathing  babies, 
laundering  delicate  hand- 
washables,  or  shampooing. 

The  hand-triggered,  flexible 
spray— a  takeoff  on  one  you 
might  have  in  the  kitchen— 
also  makes  short  work  of 
cleaning  the  sink.  An  extra- 
long  offset  faucet  swivels  com- 
pletely out  of  the  way. 

The  vitreous-china  basin 
measures  24x14x6%  inches 
deep,  and  has  a  sloping  back, 
like  a  miniature  bathtub.  It's 
designed  for  self-rimmed  in- 
stallation in  a  counter  top. 

The  unit  is  available  in  three 
models,  without  or  with  the 
spray.  Colors  include  white, 
avocado,  tan,  pink,  light  blue, 
and  light  green,  as  well  as  the 
vivid  gold  shown  here.  Price 
and  installation  charges  are 
about  what  you'd  pay  for 
a  kitchen  sink. 

13.  Skid-resistant  bathtubs.  Tex- 
tured finishes  make  tub  bot- 
toms safer  for  showering,  and 
soaking.  This  embossed,  non- 


skid  pattern  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  tub's  baked-enamel 
coating,  so  it  can't  wear  or 
wash    off. 

It's  easy  to  clean  and  com- 
fortable to  stand  or  sit  on. 
Several  manufacturers  have 
made  skid-proof  surfaces 
standard  features  of  their 
higher-priced  tubs,  and  low- 
priced  options  on  others. 

Another  safety  feature  is 
now  more  widely  available- 
sturdy  handrails  inset  into  the 
tub's  sides.  These  were  orig- 
inally developed  for  institu- 
tional fixtures,  and  have  been 
included  in  the  design  of  at- 
tractive, home-style  bathtubs.

Don't  set- 
tle for  look-alike  walls  jammed  with  cabinets  above  and 
below  a  ribbon  of  counter.  Forget  the  old-fashioned  "work 
triangle"  that  made  all  kitchens  act  alike.  That's  now  as 
obsolete  as  the  25-pound  bag  of  all-purpose  flour,  or  the 
peck  of  potatoes  sprouting  underneath  the  sink. 

When  you  redo  your  kitchen  today,  there  are  more 
choices  than  you  ever  dreamed  possible.  But  if  you're  a 
smart  shopper,  you  won't  overbuy  or  make  a  hasty  pur- 
chase. You'll  search  the  market  for  only  those  kitchen 
items  you  really  need  and  will  use. 

How  do  you  bring  discipline  and  order  into  the  typical 
overcrowded  kitchen?  The  editors  of  Better  Homes  and 
Gardens  build  this  one  for  absolute  usefulness  plus  exuber- 
ant color  and  imaginative  design. 

The  gourmet  w^|  is  planned  for  the  family  that  loves 
to  entertain.  A  full-length  folding  door  behind  the  sink 
provides  living-room  access  to  the  serving  bar.  Here  you 
can  create  hois  d'oeuvres,  pastries,  holiday  specials,  for- 
mal dinners,  and  "from-scratch"  family  favorites.  Your 
staff  of  helpers  includes  a  self-cleaning  oven  with  keep- 
warm  food  drawers  below  that  you  dial  for  dry  or  moist 
heat  ...  a  glass-topped  double  surface  unit  .  .  .  and  a  sep- 
arate tap  for  instant  boiling  water. 

There's  a  full-length  pantry  beside  the  oven  for  party 
servers  and  centerpieces;  bakeware  compartments  behind 
doors  and  inside  drawers;  white  plastic  food  bins  just 
above  the  work  top;  and  shallow  shelves  for  storing  recipe 
ingredients  one-row-deep  behind  sliding  floors. 


If  you're  hesitating  about  replacing  those  ten-year-old 
appliances  because  they  still  work  well,  wait  no  longer. 
Even  at  their  peak  performance,  older  models  simply 
can't  compare  with  today's  technically  advanced  equip- 
ment. With  these  revolutionary  appliances,  you  not  only 
save  time  every  day-  you  need  less  storage  and  work 
space,  and  fewer  kitchen  utensils  and  gadgets. 

In  the  example  above,  a  portable  dishwasher  serves  as 
a  mobile  work  center,  too.  It's  quiet,  needs  no  installation, 
and  loads  from  the  front,  thus  leaving  the  top  free.

The  two  complete  landscape  plans  we 
show  are  for  typical  homes— one  for  a  65- 
foot-wide  lot,  the  other  for  a  90-footer.  You 
can  adapt  the  three-year  budget  that  fits 
your  purse,  as  well  as  the  landscape  ideas 
that  suit  your  garden.  Or,  extend  the 
budget  period  to  five  years. 

If  you  know  exactly  what  you  want,  plan 
your  own  garden  or  ask  the  aid  of  a  local 
garden  center  or  nursery.  Many  landscape 
architects  draw  up  a  complete  plan  (for  a 
specified  fee)  with  the  understanding  that 
the  homeowner  will  do  all  building  and 
planting.  This,  assures  a  workable  plan. 

Plants  come  in  a  wide  range  of  sizes  and 
prices,  so  choose  items  that  best  fit  your 
pocketbook.  You  can  decide  to  spend 
more  for  certain  large  plants  that  fill  some 
specific,  immediate  need  and  buy  small 
plants  for  other  garden  areas.  Or  you  could 
buy  all  small  plants  and  wait  for  them  to 
grow  to  serviceable  sizes.  If  privacy 
screens  of  wood  prove  too  costly,  for  a 
modest  sum  you  can  gain  seclusion  with 
shrub  borders  or  trimmed  hedges.  What- 
ever your  choices,  get  started  now  with 
your  planting  and  building  program. 

The  items  illustrated  at  right  are  for 
quick  price  reference.  Multiply  the  num- 
ber of  square  yards  in  your  proposed  patio 
by  the  price  listed  for  your  paving  choice, 
and  you  have  a  rough  estimate  of  the  cost. 
Determine  the  length  (in  feet)  of  fence  or 
privacy  screen  you  need,  and  divide  by 
six  (length  of  the  panels  we  priced).  Then 
multiply  by  cost  given  for  the  type  you 
chose.  All  prices  are  for  material  only— 
you  supply  labor.  If  you  have  units  built, 
the  cost  nearly  doubles.  Prices  quoted  on 
plants  do  not  include  planting.

This  is  the  year  to  concentrate  on  privacy  for  the  rear  garden  and  to 
create  a  play  area  for  the  children  (if  you  don't  need  a  play  area,  this 
would  be  an  excellent  spot  for  a  cutting  and  salad  garden,  or  a  quiet 
retreat).

Spend  a  few  dollars  of  your  flower  budget  money  on  the  seed  of 
annuals— such  as  marigolds  and  zinnias— and  the  remainder  on 
perennials.  Feed  trees  and  shrubs  each  spring  to  get  maximum 
sturdy  growth  for  quick  shade,  privacy,  and  bountiful  bloom.

Get  busy  with  your  second  year's  budget  to  complete  the  front  land- 
scape, enclose  the  rear  garden  with  a  shielding  shrub  border,  and 
build  a  privacy  screen  and  large  tool  and  patio-equipment  storage 
unit.  With  a  comparatively  large  landscape  budget  such  as  this,  you 
can  buy  large  balled-and-burlappsd  plants  that  will  give  you  imme- 
diate service  and  beauty.  The  short  sections  of  privacy  screen  tie  in 
with  the  storage  unit.  Together,  they  screen  off  the  service  area

THREE  TASTY 
MEALS  FROM  ONE 
PORK  ROAST

Since  about  25  percent  of  your  food  dollar  is  prob- 
ably spent  on  meat,  it  makes  sense  to  brush  up  on 
meat  buymanship.  We'll  show  you  how  to  make 
your  meat  dollar  go  further— and  without  always 
settling  for  cheaper  cuts  or  interminable  look-alike 
leftovers— or  compromising,  ever,  on  your  family's 
likes  and  nutritional  needs.  Think  big!  Be  alert  to 
your  meatman's  specials  on  larger  cuts  of  meat, 
then  make  the  most  of  every  ounce. 

The  sketch  below,  and  those  on  the  following 
pages,  show  you  how  some  of  these  larger  cuts  can 
be  divided  to  make  two  or  three  different  fresh- 
cooked  meals.  Count  on  your  freezer  to  store  the 
meat  you  won't  be  using  immediately. 

Call  on  the  expert  assistance  of  your  meatman 
if  it's  necessary  to  cut  through  bone.  (You  can  do 
some  of  the  other  cutting  at  home.)

The  sketch  above  shows  you  how  to  divide  a 
blade  pork  loin  roast.  We  suggest  purchasing  three 
roasts,  about  4  to  £}  ->  pounds  each,  and  dividing 
them  to  make  the  three  recipes  at  right. 

Ask  your  meatman  to  do  the  cutting.  First,  re- 
move and  discard  the  backbone  from  each  roast. 
Cut  off  the  blade  piece  (1),  and  remove  the  back 
ribs  (2);  a  boneless  loin  remains  (3). 

For  one  meal,  blade  pieces  and  ribs  can  be  com- 
bined and  used  for  Best  Barbecued  Ribs— tangy 
with  a  savory  blend  of  seasonings.  For  another 
meal,  use  one  of  the  three  boneless  loins;  cut  it 
into  six  1-inch-thick  slices,  forming  boneless  chops 
for  Corn  Crusted  Chops.  Coat  the  meat  with  corn- 
flake crumbs  and  a  bit  of  basil;  serve  with  fresh 
or  frozen  Brussels  sprouts. 

For  still  another  meal,  the  two  remaining  loins 
can  be  roasted— either  individually  or  tied  to- 
gether as  they  are  here  for  our  elegant  Roast 
Pork  Orange.  This  marvelous  roast  is  basted  with 
a  brown  sugar-orange  glaze,  and  served  with 
gravy  that's  brimming  with  fresh  orange  wedges.

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Sunshine  Aspic;  Tomato  Zip 

When  a  large  can  of  tomato  juice  is  a  good  buy,  let  it  do  double 
duty.  Use  half  the  juice  in  a  molded  salad  with  lemon  gelatin,  sea- 
sonings, and  thinly  sliced  hard-cooked  eggs.  Use  the  remaining  half 
for  jazzy  hot  tomato  appetizers. 


Macaroni  Shells  Florentine 

Costly  ingredients  aren't  necessary  to  make  an  exotic  foreign  main 
dish.  Jumbo  macaroni  shells  star  in  this  meatless  casserole  that 
serves  8  to  10.  You  stuff'  the  shells  with  a  chopped  spinach-cottage 
cheese  mixture,  then  bake  them  in  a  creamy  smooth  Parmesan  sauce.

If  you're  a  shopper  who  keeps  a  keen  eye  on  the 
food  budget,  you  should  remember  that  what 
really  counts  is  the  price  per  pound  of  usable  meat- 
excluding  the  waste  portions  of  fat  and  bone. 
Half  a  smoked  ham  is  generally  a  bargain,  since 
even  the  bone  is  usable.  We've  chosen  a  fully- 
cooked  butt  half,  weighing  between  7  and  8  pounds, 
to  make  the  three  dishes  at  right.  (If  you  prefer, 
the  shank  half  would  serve  equally  well.) 


The  sketch  above  shows  you  how  to  divide  the 
half  ham.  Ask  your  meatman  to  cut  off  a  two- 
inch-thick  center  slice  (1).  You  can  do  the  rest  at 
home:  cut  a  boneless  piece  from  the  ham  (2),  leav- 
ing a  bone-in  piece  (3). 

Ham  with  Sweet-Sour  Nectarines  is  a  glamorous 
way  to  serve  the  center-cut  ham  slice.  You  bake 
it,  then  just  before  serving,  add  nectarine  slices 
to  the  tart-sweet  sauce.  (Another  time,  you  might 
want  to  substitute  fresh  or  frozen  peach  slices  for 
the  nectarines.) 

For  Ham  and  Cheddar  Rice,  cut  the  boneless 
piece  of  ham  into  slices,  as  indicated  in  the  sketch. 
The  slices  are  broiled  and  served  atop  the  green- 
and-gold  rice  medley  featuring  green  onion,  pars- 
ley, and  shredded  natural  cheddar  cheese. 

Uncut,  this  boneless  piece  is  also  ideal  for  bak- 
ing, perhaps  with  a  mustard  or  marmalade  glaze. 
You  might  prefer  to  cut  it  into  cubes  or  strips  to 
use  in  a  fruit  salad,  or  in  a  sour  cream-paprika 
sauce  over  wide  noodles— or  skewer  cubes  wfth 
pineapple  chunks  and  green  pepper  squares  for 
barbecue  or  appetizer  kabobs. 

The  bone-in  piece  offers  a  number  of  possibili* 
ties,  too.  You  make  use  of  bone  and  all  in  Split 
Pea  Soup.  Begin  with  split  peas,  the  ham,  and  sea- 
sonings, and  simmer  them  together  slowly  to  blend 
all  flavois.  Add  chopped  celery  and  carrot  and 
simmer-  still  longer.  Your  family  will  find  it  hard 
to  wait  for  this  delectable  old-fashioned  soup. 

You  might  separate  meat  from  bone  and  finely 
dice  or  grind  it  for  a  molded  luncheon  salad,  a  ham- 
filled  souffle*  or  omelet,  or  a  dainty  tea  or  hearty 
hero  sandwich.

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Tiny  Pineapple  Upside-Down  Cakes 

A  one-layer  size  cake  mix  is  almost  all  you  need  to  make  eight  indi- 
vidual turned-ovei  treats  that  are  pretty  enough  for  a  party.  Raked 
in  custard  cups,  these  little  tropical-flavored  cakes  are  trimmed 
with  pineapple  tidbits  and  maraschino  cherries.

ONE  TURKEY- 
TRIPLE  DIVIDENDS 

Continued 

Whether  your  family  is  large  or  small,  you  can 
take  advantage  of  turkey  for  year-round  menu 
magic  at  a  lower-than-you'd-think  price.  You'll 
find  most  turkey  in  your  market  is  frozen— either 
as  the  whole  bird  or  as  rolled  turkey  roasts.  Turkey 
roasts  are  boneless  and  available  with  all  white 
meat  or  with  part  white  and  part  dark  meat. 
The  larger  whole  birds  — those  18  pounds  and  over 
—  are  often  particularly  good  buys. 
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The  sketch  above  shows  how  to  cut  a  20-pound 
frozen  whole  turkey  to  make  the  three  luscious 
recipes  at  right. 

Ask  your  meatman  to  cut  frozen  turkey  in  half 
lengthwise,  along  breast  bone,  making  two  identi- 
cal halves  (1).  Then  cut  one  half  again,  crosswise 
between  wing  and  thigh,  giving  one  quarter  with 
mostly  white  meat  (2),  and  one  quarter  with 
mostly  dark  (3).  Select  one  portion  to  thaw  and 
cook;  return  others  to  freezer  immediately. 

You'll  surely  want  to  roast  that  turkey  half, 
and  serve  the  large  white  and  dark  meat  slices 
either  hot  or  cold  along  with  our  Fiesta  Corn  Bake. 
This  recipe  is  scalloped  corn  with  a  new  flavor 
twist:  diced  carrots  and  sliced  ripe  olives.  You 
bake  it  with  a  buttered  crumb  topper  and  perky 
ripe  olive  "star"— great  for  a  buffet. 

For  Turkey  Cocktail,  roast  the  white  meat  quarter 
of  the  turkey,  then  cut  meat  into  cubes.  This  appe- 
tizer is  a  cousin  of  the  shrimp  cocktail,  and  just,  as 
party-special.  Each  serving  features  large  cubes  of 
the  cold  cooked  turkey,  along  with  celery  slices 
nestled  in  a  lettuce  cup,  then  drizzled  with  a  tangy 
cocktail  sauce. 

Use  the  meat  from  the  roasted  dark  meat  quar- 
ter (plus  any  turkey  remaining  from  the  other 
meals)  to  grind  for  this  Top-Notch  Turkey  Loaf. 
A  dash  of  herbs  adds  flavor,  and  a  creamy  pimiento 
sauce  adds  color  to  this  meaty  loaf. 

Don't  forget  budget-stretching  chicken,  either 
— especially  the  tender  young  broiler-fryers.  Roast 
as  is,  or  cut  up  and  use  white  breast  meat  for  a 
company  main  dish,  legs  and  thighs  for  frying  or 
barbecuing,  and  bony  pieces  for  soup.

A  beef  roast— an  all-time  favorite— can  fit  into  any 
family  spending  plan,  depending  on  which  cut 
you  purchase.  For  a  penny-wise  purchase  that 
tastes  extravagantly  good,  select  a  full-flavored 
blade  pot  roast,  also  called  a  seven-bone  roast. 
We've  chosen  a  four-  to  five-pound  beef  blade  pot 
roast  to  divide  for  these  two  main  dishes  shown  at 
right.  Of  course,  they're  an  even  better  buy  if  you 
find  the  beef  roast  on  "special." 


The  sketch  above  shows  how  to  divide  the  roast. 
Have  the  meatman  cut  it  crosswise  at  the  tip  of 
the  blade  bone  (the  one  shaped  like  the  number 
seven).  This  gives  you  a  large,  bone-in  piece  (1), 
and  a  smaller,  boneless  piece  (2).  Ask  your  meat- 
man to  grind  the  boneless  piece  for  you— or,  if  you 
have  a  grinder,  you  may  choose  to  do  it  yourself. 

Use  the  bone-in  piece  for  the  handsome  Mush- 
room Pot  Roast— company  fare  that  will  please 
even  the  heartiest  appetites.  First,  you  brown  the 
roast;  then  let  it  simmer  with  sliced  onion,  catsup, 
sherry,  garlic,  mustard,  and  herbs.  It  practically 
minds  itself.  Before  serving,  you  make  the  luscious 
mushroom  gravy;  you'll  have  plenty  to  serve  over 
the  roast  and  to  pass  with  whipped  or  oven- 
browned  potatoes,  too. 

If  your  family  is  small,  you  can  divide  the 
bone-in  piece  before  cooking  it.  Cut  through  the 
center  of  the  roast,  along  the  natural  "seam,"  to 
form  two  smaller  roasts.  One  portion  could  be 
used  for  pot  roast,  and  the  other  for  Swiss  steak. 

Oregano-onion-catsup-sparked  ground  beef  (spe- 
cially ground  from  that  boneless  beef)  and  shred- 
ded cheese-worcestershire  topper  team  up  in  a  pasT 
try  shell  to  make  this  jazzy  Cheeseburger  Pie  a 
royal  success.  Be  sure  to  serve  it  with  plenty  of  dill 
or  sweet  pickle  slices  and  extra  catsup  to  enhance 
that  memorable  flavor. 

Another  time,  cut  the  boneless  piece  of  meat 
into  cubes  or  strips  instead  of  grinding  it,  and  use 
in  an  herbed  beef  stew,  an  Oriental  beef-pea  pod 
medley,  or  your  own  variation  of  classic  beef 
stroganoff .  Or,  cook  it  for  a  he-man  salad  or  a 
meat-and-noodle  casserole.

Fancy  figuring  isn't  necessary  to  discover  that 
ground  meats  are  hard  to  beat  for  economy  and 
versatility.  Choose  ground  beef,  ham,  lamb,  01 
veal --or  a  combination  of  two  or  more  of  these. 
You  can  purchase  meat  already  ground  and  pack- 
aged, have  your  meatman  grind  it  specially  for 
you,  or  grind  it  yourself  at  home.  Whether  you're 
searching  for  an  easy  family  main  dish,  planning 
a  patio  luncheon,  or  feeding  a  crowd,  ground  meat 
can  be  your  solution. 

Just  one  skillet  is  needed  for  Spanish  Noodles. 
Begin  this  robust  main  dish  with  browned  ground 
beef,  then  combine  it  with  onion,  tomatoes,  green 
pepper,  and  chili  sauce.  Add  uncooked  noodles; 
cover,  and  let  them  cook  right  along  with  the 
other  skillet  ingredients.  Before  serving,  stir  in 
crisp  crumbled  bacon.  Your  family  is  sure  to  love 
this  easy  "new  idea"  version  of  Spanish  rice. 

Use  ground  cooked  ham  and  ground  beef  for 
Ham  Squares,  a  sprightly  luncheon  dish.  When  you 
serve  it  with  creamy  curried  peas,  you  have  both 
meat  and  vegetable  in  one.  All  you  need  to  com- 
plete the  meal  is  a  bit  of  fruit— perhaps  spiced 
peaches— hot  rolls,  and  iced  coffee  or  tea. 

You'll  think  Beef  Sausage  Balls  are  worth  a 
king's  ransom— but  they  save  both  pennies  and 
work.  Meatballs  can  be  shaped  ahead  (they're  a 
special  combination  of  ground  beef  and  pork 
sausage),  then  popped  into  the  oven  to  bake.  Serve 
in  the  center  of  a  Parmesan  Grits  Ring.  You  begin 
this  ahead  of  time,  too,  then  bake  it  along  with 
the  meatballs.  Drizzle  with  the  tomato  sauce, 
spiked  with  green  onion  and  Worcestershire,  and 
you  have  a  crowd-pleaser  at  minimum  cost. 

Get  to  know  ground  meats— become  familiar 
with  the  different  types  that  are  available  and 
select  meat  for  its  cooking  puipose,  not  just  for 
price  alone. 

You're  likely  to  find  three  types  of  ground  beef 
at  your  market.  Meat  labeled  hamburger  usually 
contains  a  fairly  high  amount  of  fat.  Patties  made 
with  this  meat  will  be  full-flavored  and  moist,  al- 
though you  can  expect  shrinkage. 

Ground  chuck,  generally  considered  an  all-pur- 
pose meat,  is  well-suited  for  most  ground  beef 
recipes.  It  is  cut  from  the  shoulder,  and  will  shrink 
less  in  cooking  than  hamburger  because  of  the  low- 
er fat  content. 

Ground  round  steak,  which  is  leanest  of  all  and 
slightly  higher  in  price,  is  great  for  calorie  count- 
ers. To  make  patties  juicier,  you  might  want  to 
add  a  little  ground  suet. 

To  make  meatballs  and  meat  loaves  more  in- 
teresting, substitute  a  little  ground  cooked  ham, 
ground  veal,  or  ground  lamb  for  some  of  the  beef  in 
your  favorite  recipe.  Or,  use  a  combination  of 
ground  meats  to  make  patties  or  croquettes— 
you'll  find  it  fun  to  be  creative.

"T  am  not  sure  that  in  a  great  state  it  is  capable  of  a 
*-  remedy;  nor  that  the  evil  is  in  itself  always  so  great 
as  it  is  represented. 

"Suppose  we  include  in  the  definition  of  luxury 
all  unnecessary  expense,  and  then  let  us  consider 
whether  laws  to  prevent  such  expense  are  possible  to 
be  executed  in  a  great  country,  and  whether,  if  they 
could  be  executed,  our  people  generally  would  be 
happier,  or  even  richer. 

"Is  not  the  hope  of  being  one  day  able  to  purchase 
and  enjoy  luxuries,  a  great  spur  to  labour  and  in- 
dustry? 

"May  not  luxury,  therefore,  produce  more  than 
it  consumes,  if,  without  such  a  spur,  people  would 
be,  as  they  are  naturally  enough  inclined  to  be,  lazy 
and  indolent?  To  this  purpose  I  remember  a  circum- 
stance. 

"The  skipper  of  a  shallop,  employed  between 
Cape  May  and  Philadelphia,  had  done  us  some 
small  service,  for  which  he  refused  to  be  paid.  My 
wife,  understanding  that  he  had  a  daughter,  sent 
her  a  present  of  a  new-fashioned  cap. 

''''Three  years  after,  this  skipper  being  at  my 
house  with  an  old  farmer  of  Cape  May,  his  passen- 
ger, he  mentioned  the  cap,  and  how  much  his 
daughter  had  been  pleased  with  it. 

"  'But'    (said  he)  'it  proved  a  dear  cap  to  our 
congregation.' 
"How  so?" 

"  'When  my  daughter  appeared  with  it  at  meet- 
ing, it  was  so  much  admired,  that  all  the  girls  re- 
solved to  get  such  caps  from  Philadelphia,  and  my 
wife  and  I  computed  that  the  whole  could  not 
have  cost  less  than  a  hundred  pounds.'' 

"  'True',  (said  the  farmer)  'but  you  do  not  tell 
all  the  story.  I  think  the  cap  was  nevertheless  an 
advantage  to  us;  for  it  was  the  first  thing  that  put 
our  girls  upon  knitting  worsted  mittens  for  sale  at 
Philadelphia,  that  they  might  have  wherewithal 
to  buy  caps  and  ribbons  there;  and  you  know  that 
the  industry  has  continued,  and  is  likely  to  con-

tinue  and  increase  to  a  much  greater  value,  and 
answer  better  purposes.' 

"Upon  the  whole,  I  was  more  reconciled  to  this 
little  piece  of  luxury,  since  not  only  the  girls  were 
made  happier  by  having  fine  caps,  but  the  Phila- 
delphians  by  the  supply  of  warm  mittens." 

"Poor  Richard"  put  his  finger  on  this  simple  key  to 
an  expanding  economy  over  200  years  ago.  So,  isn't  it 
strange  to  find  people— well-meaning  people— in  this 
country  today  who  still  frown  on  the  luxuries  most 
of  us  work  to  enjoy?  They  want  the  government 
to  restrict  the  broad  range  of  products  and  services 
in  the  marketplace.  And  to  cut  back  on  advertising 
because  it  makes  people  want  things  they  don't  need. 

Don't  need?  Well,  of  course,  no  little  girl  needs 
a  bow  in  her  hair.  Yet,  Mary  Murphy  will  forever 
top  off  the  apple  of  her  eye  with  a  ribbon.  And 
where  would  the  ribbon  factories  be  without  her? 
And  the  ribbon  clerks? 

It  is  just  this  very  human  desire  to  add  the  little 
frills  to  our  living  that  has  created  our  jobs  and  our 
prosperity  .  .  .  the  ribbon  factories  and  automobile 
factories  and  television  factories . .  .  and  the  most 
dynamic  economy  in  man's  history.  Shouldn't  we 
be  careful  about  how  we  tinker  with  the  forces  that 
have  created  all  this?  Because  the  simple,  troubling 
truth  is,  nobody  knows  for  sure  how  far  you  can 
regulate  our  economy  without  damaging  it.

everyone  sees.  Here  are  two  important  pointers  about  equip 
ment  that  can  save  you  trouble  now  and  money  later. 


Self-cleaning  humidifier.  This  steam-action  humidifier  is 
brand  new  on  the  market.  Water  flows  into  the  plastic 
reservoir  and  is  changed  to  steam  by  the  electric  heating 
element  inside.  The  steam  then  joins  the  air  flow  in  the  ducts 
as  comforting  humidity.  But  the  real  news  is  that  the  unit 
cleans  itself.  A  timer  automatically  starts  a  flush  cycle 
which  scrubs  the  reservoir  free  of  all  the  gritty  mineral  de- 
posits left  from  evaporating  water.  Solids  go  down  the  drain 
at  right  instead  of  collecting  and  clogging. 


Higher  housepower.  When  you're  building  or  remodeling,  the 
best  advice  on  electrical  service  is:  plan  plenty.  This  ser- 
vice entrance  in  a  four-year-old  house  still  has  room  for  ad- 
ditional circuits,  even  though  a  circuit  for  a  central  air-con- 
ditioning system  was  added  only  two  years  ago.  The  point  is 
you'll  never  need  fewer  circuits,  and  the  cost  of  extra 
capacity  is  never  lower  than  when  you  build  or  remodel. 
How  can  you  tell  you're  getting  enough?  Talk  with  your 
contractor  and  your  local  electric  utility  company.

equipped  with  "typical"  options  (V-8  engine,  automatic- 
transmission,  and  power  steering)  cost  about  $450  more  new 
than  an  identical  six-cylinder  model  with  standard  trans- 
mission and  manual  steering.  Today  it  will  bring  an  average 
of  $255  more  as  a  trade-in. 

Investment  in  a  hardtop  over  a  standard  sedan  may  actually 
accrue  dividends  by  the  time  you  sell.  In  some  cases,  the 
$50  spread  between  these  cars  on  the  showroom  floor  will 
have  grown  to  $75  or  more  when,  several  years  later,  they 
sit  side  by  side  on  the  used-car  lot.  And  a  vinyl  top  will  en- 
hance the  hardtop  even  more. 

Such  is  seldom  the  case  for  the  convertible.  The  buyer 
of  a  new  convertible  should  expect  to  lose  most,  if  not  all, 
of  the  extra  money  spent  for  this  car  over  a  hardtop.  Station 
wagons,  while  they  hold  their  value  better  than  convertibles, 
generally  don't  bring  as  much  proportionately  at  trade-in 
time  as  hardtops  and  sedans.  That's  because  wagons  are  used 
more  like  trucks  than  cars  and  consequently  show  their  age 
at  trade-in  time.  A  cream  puff  wagon  (rare  though  it  may  be) 
will  command  a  good  price  at  trade-in  time. 

A  basic  eight-cylinder  engine  (not  one  of  the  high  perform- 
ance versions)  is  a  better  buy  than  a  six.  After  a  few  years, 
you  can  expect  to  recoup  most  or  all  of  the  additional  amount 
you  pay  for  the  eight.  In  certain  one-to-two-year-old  models 
(full-size  sedans  and  station  wagons)  the  V-8  may  actually 
bring  more  than  it  cost  new. 

Air  conditioning  is  fast  becoming  a  desirable  option  in  all 


climates.  You  can  expect  your  investment  in  factory-in- 
stalled air  conditioning  to  depreciate  by  about  $50  per  year, 
a  low  "rental"  figure  for  this  comfort. 

Which  options  retain  their  value  best?  An  eight-cylinder 
engine,  power  steering,  automatic  transmission,  and  air 
conditioning  in  that  order,  according  to  the  used-car  experts. 
Significantly,  National  Automobile  Dealers  Used  Car  Guide 
now  includes  these  options  in  the  basic  price  quoted  for  some 
used  cars.  The  absence  of  such  equipment  on  these  cars, 
usually  in  the  medium  and  high  bracket,  makes  them  less 
desirable  and  therefore  more  difficult  to  sell.  Then  a  sum  is 
deducted  from  the  Guide's  appraisal  figure. 

There  are  certain  options  that  have  little  or  no  bearing 
on  the  resale  price  of  your  car.  Power  brakes,  power  seats, 
electric  windows,  automatic  headlight  dimmers,  and  certain 
other  options  contribute  to  your  comfort  and  convenience, 
but  do  not  significantly  enhance  the  value  of  a  used  car. 
In  fact,  some  options  are  regarded  cautiously  by  used-car 
buyers  because  of  the  increased  chance  of  mechanical  trouble 
after  a  few  years  of  use.

Plant  narcissus  bulbs.  Septem- 
ber is  none  too  soon  to  plan 
your  plantings  and  order  spring- 
flowering  bulbs.  The  old  story 
of  the  early  bird  getting  the 
fattest  worm  holds  true  when 
it   comes  to  sending  in  orders. 

If  gardening  is  a  hobby  new 
to  you,  nothing  succeeds  as  well 
as  bulbs.  You  poke  them  in  the 
ground,  give  them  a  reasonably 
good  soil  and  water,  and  they 
are  bound  to  grow  and  bloom 
for  you.  In  fact,  certain  mem- 
bers of  the  narcissus  tribe  will 
grow  and  bloom  whether  you 
have  them  planted  in  soil  or 
not.  Witness  paper  whites 
blooming  bravely  in  a  dish  of 
moist  pebbles  indoors,  or  hya- 
cinths growing  in  nothing  but  a 
glass  of  water. 

September  is  the  time  to 
start  thinking  of  bulb  combina- 
tions in  containers  for  they  can 
be  mixed  or  matched  as  you 
wish.  The  advantage  of  nar- 
cissus grown  in  containers  is 
that  you  can  place  them  where 
you  want  and  move  them 
about  at  will  group  them  on 
the  patio,  or  Hank  a  door  with 
them.  This  frees  outdoor  beds 
for  early  spring  planting  of 
summer  annuals,  and  you  avoid 
the  job  of  working  around  un- 
sightly bulb  foliage. 

Fragrant  jonquils  and  so- 
called  China  lilies  'extremely 
early  blooming  members  of  the 
narcissus  family)  offer  the  ad- 
vantage of  deep,  penetrating 
perfume  as  well  as  early  color. 
When  planting  spring-bloom- 
ing narcissus  in  containers, 
plant  the  largest  bulbs  that  you 
can  buy.  This  assures  your  get- 
ting the  maximum  number  of 
blooms  in  minimum  space.

use  a  shovel  handle  to  measure. 
Set  the  plant  in  place  and  posi- 
tion to  vertical  by  adding  soil 
under  the  low  side.  Firm  en- 
riched soil  around  the  ball  un- 
til hole  is  three-fourths  filled. 
Then  run  water  in  the  hole  un- 
til it  is  filled  to  the  top.  Allow 
this  to  soak  in  before  filling 
with  soil.  Leave  a  depression 
around  the  plant  to  form  a 
shallow  reservoir  to  aid  in  fu- 
ture waterings.  Water  as  need- 
ed to  keep  the  soil  moist  during 
the  first  year. 

And' don't  worry  about  the 
burlap  when  you  set  the  plant 
in  the  ground.  Just  be  sure  to 
untie  the  twine  from  around 
the  main  stem  and  fold  the  bur- 
lap back  from  the  stem  after 
the  root  ball  is  well  seated  in 
the  planting  hole. 
Ready-made  soil.  While  com- 
posting is  an  old-time  garden 
practice,  you  seldom  see  a  city 
gardener  with  a  compost  heap. 
Composting  should  be  a  law  of 
the  land,  especially  in  these 
days  of  shortages  of  leaf  mold 
and  other  organic  materials. 

There  was  a  time  when  you 
could  take  a  Sunday-afternoon 
drive  in  the  country  and  scoop 
up  burlap  sackfuls  of  pungent, 
bacteria-laden  humus  from  be- 
neath the  oak  tree.  But,  with 
30,000,000  residents  scattered 
throughout  the  West,  such 
sources  have  disappeared.  The 
answer  is  to  make  your  own  in 
your  backyard.  You  can  hide 
your  compost  bin  in  an  out-of- 
the-way  corner  of  your  garden. 
Its  size  depends  on  your  needs 
and  your  ambition,  but  should 
be  at  least  three  feet  deep  and 
three  feet  square.  Form  a  three- 
sided  box  of  redwood  boards, 
concrete  blocks,  or  even  wire 
garden  fence  supported  by  \  j  - 
inch  reinforcing  rod  woven 
through  mesh  and  pounded 
into  ground. 


Build  your  compost  in  layers  by 
putting  in  about  a  foot  of  plant 
residues,  an  inch  of  soil,  and  a 
handful  of  plant  food.  Keep 
adding  layers  as  the  season 
progresses  until  the  bin  is  filled. 


Turn  the  material  in  the  bin 
every  other  month  so  the  bac- 
teria that  are  doing  the  work 
get  a  constant  supply  of  air. 

If  your  compost  should  start 
putting  out  some  unpleasant 
odors,  sprinkle  it  with  calcium 
polysulfide -available  at  gar- 
den centers.  Your  compost  is 
ready  to  use  when  it  is  rich, 
black,  and  crumbly.  It  takes 
anywhere  from  three  months 
to  a  year  to  reach  a  usable  state 
—  the  longei  the  better. 
Enjoy  spring  in  midwinter.  If 
those  of  you  living  in  the  mild- 
winter  sections  of  California 
take  action  now,  you'll  be  en- 
joying sweet  peas  this  winter. 
September-sown  sv  eel  peas 
grow  best  during  the  coo]  win- 
ter months  in  these  areas. 

Be  sure  to  get  ^-^\  of  the 
early-flowering  kinds  for  they 
give  you  bloom  by  February 
and  continue  to  yield  color 
through  spring  and  on  into 
mid-May  or  later.  Varieties 
available  today  are  far  superior 
to  old  standard  types. 

The  Zvolaneb  multiflora 
sweet  peas  led  the  way  in  giv- 
ing five  to  seven  flowers  per 
stem  instead  of  the  four  you 
could  expect  on  older  varieties. 
Soon  afterward  the  beautiful 
Cuthbertson  fioribundas  and 
the  Galaxy  series  reached  the 
market.  Today  they  are  avail- 
able in  bush  types  as  well  as 
the  regular  vining  kinds.  The 
Knee-Hi  strain  doesn't  need 
any  stakes  or  ties  since  they 
grow  only  a  couple  of  feet  tall.

chemicals. 

The  best  time  to  plant  new 
lawns  from  seed  is  during  Sep 
tember  and  October.  But 
where  time  and  maintenance 
costs  are  factors,  you'll  un 
doubtedly  find  it  better  to  buy 
"instant  turf"  from  a  nursery 
It  has  been  proved  here  in  the 
West  that  well-grown  sod  costs 
very  little  more  in  the  long  run 
than  seeding. 


Whether  you  choose  to  grow 
your  sweet  peas  tall  or  short, 
the  main  thing  is  to  plant  them 
in  a  sunny  location  protected 
from  strong  winds.  That's  why 
a  south  wall  is  great.  All  the 
heat  possible  is  needed  during 
the  winter  months.  Equally  im- 
portant is  good  drainage,  for 
winter  rains  or  overwatering 
can  cause  these  seeds  to  rot. 
It's  true  that  sweet  peas  will

Life  in  a  rectangular  box  can  be  monoto- 
nous— so  why  not  relieve  that  suffocating 
sameness  with  some  add-on  architecture?

6.  Change  filters.

Clean  dust  and  lint  out  of 
wall  and  floor  heaters 
periodically,  too.

BOOKS  AND  TV 

IN  ONE 

NEAT  PACKAGE 


This  contemporary  unit  combines  a  home  of- 
fice with  TV-library  storage  space,  all  on  one 
wall.  The  supporting  framework,  of  lxl-inch 
metal  box-section  tubing,  was  made  in  a 
welding  shop.  The  sliding-door  cabinets  are 
constructed  from  1-inch  pine  in  simple  box 
construction.  Sliding  doors  arc  made  of  hard- 
board  or  quarter-inch  plywood,  with  nylon 
runners.  The  desk  works  both  as  a  home  of- 
fice center  and  as  a  snack  bar  during  the  late, 
late  show.  Extending  the  horizontal  design 
behind  the  desk  is  a  bulletin  board. 


This  custom-look  book  and  TV  center  was 
simpler  to  build  than  it  looks.  The  basic  1- 
inch  knotty  pine  framework  was  toenailed 
into  floor  and  ceiling.  Then  the  waist-high 
center  section  was  fitted  into  place  along 
with  the  upright  dividers.  Adjustable  metal 
shelf  hangers  were  screwed  to  upright  divid- 
ers. Shelves  were  made  of  1-inch  pine  boards 
cut  to  length  and  placed  at  desired  heights 
on  adjustable  side  brackets. 

The  projecting  TV  stand  was  designed  for 
use  as  a  desk  when  portable  is  removed. 


When  the  Martin  Hitzigs  of  Miami,  Florida, 
converted  their  garage  into  a  family  room, 
this  entertainment  center  was  built  into  the 
former  garage  door  recess.  Basic  box  con- 
struction was  used  in  building  the  counter- 
top  cabinet.  The  TV— flanked  by  stereo, 
speakers,  and  record  storage— was  mounted 
on  pull-out  runners  for  quick  maintenance. 
Shelving  above  was  kept  simple  by  using  ad- 
justable metal  strips  and  brackets.  Shelves 
are  standard  width  1-inch  boards  cut  to 
length  and  stained  to  match  the  cabinet. 


If  books  and  television  are  competin 
for  space  at  your  house,  why  not  shelve 
the  problem?  By  combining  these  tw 
forms  of  entertainment  in  one  compact 
center  of  enjoyment,  you  end  the  chit 
ter  of  loose  volumes— give  the  TV  i 
place  of  its  own  and  acquire  an  attract 
ive  spot  for  family  relaxation.

SHOULD 

YOUR  DOG  ATTEND 

OBEDIENCE  SCHOOL? 


What    is    obedience    training?    Its 

foundations  are  the  simple  and  es- 
sential commands  that  a  well- 
trained  dog  should  know— "heel," 
"sit,"  "stand,"  "stay,"  "down," 
and  "come."  These  are  the  ABC's 
of  training;  once  they're  mastered, 
the  trainer  corrects  your  dog's 
other  bad  habits  and  teaches  him 
good  canine  manners.  Commands 
arc  usually  taught  in  the  above  order  in  obedience  class,  and 
the  final  result— depending  on  several  factors— is  normally 
a  well-behaved  companion  who  can  really  be  your  pet  and 
not  your  problem. 

One  factor  to  consider  is  your  dog's  age.  Most  trainers  feel 
that  a  puppy,  housebroken  and  able  to  understand  com- 
mands, is  the  ideal  student.  However,  the  old  cliche  that 
says  "you  can't  teach  an  old  dog  new  tricks"  has  been  proven 
wrong  by  obedience  trainers.  Professionals  in  the  field  agree 
that  while  the  best  time  for  training  is  when  your  dog  is  from 
six  to  eight  months  old,  many  older  dogs  can  be  trained 
just  as  successfully. 

Your  dog's  breed  is  another  consideration.  Some  breeds 

shepherds,  boxers,  poodles,  and  a  variety  of  hunting  dogs 
—are  easier  to  train  than  others.  Trainers  are  quick  to  point 
out,  however,  that  while  some  breeds  present  problems, 
there  isn't  a  breed  that  can't  be  trained. 

If  you're  interested  in  giving  your  dog  and  yourself  the 
benefits  of  obedience  training,  you 
can  choose  from  one  of  three  meth- 
ods—public class,  private  school, 
oi  "do-it-yourself."  the  method 
you  choose  depends  largely  on 
how  much  money  you  want  to 
spend  and  whether  you  have  the 
time  to  devote  to  the  project. 

For  the  busy  owner  of  the  diffi- 
cult dog,  a  private  obedience 
school— where  the  dog  is  boarded  while  in  training— is  usual- 
ly the  best  answer.  In  one  metropolitan  area,  training  costs 
average  about  $75  per  week,  but  they  vary  across  the  coun- 
try. Your  telephone  directory  usually  provides  you  with  the 
names  of  several  such  schools  in  your  area.  However,  if  you 
decide  on  this  method  of  training,  remember  that  there  is  no 
designated  licensing  group  for  dog  trainers.  Anyone  with  aj 
knack  for  training  dogs  can  set  up  a  school  and  it  is  up  to 
you  to  check  credentials  and  records. 

Obedience  trainers  generally  agree  that  it  is  best  to  train 
both  dog  and  owner  together.  In  many  areas,  the  Humane 
Society  and  ASPCA  sponsor  free  obedience  classes.  Weekly 
lessons  by  a  trained  instructor  are  not  only  instructive  and 
helpful  to  both  dog  and  owner  but  also  give  owners  a  chance 
to  compare  notes  with  other  dog  lovers.  Such  classes  are 
rarely  advertised  so  check  the  local  chapters. 

Finally,  if  you  want  to  "do-it-yourself,"  your  nearest  pub- 
lic library  is  the  first  step  toward  training  your  dog.  Many 
authoritative,  helpful,  and  easily  understood  books  on 
obedience  training  are  available.

prescription  policies  available  in  New  York,  Iowa,  and  Vir- 
ginia, and  they  hope  to  make  them  available  nationwide  in 
1968.  Typically,  to  belong  to  such  a  drug  insurance  plan,  you 
would  pay  a  monthly  premium  ($5  to  $7  for  an  entire  fam- 
ily). Then  there's  a  $2  deductible  cost  you  must  pay  if  your 
prescription  costs  that  much  or  more.  This  puts  a  $2  top 
price  on  each  prescription  and,  combined  with  your  monthly 
premiums,  can  assure  you  of  protection  against  any  budget- 
shattering  drug  bills. 

►  Insure  your  dental  costs.  Group  dental  insurance  programs 
are  becoming  increasingly  popular,  under  the  sponsorship  of 
state  and  local  dental  societies.  They  not  only  protect  you 
from  any  whopping  dental  bills,  but  encourage  regular  visits 
to  your  dentist  to  prevent  the  need  for  extensive  work  in  the 
future.  (See  "Coming  Next:  Dental  Insurance,"  June,  1965, 
Better  Homes  and  Gardens.! 

►  Join  your  local  blood  bank.  Medical  treatment,  especially 
surgery,  often  demands  the  use  of  considerable  amounts  of 
blood  and,  at  $25  to  $30  a  pint,  this  can  add  up  to  a  sizable 
expense  for  you.  (For  example,  open-heart  surgery  often  re- 
quires as  many  as  40  pints  of  blood.)  The  cost  of  blood  is  sel- 
dom covered  under  most  health  insurance  policies,  but  you 
can  "insure"  yourself  against  this  expense  by  joining  a  blood 
bank  where  you  work,  or  in  your  community.  By  giving  one 
pint  of  blood  a  year,  or  when  you're  asked  to  do  so,  you  pro- 
tect  yourself  completely  from  this  possible  cost. 

YOU  AND  YOUR  DOCTOR  MUST  WORK  TOGETHER 

Any  effort  to  lower  annual  medical  costs  should  start  with 
you  and  your  family  physician.  You  are  probably  paying 
most  of  your  health  dollars  to  your  doctor.  And,  even  more 
important,  he  also  influences  what  you  must  ultimately  pay 
your  pharmacist  and  your  community  hospital. 

You  should  always  deal  directly,  and  realistically,  with 
your  doctor  about  money.  Except  in  emergency  circum- 
stances, you  should  always  ask  him  beforehand  to  tell  you 
the  cost  of  his  services.  That  rule  applies  not  only  to  your 
family  physician,  but  to  specialists  and  consultants  as  well, 
most  of  whom  he  recommends  to  you.  Remember,  you  have 
a  right  to  an  itemized  accounting  from  every  physician  who 
sees  you  and,  if  you  feel  any  price  mentioned  is  too  high, 
you  should  say  so. 

Most  doctors  are  quite  understanding  and  will  be  happy 
to  discuss  with  you  any  questions  concerning  costs  and  your 
ability  to  pay.  Moreover,  if  you  are  still  not  satisfied,  your 
local  medical  society  will  probably  have  a  special  committee 
established  to  look  over  any  question  of  unjustifiable  charges, 
and  to  act  as  mediator  in  such  cases. 

You  probably  have  discussed  fees  for  routine  house  or  of- 
fice calls  with  friends  or  neighbors,  and  are  well  aware  if  your 
doctor's  fees  are  out  of  line.  If  they  are,  he  risks  losing  you 
as  a  patient,  unless  his  competence  and  thoroughness  make 
you  feel  he's  worth  the  extra  expense. 

But  most  of  the  problems  with  doctors'  fees  involve  more 
complicated  services,  say  a  serious  operation,  or  a  detailed 
medical  program.  Fees  for  these  services  vary  throughout 
the  country.  The  going  rate  for  removal  of  a  gall  bladder,  for 
example,  is  about  $250  in  most  of  the  country,  but  on  the 
West  Coast  it  is  likely  to  be  $400  or  more.  The  concept  of  a 
"going  rate"  also  depends  on  whether  or  not  you  live  in  the 
city  or  the  country,  or  whether  you  go  to  a  specialist  or  a 
general  practitioner. 

Bear  in  mind,  too,  that  most  insurance  policies  have  set 
doctor  payment  scales  for  various  medical  and  surgical 
procedures,  and  they  seldom  give  100  percent  coverage.  You 
should  know  what  these  scales  are  so  you  can  budget  your 
health  costs  accordingly. 

These  variables  make  it  all  the  more  important  for  you 
to  reach  an  agreement  with  your  doctor  on  appropriate  and 
mutually  acceptable  financial  arrangements. 


THE  CONTROVERSIAL  COST  OF  DRUGS 

The  cost  of  some  drugs  is  remarkably  high.  Yet  the  overall 
price  index  on  prescription  drugs  actually  has  gone  down  in 
recent  years.  This  means  that  the  part  of  your  total  medical 
dollar  spent  in  buying  drugs  has  not  increased  as  much  as 
everything  else. 

One  widely  discussed  consideration  in  the  purchase  of 
drugs  is  the  use  of  generic  versus  brand  names.  When  a  doc- 
tor writes  a  prescription  for  a  drug,  he  sometimes  has  the 
choice  of  writing  it  either  by  its  generic  (or  general)  name  or 
by  its  trademark  name,  which  is  the  brand  name  of  a  certain 
manufacturer.  Most  doctors  prescribe  brand-name  drugs, 
which  generally  cost  more,  because  they  have  greater  con- 
fidence in  their  quality,  reliability,  and  effectiveness.  And, 
with  trademark  drugs,  the  reputation  of  the  manufacturer 
stands  behind  the  drug. 

Occasionally,  the  savings  in  getting  a  generic  drug  are  tre- 
mendous. But  only  a  few  of  the  most  widely  prescribed  drugs 
in  the  U.S.  are  even  available  in  generic  form.  And  often, 
the  savings  depend  on  the  pricing  habits  of  your  pharmacist. 
Even  the  same  brand-name  drug  can  vary  as  much  as  fivefold 
in  different  drugstores. 

These  discrepancies  occur  because  the  costs  of  doing  busi- 
ness vary  from  one  drugstore  to  another,  depending  on 
neighborhood  rents  and  on  whether  the  pharmacy  is  a  small 
corner  drugstore  or  part  of  a  large  chain.  Some  drugstores 
provide  prompt  and  pleasant  service,  with  home  delivery  and 
perhaps  charge  accounts,  and  you  may  well  prefer  to  pay  a 
bit  more  for  drugs  at  such  a  store.  But  if  you  have  large  and 
recurring  drug  bills,  it  may  be  wise  to  do  some  comparative 
shopping,  especially  at  chain  drugstores. 

Shopping  for  nonprescription  drugs  (aspirin,  cough  rem- 
edies, laxatives)  is  easy  enough:  products  and  prices  are 
usually  prominently  advertised  in  your  local  newspaper.  It's 
also  well  worth  your  time  and  effort  to  take  advantage  of 
any  drugstore  sales  for  these  items. 

It  is,  however,  a  different  story  with  prescription  drugs. 
They  are  never  advertised.  Also,  few  pharmacists  will  quote 
you  prices  on  them  over  the  telephone.  This  is  understand- 
able, since  they  haven't  seen  your  prescription  and  could 
easily  give  you  erroneous  information. 

But  there  are  a  couple  'of  methods  you  can  use  to  get  the 
best  price  on  prescription  drugs.  First,  keep  a  record  of  what 
you  pay  for  prescription  drugs  at  several  drugstores  in  your 
neighborhood.  You  can  get  a  direct  price  comparison  by  ask- 
ing your  doctor  to  phone  refills  into  different  drugstores. 

You  also  could  discuss  with  your  friends  and  neighbors 
their  experiences  with  certain  drugs  at  specific  drugstores. 
It  may  lead  to  substantial  mutual  savings. 

CUTTING  DOWN  ON  HOSPITAL  COSTS 

Fortunately,  in  this  age  of  rapidly  rising  hospital  costs, 
most  families  have  hospital  insurance.  This  is  your  best 
financial  protection  against  hospital  expenses.  Yet  many 
hospital  insurance  policies  don't  pay  every  cost  you  encounter 
in  a  hospital  stay,  and  most  have  top  limits  on  how  much 
they  will  pay. 

Your  doctor  has  considerable  influence  on  your  hospital 
costs.  He  decides  whether  or  not  you  go  to  the  hospital; 
which  hospital  you  enter;  how  long  you  stay;  the  drugs,  lab- 
oratory tests,  and  special  services  you  receive  while  there. 
Once  again,  both  you  arid  your  doctor  must  work  together 
to  keep  these  costs  as  low  as  possible. 

Some  doctors  are  inclined  to  be  hasty  in  packing  their 
patients  off  to  a  hospital  — because  it's  convenient  for  the 
doctor,  or  because  the  patient  pleads  for  treatment  in  the 
hospital  just  to  be  covered  by  insurance.  But  many  insur- 
ance policies  now  are  starting  to  provide  benefits  for  out- 
patient hospital  services,  so  that  you  don't  have  to  be  hos- 
pitalized to  obtain  hospital-related  treatment.  Continued

Unless  it's  an  emergency,  you 
may  have  some  choice  of  tim- 
ing. If  you  go  to  the  hospital 
toward  the  end  of  the  year  or 
during  the  summer  months, 
when  hospitals  in  many  areas 
are  less  crowded,  you  may 
avoid  the  unnecessarily  expen- 
sive room.  Most  insurance 
plans  stipulate  either  a  semi- 
private  room  or  a  maximum 
daily  rate— any  difference  is 
your  expense. 

It's  also  best  to  enter  a  hos- 
pital between  Sunday  night 
and  Friday  noon,  if  you  have 
any  choice.  The  first  thing  that 
happens  in  almost  any  hos- 
pitalization is  a  battery  of  lab- 
oratory work  and  possible  X 
rays.  Only  small  crews  peifoim 
these  services  on  weekends. 
You  may  be  paying  plenty  for 
a  weekend  in  bed  when  no 
serious  medical  woik  will  start 
until  Monday. 

If  your  sickness  or  injury 
means  a  prolonged  hospitaliza- 
tion, there  is  some  chance  you 
will  outrun  the  limits  on  your 
basic  hospital  insurance  policy. 
Major  medical  policies  are  de- 
signed to  pick  up  on  such  ex- 
penses, but  even  they  have 
maximum  allowances.  A  stay 
in  a  nursing  home  will  cost  50 
to  70  percent  less  than  hos- 
pitalization. Nursing  homes  are 
available  in  most  communities 
— but  be  sure  they  are  accred- 
ited by  the  Hospital  Joint  Com- 
mission on  Accreditation  or  cer- 
tified by  Medicare.  Some  mod- 
ern hospitals  even  have  resi- 
dent-type living  quarters  for 
patients  who  need  daily  medi- 
cal attention,  but  are  not  con- 
fined to  a  bed. 

WHEN  YOU  MUST  PAY 
A  BIG  BILL 

Don't  ever  be  so  frightened 
by  a  pile  of  medical  bills  that 
you  panic,  selling  your  house 
to  meet  the  bill,  or  wiping  out 
all  your  savings.  Hospitals 
don't  like  to  do  it,  but  they  will 
give  you  time  to  pay  if  you 
have  a  good  credit  rating.  And 
doctors  will,  too. 

If  any  doctor  or  dentist  bill 
places  a  severe  financial  strain 
on  your  family,  by  all  means 
let  him  know.  Usually  the  total 
amount  can  be  adjusted  or  a 
payment  schedule  worked  out 
right  then,  both  to  your  satis- 
faction and  his.  Tell  him  how 
much  you  can  afford  to  pay 
each  week  or  month;  it's  far 
better  to  keep  up  a  schedule 
of  payments  than  to  let  the  bill 
slide  into  an  ears. 

Many  dentists,  and  some 
doctors,  will  consider  endorsing 
you  for  a  loan  with  a  reputable 
lending  institution  to  pay  off 
a  bill.  This  often  works  well  for 
both  patient  and  dentist  or 
doctoi,  since  he  gets  his  money 
immediately  while  you  are  com- 
mitted to  routine  monthly  in- 
stallment payment  at  a  low  in- 
terest rate.  Occasionally,  the 
doctor  or  dentist  will  even 
agree  to  pay  the  interest  por- 
tion of  the  loan.  ■

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HOW  DO  SMART 
1  FAMILIES  SPEND 
AND  SAVE?

►  Watch  for  credit  costs.  One 
of  the  most  commonly  over- 
looked "leaks"  in  family  spend- 
ing operations  is  credit  charges 
on  installment  purchases,  loans, 
revolving  charge  accounts,  and 
car  financing.  In  framing  your 
annual  spending  plan,  list  your 
monthly  credit  commitments. 
Then  (1)  decide  whether  you 
are  overburdened  with  credit 
obligations  (more  than  20  per- 
cent of  spendable  income  gen- 
erally is  too  much)  and  (2)  com- 
pute approximately  how  much 
you  pay  yearly  for  credit  pur- 
chases. You  suddenly  may  de- 
cide you  don't  need  some  "es- 
sentials," or  that  you  at  least 
need  to  shop  more  carefully  for 
your  credit. 

When  buying  a  home,  shop 
several  lenders  for  the  lowest 
interest  rate  on  your  mortgage. 
In  the  long  run,  the  best  deal 
combines  the  lowest  interest 
with  a  large  down  payment, 
small  mortgage,  and  the  short- 
est possible  term.  To  beat  the 
tight  mortgage  market,  con- 
sider taking  over  the  mortgage 
on  an  existing  house.  You'll  usu- 
ally find  interest  rates  lower, 
and  closing  costs  much  reduced. 

When  it  comes  to  cars,  it 
pays  to  watch  credit  costs 
closely.  Take  your  time  in  pick- 
ing a  lender  for  your  car  deal. 
Don't  overlook  commercial 
banks,  where  car  loan  rates 
tend  to  be  lower. 

For  a  review  of  ways  to  cut 
credit  costs,  see  page  39. 

►  Cut  basic  costs.  As  a  start,  re- 
view your  car  expenses.  You 
may  find  that  buying  and  run- 
ning a  car  can  claim  up  to  15  to 
16  percent  of  your  spendable  in- 
come. Often  overlooked  is  de- 
preciation, starting  out  at  25  to 
30  percent  the'  first  year.  If  you 
do  discover  your  transportation 
costs  are  out  of  line,  one  solu- 
tion is  to  reduce  depreciation 
cost  by  keeping  the  car  longer 
—  or  at  least  until  repairs  begin 
to  soar.  For  more  details  on  cut- 
ting car  costs,  see  pages  70  to  71. 

Whenever  possible,  money- 
wise  consumers  (as  shown  in 
our  recent  survey)  shop  around 
for  drugs.  The  savings  here 
soon  add  up,  especially  on  ex- 
pensive prescriptions  which 
have  to  be  filled  often.  You 
might  also  try  paring  med- 
ical bills  by  looking  into  medi- 
cal plans  available  through 
your  employer,  local  medical 
society,  and  group  and  medical 
school  clinics. 

Money  leaks  from  recreation 
and  entertainment  can  be 
curbed  readily,  too.  Among 
families  in  a  money  squeeze, 
biking,  hiking,  and  picnicking 
are  good  substitutes  for  golf 
and  bowling.  In  other  families, 
hobbies  like  coin  or  stamp  col- 
lecting can  be  replaced  by  crafts 
(metalworking,  woodworking) 
which  can  pay  off  as  gifts  or

even  added  income.  More  than 
anything  else,  it's  a  simple  sub- 
stitution   of    imagination    for 

money  and  you  may  well  find 
your  family  better  off  for  this 
new  emphasis. 

►  Put  some  money  aside.  Sound 
money-managers  believe  in  sav- 
ing a  set  sum  out  of  each  pay- 
check—before bills  or  other  ob- 
ligations are  paid.  This  builds  a 
financial  cushion  against  emer- 
gencies (usually  at  least  an 
amount  equal  to  three  to  six 
months'  pay).  Once  you  ac- 
cumulate this  rainy-day  fund, 
additional  savings  can  be  as- 
signed to  special  projects,  like 
home  improvements,  or  a  con- 
tinuing investment  program 
like  the  monthly  investment 
plan  of  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange.

DOES  AN  ANNUITY  MAKE  SENSE 
FOR  YOUR  FAMILY? 

Before  you  can  answer  this  question, 
you'll  have  to  take  stock  of  your  finan- 
cial plans  for  retirement.  If  your  sources 
of  lifetime  retirement  income— often 
only  a  pension  and  social  security— ap- 
pear modest  compared  to  your  present 
standard  of  living,  then  some  additional 
lifetime  income  is  essential.  An  annuity 
can  do  just  this,  because  it's  a  contract 
that  provides  you  income  for  a  certain 
number  of  years— or  for  life. 

If  you  do  have  a  substantial  income 
from  investments  or  other  sources,  the 
guaranteed  annuity  income  isn't  quite 
as  crucial.  Even  so,  if  you  arrange  for 
enough  guaranteed  lifetime  income  to 
cover  your  probable  basic  living  costs, 
then  you'll  have  a  floor  of  financial  se- 
curity even  if  everything  else  fails. 

How  do  you  start  an  annuity  plan? 
You  can  begin  by  building  up  a  savings 
account  or  putting  cash  into  stocks  or 
other  investments  until  you  are  65. 
Some  families  have  their  bank  transfer 
funds  regularly  from  their  checking  ac- 
count to  a  savings  account.  Others  au- 
thorize their  employer  to  deduct  so 
much  from  each  paycheck  to  purchase 
U.  S.  Savings  Bonds.  Then  when  there's 
a  sizable  fund  built  up,  they  buy  a 
single-premium  immediate  annuity, 
such  as  a  $10,000  annuity  that  pays, 
say,  $75  per  month  for  life,  depending 
on  their  age. 

Or,  you  can  purchase  a  deferred  an- 
nuity now,  pay  six  regular  installments, 
and  let  the  funds  accumulate  at  interest 
with  an  insurance  company  until  the 
payment  period  begins  (say  age  65). 
The  deferred  annuity,  often  coordinated 
with  a  company  pension  plan,  has  merit 
— especially  in  families  where  savings 
dollars  tend  to  get  siphoned  off  for  more 
immediate  projects.  Although  you  can 
stop  paying  on  any  annuity  whenever 
you  choose,  the  premium  notice  auto- 
matically prompts  you  to  continue  your 
long-range  savings  plan. 
How  does  an  annuity  return  compare  with 
other  investments?  Generally,  insur- 
ance companies  guarantee  you  a  mini- 
mum return  on  your  deferred  annuity 
deposits  of  around  2}  ■>  to  3  percent,  and 
they  may  pay  more  through  dividends 
if  their  investment  portfolio  yields  more

(as  has  been  the  case  in  recent  years). 
But  they  still  must  pay  of  least  the  guar- 
anteed interest  rate  even  if  their  port- 
folio yields  a  lower  return. 

If  general  interest  rates  dropped 
greatly,  this  guaranteed  rate  could  ben- 
efit you.  If  interest  rates  remain  at  their 
present  high  levels,  though,  you  might 
do  as  well  or  better  by  investing  in 
bonds  or  savings  accounts,  which  pay 
around  five  percent  or  more.  However, 
remember  that  there  is  no  assurance 
that  cash  you  invest  later  on  could  be 
invested  at  the  guaranteed  rate  provid- 
ed by  an  annuity. 

In  comparison,  the  investment  return 
on  stocks  or  mutual  funds  can  vary  from 
around  one  to  five  percent  and  up,  de- 
pending upon  your  selection.  Dividend 
income  is  never  guaranteed,  of  course. 
Neither  is  your  original  investment. 
Yet  there  have  been  substantial— even 
spectacular  increases— in  many  stocks 
in  recent  years.  Proper  selection  is  the 
key.  You  should  recognize  the  inherent 
risks  in  stock  investing,  and  decide 
whether  you'd  be  better  off  putting  at 
least  some  of  your  cash  into  guaranteed 
annuity  return.  (For  additional  invest- 
ing details,  see  our  May  1968  issue  on 
Mutual  Funds  and  our  June  1968  is- 
sue on  Stocks.) 

What  about  taxes?  Income  you  get  from 
savings  accounts  (and  most  bonds  and 
stocks)  usually  is  taxable  as  received 
under  both  federal  and  state  income  tax 
laws.  If  your  top  income  bracket  is  20 
percent,  for  example,  a  five  percent 
gross  yield  would  be  reduced  to  four  per- 
cent after  income  taxes.  State  income 
taxes,  personal  property  taxes,  or  in- 
tangible taxes  on  securities  may  reduce 
the  after- tax  return  even  further.  (In- 
terest earned  on  U.S.  "E"  bonds, 
though,  can  be  deferred  until  the  bonds 
actually  are  cashed  in.) 

But  the  interest  credited  to  annuity 
cash  values  is  not  taxable  as  income 
until  after  you  begin  to  receive  your  an- 


nuity income.  At  that  time,  if  your  in- 
come has  dropped,  you'll  be  in  a  lower 
tax  bracket— and  you  may  not  have  to 
pay  tax  at  all.  Meanwhile,  your  funds 
can  accumulate  tax  free.  Thus,  you  ac- 
tually may  accumulate  more  through 
an  annuity  than  you  might  through  an 
investment  that  produces  income  that's 
taxable  now. 

Will  annuity  rates  increase  in  the  future? 
Because  life  expectancies  have  been  in- 
creasing, annuity  rates  have  increased 
substantially.  For  example,  in  the 
1930s,  a  $13,500  annuity  deposit  would 
have  given  a  65-year-old  man  a  life  in- 
come of  about  $100  per  month  with  a 
ten-year  guarantee.  Today  a  compar- 
able annuity  would  cost  about  $15,000. 
Should  the  trend  continue,  the  cost  15 
years  from  now  could  well  be  even 
greater. 

If  you  invest  in  other  forms  of  prop- 
erty so  you  can  buy  an  immediate  an- 
nuity when  you  reach  age  65,  you  may 
have  to  pay  a  capital-gains  tax  on  the 
gain  realized  when  you  "cash  in"  these 
other  investments— leaving  less  to  in- 
vest in  the  annuity. 
What  about  the  effect  of  inflation?  Accord- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Labor's  Con- 
sumer Price  Index,  living  costs  have  in- 
creased at  an  average  rate  of  more  than 
two  percent  per  year  in  the  past  20 
years  (and  as  much  as  seven  percent 
or  so  during  the  last  two  years).  Many 
economists  expect  this  cost  increase  to 
continue,  though  no  one  can  be  abso- 
lutely certain  it  will. 

If  you  agree  costs  will  go  up,  you  may 
feel  you  need  a  "hedge"  against  infla- 
tion in  your  retirement  program.  One 
way  to  hedge  is  to^allocate  some  of  your 
eventual  retirement  dollars  toward 
equity  investments,  such  as  common 
stocks  or  real  estate. 

However,  there's  now  another  way  to 
counter  the  erosion  of  inflation  on  your 
retirement  income— the  variable  an- 
nuity..Being  adopted  by  more  and  more 
insurance  firms,  the  variable  annuity 
offers  a  retirement  yield  that  corre- 
sponds with  the  economy  level  at  the 
time  it's  paid.  The  money  you  put  into 
the  annuity  is  invested  in  long-range 
growth  stocks  by  the  company.  Annuity 
payments  then  are  based  on  the  value 
and  dividends  of  these  diversified  stocks.

Jesides  noting  a  bank's  proximity  to  your  home  or  work, 
k  out  other  not-so-obvious  convenience  items  such 
hether  the  bank  has  parking  facilities,  drive-in  windows, 
open  when  you  can  get  there  handily.  Some  banks,  for 
imple,  are  open  evenings  and  Saturday  mornings,  and 
lers  welcome  early-bird  customers  weekdays  at  8  a.m. 
Always  look  for  the  highest  yield  you  can  get  from  your 
ssbook  savings  account,  too.  It's  not  enough  just  to  com- 
the  stated  (or  advertised)  interest  rates  of  the  banks 
ure  considering.  You  should  find  out,  for  instance,  whether 
erest  is  paid  from  the  day  of  deposit— and  how  frequently 
3  compounded,  since  a  bank  paying  a  lower  rate  may  ac- 
ally  be  offering  you  a  higher  return. 

Don't  overlook  a  bank's  loan  policies,  either.  First,  check 
e  bank's  interest  rate  on  personal  and  auto  loans— the  two 
ds  of  loans  you're  most  apt  to  use.  Make  sure  the  rate 
licies  are  clear— and  that  you  know  what  the  true  annual 
tes  actually  come  to.  Then  ask  about  their  rates  on  special 
ins  you  may  be  interested  in. 

If  you're  planning  to  buy  a  house,  consider  doing  all  your 
inking  business  at  a  bank  that  includes  home  financing 
nong  its  services.  For  while  you  don't  ordinarily  have  to  be 
good  bank  customer  to  get  some  loans,  this  can  be  a  big 
lp— if  not  a  must— in  getting  a  mortgage  loan  in  today's 
ght-money  market.  (Of  course,  it  always  makes  sense  to 
op  around  carefully  for  the  best  mortgage  terms  available.) 
Since  service  charges  on  both  regular  and  special  checking 
counts  often  vary  from  bank  to  bank,  this  also  belongs  on 
Dur  checklist.  At  the  same  time,  you  may  want  to  inquire 
:>out  two  helpful  services  that  many  banks  offer  without 
large  to  their  checking- account  customers— the  automatic 
ansfer  of  a  set  amount  each  month  from  your  checking  to  a 
avings  account,  and  automatic  payment  of  insurance  pre- 
niums  and  other  bills  when  they  become  due. 

And  even  though  you  may  not  at  the  moment  need  any 
)ank  trust  services,  there's  a  good  chance  that  you  will, 
ooner  or  later.  These  trust  services  range  from  working  with 
rour  lawyer  in  planning  or  rewriting  your  will  to  serving  as 
xecutor  or  trustee  under  your  will.  A  bank  trust  depart- 
nent  also  can  act  as  a  custodian  for  your  securities,  handle  a 
rust  fund  for  you,  or  advise  you  on  your  investments. 

If  there's  more  than  one  bank  in  your  town  or  area  that  of- 
fers these  services,  it  pays  to  find  out  which  trust  department 
has  the  best  reputation  among  businessmen  and  residents  as 
an  investor,  since  that's  one  of  its  prime  functions. 


HOW  GOOD  AN  INVESTMENT  ARE  BONDS? 


Bonds,  long  a  favorite  of  commercial  investors,  now  make 
relatively  tempting  choices  for  smaller  investors.  Many  top- 
quality  bonds  are  paying  higher  interest  rates  than  banks 
and  savings  and  loan  associations — and  a  higher  return  than 
the  dividends  on  many  stocks.  Some  bonds,  selling  at  75  to 
80  percent  of  their  face  value,  have  a  capital-gains  potential 
of  $200  to  $250  per  $1,000  bond  if  held  to  maturity  date  (or 
sooner  if  bond  prices  rise). 

Why  these  low  prices  and  high  yields?  Basically  because 

bond   prices  and  yields  adjust   to  the  prevailing  interest 

rates.  If  the  rates  go  up,  as  they  have  done  in  the  last  sev- 

I  eral  years,  bond  interest  rates  on  new  issues  rise  to  meet  the 

competition.

bonds,  whose  rates  cannot  be  changed,  drop  in  price  to  gi 
a  comparable  yield. 

Most  bonds  are  sold  in  denominations  of  $1,000,  but  a: 
usually  quoted  at  10  percent  of  their  selling  price.  A  bon 
quoted  at  99,  then,  sells  for  $990.  You  can  buy  and  se 
bonds  through  a  stock  broker  for  a  small  commission.  They'i 
issued  so  that  they  mature  at  a  specific  date— such  as  5 
or  20  years.  You  can  sell  your  bonds  anytime,  but  if  bon 
prices  continue  to  decline,  you  might  take  a  loss  by  sellin 
before  the  maturity  date. 

Interest  on  bonds  usually  is  paid  twice  a  year.  On  "bearei 
bonds,  the  interest  coupons  are  attached.  You  simply  cli 
them  when  they're  due,  and  collect  the  cash  through  you 
bank.  If  the  bond  is  "registered,"  though,  the  issuer  send: 
the  interest  check  directly  to  you.  Owners  of  bearer  bond: 
are  not  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  issuer.  Holders  of  reg 
istered  bonds  are. 

Independent  financial  services,  like  Moody's  or  Standarc 
&  Poor,  rate  bonds  on  their  quality.  Ratings  of  Aaa  or  ki 
(Moody)  and  AAA  or  AA  (Standard  &  Poor)  mean  a  bond  it 
high  grade.  Bonds  with  lower  ratings  are  considered  mediu 
grade  or  speculative.  These  ratings  are  available  from  mos 
stock  brokers.  (U.S.  Treasury  bonds  are  not  rated.) 

Here  are  three  general  types  of  bonds  to  consider 

•  U.S.  Treasury  bonds  (other  than  "E"  or  "H"  Savings 
Bonds).  Recently,  several  long-term  Treasury  bonds  sold  at 
75  to  85  percent  of  their  par  value,  paid  5y?  to  5%  percent 
interest— and  offered  capital-gains  possibilities  as  well  to 
their  holders.  Bonds  of  some  governmental  agencies,  like  the 
Federal  Home  Loan  Bank,  were  paying  about  6  percent  or 
more.  With  long-term  bonds,  even  government  securities, 
market  prices  do  fluctuate,  and  you  may  lose  money  if  you 
have  to  sell  when  bond  prices  are  low. 

•  Corporate  bonds.  These  are  issued  by  railroads,  utilities, 
and  other  industries.  In  the  past  year,  a  number  of  high- 
grade  bonds  paid  6  tb  6)  ■>  percent  or  more. 

Many  of  these  corporate  bonds  (and  some  Treasury  bonds) 
are  "callable."  That  is,  the  issuer  may  retire  them  before 
maturity  if  the  prevailing  interest  rate  drops.  Then  new 
bonds  are  issued  to  take  advantage  of  the  lower  rate.  Because 
of  this,  you  should  choose  bonds  with  "call  protection"— 
which  guarantees  they  won't  be  retired  for  five  years,  ten 
years,  or  other  specified  periods. 

Some  corporate  bonds  are  convertible  into  the  issuing 
company's  stock.  Depending  on  market  conditions,  the  con- 
version can  be  a  profitable  switch^.  But  convertible  bonds  re- 
quire careful  study  and  timing,  and  generally  are  bought 
only  by  experienced  investors. 

•  "Municipals."  Municipal  bonds  are  issued  by  local  or  state 
governments,  and  by  public  agencies  like  toll  roads  and 
housing  authorities.  The  interest  is  exempt  from  Federal 
income  tax,  and  from  some  state  income  and  personal  prop- 
erty taxes.  A  number  of  municipals  pay  4  to  5  percent  or 
more.  In  the  higher  income  tax  brackets,  this  is  the  equiva- 
lent of  6,  7,  or  8  percent  of  taxable  interest  (although  this  tax 
advantage  is  much  less  in  the  middle  or  lower  brackets).  Be- 
fore you  buy  municipals,  check  bond  ratings  carefully,  since 
some  lower-rated  municipals  are  not  always  easily  salable. 

And  while  bonds  are  more  attractive  now,  you  should  re- 
member one  investing  guideline:  Generally,  bonds  are  fixed- 
income  securities,  and  don't  offer  you  protection  against  in- 
flation. By  the  same  token,  they  do  provide  a  steady  return 
in  case  the  economy  takes  a  downward  swing.  ■

^tion  will  result  in  high  humidity  conditions.  If  any  chemi- 
ils  are  present,  the  condition  worsens. 
Regularly  mspect  drain  holes  along  the  bottom  of  doors  and 
Dcker  and  quarter  panels  to  make  sure  they're  open. 
Touch  up  rust  spots  due  to  surface  damage  such  as  stone 
icks  or  paint  chipped  by  other  car  doors  banging  yours, 
"his  surface  rust  yields  to  steel  wool  or  sandpaper  (with  care) ; 
hen  use  touch-up  paint  to  cover  the  blemish.  Just  don't 
^ait  too  long  to  tackle  the  job,  however. 

If  the  rust  is  in  the  form  of  many  small  brownish-red  blis- 
ers,  you  might  as  well  put  the  touch-up  tools  away.  This  is 
he  indication  of  advanced  interior  rusting.  Replacing  the 
iffected  panels  is  the  only  solution—and  it's  a  costly  one. 
This  type  of  damage  is  most  prevalent  inside  door  panels, 
vheel  wells,  quarter  panels,  headlight  housings,  and  under 
;rim    moldings. 

A  good  coat  of  wax  on  all  exterior  surfaces  of  the  car  (in- 
cluding chrome  trim  and  bumpers)  helps  protect  the  finish 
and  affords  protection  against  minor  surface  damage.

The  materials  used  fall  into  four  categories: 

Asphalt  and  rubber-base  materials  afford  good  protecf 
when  carefully  applied  so  no  bare  metal  is  left  exposed.  H 
ever,  they  offer  no  protection  against  rusting  from  the  ind 
Some  of  these  products  harden  after  a  couple  of  years  a 
crack  due  to  road  vibrations.  Moisture  then  enters  throu 
the  fissure  and  remains  in  contact  with  the  metal,  creat 
ideal  rusting  conditions.  Rigid  undercoatings  should 
checked  often.  If  cracks  are  noted,  the  area  should  he  clean 
of  loose  material  and  rust  and  spot-primed.  Then  fresh  und 
coat  should  be  applied  to  the  area. 

The  thinner  grease-base  coatings  provide  good  exterior  pi 
ted  ion  but  areas  subject  to  severe  erosion  from  wall 
slush,  and  graveU  wheel  wells  for  example)  may  need  period 
retreatment  to  maintain  maximum  protection. 

Complete  rustproofing  is  the  most  effective  method  of  pi 
venting  extensive  rusting.  True  rustproofing  calls  for  coati: 
all  enclosed  body  cavities  and  exposed  areas  with  a  rust-i 
hibiting  (usually  wax-base)  material. 

Small  holes  are  drilled  at  strategic  (but  not  normally  vi 
blei  locations  in  rocker  panels,  bottom  sections  of  doors,  ar 
boxed-in  body  sections.  The  rust-inhibiting  compound 
then  sprayed  inside  the  body  cavities.  The  drilled  holes  ai 
then  filled  with  plastic  plugs  and  exposed  parts  like  tl 
underbody  and  wheel  wells  are  sprayed  with  the  compoun

Some  spray  it  on;  others  dip  the  assembled  body  int 
vats  of  primer.  The  newest  methods  are  electrostatic  spra 
ing  and  electro-coat  dipping  in  which  the  paint  and  the  c 
body  are  given  opposite  charges  so  that  primer  is  attract 
to  every  part  of  the  body-  inside  and  out. 

Plastics,  aluminum,  and  galvanized  coated  metals  are  no 
being  used  in  areas  vulnerable  to  rust.  Non-metallic  fastene 
often  attach  the  trim.  The  latest  advance  is  the  use  of  pre: 
sure-sensitive  tape  for  fastening  trim  to  the  body.  The  ai 
sence  of  holes  keeps  water  and  chemicals  from  seeping  unde 
moldings  and  into  enclosed  sections. 

WHEN  DOES  IT  PAY  TO  HAVE  A  CAR  RUSTPROOFED? 

It  depends  on  the  type  of  driving  done;  where  you  live 
how  generous  your  city  is  with  ice-  and  snow-melting  chemi 
cals;  and  how  long  you  plan  to  keep  the  car. 

Most  new  cars,  given  reasonable  care,  can  be  operated  fp 
at  least  two  years  even  in  coastal  or  snowy  areas  before  cor 
rosion  becomes  a  problem.  If  you  plan  to  keep  a  car  mon 
than  three  or  four  years,  rustproofing  is  a  good  investment 
Even  if  you  don't  plan  to  keep  the  car  this  long,  a  rust-fret 
car  will  usually  be  worth  enough  more  at  trade-in  time  t( 
more  than  recover  the  cost  of  rustproofing.

FAMILY  HEALTH

How  can  you  really  tell  if  your  young- 
ster is  overweight?  Admittedly,  some- 
times it's  not  easy  to  determine.  Your 
best  measure  is  to  take  a  long,  hard  look 
at  your  child  during  his  or  her  next 
scrubdown  in  the  bathtub.  A  roll  around 
the  middle  of  the  body,  excess  padding 
in  the  upper  chest,  back,  and  arms  all 
indicate  the  possibility  of  excess  weight. 
For  your  teen-ager,  recommend  the 
"mirror"  test,  which  involves  his  stand- 
ing nude  in  front  of  a  full-length  mirror 
and  making  his  own  honest  judgment 
about  just  how  much  fat  exists. 

Dr.  Jean  Mayer  of  Harvard  Universi- 
ty, an  authority  on  childhood  obesity, 
says  "a  child  is  obese  if  he  or  she  is  too 
fat  for  his  or  her  own  good."  While  not 
very  precise,  this  definition  puts  the  em- 
phasis exactly  where  it  should  be— on 
fat  rather  than  weight. 

A  child  can  be  overweight,  compared 
to  statistical  averages,  and  still  not  be 
obese  or  fat.  Or  he  may  be  of  average 
weight  and  be  obese.  It's  a  matter  of  the 
relative  fat  content  of  the  body  in  pro- 
portion to  the  weight  of  the  muscular 
system  and  bone  structure. 

Medical  experts  say  height-weight 
charts  are  not  very  helpful,  since  there 
is  no  way  to  decide  whether  a  youngster 
has  a  light,  medium,  or  heavy  frame 
without  expensive,  complicated  tests.  A 
scale  can't  distinguish  between  the 
three  components  of  the  body— muscle, 
bone,  and  fat.  All  it  can  do  is  lump  them 
together  and  total  how  heavy  your  child 
is.  You'll  find  most  pediatricians  are 
more  concerned  with  how  a  child  looks 


WEIGHT  CHILD 


—  and  with  dramatic  changes  in  weight 
level  than  with  a  single,  recommended 
weight  figure. 

Even  if  your  careful  visual  examina- 
tion turns  up  evidence  of  some  fat,  you 
shouldn't  launch  a  hasty  program  of 
weight  reduction  for  your  youngster. 
It's  important  that  you  leave  the  final 
decision  to  your  family  doctor,  or  to  a 
physician  specializing  in  pediatrics  and 
obesity.  If,  after  a  medical  evaluation, 
it's  determined  that  your  youngster 
should  shed  some  pounds,  make  sure  the 
doctor's  program  is  fully  understood, 
then  carefully  followed. 

All  authorities  agree  that  the  time  to 
tackle  a  weight  problem  is  during  child- 
hood and  adolescence.  Children  and 
adolescents  who  are  fat  will  likely  re- 
main so  as  adults.  And  they  will  have 
more  difficulty  losing  weight  and  re- 
maining slim  than  people  who  become 
fat  when  they  are  already  adults. 

Also,  the  relationship  between  over- 
weight and  serious  health  problems- 
high  blood  pressure,  heart  trouble,  and 
diabetes,  to  name  just  a  few  make  it 
important  to  solve,  or  at  least  control, 
weight  problems  early  in  a  person's  life. 

In  fact,  parents  should  start  thinking 
about  prevention  of  obesity  while  the 
child  is  in  infancy.  A  chubby  baby  isn't 
necessarily  healthy  just  because  he's 
fat;  he  could  be  beginning  a  lifetime 
plagued  with  weight  problems. 


WHAT  CAUSES  CHILDHOOD  OBESITY? 

Many  isolated  factors  have  been 
identified  as  contributing  to  extreme 
overweight  in  youngsters.  However,  ex- 
perts in  the  field  admit  that  a  single  an- 
swer which  would  apply  to  all  children 
doesn't  exist. 

Still,  a  great  many  medical  research 
programs  into  the  problem  are  now  un- 
covering more  and  more  bits  of  informa- 
tion which  may  hold  the  revealing  key. 
For  example: 

►  There  seems  to  be  no  difference  in 
either  weight  or  height  at  birth  between 
those  individuals  who  do  or  don't  be- 
come overweight  during  the  adolescent 
period.  Yet  by  one  year  of  age,  those 
who  subsequently  become  overweight 
adolescents  are  found  to  be  "significant- 
lv"  heavier. 


►  Among  all  children,  girls  tend  to  be- 
come fatter  earlier  than  boys,  although 
there's  no  great  difference  at  birth.  For 
both  boys  and  girls,  the  body  fat  content 
increases  up  to  about  age  14,  after  which 
boys  normally  become  leaner  while  girls 
tend  to  become  fatter. 

►  While  mild  overweight  most  com- 
monly seems  to  originate  in  adulthood, 
extreme  obesity  usually  has  its  begin- 
ning in  childhood.  This  suggests  that  an 
overweight  child  may  never  grow  out  of 
his  fatness,  but  rather  that  the  problem 
will  become  worse  with  age. 

►  It  also  has  been  found  that  children 
placed  in  homes  where  foster  parents 
were  greatly  overweight  have  not  be- 
come overweight  suggesting  that  ge- 
netics may  be  a  greater  factor  than  en- 
vironment in  preventing  obesity. 

►  Serious  cases  of  overweight  are  those 
that  develop  either  before  10  or  after  16 
years  of  age.  Sexual  maturation  and 
growth  spurts  in  teen-agers  make  it 
quite  normal  for  a  boy  or  girl  shortly  be- 
fore puberty  to  accumulate  a  certain 
amount  of  fat,  which  may  disappear 
during  the  next  few  years. 

These  facts,  while  interesting,  don't 
give  parents  a  new  kind  of  know-how  to 
deal  with  overweight  youngsters.  The 
traditional  methods  of  combating  fat — 
diet  and  exercise— still  seem  best,  for 
youngsters  as  well  as  adults. 

HOW  SHOULD  YOUNGSTERS  EAT? 

Bookkeeping  is  the  only  simple  thing 
about  overweight.  Anyone— youngster 
or  adult— who  eats  3,600  calories  more 
than  he  needs  during  one  week  will,  at 
the  end  of  the  week,  have  put  on  one 
pound. 

Calorie  counting  for  youngsters  varies 
for  different  ages.  Toddlers  typically  re- 
quire about  1,300  calories  daily,  and  this 
need  rises  steadily  to  a  requirement  of 
2,100  for  an  8-  or  9-year-old  boy  or  girl. 
Boys  between  9  and  12  need  about  2,400 
calories;  between  12  and  15,  3,000  cal- 
ories; between  15  and  18,  3,400  calories. 
Girls  require  fewer  calories  than  boys, 
since  they  tend  to  grow  more  slowly  and 
usually  are  not  so  active.

during  pregnancy  and  nursing. 

It's  true,  of  course,  that  many 
overweight  youngsters  can 
trace  their  problem  diiectly  to 
eating  far  beyond  these  caloric 
requirements.  Youngsters,  es- 
pecially teen-agers,  are  inclined 
to  be  fad  eaters  (will  cookies 
and  candy  eier  go  out  of  style?). 
One  common  misconception, 
comforting  to  parents,  is  that 
youngsters  will  somehow  eat 
what  foods  are  necessary  to 
maintain  a  diet  balanced  in 
calories  and  nutrients.  But  it 
just  doesn't  woi  k  out  that  way. 
Almost  all  youngsters  will  eat  a 
grossly  unbalanced  diet  if  it's 
left  to  them— simply  because 
it's  their  nature  to  go  to  ex- 
tremes in  just  about  every- 
thing, including  food. 

Here  are  some  tips  to  lessen, 
if  not  end,  continuing  clashes 
between  you  and  your  young- 
ster about  what  he  or  she 
should,  or  shouldn't,  eat. 

►  It  isn't  necessary  to  cut  out 
all  desserts  and  snacks,  as  long 
as  their  calorie  count  is  includ- 
ed in  the  daily  total.  Fresh 
fruits  are  great  for  snacks. 

►  Keep  a  supply  of  raw  carrots, 
radishes,  celery  sticks,  and 
pickles  in  the  refrigerator  for 
more  snacking. 


►  Cut  out  rich  salad  dressings; 
instead  use  vinegar  and  lemon 
juice. 

►  Trim  fat  from  meat,  take  it 
easy  on  butter,  substitute  skim 
milk  for  whole  milk. 

Trying  to  keep  your  young- 
ster from  snacking  is  a  losing 
battle,  but  you  can  exercise 
some  control.  For  example, 
most  youngsters  like  fresh  fruit 
for  snacks  (almost  as  well  as 
they  like  sweets)  but  you  must 
make  it  readily  available  if 
they're  going  to  eat  it.  Keep  a 
bowl  of  fresh  fruit  on  the  kitch- 
en counter,  to  prompt  your 
child  to  pick  up  an  orange  or 
apple  when  he's  hungry. 

At  mealtimes,  serve  your 
youngsters  smaller  portions. 
Nutritionists  agree  that  most 
children  are  usually  given  far 
too  much  food  at  mealtimes. 
They  simply  cannot  eat  it  all 
without  overeating.  It's  much 
wiser  to  serve  food  in  smaller, 
balanced  quantities.  This  al- 
lows the  youngster  to  set  his 
own  pace  of  food  consumption, 
starting  small  but  with  the  op- 
portunity for  "seconds." 

Don't  nag  your  youngsters 
into  eating  more  than  they  want 
to  eat.  Some  parents  seem  to 
feel  that  a  clean  plate  is  a  mark 


of  virtue,  or  at  least  a  strike 
against  poverty.  Overweight 
Americans— whether  youngster 
or  adult— shouldn't  indulge  in 
such  thoughts.  If  a  child  has 
eaten  to  satisfaction,  and  you 
feel  he  has  eaten  a  balanced  por- 
tion of  the  meal,  the  remaining 
food  should  be  thrown  away. 

If  your  doctor  recommends  a 
diet  for  your  child,  make  sure 
it's  followed  very  carefully. 
Most  doctors  are  reluctant  to 
suggest  a  diet  for  children  or 
adolescents,  because  he's  aware 
of  special  dangers.  For  example, 
long-term  dieting  by  a  young- 
ster may  result  in  shorter  sta- 
ture as  an  adult,  or  a  potential 
nutrient  deficiency  which  could 
impair  his  geneial  health.  If  the 
doctor  does  suggest  a  diet  for 
your  child,  you  can  be  sure  he 
thinks  a  real  need  exists.  Your 
role,  as  parent,  is  to  handle  the 
recommended  reducing  pro- 
gram as  naturally  as  possible. 
Don't  make  a  point  of  telling 
the  child  he  is  on  a  reducing 
diet.  Just  serve  the  meals  cas- 
ually and  without  editorializing. 

ACTION,  ACTION,  ACTION! 

Physical  exercise  is  an  im- 
portant key  to  how  young  peo- 
ple look  and  feel,  and  what  they 
weigh.  The  amount  of  physical 
exercise    your    youngster    gets 


each  day  has  a  direct  bearing  on 
whether  or  not  he's  overweight. 
Children  who  are  very  active 
physically  are  seldom  over- 
weight; very  overweight  chil- 
dren are  almost  always  inactive. 

In  fact,  the  entire  way  of  life 
of  many  overweight  girls  and 
boys  is,  as  one  expert  called  it, 
"laborsaving."  Everything  they 
do  is  done  with  an  almost  un- 
canny, and  completely  natural, 
effortlessness. 

If  your  child  is  reluctant  to 
compete  in  sports  at  school,  get 
together  with  some  other  par- 
ents of  overweight  youngsters 
and  hire  a  room  at  the  "Y"  for 
them.  Or  you  could  organize  an 
exei  rise  club  in  the  basement  of 
your  home. 

Everyday  activities  pay  off, 
too.  For  example: 

►  A  half -hour  of  bicycling  burns 
off  20  pounds  of  fat  annually. 

►  A  brisk  walk  for  an  hour 
burns  up  200  calories  a  day. 

►  Dancing  the  latest  dance  for 
just  a  half  hour  daily  burns  up 
20  pounds  (and  maybe  substan- 
tially more)  in  a  year. 

►  Climbing  stairs,  hiking  to  the 
corner  to  mail  a  letter,  scrub- 
bing a  floor,  vacuuming,  yard- 
work  around  home,  cheerlead- 
ing—  they're  all  good,  and  play 
an  important  part  in  helping 
your  child  shape  up.  ■

Travel  ought  to  be  rewarding 
fun  for  the  whole  family.  By 
budgeting  for  your  family's 
travel  and  by  carefully  think- 
ing out  all  of  your  travel 
plans,  you  can  get  a  lot  more 
enjoyment  out  of  each  travel 
dollar  you  spend. 

Planning  is  your  first  step. 
Gather  as  much  travel  mate- 
rial as  you  need  in  order  to 
make  a  good  choice  of  pros- 
pective  places   to  visit.    Bro- 


chures, maps,  and  guidebooks 
are  available,  of  course,  from 
your  travel  agent  and  agencies 
like  the  American  Automobile 
Association  and  major  oil  com- 
pany travel  bureaus.  Travel 
articles,  such  as  those  in  Bet- 
ter Homes  and  Gardens,  also 
provide  planning  information. 
Selecting  your  accommoda- 
tions. When  you  have  decided 
where  you'd  like  to  go,  take  a 
look  at  your  budget.  Then  con- 


sult guidebooks  that  cover 
areas  you'll  be  visiting  for  in- 
formation on  where  to  stay  and 
what  to  do.  Most  good  guide- 
books grade  hotels  and  res- 
taurants and  also  indicate 
their  rates. 

In  most  prime  vacation  des- 
tinations there's  a  wide  rangeof 
accommodations,  from  budg- 
et to  luxurious.  And  this  is 
where  you  can  cut  costs. 

If  the  area  you've  selected  is 


one  where  you'll  be  outdoors 
much  of  the  time,  or  touring 
throughout  the  area,  there  is 
probably  no  need  to  pick  the 
most  expensive  room.  You 
won't  be  in  it  that  much.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  you  plan  to 
entertain  in  your  room,  or 
want  to  savor  the  atmosphere 
of  the  hotel,  pick  a  room  you 
will  enjoy  spending  time  in. 

Remember  that  many  hotels 
and  motels  offer  family  plan 
rates  which  are  lower  than  flat 
room  rates.  Investigate  these. 
Also  take  an  occasional  look  at 
some  of  the  more  modest  ac- 
commodations available  in  an 
area.  The  $1  or  $2  a  night  you 
might  save  on  accommoda- 
tions adds  up  rapidly. 

Mealtimes  when  traveling 
also  provide  a  chance  for  sav- 
ings. While  you're  on  a  vaca- 
tion, of  course,  you'll  want  to 
indulge  in  a  gourmet  meal  oc- 
casionally. But  as  a  steady 
diet  this  would  be  as  unsatis- 
factory as  it  wou Id  be  on  a  reg- 
ular  basis  at  home. 

Look  for  cafeterias  where 
you  can  feed  the  family  for 
considerably  less  than  in  a 
fine  restaurant.  And  plan  road- 
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Serve  your  family  the  foods  served

side  picnics  if  you  will  be  driv- 
ing. Most  states  now  have  ex- 
cellent roadside  rest  and  pic- 
nic areas.  A  roadside  stop  also 
gives  the  whole  family  a 
chance  to  stretch  their  legs 
and  breathe  in  some  fresh  air 
before  resuming  the  trip. 

Deciding  how  to  get  there.  Se- 
lecting the  right  means  of 
transportation  for  your  partic- 
ular trip  can  save  you  more 
travel  dollars. 

Going  by  plane.  Particularly 
on  a  trip  to  a  distant  destina- 
tion, air  transportation  is  a 
real  bargain.  According  to  the 
Air  Transport  Association,  the 
cost  of  air  travel  now  averages 
just  above  five  cents  a  mile 
per  passenger.  Using  simple 
mathematics,  you  can  see 
how  flying  and  driving  costs 
will  compare  on  the  trip  you 
have  planned. 

Investigate  bargain  air  fares 
like  the  Family  Plan  (husband 
pays  full  fare;  wife,  two-thirds; 
children  2-21,  one-third),  the 
Discover  America  excursions, 
tour-based  fares,  and  promo- 
tional fares  available  to  cer- 
tain destinations  at  specific 
times  (See  "Family  Air  Fares," 


Better  Homes  and  Gardens, 
January,  1968). 

If  you're  going  overseas,  air 
travel  .bargains  abound.  For 
example,  pay  for  at  least  $70 
worth  of  ground  arrangements 
in  advance  and  you  can  save 
that  much  on  the  cost  of  your 
ticket  by  purchasing  a  Group 
Inclusive  Tour  fare.  Usually 
these  special  fares  also  in- 
clude use  of  a  rental  car  and 
some  accommodations.  The 
regular  excursion  fare  from 
New  York  to  London  is  $300. 
On  a  Group  Inclusive  Tour 
fare,  you  pay  only  $230. 

A  fly-and-drive  combination 
is  often  the  most  economical 
way  to  travel  long  distances  in 
the  U.  S.  The  major  car  rental 
companies  offer  bargain  pack- 
age rates  on  their  cars,  in  con- 
junction with  your  air  fare. 

You  can  rent  an  Avis  car  for 
$99  a  week,  including  1,000 
free  miles.  Mileage  over  that 
costs  you  seven  cents  a  mile. 
The  Hertz  vacation  package 
costs  $88  a  week,  including 
500  free  miles  and  eight  cents 
a  mile  for  additional  mileage. 
Rates  of  companies  like  Budg- 
et Rent-A-Car  begin  at   $6  a 


day  and  six  cents  a  mile  for 
compact  cars. 

When  planning  any  air  trip, 
it's  a  smart  idea  to  see  your 
travel  agent.  He  can  make  all 
the  ticket  arrangements  at  no 
extra  cost  to  you,  and  find  a 
fare  to  suit  your  pocketbook. 
Going  by  train.  There  are  few 
good  passenger  trains  left 
in  this  country.  Some— like 
several  trains  from  Chicago 
and  Denver  to  the  West  Coast 
—are  first  rate  and  can  be  an 
interesting  way  to  go,  but  any 
savings  are  minimal. 

A  number  of  railroads  offer 
package  tours  combining  rail 
travel  to  your  destination  with 
hotel  accommodations,  sight- 
seeing tours,  and  other  trans- 
portation at  bargain  prices. 
Four  Winds  Travel,  Inc.  offers 
what  it  calls  "rail  cruises"  by 
private  train  that  are  vacation 
trips  in  themselves.  A  17-day 
"cruise"  from  New  York  along 
the  U.S.  Gulf  Coast  to  Mexico 
City  and  Acapulco— including 
overnight  accommodations, 
most  meals,  ground  transfers 
and  sight-seeing— costs  about 
$695  per  person  double  occu- 
pancy.   Other    "rail    cruises" 


reach  points  throughout  the 
U.S.  and  Canada. 

In  Western  Europe,  Britain, 
Japan,  and  other  areas  over- 
seas, Pail  travel  can  be  a  fast, 
exciting,  and  economical  way 
to  travel.  Special  bargains  like 
the  "BritRail"  pass  ($75  for  a 
month  of  unlimited  first  class 
rail  travel  in  the  British  Isles) 
and  "Eurailpass"  (from  $110 
for  21  days  of  unlimited  rail 
travel  in  Western  Europe)  also 
count  as  prepaid  ground  ar- 
rangements for  your  tour- 
based  air  fare. 

Going  by  bus.  You'll  find  mo- 
torcoach  tours  an  economical 
way  to  travel,  if  your  time  is 
not  limited  and  you  don't  tend 
to  get  road  weary.  Major  bus 
lines,  like  Greyhound  and  Con- 
tinental Trailways,  offer  a  va- 
riety of  packaged  vacation 
trips,  often  in  conjunction  with 
air  trips  and  ocean  cruises. 

For  example,  a  28-day  cross- 
country motorcoach  tour— in- 
cluding motorcoach  transpor- 
tation, sight-seeing,  accommo- 
dations, some  meals,  and  es- 
cort service— is  about  $760.

If  someone  in  your  family  likes  to  sew, 
and  you  can't  spare  a  room,  here's  the 
solution.  Hide  all  those  bits  and  pieces, 
and  the  machine,  with  this  compact  unit. 
It's  a  little  over  five  feet  long,  42  inches 
high  to  allow  stand-up  cutting  without 
bending  over,  and  two  feet  deep  to  accom- 
modate folded  48-inch  fabric. 

The  sewing  machine  (in  this  case  a  por- 
table) mounts  on  a  swing-out  table  which 
is  hinged  to  the  case,  to  keep  it  from  walk- 
ing all  over  the  place. 

Because  the  machine  is  out  from  the 
main  unit,  even  the  longest  pieces  of  fabric 
can  be  fed  through  and  over  to  the  floor. 
There's  no  pileup  of  fabric  between  the 
machine  and  the  wall,  a  common  com- 
plaint about  many  built-ins.  As  the  ma- 
chine table  swings  out,  the  cork-covered 
board  above  opens  up.  This  is  a  handy 
place  for  pinning  up  patterns  or  reminders. 

The  space  behind  the  machine  is  large 
enough  to  tuck  a  chair  neatly  out  of  sight. 
All  four  of  the  drawers  are  roomy  enough 
to  hold  patterns,  books,  and  fabrics,  plus 
that  ever-present  miscellany  of  buttons 
and  bows. 

The  unit  shown  here  was  made,  mainly, 
of  :  i -inch  plywood,  with  1x2  pine  used  for 
most  of  the  framing.  Three  orbit  casters 
help  swing  out  the  machine  table  which  is 
attached  to  the  case  with  "T"  hinges. 
Drawers  have  dadoed  sides  which  run  on 
wood  strips. 

We  painted  this  sewing  center,  but  you 
could  get  handsome  results  using  veneer- 
faced  plywood  and  a  stained  finish.

Small  rooms  grow  big  in  decorating  stature 
when  patterned  fabric  comes  on  the  scene. 
Let  the  pattern  be  snappy  and  bold  for  best 
effect.  To  wake  up  this  girl's  bedroom,  an 
eye-focusing  contemporary  print  cotton 
climbs  up  one  wall  and  marches  cheerfully 
across  the  ceiling. 

Colors  taken  from  the  print  pop  up  all 
around  the  room— in  the  painted  bed,  spread, 
curtains,  and  wall  poster.  A  generous  splash 
of  white  magnifies  the  patterned  print  and 
contrasts  sharply  with  the  stinging  shrimp 
accent  shade.  It  all  adds  up  to  a  youthful 
statement  of  decorating  independence. 


Right: 


Surround  a  9x1 1-foot  room  with  patterned 
fabric  and  it  will  end  up  looking  spectacularly 
finished— not  merely  furnished.  A  column 
cotton  print  changes  the  character  of  this 
small  studio  bedroom  from  drab  and  dark 
into  warm  and  glowing. 

Here,  the  fabric  goes  on  and  on— covering 
walls  and  closet  door,  and  draping  a  fabric- 
laminated  window  shade.  The  varying  greens 
in  the  print— citrus-fresh  to  mellowy-soft— 
are  restated  in  the  painted  woodwork,  vinyl 
bedspread,  and  wall-to-wall  carpeting. 

Fabrics  can  be  cover-up  artists,  too— dis- 
guising scarred  walls  and  distracting  the  eye 
from  architectural  oddities.

To  keep  this  powerful  floral  cotton  print 
from'  being  overwhelming,  the  pattern  is 
cut  away  following  the  irregular  line  of  the 
flowers.  This  leaves  a  portion  of  the  painted 
wall  and  ceiling  clear. 

To  the  decorating  beginner,  a  bath  or  pow- 
der room  is  an  ideal  place  to  start  experi- 
menting with  the  effects  of  fabrics.

Place  two  strikingly  different  fab- 
ric patterns  on  adjacent  walls,  and 
you  can  end  up  with  a  hodgepodge 
or  a  room  as  good-looking  as  this 
one.  Color  merges  pattern  offbeats 
to  make  a  surprising  scheme  plaus- 
ible and  pretty.  See  how  the  same 
cheerful  red  underscores  the  stripes 
and  flowers  in  the  cotton  prints, 
and  then  settles  in  the  bedspread 
with  a  solid  smash.  Painted  door 
uses  secondary  red  of  prints. 
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Right: 
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Undulating  flame-stitch  fabric 
makes  a  dramatic  move  to  revive 
a  tired  and  dispirited  room.  The 
flag-colored  flame  stitch  (a  blend 
of  linen,  cotton,  and  rayon)  flows 
freely  on  walls  and  in  draperies 
and  melts  into  the  fluid  floor-tile 
pattern.  A  wood  dado  anchors  the 
spactacular  wall  background  and 
keeps  it  from  being  overwhelming.

As  you  see  in  these  drawings,  it's  hard  to 
tell  where  outdoors  stops  and  interior  be- 
gins. Entry,  atrium,  terrace,  and  deck  all 
cast  the  plantings  in  the  star  role  of  your 
decorating  scheme. 

Left:  Expect  visitors  to  be  pleasantly 
startled  when  they  step  inside  and  en- 
counter a  thriving  garden  just  a  few  feet 
ahead.  The  atrium  makes  a  surprising 
introduction  to  the  house— but  it's  more 
than  just  a  guest-pleasing  gimmick. 

First  of  all,  it  provides  seclusion  in  a 
most  unusual  way.  Because  the  atrium 
acts  as  a  group  of  "interior  windows," 
none  are  needed  on  the  street  side.  Even 
from  this  relatively  close  point  of  view, 
the  living  and  dining  rooms  are  shielded 
by  greenery— callers  are  well  inside  be- 
fore they  see  the  action. 

At  night,  spotlights  recessed  in  that 
sheltering  canopy  let  you  point  up  the 
broad  slate  deck  and  further  screen  the 
interior  behind  a  wall  of  light. 


Below:  The  living  room,  entry,  dining 
room,  and  kitchen  surround  the  atrium, 
enjoying  an  atmosphere  as  natural  as 
the  garden  itself. 

Living  room  furnishings  let  guests  look 
at  both  the  garden  and  that  suspended 
fireplace.  But  don't  plan  to  save  the  area 
for  formal  occasions.  You'll  find  the 
family  here  every  day— especially  if  you 
throw  in  amenities  like  the  music  center 
and  desk  at  left. 

What  happens  to  your  atrium  in  the 
winter?  Anything  you  like.  It's  encircled 
by  warm  glass  and  gets  sun  all  day  long, 
so  you  can  rotate  plants  through  a  12- 
month  growing  season. 

The  atrium  acts  as  a  12xl2-foot  sky- 
light that  will  even  pull  in  moonbeams. 
When  you  need  more  illumination,  turn 
on  the  rows  of  spots  on  either  side. 
Above  right:  The  family  room's  rear-fac- 
ing deck  nestles  between  the  house  and 
garage.  It's  protected  on  three  sides,  so 


you  can  sit  out  late  in  the  evening  with- 
out bother  from  breezes  or  bugs. 

Look  carefully  and  you'll  see  the  kitch- 
en in  the  background  at  left— close 
enough  for  serving  anything  from  iced  tea 
to  the  fixings  for  a  charcoaled  steak  din- 
ner. A  gate  at  right  ties  the  deck  to  the 
kitchen-garage  walkway,  and  to  the  side 
yard  (see  plan). 

Below  right:  Here's  how  the  convertible 
kitchen  looks  when  it's  open.  Normally 
it  merges  with  the  dining  and  family 
rooms— but  turn  back  to  the  plan  to  see 
how  a  pocket  door  at  far  left  and  tracked 
panels  at  far  right  divide  them  into  three 
separate  rooms. 

A  wall-wide  window  looks  out  at  the 
side  yard,  which  could  be  a  play  area  for 
small  children.  Upper  cabinets  stop  short 
of  the  window,  so  your  view  is  unob- 
structed. With  the  window,  plus  the 
atrium  at  its  back  and  an  illuminated 
ceiling,  this  kitchen  will  always  be  bright.

HOW  TO  STRETCH 
THE  DAFFODIL  SEASON

Spring  isn't  officially  here  until  it's  announced  by  the  trum 
peted  blossoms  of  the  daffodil.  Many  varieties  bloom  befon 
the  last  crocus  fades  and  before  the  first  tulips  bloom,  bu 
don't  limit  yourself  to  this  first  flash  of  color.  By  selecting 
varieties  carefully,  you  can  have  daffodils  in  bloom  througl 
the  entire  spring  season.  The  blooms  pictured  are  about  two> 
thirds  their  normal  size.  They're  even  more  spactacular  wher 
viewed  full  size  in  your  garden  or  in  arrangements. 

Your  choices  of  color  and  shape  are  no  longer  limited  t 
white  or  yellow  and  long  or  short  trumpets.  Red,  pink,  green! 
orange,  gold,  and  combinations  of  these  with  yellow  anc 
white— along  with  an  amazing  number  of  shapes— add  to  th 
excitement  of  growing  this  hardy  flowering  bulb.  The  nin 
varieties  pictured  here  are  just  a  sampling  of  the  many  kind 
available  in  each  of  the  three  seasonal  categories. 
Left:  Our  pick  of  the  earliest  bloomers  are  (from  bottom) 
Fortune,  a  large-cup  type  with  deep  lemon-yellow  petals  and] 
coppery  orange-red  flared  cup;  Mount  Hood,  a  white  trumpet] 
of  heavy  substance  with  a  long,  creamy  trumpet;  Unsurpass- 
able, a  yellow  trumpet  of  a  most  impressive  size  and  a  deep! 
golden  color.  These  early  daffodils  are  the  most  welcome 
flowers  of  the  season — they  chase  away  all  thoughts  of  the 
dreary  winter  just  passed,  and  promise  a  bright  summer. 
Right:  The  varieties  that  bloom  in  midseason  include  the 
earliest  of  the  doubles  and  the  kinds  that  have  more  than  one 
bloom  per  stem.  Twink  is  a  double  with  primrose  yellow 
petals  and  a  deep  orange  center.  Trevithian,  a  jonquilla.  type 
with  two  or  three  lemon-yellow,  medium-size  blooms  per 
stem,  adds  much  interest  to  the  garden.  Red  Goblet  repre 
sents  the  large-cupped  daffodils  with  its  golden  petals  and 
orange-red  cup. 

Far  right:  You  can  wind  up  the  season  with  Chinese  White,  a  j 
small-cup  variety  that  is  pure  white  and  faultless  in  form, 
reaching  over  four  inches  in  diameter.  Sempre  Avanti,  a  large- 
cup  type,  presents  a  bold,  orange  cup  against  wide-spreading, 
creamy  white  petals.  White  Lion  is  a  distinctive  double  with 
waxy  white  petals  and  a  soft  blending  of  yellow  in  the  center. 

Order  your  selections  immediately  from  catalogs  of  bulb 
specialists,  or  visit  your  local  garden  center  to  choose  from 
the  varieties  offered  there.  Plant  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  possible 
—  the  earlier  the  better.  Since  prajSer  planting  insures  years 
of  good  bloom,  carefully  follow  the  directions  below. 
Culture.  Prepare  the  bed  in  advance  of  fall  planting  by  digging 
deeply  and  incorporating  moist  peat  moss  or  leaf  mold.  If  the 
soil  is  quite  heavy  with  clay,  loosen  it  further  with  sand.  Space 
the  bulbs  three  to  five  inches  apart  and  set  them  deep— there 
should  be  six  or  seven  inches  of  soil  above  the  bulbs'  shoul- 
ders—then water  well.  Tulips  enjoy  the  same  culture,  but  they 
should  be  spaced  three -to  four  inches  apart  and  covered  with 
four  to  five  inches  of  soil. 

Cover  the  bed  with  a  loose  mulch  as  soon  as  the  nights  be- 
come cool.  The  mulch  will  help  retain  soil  warmth  late  in  the 
season  to  encourage  additional  rooting,  and  it  will  keep  the 
soil  evenly  cold  during  the  winter  months.  Remove  the  mulch 
in  the  spring  when  the  tips  of  foliage  first  appear.  Dig  bulb  food 
into  the  soil  around  the  young  foliage— this  encourages  sturdy 
growth  which  will  build  up  strength  in  the  bulbs  for  the  fol- 
lowing year's  flowers.  More  on  next  page

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Tulips  supply  some  of  the  most  cheerful  colors  of  spri 
—and  they  look  great  wherever  you  might  choose  to  pla 
them.  But  to  show  them  off'  at  their  finest,  arrange  yoll 
plantings  so  other  spring  flowers  can  blend  with  or  tempr 
their  brightness.  Flowering  trees  and  shrubs,  other  spring 
flowering  bulbs,   and  early-blooming  perennials  offer 
wealt  h  of  color  and  textural  relief. 

When  selecting  tulips,  keep  in  mind  colors  and  bloomir 
dates  of  existing  plants.

Vanilla  ice  cream 
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Drain  cherries,  reserving  syrup.  In  sauce- 
pan, blend  sugar  and  cornstarch;  gradu- 
ally stir  in  reserved  cherry  syrup,  mixing 
well.  Cook  and  stir  over  medium  heat  till 
mixture  thickens  and  bubbles.  Remove 
from  heat;  stir  in  cherries.  Turn  into 
heatproof  bowl  or  top  pan  of  chafing  dish. 
(Be  sure  bottom  pan  of  chafing  dish  is 
filled    with   hot   water;    keep   hot    over 


flame.)  Heat  brandy  or  kirsch  in  small 
metal  pan  with  long  handle.  (If  desired, 
pour  heated  brandy  into  large  ladle.) 
Carefully  ignite  heated  brandy  and  pour 
over  cherry  mixture.  Stir  to  blend  brandy 
into  sauce  and  serve  immediately  over 
ice  cream.  Makes  2  cups  sauce.  (For  a 
most  dramatic  effect,  dim  the  lights  just 
before  lightir  4  brandy.)

SALAD 


Set  the  stage  for  a  star  performance  when  you  serve  Caesar  Salad.  Here's  where  tl 
man  in  the  family  will  want  to  get  into  the  act  to  show  off  his  culinary  skills  at  tl 
table.  You  can  help  him  by  having  all  the  ingredients  ready  wine  vinegar,  an 
garlic  olive  oil  (prepared  a  day  ahead)  in  cruets,  a  lemon  cut  in  half,  1  or  2  coddle 
eggs,  and  a  cup  of  Caesar  croutons  that  you've  made  beforehand.  Fill  the  wood* 
salad  bowl  with  drained,  torn  romaine,  and  let  the  show  begin.

COLORFUL  CREWEL  CUSHIONS 

By  Margo  Garrity,  Crafts  and  Home  Sewing  Editor 

Chances  are,  the  basic  stitches  used  in  these 
crewel  cushions  came  over  on  the  Mayflower 
but  the  designs  are  very  much  in  the  style  of 
today.  To  embellish  all  five  of  these  pillows, 
you'll  need  to  master  only  six  simple  stitches: 
chain,  satin,  roumanian,  straight,  stem,  and  lazy 
daisy.  The  heavy  decorator  cloth  used  for  back- 
ground is  a  loosely  woven  fabric,  so  it's  excep- 
tionally easy  to  draw  your  yarn  and  needle 
through.  For  best  results,  stretch  the  stamped 
design  tightly  onto  a  frame  or  hoop  before 
starting  to  embroider.  Each  pillow  kit  contains 
a  design  stamped  on  decorator  fabric  (with 
enough  to  make  a  complete  pillow  cover  in  col- 
ors shown),  plus  wool  yarn,  needle,  complete 
directions,  and  color  pictures  of  pillow  designs.

Remember  these  tips  when  you're  shopping  for  fresh  vege- 
tables. Buy  in  season  when  quality  is  high;  buy  only  what 
you  can  store  properly  and  use  without  waste;  avoid  rough 
handling.  And  check  this  handy  buying  guide.  Then  clip 
and  save  it  for  reference. 


Artichokes  (Available  all  year; 
peak  of  season  Apiil  and  May.) 
Should  be  plump,  globular,  and 
heavy  for  theii  size,  with  com- 
pact, thick,  green  scales.  Avoid 
those  with  large,  discolored,  or 
spreading  scales. 
Asparagus  (Available  February 
to  June.)  Should  be  a  rich 
green,  with  closed,  compact 
tips,  and  smooth,  lound  spears. 
Avoid  those  with  spreading 
tips,  or  ribbed  spears. 
Beans,  snap  (Available  all  year.) 
Should  be  firm,  and  crisp,  with 
good  color  for  the  variety. 
Avoid  wilted,  seriously  blem- 
ished, thick,  or  tough  pods. 
Beets  (Available  all  year.) 
Should  be  a  rich  red  color,  firm, 
round,  and  smooth,  w  ith  a  slen- 
der taproot.  Beet  tops  don't  al- 
ways indicate  quality.  Avoid 
elongated  beets  with  scaly  ar- 
eas, or  soft,  vrilted  beets. 


Broccoli  (Available  all  year.) 
Should  have  firm,  compact 
clusters  of  small  buds.  Avoid 
those  with  thick  stems,  opened 
bud  clusters,  or  yellowish  color. 
Brussels  sprouts  (Available  from 
August  to  March;  peak  of  sea- 
son October  to  December.) 
Should  be  firm  and  bright  green, 
with  tight-fitting  outer  leaves. 
Avoid  yellow  or  soft  leaves. 
Cabbage  (Available  all  year.) 
Should  be  firm,  and  heavy  for 
its  size,  with  outer  leaves  a 
good  green  or  red  coloi.

1.  Yarn  candle  holder.  You'll 
need  one  plastic  foam  ring  6x 
I1-,";  one  4x2";  one  each  5" 
and  4  '  ■_>"  plastic  foam  pedestal. 

Wrap  each  ring  vertically 
with  yarn,  passing  yarn  over 
and  under.  Glue  yarn  end  on 
inside  of  ring.  On  pedestals, 
glue  yarn  round  and  round. 
Hold  base  in  left  hand;  wind 
with  right.  Glue  yarn  every  3 
rows  to  prevent  slipping.  Glue 
last  row;  cut  yarn.  Begin  again 
at  center  of  pedestal,  gluing 
and  winding  as  before.  When 
all  are  wrapped,  glue  together. 

2.  Hearth  broom  cover.  Draw 
around  broom  and  cut  paper 
pattern  allowing  for  side  seams.

Scallop 
bottom  edges.  Slide  over  han- 
dle onto  broom.  Cut  a  2"  felt 
strip  long  enough  to  fit  around 
broom;  secure  to  cover.

To  help  you  make  the 
best  use  of  these  modern  weapons,  here  are  the  facts  about  common  contagious 
diseases  and  how  they  affect  your  family. 


HOW  TO  TAKE  THE  STRAIN  OUT  OF 
GARDEN  JOBS 


Take  most  of  the  grunts  and 
groans  out  of  your  garden 
chores  by  using  your  head  in- 
stead of  your  back.  You  can 
conserve  your  energy  and  les- 
sen the  chance  of  injury  by  in- 
cluding these  sensible,  strain- 
preventive  practices  in  your 
regular  garden  activities.  Use 
the  wheel,  leverage,  and  gravity 
as  often  as  possible. 


Use  a  block  and  tackle  to  remove 
tree  stumps.  For  trees  under  ten 
inches  in  diameter,  dig  a  trench 
around  the  base  of  the  trunk  a 
foot  or  so  deep  and  cut  off  ex- 
posed roots.  Tie  one  end  of  a 
block-and-tackle  (you  can  rent 
this)  around  the  stump  being 
removed  and  the  other  end 
around  a  large  boulder,  another 
tree  trunk,  or  a  heavy  stake 
driven  in  the  ground.  Then  pull. 
Even  if  the  trunk  doesn't  come 
out  completely,  it  will  be  pulled 
to  the  side  so  you  can  get  at  the 
deep  roots  with  an  axe. 

Oversize  stumps  take  an  end- 
less amount  of  time  to  burn  or 
chop  out,  so  you'd  better  turn 
these  over  to  a  professional 
with  a  stump  chipper. 


Move  heavy  planters  on  rollers. 
Keep  on  hand  three  or  four  sec- 
tions of  two-inch-diameter  pipe 


or  thick  wood  dowels  two  to 
three  feet  long  for  moving 
heavy,  flat-bottomed  loads  like 
a  planter  or  railroad  ties  for  a 
retaining  wall.  Place  a  pipe 
(roller)  under  one  side  by  lifting 
the  load  with  a  wrecking  bar  or 
a  plank.  Place  a  second  pipe 
several  inches  in  front  of  the 
one  in  place  and  push  half  the 
load  onto  it. 

Once  the  load  is  on  two  roll- 
ers, you  just  have  to  place  the 
third  roller  ahead  of  the  load  in 
the  direction  you  want  to  go; 
then  shift  the  roller  that  comes 
free  at  the  back  to  the  front. 
Continue  this  action  until  you 
reach  your  destination.  There's 
no  heavy  lifting  involved  in  the 
process.  Push  rather  than  pull, 
since  pushing  puts  the  work 
load  on  your  legs,  not  your 
back. 


Use  wheelbarrow  properly.  In- 
stead of  pushing  that  wheel- 
barrow, try  pulling  it  up  a 
slope.  You'll  find  it  takes  less 
effort.  In  pushing,  the  force  is 
applied  on  a  line  from  the  han- 
dles to  the  center  of  the  wheel 
so  you  are,  to  a  degree,  pushing 
against  the  incline.  In  pulling 
the  load,  the  line  of  force  is  up- 
ward and  slightly  away  from 
the  ground. 

You  should  also  pull  the  bar- 
row through  level  areas  of  sand, 
gravel,  or  loose  soil.  Any  load 
causes  the  wheel  to  make  a  de- 
pression—so the  wheel  is  forced 
to  go  up  a  continuous  tiny  in- 
cline. A  wide  pneumatic  tire 
spreads  the  weight  adequately 
to  eliminate  this  problem.  Pull- 
ing and  pushing  use  entirely 
different  sets  of  muscles.  So  to 
reduce  fatigue,  pull  the  barrow 
up  slopes,  and  push  it  down  a 
hill  or  on  level  areas  of  firm 
ground.  Centering  the  load  also 
lessens  strain. 


Avoid  lifting  and  carrying.  Use  a 

child's  wagon  or  a  garden  cart 
for  hauling  heavy  materials, 
such  as  plant  food,  bricks,  and 
patio  blocks.  Ease  heavy  sup- 
plies from  the  back  of  a  station 
wagon  by  working  them  off  the 
tailgate  onto  the  wagon  or  cart 
without  lifting.  Then  pull  the 
load  to  the  spot  you  need  it  in 
the  garden.  Keep  garden  cart 
cleaned  out.  If  it's  full,  you're 
tempted  to  hand-carry  supplies. 


Lift  out  fence  posts.  An  auto- 
mobile jack  will  lift  posts  out 
of  the  ground  with  no  strain 
on  you.

PLANNING  TO  BUY  A  PIANO  OR  AN  ORGAN? 


You  may  want  to  start  out  with  an  inexpensive  spinet 
piano  or  console  organ  and  eventually  trade  up  to  a  baby 
grand  or  even  a  three-keyboard  theater-type  organ  complete 
with  all  the  special  effects.  Trade-in  values  for  these  instru- 
ments are  usually  high. 

A  piano  or  an  organ  represents  a  major  purchase— from 
$500  to  $3,000  or  more— so  you  should  examine  the  market 
as  closely  as  possible. 

Here  are  a  few  factors  to  consider: 
Rental  plan— Here's  an  excellent  way  to  take  out  a  little  in- 
surance on  your  forthcoming  investment.  The  rental  program 
lets  you  avoid  a  major  dollar  commitment  until  someone  in 
the  family  has  committed  himself  to  music-making.  Also, 
you  may  decide  to  buy  a  better  instrument  than  originally 
intended.  Usually,  piano  and  organ  dealers  convert  90  percent 
or  more  "rentals"  to  actual  sales. 

Reputable  dealer  -Shop  at  a  reputable  music  store.  The  good 
music  merchant  wants  your  business  and  your  friends'  busi- 
ness—so he's  not  apt  to  "give  you  the  business."  In  fine 
stores,  knowledgeable  salesmen  are  able  to  explain  which 
instruments  are  good  for  you  and  why.  They  will  answer 
your  questions  frankly,  including  technical  questions  about 
structural  and  mechanical  features. 

Financing— You  can  obtain  financing  for  a  piano  or  organ  if 
your  credit  is  good.  Bank  rates  are  the  targets  to  shoot  at, 
although  some  music  stores  will  offer  better  rates.  Reliable 


dealers  have  very  good,  competitive  financing  programs. 
Warranties-  -Reliable  companies  stand  behind  their  products, 
and  makers  of  musical  instruments  rank  high  in  this  respect. 
While  you  may  wish  to  compare  warranties,  the  differences 
should  not  be  major  determining  factors  in  the  purchase  of 
either  pianos  or  organs.  The  manufacturer  supplies  the  war- 
ranty in  most  cases,  and  is  often  involved  in  carrying  out  its 
provisions  regarding  parts  and  labor. 

Pre-shopping— Study  piano  and  organ  models  (most  major 
manufacturers  advertise  regularly  and  will  provide  pamph- 
lets on  request)  and  narrow  your  selection  on  styles,  types 
and  prices  before  visiting  a  music  store.  This  will  save  miles 
of  walking.  Also,  don't  be  afraid  to  seek  the  help  of  a  music 
teacher,  one  who  can  advise  you  on  the  individual  character 
of  a  particular  instrument. 

When  you're  piano  shopping,  try  to  choose  the  best  make 
in  its  price  bracket.  There  are  many  good  products  in  all  price 
ranges,  and  a  good  piano  salesman  will  be  able  to  point  them 
out. 

Whatever  you  select,  about  85  percent  of  the  price  repre- 
sents labor.  Most  American-made  quality  pianos  require 
nine  months  to  a  year  to  construct.  Factory  production 
techniques  are  used  primarily  to  increase  precision  rather 
than  increase  production. 

Pianos  are  very  durable.  New  waterproof  glue  enables 
them  to  withstand  various  climates  and  extreme  changes  in

temperature  and  humidity.  All  new  pianos  have  plastic  keys 
which  do  not  yellow  or  shrink  with  age  and  arc  easy  to  clean. 
The  United  States  manufacturers  use  mothproof  felt  on 
hammers  to  insure  longer  life. 

Check  the  tone  and  action  by  striking  the  keys.  The  tone 
should  be  warm  and  resonant  throughout  the  entire  key- 
board. The  keys  should  be  evenly  spaced  and  should  react 
smoothly  and  immediately  to  fast  or  slow  playing,  loud  or 
soft  playing.  Judging  tone  and  action  will  be  difficult  for  the 
novice— another  important  reason  why  you  should  consult 
only  reputable  dealers. 

Have  the  person  who  is  going  to  be  taking  lessons  shop 
with  you— especially  if  that  person  is  a  child.  Giving  your 
youngster  a  say  in  the  decision  will  spark  his  enthusiasm  for 
playing. 

Check  the  cabinet  work  carefully.  Corners  should  be  joined 
and  finished  smoothly.  The  inside  surfaces  of  the  sheet  music 
panel  should  be  as  carefully  finished  as  other  surfaces. 

When  you  make  your  decision,  be  sure  the  price  includes 
delivery,  initial  tuning  in  your  home,  and  warranty.  Benches 
are  usually  priced  separately. 

When  you're  organ  shopping  bear  these  facts  in  mind.  Ac- 
cording to  one  major  manufacturer,  today's  organs  in  the 
$1,500  to  $2,500  range  compare  favorably  with  the  more  ex- 
pensive instruments  of  five  or  more  years  ago.  And  good- 
sounding  spinet  organs  that  now  sell  for  less  than  $1,000  offer 


more  variety  than  $1,500  models  of  ten  years  ago.  Major 
musical  breakthrough  in  integrated  circuits  and  solid-State 
electronics  have  helped  increase  versatility  and  reduce  prices 
and  maintenance  costs.  Volume  and  tonal  quality  are  also 
improved. 

When  you  shop,  look  at  several  styles  and  listen.  Check 
the  tone  and  be  certain  the  various  voices  are  really  voices 
and  not  just  mutes.  The  four  basic  voices  are  flute,  string, 
reed  (or  brass),  and  diapason  (organ  sound;.  When  you  play 
solo  voices  or  chords  the  sounds  should  be  rich,  powerful, 
and  clear.  Tonal  effects  vary  from  organ  to  organ.  The  one 
that  pleases  you  and  your  family  is  the  one  to  buy. 

Higher  priced  models  have  additional  voices  (special  ef- 
fects), better  quality  amplifiers  and  speakers,  more  pedal 
notes  and  better  cabinetry— things  that  you  can  see  and  hear 
immediately.  The  purchase  price  should  include  delivery  and 
warranty. 

Some  organs  can  produce  the  sounds  of  Hawaiian  guitars, 
trombones,  bongos,  snare  drums,  bass  drums,  and  mando- 
lins. You  can  even  add  rhythmic  effects,  from  waltz  to  bossa 
nova.  The  more  special  effects,  the  higher  the  price  tag. 

Fortunately,  there  is  no  reason  to  be  awed  by  all  this  versa- 
tility. Many  dealers  include  a  free  series  of  lessons  in  the 
price  of  an  instrument.  After  only  a  few  lessons,  you  can 
start  enjoying  your  own  music— and  enjoying  your  own 
music  is  what  buying  a  piano  or  an  organ  is  all  about.  ■

FOUR  FINE 
STORAGE  WALLS 


A  storage  wall  that  simply  stores  is  only  doing  half  the  job. 
It  should  also  spark  the  decorative  quality  of  a  room.  With  a 
little  imagination,  you  can  turn  open-fronted  shelves  into  an 
ever-changing  background  of  colorful  bookbindings,  flowers, 
statuary,  and  entertainment  components  including  stereo, 
hi-fi,  and  TV.

For  extra  storage,  slide  a 
low  chest,  or  chests,  under  fixed  bottom  shelf. 
Above:  A  storage  wall  in  a  wink?  That's  what  you  can  have 
with  these  interlocking  storage  pieces.  Notched  end  panels 
enable  you  to  stack  and  bunch  units  to  suit  space  and  dec- 
orating needs.  No  wall  brackets  or  other  hardware  needed. 
Because  shelves  are  freestanding,  you  can  use  them  against 
the  wall,  or  as  a  room  divider.

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When  do  you  start  teaching 
your  daughter  to  sew?  If  your 
youngster  shows  interest,  nine 
years  of  age  — or  even  earlier — 
is  not  too  young.  The  age  de- 
pends upon  your  child  and  the 
example  you  set.  The  more  you 
sew,  the  sooner  she's  likely  to 
want  to  learn. 
How  to  thread  needle 

Start  by  teaching  the  proper 
method  to  thread  a  needle.  Lay 
out  a  spool  of  thread,  needles, 
and  scissors  on  a  table  in  front 
of  you.  With  your  daughter 
seated  on  your  right,  work  with 
thread  cut  to  the  length  of  your 
forearm.  Lift  end  of  thread  with 
left  hand,  scissors  with  right; 
make  a  diagonal  cut  near  the 
thread  end. 

Lay  scissors  down,  transfer 
thread  to  right  hand.  Hold  the 
thread  about  half  an  inch  from 
end  between  thumb  and  fore- 
finger. Pick  up  needle  with  left 
hand  and  hold  it  between 
thumb  and  first  two  fingers  (1). 
Rotate  the  needle  so  you  can 
look  through  the  eye.  (Use  an 
embroidery  needle  that  has  a 
long  golden  eye.  It's  much 
easier  to  thread  than  a  round- 
eye  needle.)

In  teaching  your  child  how 
to  tie  a  knot,  hold  the  thread 
end  between  your  thumb  and 


first  finger.  Wrap  thread  around 
first  finger  and  between  thumb 
and  finger  alongside  the  thread 
end  (3).  Push  your  thumb  for- 
ward, gently  rolling  threads  so 
they  twist  together  (4).   Most 


Bring  hands  together  so  the 
second  and  third  fingers  of 
right  hand  rest  against  back  of 
fingertips  of  left  hand.

As  the  circle  of  thread  comes 
off  first  finger,  grasp  thread 
above  the  circle  between  your 
second  finger  and  thurnb.  Re- 
lease first  finger;  pull  back  to 
make  a  knot  (5).  Show  your 
daughter  and  practice  together 
just  as  you  did  with  threading. 


the  thread  end  through  the 
needle  eye.  At  the  same  time, 
pass  grasp  of  the  needle  to  the 
right  thumb  and  finger  (2). 

With  left  hand,  grasp  thread 
end;  draw  it  through  eye  far 
enough  (about  six  inches)  to 
tie  a  knot  with  the  left  hand. 
Show  hand  motions  exactly  the 
same  way  each  time.  Teach 
your  child  to  do  the  motions 
with  you,  then  let  her  repeat 
them  until  she  finds  she  can  do 


Then  repeat  threading  and 
knotting  motions  in  sequence. 
Thimble  techniques 

From  the  beginning,  train 
your  child  to  use  a  thimble.  If 
you  cannot  find  one  small 
enough,  apply  adhesive  tape  to 
inside  of  a  larger  one.  Thimble 
protects  middle  finger,  right 
hand  and  also  helps  push 
needle  through  heavy  fabric. 
(See  sketch  6.) 

It's  usually  easier  for  a  child 
to  manage  a  short  needle.  When 
she  uses  one  that's  too  long, 
she  tends  to  push  it  with  an- 
other finger. 


How  to  handle  scissors 

Children  usually  are  famiii| 
with  scissors  long  before  th 
become  interested  in  sewir 
They  should  learn  the  pro} 
way  of  handling  them.  Wh 
handing  scissors  to  another  pe 
son,  hold  the  blades  and  off 
the  handles.  Scissors  should  n 
be  dropped— since  dull  or  bei 
ones  will  not  cut  fabric.  Buyii 
a  pair  for  your  child  to  use  on 
for  sewing  will  help  teach  her  t 
respect  personal  property. 

Most  scissors  are  for  th 
right  hand.  If  your  daughter 
left-handed  and  finds  it  cliff 
cult  to  cut  right-handed,  bu 
left-handed  scissors  for  he 
There  are  two  types  of  sewin 
scissors.  The  typical  ones  hav 
one  rounded  and  one  shar 
point.  Embroidery  scissors  hav 
two  sharp  points.  The  choice 
a  matter  of  personal  preferenct 
Both  tvpes  have  a  size  range  u 
to  6  inches. 

As  your  child  progresses,  yoi 
may  wish  to  invest  in  dress 
maker  shears.  Their  bent  han 
dies  make  it  easier  to  follow  ai 
pattern  outline  precisely  be 
cause  you  can  keep  blades  flat 
on  table  while  cutting.  These 
shears  come  in  several  different 
lengths.  The  7'2-  and  8-inch 
sizes  are  the  most  popular. 
First  projects 

Continue  letting  your  child 
practice  threading,  knotting, 
and  cutting,  then  give  her 
two-hole  button  and  a  piece  of 
bright  felt.  She'll  have  a  feelin 
of  accomplishment  when  she 
discovers  how  easy  and  how 
much  fun  sewing  buttons  to 
piece  of  fabric  can  be. 

A  nother  good  start  is  to  teach 
hqf  how  to  lace  wool  yarn  or 
heavy  cord  through  holed  pic- 
ture cards.  These  sets  are  avail- 
able at  most  leading  toy  stores. 
When  you  feel  your  daughter 
has  mastered  the  needle  and 
thread  technique,  start  her 
stitching  doll  clothes  you've 
cut  out  for  her.  Illustrate  a  sim- 
ple running  stitch  for  her  first 
attempt. 

Keep  the  clothes  simple  so 
your  daughter's  interest  won't 
run  out  before  they're  finished. 
She's  never  too  young  to  learn 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  a  proj- 
ect through,  but  let  her  know- 
that  it  doesn't  have  to  be  com- 
pleted at  one  sitting.  When 
she's  first  starting  to  sew,  it's 
wise  to  stay  at  her  side  to  avoid 
mishaps  and  to  check  the  prog- 
ress she's  making.  ■

HOW  TO 
REFORM  A 
SPACE- 
WASTEFUL 

KITCHEN 


Once  this  room  could  hardly  qualify  as  a 
kitchen.  It  was  more  like  a  wide  passage- 
way, long  on  space  and  short  on  con- 
venience. Meal-making  was  a  constant 
trek  from  stove  and  refrigerator  in  one 
room  to  sink  and  storage  in  the  pantry. 

Careful  planning  and  minimum  struc- 
tural changes  created  this  exemplary  new 


kitchen,  plus  a  complete  laundry  center, 
powder  room,  and  multiple  closet  and 
hulk  storage  by  the  entry— all  in  the 
original  space.  Now,  a  new  door  leads 
directly  to  the  dining  room,  saving  many 
steps.  And  the  new,  compactly  arranged 
kitchen  has  abundant  storage  and  work 
space  surrounding  each  appliance. 
Above:  In  foreground,  breakfast  bar  con- 
verts in  a  wink  to  a  baking  center.  Sup- 
plies are  stored  in  tall  pantry  adjacent  to 
the  ovens.  Lamp  above  the  counter  ad- 
justs in  height  for  eating  or  working. 

On  the  sink's  right,  a  lipped  hardwood 
chopping  block  rests  on  work  top.  It  lifts 
out  easily  for  occasional  refinishing. 
Storage  cabinets  above  the  sink  hide  a 
recessed  pocket  next  to  the  window. 
Here,  roll-up  bamboo  blinds  to  control 
sunlight  are  hidden  when  not  in  use. 


Below  left:  Two  thick- walled  pipe  enclo- 
sures were  stripped  of  useless  plaster  anc 
framing  to  make  room  for  a  shallow  pan- 
try flanking  the  ovens.  The  opened  on* 
holds  bakeware  and  mixing  supplies;  th( 
other  stores  foods  and  staples.  Height  oi 
each  shelf  is  adjustable. 
Below  right:  Replacing  the  stairwell  wall 
with  open  studs  gave  the  entire  room 
greater  depth  and  airiness.  It  also  made 
possible  the  wider,  more  dramatic  steps 
leading  to  the  living  room.  Above,  mech- 
anism from  an  electric  clock  was  installed 
behind  a  movable  panel,  then  strips  of 
luminous  tape  arranged  on  the  face  to 
represent  the  hours. 

Lighted  glassware  case  beside  steps 
brightens  the  once  dark  corner.  Large 
platters,  bakeware,  serve  trays  stand  be 
tween  dividers  in  the  lower  cabinet.

Those  all-too-familiar  age  signs  — out-of- 
date  appliances,  worn  floors  and  counters 
-convinced  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Goetz, 
Webster  Groves,  Mo.,  that  the  time  had 
come  for  a  kitchen  remodeling.  In  addition 
to  updating  their  kitchen,  they  wanted  to 
turn  it  into  the  kind  of  room  that  would  en- 
courage conversation  when  mealtime  drew 
this  active  family  together.  Removing 
walls  separating  kitchen  from  dining  and 
family  rooms  created  a  kitchen  big  enough 
for  everyday  family  enjoyment.

Above:  Instead  of  an  ordinary  U-shape  ar- 
rangement of  work  areas,  kitchen  activities 
are  separated  and  compartmented  to  func- 
tion independently  with  space  enough  for 
everyone  to  lend  a  hand. 

Quick  meals  and  convenience  foods  are 
prepared  within  the  step-saving  half  circle

Summertime  activities  at  ski  resorts; 
backpacking  wilderness  trips;  vacations 
with  the  Indians;  trips  all  over  the  U.S.A. 
and  to  Mexico,  Canada,  the  Caribbean, 
South  America,  Europe,  and  Japan. 
We'll  introduce  you  to  new  family  travel 
destinations  and  new  ways  to  see  familiar 
places.  For  starters,  find  out  below  when 
the  crowded  places  are  uncrowded. 


The  National  Parks— During  the  sum- 
aer,  many  of  our  national  parks  are 
ammed  with  cars,  trucks,  tents,  and  peo- 
>le.  Too  many  of  the  people  are  "wind- 
hield  visitors"  who  rarely  wander  far 
rom  visitor  centers  and  paved  roads,  but 
:an  spoil  the  visit  of  someone  who  wants 
-o  appreciate  the  natural  surroundings. 

One  way  to  avoid  these  crowds  is  to  go 
vhen  the  parks  are  least  crowded,  usually 
n  the  early  spring  or  fall.  The  weather  is 
Generally  mild  then  and  accommodations 
more  available.  Another  way  is  to  take 
advantage  of  the  many  Park  Service  pro- 
grams. Rangers  regularly  lead  campfire 
programs,  guided  nature  trail  tours,  even 
backpacking  trips  into  wilderness  areas. 

Still  another  way  is  to  head  for  the 


back  country  regions  of  the  parks.  For 
example,  at  Yellowstone  the  Bunsen  Peak 
Road,  the  Old  Mammoth-Tower  Road, 
or  a  trip  to  the  top  of  Mount  Washburn 
are  off  the  beaten  path.  At  the  Grand 
Canyon,  visit  the  north  rim  area  instead 
of  the  more  popular,  and  very  crowded, 
south  rim.  At  Yosemite,  head  for  the  high 
country  area  of  sculptured  cliffs,  domes, 
meadows,  and  grassy  valleys.  Some 
campgrounds  are  accessible  only  on  foot.

►  Williamsburg,  Va.  —  May  and  Novem- 
ber are  the  best  times  to  visit  Colonial 
Williamsburg.  You'll  avoid  the  crowds 
that  are  a  fixture  throughout  the  sum- 
mer, and  you'll  enjoy  some  of  the  most 
pleasant  weather  of  the  year  in  this  tem- 
perate region  of  Virginia. 

Touring  the  restored  eighteenth  cen- 
tury city  is  a  living  experience  in  the 
past.  Begin  your  visit  at  the  Information 
Center  and  see  the  37-minute  motion 
picture,  Williamsburg— The  Story  of  a 
Patriot.  While  here,  you  may  also  plan 
tours  of  nearby  points  of  interest,  pur- 
chase tickets  to  exhibition  buildings, 
make  reservations  for  dining  and  over- 
night accommodations. 

A  combination  ticket  ($3.50;  students, 
$2;  children  7-11,  $1)  this  fall  admits  you 
to  10  exhibition  buildings.  There  is  no 
charge  at  the  other  buildings  and  craft 
shops.  Newly  restored  are  the  home  of 
statesman  Peyton  Randolph;  a  silver- 
smith shop  and  brass  foundry;  Henry 
Wetherburn's  tavern;  the  McKenzie 
Apothecary  Shop;  and  several  class- 
rooms in  the  Wren  Building  of  the  Col- 
lege of  William  and  Mary.

minute  carriage  ride  ($1.25) ;  sight  and 
sound  self-guided  walking  tours  (75c  for 
two) ;  walking  garden  tour  ($1) ;  Lanthorn 
Tour  of  craft  shops  and  candlelight  visit 
to  four  shops  ($1.50).

►  The  Caribbean— Right  now  is  the  quiet 
time  on  the  sun-drenched  islands  of  the 
Caribbean.  From  September  through 
early  December  is  the  least  crowded  time 
of  the  year  here,  and  off-season  summer 
rates  are  still  in  effect.  Many  family-style 
cottages  and  apartments— as  well  as  the 
swankiest  hotels  drop  their  rates  20  to 
30  percent  from  on-season  highs.  Other 
costs  go  down,  too:  on  rental  cars,  taxis, 
package  tours,  even  charter  yachts.  And 
you'll  find  that  service  is  better  and 
choice  accommodations  more  available 
in  the  uncrowded  fall  season. 

Air  fares  are  the  same  year-round,  but 
you  can  get  price  breaks  with  excursion 


fares.  For  example,  the  round-trip  17-day 
economy  excursion  fare  from  New  York 
to  Antigua  is  $161,  compared  to  $232  for 
a  regular  round-trip  ticket.  Similar  sav- 
ings are  available  on  fares  to  most  of  the 
other  Caribbean  islands. 

The  Caribbean  has  no  seasons  in  terms 
of  weather.  Average  Continued 
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temperatures  and  climate  vary  only 
slightly  throughout  the  year,  and  cooling 
trade  winds  blow  constantly.  Tradition- 
ally, fall  traffic  has  been  slow  because  of 
the  hurricane  season  in  the  Atlantic.  But 
the  tiny  Caribbean  islands  are  rarely  dis- 
turbed bv  these  storms.

LIVELY  LONDON  AND  THE  BRITISH  ISLES 


For  the  swingingest  life,  the  latest  fash- 
ions, the  raciest  nightclubs,  the  most  in- 
discreet miniskirts,  the  wildest  music, 
the  most  uninhibited  young  people,  don't 
go  to  Paris,  Monte  Carlo,  or  Berlin.  Fly 
to  LiOndon. 

In  short,  staid  old  London  isn't  what  it 
used  to  be.  While  all  its  famous  land- 
marks still  tell  nostalgically  of  Britain's 
more  imperious  days,  the  venerable  city 
now  lives  the  20th  Century  to  the  hilt. 
It's  a  truly  stunning  show. 

London's  feverish  pulse  beats  strongest 
along  the  arteries  southwest  of  Picadilly 
and  Hyde  Park  Corner— on  King's  Road 
in  Chelsea  (especially  on  Saturdays), 
around  Earl's  Court,  and  on  High  Street 
Kensington. 

It's  in  these  areas  where  the  mods  and 
models  and  movie  makers  congregate, 
where  you'll  find  fashionable  bistros,  ex- 


citing boutiques  like  Mary  Quant's  Ba- 
zaars) and  such  fascinating  shops  as  the 
Antique  Hypermarket,  probably  the  fan- 
ciest,  biggest  antique  store  of  them  all. 
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The  nightclubs  with  dancing  and  floor 
shows,  the  jazz  clubs  (for  listening  only), 
the  discotheques  and  gaming  clubs  are 
largely  concentrated  in  the  otherwise 
still  sedate  "West  End"  around  familiar 
Berkeley  Square  and  Old  and  New  Bond 
Streets.  The  clubs  are  "private,"  as  de- 
creed by  local  law,  but  most  will  happily 
give  you  a  temporary  membership  when 
you  show  your  passport. 

Despite  the  pound's  devaluation,  Lon- 
don is  not  cheap  if  you  live  it  up.  A  meal 
in  a  first-class  restaurant  (with  wine)  will 
run  $15  to  $20  for  two.  A  double  room  in 
a  good  hotel  costs  from  $12  up  with 
breakfast.  But  you  can  get  by  on  less  and 
still  have  fun.  Prices  in  the  country  run 
about  half  the  London  tabs. 

Away  from  the  city,  you'll  drive  along 
picture-postcard  lanes  lined  with  flowers 
past  thatched  cottages  and  noble  palaces, 
stay  at  inns  whose  earliest  guests  were 
knights  bound  for  the  Crusades,  visit 
stately  homes  with  carpet-smooth  lawns. 

You'll  see  purple  heather  draped  over 
Scotland's  hills,  surprising  palm  trees 
in  southwestern  Ireland,  dikes  and  wind- 
mills along  England's  Norfolk  Broads, 
play  on  some  of  the  world's  most  famous 
golf  courses.  As  for  Wales,  its  people 
built  more  castles  to  the  square  mile  than 
anybody  else.  Today  their  turrets  guard 
valleys  so  wild  and  lonely  it's  not  hard  to 
imagine  that  they're  still  inhabited  by 
ancient  ghosts. 

In  summer,  you'll  need  reservations  in 
London,  Stratford,  Dublin,  and  Edin- 
burgh, but  unless  you  want  deluxe  lodg- 
ings every  night,  don't  restrict  yourself 
to   stopovers   in    the   cities.    You'll   find 


country    inns    long    on    atmosphere, 
short    on    plumbing;    very    reasonably 
priced;  and  equipped  with  much  better  |{ 
kitchens  than  British  reputation  has  it. 

If  you  want  to  live  for  a  few  days  in  an 
authentic  old  castle  or  an  English  squire's 
great  country  house,  your  travel  agent 
can  arrange  it  through  Oakleaf  Enter- 
prises, 119  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.  1. 
The  first  day  costs  from  $39  to  $87  for 
two,  including  breakfast  and  dinner 
served  by  footmen;  additional  days  cost 
a  few  dollars  less. 

Most  general  European  tours  spend  a 
few  days  in  London,  coming  or  going, 
and  there  are  also  special  group  tours 
that  concentrate  on  Britain  and  Ireland. 
The  price  for  such  a  three-week  Europe 
tour  is  roughly  about  $800,  including  air- 
fare from  New  York,  accommodations, 
most  meals,  sight-seeing.

I  Other  Aruban  diversions  include  gam- 
if  Dling  casinos,  charter  boats  which  go 
ifter  marlin  and  sailfish,  skin  diving  on 
he  leeward  side,  and  kite  flying!  Dutch 
ind  Papiamento  inhabitants  alike  loft 
colorful  kites  onto  the  constant  trade 
winds,  and  they  hope  you'll  do  the  same. 


►  Curacao— People  run  to  catch  the 
bridge  in  Willemstad,  the  island  capital. 
The  Queen  Emma  pontoon  bridge  swings 
open  to  let  ships  in  and  out  of  St.  Anna 
Bay  at  the  rate  of  20  to  30  a  day,  and 
from  waterfront  benches  you  can  watch 
the  activity.  Or  stroll  along  Cannon  Walk 
at  the  Inter-Continental  Hotel  for  an 
eyeball-to-porthole  view  of  the  monarchs 
of  the  sea  which  seem  to  be  sailing  right 
onto  the  main  street  of  the  town.  The  ho- 
tel is  the  only  one  in  the  world  which  car- 
ries marine  collision  insurance. 

Curacao's  famed  free-port  shopping 
area  is  cosmopolitan.  You'll  find  bargains 
in  Dutch  delftware,  Mexican  leather 
bags,  Hong  Kong  jade,  Swiss  watches, 
beaded  bags,  and  hip-flask-sized  bottles 
of  French  perfume  at  half  the  pricesyou'd 
pay  in  the  United  States. 

Take  a  sight-seeing  stroll  through 
Willemstad.  Fort  Amsterdam  encloses 
the  Dutch  Governor's  Palace,  govern- 
ment offices,  and  a  Protestant  church 
built  in  1769.  Nearby  Mikve  Israel- 
Emanuel  Synagogue,  built  in  1732,  is  the 
oldest  in  this  hemisphere.  Tour  the 
Scharloo  District  to  see  stately  Dutch 
colonial  mansions  painted  in  pastels  and 
topped  off  with  red  tile.  Visit  the  floating- 
schooner  market  on  the  lively  waterfront 
in  the  morning.  Rent  a  cab  for  $3.50  an 
hour  and  drive  to  the  Senior  Liqueur 
Factory  where  the  original  Curacao 
Liqueur  is  distilled  from  island  oranges. 

After  your  touring,  you  can  retire  to 
idyllic  beaches,  a  squadron  of  fine  resort 
hotels,  and  clubs  where  the  tropic  nights 
are  kept  gay  with  dancing  and  lively 
Caribbean  shows. 

►  Margarita  In  the  lagoon-smooth  wa- 
ters off  this  Isle  of  Pearls,  local  oysters 
produce  exquisite  blue-white  pearls.  On 
the  beach,  you  can  pick  up  bargains  in 
these  native  pearls  for  as  little  as  $5. 
Margarita  is  a  free  port,  so  the  even  more 
expensive  cultivated  pearls  imported 
from  Japan  are  a  good  buy. 

The  island  is  sunny  and  sleepy  and 
redolent   with    Latin   American   charm.

The  barrier  reef,  which  sports  an  extra 
ring  of  rocky  ledges,  not  only  is  the  oyster 
bed  but  keeps  the  beaches  free  of  waves. 
And  the  underwater  world  of  coral  and 
mother-of-pearl  makes  skin  diving  a  pop- 
ular recreation. 

Porlamar,  a  fishing  town  on  the  east 
coast,  is  burgeoning  with  new  hotels  to 
accommodate  vacationers  drawn  to  the 
island  by  the  skin  diving,  fishing— and 
even  the  incredible  sunsets. 

At  Porlamar,  eat  at  El  Chipi,  which  at 
first  glance  seems  a  soda  fountain.  It 
does  dispense  .meat  scoops  of  ice  cream, 
but  it  is  renowned  for  fabulous  soups: 
creme  de  guacuco  with  white  periwinkles; 
sopa  de  mariscos,  with  huge  chunks  of 
lobster;  chipichipi  broth  with  oysters 
and  clams;  and  sancocho  de  pargo, 
which  is  a  mouth-watering  cut  of  white 
fish  with  yucca,  pumpkin,  and  Vene- 
zuelan herbs.  Try  the  food  in  market 
shops,  too— especially  the  pinionate,  an 
island  sweet. 

Getting  there.  Curacao  and  Aruba  are 
best  reached  from  New  York  and  Miami 
by  KLM  Royal  Dutch  Airlines  and  Viasa 
International  Airways,  and  by  Pan  Amer- 
ican World  Airways  from  Miami  and 
New  York  via  San  Juan.  Also,  Trans 
Caribbean  Airways  flies  from  New  York 
to  Aruba  via  San  Juan.  Seventeen-day, 
round-trip,  excursion  fares:  from  New- 
York,  $150;  Miami,  $135;  San  Juan,  $35. 
To  visit  Margarita  continue  on  from 
Aruba  and  Curacao  to  Caracas,  Vene- 
zuela, and  take  a  short  hop  on  Aeropostal 
or  Avensa  airlines  to  Porlamar.

DISCOVERING  HISTORY  IN  PENDLETON,  S.  C. 


If  you  like  the  idea  of  discovering  local 
history  along  with  the  natives,  you'll  en- 
joy a  visit  to  the  little  town  of  Pendleton 
in  South  Carolina's  up-country  region. 

In  the  area  are  dozens  of  Old  South 
homes  and  locally  historic  sites.  Don't 
expect  model  restorations  on  the  order 
of  a  Colonial  Williamsburg  or  Sturbridge 
Village;  Pendleton's  restoration  work  is 
done  as  the  residents  find  time. 

There  are  enough  historic  homes  and 
sites  available  to  visitors  to  occupy  a  day 
or  two  of  touring.  Your  first  stop  should 
be  at  the  Pendleton  District  Historical 
Commission  office  in  the  restored  L850 
Hunter's  Store  on  the  town  square. 
Maps,  brochures,  and  personally  guided 
tours  are  yours  for  the  asking  there. 

Most  of  Pendleton's  more  luxurious 
homes  were  built  in  the  early  1.800s  when 
wealthy  cotton  merchants  from  Charles- 
ton spent  their  summers  in  the  brisk  air 
and  sylvan  beauty  of  the  mountains. 
Among  the  preserved  and  restored  build- 
ings you  can  see  are:  Ashtabula,  a  12- 
room  summer  house  with  a  broad  vista 


of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  from  its 
captain's  walk.  Mont  Pelier,  the  home  of 
Samuel  Maverick,  one  of  the  first 
Charlestonians  to  build  in  Pendleton. 
Maverick's  son  later  became  a  Texas 
rancher  and  lawyer  and  added  his  name 
to  the  lore  of  the  West.  Woodburn,  a  com- 
modious summer  house  built  by  a 
Charleston  family  that  furnished  signers 
of  the  U.S.  Constitution.  St.  Paul's 
]■  ),  i  sen  pa  I  Church,  built  in  1822.  Mrs. 
John  C.  Calhoun  and  other  notables  ojf 
the  Revolutionary  and  Civil  War  eras 
are  buried  in  the  churchyard.  Farmer's 
Society  Hall,  housing  one  of  the  oldest 
farmers'  societies  in  the  nation.  Old  Stone 
Church,  built  in  1797  by  a  stonemason 
named  John  Rusk,  whose  son  was  a  signer 
of  the  Texas  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence and  whose  great-great  grandson  is 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk. 

About  four  miles  west,  in  Clemson,  are 
Fort  Hill,  the  restored  plantation  home 
of  John  C.  Calhoun,  U.  S.  senator,  \  ice- 
president  of  the  United  States,  secretary 
of  state,  and  secretary  of  war.  and  Hnti-

NOW  IS  THE  TIME  FOR  FALL  COLOR 


Fall  foliage  time  is  psychedelic— a  season 
that  touches  all  your  senses.  The  dazzling 
rainbow  of  foliage  and  the  cool  nights 
and  warm  days  make  a  weekend  trip  a 
special  delight.  There  is  no  better  time 
to  browse  for  antiques  in  an  old  barn, 
spend  a  night  in  the  open,  or  enjoy  a 
hearty  meal  in  a  rustic  lodge.  Now  is  the 
time  to  visit  these  especially  colorful 
foliage  areas: 


►  The    Southern    Appalachians      In    the 

Blue  Ridge  Mountains  in  western  Vir- 
ginia and  North  Carolina,  you'll  feel 
swallowed  up  in  the  profusion  of  fall  col- 
or along  the  Skyline  Drive  and  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway,  the  scenic  route  from 
Front    Royal,    Virginia,    to    the    Great 


Smokies  in  North  Carolina.  The  colors 
begin  to  turn  on  here  in  late  September 
when  dogwood,  sourwood,  and  black- 
gum  turn  deep  red,  then  reach  a  peak  in 
mid-October.  There  are  lodges  and 
campgrounds  at  a  number  of  stops  along 
this  574-mile  roadway. 

►  Door  County,  Wisconsin  You'll  find 
the  color  of  fall  foliage  sparkling  in  lakes 
all  across  Wisconsin  from  late  Septem- 
ber through  October.  But  Door  County, 
in  the  state's  "thumb"  district,  provides 
its  own  rare  brand  of  autumn  beauty: 
flaming  scarlets  and  golds  set  against  the 
brilliant  blue  waters  of  Lake  Michigan 
and  Green  Bay.  The  best  scenic  route  is 
along  uncrowded  highways  57  and  42 
which  skirt  the  shores  of  the  lake  and 
bay.  Or  take  side  trips  on  town  and  coun- 
ty roads  off  these  highways. 

►  Big  Cottonwood  Canyon,  Utah  — The 
burst  of  color  in  Utah  generally  comes 
from  mid-September  through  mid-Octo- 
ber from  the  brilliant  cottonwoods 
along  remote  stream  courses  in  the  south 
to  the  flaming  oakbrush  slopes  of  the 
Wasatch  Range.  The  route  from  Salt 
Lake  City  to  Big  Cottonwood  Can- 
yon in  the  Wasatch  National  Forest  is 
ablaze  with  color.  A  great  extension  of 
this  trip  is  the  drive  over  Guardsman's 
Pass  to  Park  City  or  Heber  Valley. 


►  Willamette   National    Forest,   Oregon- 

Along  the  McKenzie  Highway  (Rt.  242 
through  the  forest  is  a  spectacular  arei 
for  viewing  fall  foliage  in  the  Northwest 
The  colors  here  are  highlighted  by  th 
reds  of  maple  and  dogwood. 

►  Eureka  Springs,  Arkansas— This  tiny 
resort  town  in  the  Ozarks  is  like  a  paint 
er's  palette  in  the  fall.  The  dogwood  and 
redbud  produce  a  flaming  cover  for  the 
mountainsides  and  winding  roadways 
from  September  until  late  October. 

►  The  Presidential  Range,  New  Hampshire 
—  The  color  panorama  is  dazzling  here 
in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest. 
Reds  and  yeljx>ws  and  vibrant  oranges  of 
the  turning  leaves  are  set  against  a  back- 
drop of  dark  evergreens  and  the  speckled 
white  trunks  of  birch  trees.  The  peak  of 
the  foliage  season  is  usually  in  late  Sep- 
tember and  early  October.  The  Kanca- 
magus  Highway  from  Lincoln  to  Con- 
way is  a  great  scenic  route,  and  there  are 
campgrounds,  lift  rides,  and  well-marked 
hiking  trails  all  along  the  range. 

The  fall  color  season  varies  from  region 
to  region  and  year  to  year.  Weather  and 
elevation,  of  course,  have  a  lot  to  do  with 
when  the  leaves  turn.  For  more  informa- 
tion on  when  the  fall  color  will  be  at  its 
peak  in  areas  near  you,  write  state  travel 
and  tourism  departments.

CAULKING— SIX  SURE  WAYS  TO  SEAL  CRACKS 


Quick-loading  cartridges  and  six  different  sealants  to  choose 
from  make  caulking  almost  as  easy  as  squeezing  toothpaste 
on  a  brush.  Here's  a  complete 
roundup  that  tells  how  to 
use  these  compounds. 

First  get  familial'  with 
your  weapon.  Professionals 
often  buy  caulking  in  bulk, 
but  disposable,  1/10-gallon 
cartridges  are  much  easier 
to  use.  They  slip  into  this 
inexpensive,  half-barrel  gun. 
Its  handgrip  trigger  pushes 
a  ratchet-activated  plunger  against  the  bottom  of  the  car- 
tridge and  forces  caulking  through  the  nozzle. 
OIL-BASE  CAULKINGS 

These  are  the  oldest  and  least  expensive  compounds.  Pig- 
ments and  oils  form  a  putty-like  substance  that  will  bond 
to  wood,  metal,  and  masonry— as  long  as  the  surfaces  are 
reasonably  clean  and  dry.  Eventually,  the  caulking  will  dry 
out  and  harden,  but  good  ones  will  form  a  hard  skin  and  re- 
main flexible  underneath  for  several  years. 

Oil-base  caulking  is  available  in  both  cartridges  and  bulk, 
in  white,  gray,  or  black.  Use  white  and  gray  for  most  jobs, 
black  for  heavy-duty  joints  around  roofs  and  gutters.  Black 
caulking  stays  flexible  longer,  so  it's  often  used  in  joints  be- 
tween masonry  and  wood,  where  expansion  and  contraction 
may  be  severe.  White  and  gray  caulking  can  be  easily  painted 
over  with  any  color;  black  caulking  has  an  asphalt  base  that 
will  bleed  through  most  paints. 

LATEX  CAULKING 

Water-thinned  latex  paints  make  house  painting  easier, 
but  they  don't  work  very  well  over  oil-base  caulking.  The  oil 
tends  to  bleed  through  and  discolor.  Also,  chemical  reaction 
between  the  two  sometimes  causes  peeling. 

To  get  around  these  problems,  latex-base,  water-thinned 
caulkings  were  developed.  They're  made  of  vinyl-acrylic 
compounds  and  dry  faster  than  oil-base  types— so  you  can 
paint  over  within  minutes.  They  won't  bleed  or  discolor,  and 
shrink  less.  They  also  eliminate  any  need  to  prime  new  wood, 
as  you  must  do  with  oil-base  caulkings. 

You  can  use  them  under  oil  as  well  as  latex  paint.  Smears 
clean  up  with  water,  and  you  can  smooth  a  bead  with  a  damp 
cloth.  Because  they  have  excellent  adhesive  strength,  latex 
caulkings  will  even  bond  over  old,  dried-out  oil  caulking. 
Outside,  they  last  longer  if  painted  over. 

You  can  also  use  latex  for  many  inside  jobs,  such  as  filling 
seams  around  baseboards  and  window  trim,  or  for  patching 
plaster  walls.  Apply  with  a  caulking  gun,  then  smooth, 
so  you  won't  need  to  sand.  Latex  comes  only  in  white,  but 
you  can  paint  over  with  any  color. 

BUTYL  RUBBER  CAULKING 

This  one  was  developed  for  commercial  buildings  where 
metal-to-masonry  joints  had  to  be  sealed  with  a  long-lasting 
compound  that  would  remain  flexible  in  extreme  tempera- 
tures. It's  available  in  white  or  gray,  and  lasts  at  least  four 
or  five  times  as  long  as  oil-base  caulking. 

Butyl  rubber's  great  flexibility  makes  it  an  excellent  choice 
for  joints  where  expansion  is  a  problem.  It  will  stick  to  metal, 
stone,  glass,  wood,  tile,  and  almost  any  other  material  you'd 
find  around  the  outside  of  your  home.  Use  it  for  caulking 
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seams  in  gutters,  roof  flashings,  around  storm  windows,  a| 
conditioners,  and  pipes  that  penetrate  outside  walls. 

No  priming  is  necessary,  but  you'll  need  naphtha  or  gas^ 
line  for  cleaning  up.  Butyl  dries  in  about  one  hour,  but  shoul] 
set  up  seven  to  ten  days  before  painting. 

POLYVINYL  ACETATE  CAULKING 

This  highly  adhesive  compound  was  first  widely  used  b^ 
boat  owners  as  an  all-purpose  sealant.  It  comes  in  standard 
can  ridges,  and  in  plastic  squeeze  tubes.  It's  water- thinned! 
like  latex  caulking,  but  has  much  greater  adhesive  strengthl 
high  mildew  resistance,  and  does  not  need  to  be  painted  ove| 
when  exposed  to  weather. 

Polyvinyl  caulking  forms  a  white,  waterproof,  flexible 
that's  ideal  around  bathtubs,  showers,  and  sinks.  It  will  alsc 
seal  cracks  behind  baseboards  and  around  window  trim,  and 
is  even  strong  enough  for  use  as  a  permanent  adhesive  in  re- 
setting ceramic  tiles. 

Outside,  it's  as  versatile  as  any  other  compound,  thoughl 
considerably  more  expensive.  Save  it  for  jobs  that  require  its| 
strong  points,  or  when  you  want  to  paint  right  away. 
SILICONE  RUBBER  CAULKING 

As  sealants,  silicone  caulkings  are  guaranteed  for  ten 
years.  They're  also  powerful  adhesives.  Originally  developed 
for  aero-space  projects,  the  compound  comes  in  cartridges  or 
squeeze  tubes  in  white,  clear,  black,  and  gray.  It  sets  up  a 
waterproof  bead  that  will  re- 
main flexible  indefinitely. 
Use  silicone  for  bonding  or 
cementing  almost  anything, 
as  well  as  for  a  lasting  seal. 
Caulk  picture  windows  or 
storm  sashes  with  the  nearly 
invisible  clear  type;  use  gray 
caulking  to  patch  leaky 
seams  in  gutters,  downspouts, 
or  metal  piping.  Silicone  rub- 
ber has  one  drawback— paint  won't  stick  to  it.  Also,  it's  the 
most  expensive  of  all  caulks. 

HOW  TO  CAULK 

Caulking  should  go  wherever  two  different  materials  meet. 
Check  window  and  door  frames,  joints  where  brick  and  siding 
come  together,  where  porch  posts  rest  on  concrete,  where 
steps  meet  the  house,  and  around  tops  of  foundations.  You 
may  also  want  a  watertight  seal  under  door  sills  and  in  a 
variety  of  interior  situations. 

All  caulkings  make  a  better  boncl  if  the  joint  is  clean  and 
dry  to  start  with.  Scrape  out  cracked  caulking  and  flaked 
paint  first,  then  roughen  with  a  stiff  brush,  and  prime  with 
turpentine  if  you're  using  an  oil-base  caulk.  Don't  work  in 
below-50-degree  temperatures.  With  solvent-thinned  com- 
pounds, make  sure  the  surface  is  dry. 

Most  cartridges  have  tapered  plastic  nozzles.  To  open  one, 
nip  off  the  end  at  a-45-degree  angle.  The  further  from  the  tip 
you  cut,  the  bigger  the  opening— and  the  wider  the  bead— 
will  be.  Start  with  a  narrow  bead  and  enlarge  if  necessary. 
If  you  need  more,  enlarge  the  opening. 

Now  run  a  bead  along  the  cracks,  and  don't  leave  any 
gaps.  Too  much  compound  is  better  than  not  enough.  Caulk- 
ing between  two  flat  surfaces  will  last  longer  if  the  bead 
bulges  out  rather  than  dips  in.  On  an  inside  corner,  you  can 
cove  the  bead  with  your  fingertip.  ■

Other  travel  clubs— like  the 
Club  Internationale  and  Amer- 
ican Express'  Club  Continent- 
al—require their  members  to 
contribute  each  month  toward 
the  cost  of  major  overseas 
trips.  Bonus  trips  are  paid  for 
with  savings  realized  on  the 
major  trip. 

Air  stopovers.  Almost  any- 
where you  fly  overseas,  the 
price  of  your  ticket  includes 
stopover  privileges.  Between 
New  York  and  Rome,  for  ex- 
ample, you  can  stop  at  16 
cities— including  Paris,  Am- 
sterdam, Venice,  Munich — for 
no  extra  charge.  Naturally  you 
would  not  have  time  for  side 
trips  atall  these  cities,  but  you 
might  want  to  include  one  or 
two  in  your  itinerary. 

On  domestic  air  travel,  your 
stopovers  cost  extra.  But  often 
the  charge  is  a  bargain.  For  ex- 
ample, add  $25  extra  to  a  New 
York-to-Los  Angeles  coach 
ticket  and  you  can  stop  over  in 
Mexico  City  or  Acapulco. 

Your  travel  agent  or  airline 
representative  can  help  with 
the  details. 

Charter  flights.  This  can  be 
the  mest  economical  way  to 
fly  overseas.  Scheduled  and 
supplemental  airlines  charter 
planes  at  a  cost  to  each  pas- 
senger that  is  considerably 
less  than  your  fare  on  even  a 
tour-based  ticket.  But  you  are 
limitedwith  respect  todestina- 
tion,  time  you  go,  and  eligibili- 
ty. You  must  be  a  member  of 
the  organization  that  charters 
the  aircraft,  generally  for  at 
least  six  months  prior  to  the 
departure  date.  Who  can  char- 
ter a  flight?  Special  interest 
clubs,  professional  societies, 
lodges,  employees  groups— 
any  group  not  formed  from  the 
general  publicforthe  sole  pur- 
pose of  travel. 

Travel  agents.  A  travel  agent 
will  help  you  use  your  travel 
time  wisely,  save  you  money, 
and  assure  your  maximum 
comfort,  convenience,  and  en- 
joyment while  you  are  travel- 
ing. They  do  not  charge  you 
for  arranging  transportation 
and  accommodations.  They're 
paid  commissions  by  the  car- 
riers'and  hotels.  But  there  are 
sometimes  charges  for  "cus- 
tom" tours  or  other  special 
services. 

Ask  your  travel  agent  and  he 
will  explain  just  what  your 
costs  will  be.  It's  a  safe  bet 
that  he'll  help  you  get  more  for 
your  travel  dollar.    ■

The  wonderful  ranunculus.  Ra- 
nunculus, sometimes  called 
Persian  buttercups,  are  so  col- 
orful and  so  useful  as  bedding 
plants  that  they  deserve  spe- 
cial October  accolades. 

The  small,  clawlike  ranun- 
culus tuber  appears  brittle  and 
dry  and  doesn't  radiate  much 
promise  of  springtime  beauty. 
Perhaps  it  is  the  bone-hard  ap- 
pearance of  the  tubers  that,  has 
led  many  writers,  including  me, 
to  recommend  soaking  them  in 
water  for  a  few  hours  before 
planting.  But  nothing  could  be 
farther  from  the  truth. 

One  of  America's  major  ra- 
nunculus wholesalers  has  been 
growing  and  observing  ranun- 
culus for  more  than  three  dec- 
ades and  he  firmly  believes  that 
soaking  the  bulbs  is  a  detri- 
ment. As  a  grower  of  millions  of 
the  giant  Tecolote  ranunculus, 
he  says  it  is  much  better  to  pre- 
pare the  planting  bed  thor- 
oughly about  three  days  ahead 
of  planting.  Then  saturate  the 
soil  with  water.  The  soil  will  be 
ready  for  planting  in  two  or 
three  days  and  there  is  no  fur- 
ther need  of  water  until  the 
green  shoots  of  the  young 
plants  are  evident. 


Plant  with  claws  pointed  down, 
about  two  inches  deep  in  well- 
drained  soil. 

If  you  want  to  get  your  ra- 
nunculus off  to  an  early  start, 
just  plant  the  tubers  in  sand- 
filled  flats  oi  pots  and  keep 
moist  until  time  to  plant  out- 
side. 

Vibrant  green.  A  flowerpot  filled 
with  rich  green  parsley  foliage 
will  add  cheer  to  a  kitchen  or 
indoor  garden  during  the  win- 


ter months.  In  most  part 
the  West,  wherever  the  wea  t 
is  mild,  it  Haunts  its  tig 
curled  leaves  all  year  long, 
when  shifted  to  a  container 
brought  indoors  where  it  is 
mediately  available  for  re 
pinching  at  mealtime,  pa:

Here  in  the  West,  forced 
chrysanthemums  are  available 
in    both    nurseries    and    florist 
shops     practically     the     year 
round. 

-"They  can  be  brought  home 
and  either  plunged  into  the 
ground  or  used  on  the  patio  or 
doorway  entrance  for  instant 
color. 

Window  boxes.  Although  bulbs 
suggested  for  pots  can  be  grown 
in  planter  boxes,  smaller  bulbs 
(grape  hyacinths,  crocus,  scil- 
las,  and  miniature  daffodils) 
are  in  better  scale.  With  them, 
plant  covers  of  small,  low-grow- 
ing flowers.  Violas,  pansies, 
Primula  malacoides,  and  Eng- 
lish daisies  may  be  set  out  as 
transplants.  Seeds  of  Virginian 
stock,  dwarf  alyssum,  Swan 
River  daisy,  and  linaria  Fairy 
Bouquet  may  be  broadcast  over

Concrete  mowing  strip.  To  in- 
sure a  tidy  border  between  the 
edge  of  the  turf  and  the  flower 
beds,  as  well  as  to  save  time  on 
garden  maintenance,  a  neigh- 
bor of  mine  put  down  a  con- 
crete mowing  strip.  He  poured 
the  strips  in  25-foot  sections 
which  are  six  inches  wide  and 
three  inches  deep.  He  used  a 
simple,  easy-to-bend  redwood 
lath  for  his  forms.  You  can  give 
the  concrete  a  smooth  finish  or 
a  pebbled  surface. 

The  mowing  strip  eliminates 
hand-clipping  the  grass  border- 
ing the  flower  beds.  If  the  sur- 
face of  the  concrete  is  slightly 
above  the  crowns  of  the  grass 
plants,  youi  power  mower  will 
handle  the  trimming  for  you. 


Aluminum  edging  goes  in  rather 
easily  and  cannot  be  seen  if 
properly  installed.  Make  deep 
slices  into  the  soil  where  edging 
is  to  go  in.  Insert  edging  as 
deep  as  it  can  go  by  hand  and 
use  a  hammer  and  board  to 
pound  top  down  to  soil  level. 
The  Hollywood  juniper.  The  late

The  best  kind  of  immunity  is  active, 
because  it's  produced  by  your  body  for 
a  long  time  after  you've  had  the  dis- 
ease. Yet  you're  much  better  off  avoid- 
ing most  diseases  altogether  if  you  can. 
To  do  this  you  need  passive  immunity, 
resulting  from  injections  of  substances 
produced  in  the  body  of  an  animal  or 
another  person.  Sometimes  passive  im- 
munity is  only  temporary,  but  booster 
shots  at  regular  intervals  will  keep  you 
protected.  Of  course,  scientists  haven't 
been  able  to  develop  vaccines  for  every 
contagious  disease,  but  you  can  be  free 
from  a  great  number  simply  by  taking- 
full  advantage  of  what's  available.  And 
the  vaccines  which  give  you  passive 
immunity  are  safe. 

Chances  of  a  dangerous  reaction  to 
a  vaccine  arc  very  remote — one  in  mil- 
lions. Some  vaccines  may  cause  minor 
side  effects,  such  as  a  sore  arm  or  mild 
fever.  Others  should  not  be  taken  by 
people  with  certain  ailments  or  aller- 
gies. But  physicians  and  health  officials 
are  alert  to  t  hese  exceptions,  so  you  need 
only  inquire. 

Don't  let  exaggerated  fears  of  "re- 
actions" dissuade  you  from  shots.  Vac- 
cines are  treeing  millions  of  children 
and  adults  from  many  serious  diseases. 


Look  at  this  impressive  record: 

In  1920,  there  were  102,128  cases  of 
smallpox  and  498  deaths  reported  in  the 
U.S.  With  routine  immunization  of  all 
children  and  strict  supervision  of  people 
entering  the  country  from  abroad,  the 
disease  has  virtually  disappeared  -not 
one  case  since  1949. 

We  had  almost  14,000  cases  of  para- 
lytic  polio  in  1955.  The  Salk  vaccine 
was  licensed  that  year,  the  oral  Sabin 
vaccine  in  1962.  By  1967  there  were 
only  34  cases. 

What  about  measles?  Nearly  442,000 
cases  were  reported  in  L960,  three  years 
before  the  vaccine  appeared.  In  1967, 
only  62,232  cases  were  reported.  With 
massive  vaccination  programs  continu- 
ing, this  "inevitable"  disease  will  be 
practically  erased  by  1970. 

A  vaccine  not.  only  guards  each  indi- 
vidual who  takes  it,  but  really  protects 
others,  too.  As  more  people  are  immu- 
nized, fewer  get  sick.  Thus  even  unpro- 
tected people  are  much  less  likely  to  be 
exposed. 

Vaccines  work  so  well  because  they 
take  advantage  of  your  natural  defense 
against  disease.  When  foreign  elements 
invade,  your  system  develops  sub- 
stances called  antibodies  to  fight  them 
off.  If  the  invasion  is  too  swift  or  strong, 
the  body  can't  create  antibodies  fast 
enough  to  defeat  the  germs,  and  the 
victim  becomes  ill.  But  once  a  person 
has  had  almost  any  contagious  disease, 
enough  antibodies  usually  remain  in  his 
system  to  fight  off  a  recurrence,  so  he 
rarely  catches  it  again. 

Vaccines  make  spectacular  use  of  this 
antibody  mechanism.  They  introduce  a 
mild  dose  of  the  disease  germs  into  your 
system-  not  enough  to  make  you  sick, 
but  enough  to  stimulate  the  production 
of  antibodies  in  sufficient  numbers  so' 
you  can  repel  the  germs  when  they  in- 
vade in  strength. 

Antibodies  fight  only  the  kind  of  in- 
vading germs  that  generated  them.  This 
makes  the  war  against  communicable 
diseases  especially  tough.  For  one  thing, 
we're  not  sure  exactly  which  germs 
cause  many  diseases.  Others  are  difficult 


to  isolate  so  they  can  be  grown  anc 
weakened  in  sufficient  numbers  to  ere 
ate  safe  vaccines.  Or  we  know  the  germ 
but  can't  figure  out  the  right  ingredient! 
for  a  vaccine.  And  some  germs  appar 
ently  do  not  trigger  antibodies. 

Yet  there's  no  question  that  you  can 
avoid  many  contagious  diseases  simply 
by  receiving  immunizations  and  boost- 
ers when  they're  called  for.  It  helps, 
too,  if  you  keep  complete,  up-to-date 
records  of  the  immunizations  you  re- 
ceive. Immunization  records  allow  you 
to  anticipate  what  is  needed  and  when. 
Without  this  basic  information,  you 
may  be  vulnerable  to  a  contagious  dis- 
ease and  not  even  know  it. 


WHICH  CHILDREN'S  DISEASES  CAN 
YOU  CATCH  AS  AN  ADULT? 

All  of  them  -if  you're  not  immune. 
What's  more,  they'll  hit  an  adult  harder 
than  a  child. 

Diseases  like  mumps,  measles,  and 
chicken  pox  are  so  contagious  that  al- 
most everyone  is  exposed  to  them  at 
some  time.  Children  tend  to  be  their  vic- 
tims simply  because  they've  usually  had 
little  chance  to  build  up  sufficient  anti- 
body protection  through  gradual  ex- 
posure. Still,  it's  possible  that  some 
adults  have  escaped  exposure  and  thus 
are  not  immune.  Two  diseases  pose  spe- 
cial problems: 

Mumps  most  often  occur  in  early 
childhood,  when  symptoms  are  gener- 
ally minor.  It's  rarely  suffered  a  second 
time.  But  mumps  are  not  as  contagious 
as  some  diseases,  so  adults  are  less  likely 
to  have  built  up  active  immunity. 
Adults  do  have  a  hard  time  with 
mumps;  there's  even  some  danger  of 
male  sterility.  A  mumps  vaccine  was 
licensed  late  last  year.  However,  many 
doctors  recommend  it  only  to  adults 
and  older  children. 

Though  the  symptoms  of  German 
measles  (rubella)  are  generally  mild,  the 
disease  may  have  tragic  effects  on  a 
pregnant  woman  and  her  baby.  Chances 
are  one  in  four  that  the  baby  will  be 
malformed  when  the  mother  has  ru- 
bella during  her  first  three  months  of 
pregnancy,  fifty-fifty  if  she  is  ill  during 
the  first  month.  Fortunately,  a  vaccine 
against  this  disease  should  be  available 
in  late  spring  of  1969. 

SHOULD  YOU  EVER  EXPOSE  YOUR 
CHILD  ON  PURPOSE? 

You  certainly  shouldn't  with  common 
measles  {rubeola),  and  there's  no  need 
with  the  vaccine  now  available.

too  great.  Before  the  vaccine,  about  five  million  youngsters 
caught  measles  every  year.  Five  hundred  died.  And  one  out 
of  six  suffered  some  after-effect— encephalitis,  pneumonia, 
deafness,  permanent  mental  retardation.  Each  new  case 
carries  these  same  tragic  possibilities,  so  it's  essential  to  take 
advantage  of  the  vaccine. 

Doctors  disagree  about  deliberate  exposure  to  other  child- 
hood diseases.  Since  there  is  some  possibility— although 
minimal— that  complications  may  arise,  many  doctors  feel 
such  exposure  takes  undue  chances  with  a  child's  health.  But 
others  recommend  that  young  boys  be  exposed  to  nut  Dtps, 
for  example,  and  girls  to  German  measles,  to  forestall  serious 
dangers  in  the  adult  years. 

WHAT  CAN  YOU   DO  ONCE  YOU'VE  BEEN   EXPOSED? 

If  you  once  had  the  illness,  or  if  you  had  the  right  shots 
and  kept  them  up  to  date,  there's  little  need  to  worry.  But 
if  you're  not  sure  about  your  susceptibility,  ask  your  doctor 
if  there  are  specific  precautions. 

After  exposure,  there's  usually  not  enough  time  for  a  regu- 
lar shot  to  build  up  antibodies.  Still,  there  may  be  emer- 
gency shots  available— such  as  gamma  globulin,  a  serum 
containing  a  mixture  of  concentrated  antibodies  that  will 
fight  a  variety  of  diseases.  It  often  works  well  for  a  temporary 
protection  against  infectious  hepatitis.  Or  there  may  be  a 
specific  immune  globulin— against  measles,  for  example. 
These  shots  contain  specific  antibodies  from  the  blood  of  per- 
sons immune  to  that  disease,  but  they  cost  a  lot  and  aren't 
always  effective. 

Some  situations  call  for  immediate  shots,  even  if  you've 


already  had  the  vaccine.  The  tetanus  bacillus,  which  caii 
lockjaw,  is  found  almost  everywhere,  and  certain  woujl 
make  ideal  places  for  the  germ  to  grow.  (Even  "clean"  nl 
may  carry  the  bacilli.)  Any  wound  which  might  invite 
disease  requires  a  shot  light  away— a  booster  if  you've  b 
vaccinated  in  order  to  be  absolutely  safe,  an  antitoxin 
cine  if  you  have  not. 

SHOULD  YOU  ISOLATE  A  SICK  PERSON? 

If  it's  not  serious,  there's  little  point  in  condemning  hin 
"sick-room"  isolation.  Most  likely,  everyone  else  was  I 
posed  during  the  incubation  period.  Why  keep  the  paticl 
lonely  or  make  him  stay  in  bed  when  he's  really  feeling  v\ 
enough  to  move  about? 

Still,  it's  wise  to  avoid  direct  contact  with  the  patient 
much  as  possible.  Remember,  proximity  can  be  dangen 
for  the  patient— whose  resistance  to  other  germs  is  lowerec 
as  well  as  for  the  visitor. 

Certainly  with  serious  diseases  like  hepatitis,  scarlet  fev 
meningitis,  and  the  early  stages  of  TB,  the  patient  should 
isolated  in  the  home.  All  disposable  articles  (such  as  tissue 
he  has  used  should  be  burned,  and  his  dishes  and  linen  ste 
lized  by  boiling  them  separately. 

HAS  V.D.  BEEN  DEFEATED? 

Definitely  not.  Venereal  diseases  are  still  among  our  mc 
contagious  diseases.  No  one  is  immune,  and  the  germs  knc 
no  social  distinction.  Even  worse,  the  number  of  cases  in 
U.S.  has  risen  alarmingly.  Last  year  alone  official  recor 
showed  103,546  incidents  of  syphilis,  375,606  of  gonorrhe 
Health  officials  estimate  these  reported  cases  are  only  a  fra 
tion  of  the  true  number.  And  the  rate  among  teen-agers 
twice  that  of  the  national  average.  Continu

One  of  the  problems  of  these  two  most  common  vene 
diseases  is  that  they  seem  to  "cure"  themselves  aftei 
appear.  The  first  sign  of  syphilis  is  a  "chancre"  that  1( 
like  a  pimple,  blister,  or  open  sore— usually  where  the 
enters  the  body  (though  not  necessarily  on  the  sexual  or 
The  chancre  shows  up  between  12  to  40  days  after  expos 
doesn't  hurt,  and  often  goes  unnoticed.

Over  3,000  people  die  of  syphilis  every  year.  And  thoug 
is  not  hereditary,  an  infected  mother  can  pass  the  diseas 
to  her  unborn  child. 

Gonorrhea  shows  up  a  few  days  after  infection,  usi 
as  an  itching  and  burning  of  the  sex  parts— particul 
while  urinating.  Males  often  get  a  pus  .discharge  from 
sex  organs.  Women  may  have  no  pain  or  other  sign,  but  ( 
without  signs  the  disease  is  highly  contagious.  If  it  is 
treated,  it  may  make  it  impossible  for  either  sex  to  cone 
children.  It  can  cause  blindness  in  newborn  babies.  It 
lead  to  arthritis  or  heart  trouble. 

There  is  no  vaccine  for  venereal  disease,  though  scienj 
are  working  on  one.  Nor  is  there  any  active  or  passive 
munity.  Even  though  the  disease  is  treated  and  cured,  it 
be  caught  again.

Be  alert  to  the 
signs  of  V.D.  And  most  important,  don't  let 
fear  or  embarrassment  keep  you  from  seek- 
ing treatment  immediately. 

IS  FOREIGN  TRAVEL  DANGEROUS? 

Not  if  you  have  adequate  protection.  You 
must  have  a  smallpox  vaccination  certificate 
to  return  to  the  States.  Tetanus  and  polio 
shots,  as  well  as  typhoid  shots,  are  wise  pre- 
cautions almost  anywhere.  For  some  coun- 
tries in  Asia,  Latin  America,  or  Africa,  you 
will  need  yellow  fever  and  possibly  cholera 
vaccinations.  Immunization  against  typhus 
is  also  recommended  for  certain  areas.  Many 
of  these  shots  require  more  than  one  dose,  so 
plan  ahead  for  your  trip. 

Specific,  detailed,  current  advice,  listing 
the  requirements  for  every  country,  is  con- 
tained in  a  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  pub- 
lication, "Immunization  Information  for  In- 
tel national  Travel."

You're  not  just  protecting  yourself  with 
these  shots.  In  this  day  of  jet  travel,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  return  to  the  States  feeling  well,  yet 
harboring  dangerous  germs  in  the  incubation 
stage.  If  you're  immunized,  the  germs  can't 
become  virulent.  They  won't  make  you  sick 
and  you  won't  spread  them.  Otherwise,  they 
could  be  highly  contagious  and  easily  spark 
an  epidemic— the  result  of  so  many  people 
having  allowed  their  immunity  to 


WHAT  TO  DO  IN  AN  EPIDEMIC? 

Check  with  your  doctor  right  away.  Ad- 
vance immunization  (when  available)  is  the 
best  precaution  if  there's  time.  Some  diseases 
require  re-vaccination  or  boosters  in  case  of 
an  epidemic— smallpox  and  polio,  for  ex- 
ample, or  diphtheria.  Gamma  globulin  or 
specific  immune  globulin  may  help  against 
something  like  hepatitis,  but  they're  effec- 
tive only  for  a  few  weeks,  if  at  all. 

Disease  germs  do  more  than  spread  rapidly 
during  an  epidemic.  They  actually  gain  in 
strength  as  well  as  numbers.  Try  to  avoid 
contact  writh  infected  people.  Stay  away  from 
crowds.  Keep  the  kids  out  of  school  if  it's 
recommended.  Heed  advice  in  newspapers 
and  on  radio  and  TV. 

If  someone  in  your  family  becomes  ill  dur- 
ing an  epidemic,  call  the  doctor  immediately. 
Follow  his  advice  strictly  about  isolating  the 
patient  and  taking  sanitary  precautions. 

WHY  DO  YOU  CATCH  COLDS? 

It's  not  just  because  you  got  your  feet 
wet  or  sat  in  a  draft.  These  "causes"  of  colds 
have  been  discounted  by  doctors  today— 
though  some  do  feel  that  "getting  a  chill"  or 
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undergoing  an  unusual  stress  or  a  chang 
climate  may  alter  one's  resistance. 

Catching  a  cold,  like  catching  other  o 
tagious  diseases,  is  primarily  a  matter  of 
posure.  Families  with  youngsters  often  h 
more  colds,  for  example,  because  the  kids 
likely  to  bring  infection  home  from  play 
school.  Also,  it  may  just  seem  that  some  p 
pie  have  more  colds  than  others.  The  "c 
symptoms"  may  actually  come  from  an 
lergy  or  are  signs  of  a  more  serious  respiratc 
disease. 

Colds  and  cold-like  illnesses  cost  about 
billion  and  150  million  lost  workdays  ev€ 
year  in  the  United  States.  Yet  the  chance 
finding  a  shot  or  shots  that  will  stop  th 
seems  remote.  Infections  in  the  upper  r 
piratory  tract,  the  nose,  throat,  and  upp! 
bronchial  tubes,  are  caused  by  a  vast  varie 
of  germs.  It's  an  overwhelming  task  to 
them  out,  much  less  find  out  how  to  prevei 
them.  You  may  develop  immunity  to  o 
breed,  or  even  several,  and  still  be  susceptib] 
to  scores  of  others. 

Influenza  is  typical.  It's  caused  by  one 
three  known  viruses,  each  of  which  includ 
many  strains,  some  more  dangerous  th 
others.  There  are  vaccines— against  Asi 
flu,  for  example.  And  since  flu  viruses  cr 
up  at  regular  intervals,  health  officials  c 
often  anticipate  an  epidemic.  Even  the 
everyone  doesn't  need  shots.  But  perso: 
who  are  weak,  ill,  or  aged  should  definite! 
have  shot  protection,  and  they  should 
boosters  before  the  start  of  each  flu  season 

All  this  medical  effort  is  far  from  foolproo 
Flu  viruses  mutate  frequently,  creating  ne 
strains.  It's  never  certain  that  the  combin 
tion  of  ingredients  in  a  vaccine  will  guar 
against  these  new  strains. 

Germs  that  cause  deep  lung  infections  ar 
equally  hard  to  pin  down.  Only  about  half  oj 
them  are  connected  to  identifiable  causes 
most  often,  viruses. 

IS  TUBERCULOSIS  REALLY  LICKED? 

It's  no  longer  a  great  menace— but  it's  still 
one  of  our  most  serious  infectious  diseases. 

Efficient  detection  methods  and  new  dru 
help  control  T.B.  Tuberculin  skin  tests  ca 
spot  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  some 
one's  system,  and  immediate  treatment  with 
drugs  such  as  isoniazid  can  keep  that  person 
from  getting  sick  and  spreading  the  disease 
to  others. 

X-rays  identify  active  tuberculosis  of  th^ 
.lungs.  The  earlier  it's  detected,  the  more  ef 
fective  the  drug  treatment.  The  contagion 
may  even  be  checked  soon  enough  so  the 
tient  won't  have  to  be  isolated  for  long. 

An  estimated  25  million  Americans  have 
inactive  T.B.  germs  in  their  system.  That 
doesn't  necessarily  mean  they'll  ever  become 
sick,  but  nearly  everyone  should  have  tuber- i 
culin  tests  and  chest  X-rays  regularly.  Ask 
your  doctor  what  you  need  to  be  protected.

WHY  SHORT-TRIP  DRIVING  WEARS  OUT  CAR  ENGINES  BEFORE 


THEIR  TIME 

Proper  operating  temperature  is  one 
of  the  most  important  aspects  of  a  car 
engine's  health.  Low  engine  tempera- 
ture causes  a  decrease  in  fuel  economy 
(about  three  percent),  increases  oil  di- 
lution, increases  accumulations  of  rust 
and  cold  sludge  in  the  engine,  and  in- 
creases piston  ring  and  cylinder  bore 
wear  (four  times  as  much  wear  occurs 
in  an  engine  operating  at  120  degrees 
as  at  190  degrees). 
CAUSES  OF  LOW  TEMPERATURE 

The  number  one  cause  is  short-trip 
driving,  where  the  engine  never  gets 
thoroughly  warm  before  it  is  switched 
off.  The  suburban  car  is  typical.  It 
may  make  many  trips  daily,  but  each 
trip  is  a  short  stop-and-go  hop  to  the 
supermarket,  school,  hardware  store, 
or  any  of  the  numerous  other  in-town 
destinations. 

Another  cause  is  a  thermostat  stuck 
in  an  open  or  partially  open  position. 
When  this  happens  (or  if  the  thermo- 
stat is  removed),  the  coolant  in  the  sys- 
tem circulates  freely  so  that  efficient 
operating  temperatures  are  never 
reached,  even  when  the  car  is  driven  for 
extended  periods  at  highway  speeds. 
Today's  modern  engines  require  tem- 
perature regulation— they  should  never 
be  operated  without  a  thermostat. 
DAMAGE  INCURRED  BY  A  COLD  ENGINE 

Partial  combustion  is  common.  Raw, 
unburned  fuel  works  past  the  pistons 
which  have  not  fully  expanded  to  their 
running  tolerance.  The  raw  fuel  dilutes 


crankcase  oil  and  washes  essential  lu- 
brication from  the  cylinder  walls,  has- 
tening cylinder,  ring,  and  piston  wear. 

Even  more  damaging  is  the  condensa- 
tion formed  during  combustion.  For  ev- 
ery gallon  of  fuel  burned  in  an  engine, 
approximately  one  gallon  of  moisture 
forms  in  the  combustion  chamber.  In 
an  engine  operating  at  temperatures  of 
150  degrees  or  below,  the  moisture  con- 
denses on  the  cylinder  walls  and  reacts 
with  other  combustion  products  to  form 
an  acidic  liquid.  Some  of  this  highly 
corrosive  mixture  also  gets  by  the  cylin- 
ders into  the  crankcase.  Engineers 
agree  that  the  chief  cause  of  engine 
wear  is  a  result  of  these  combustion  by- 
products and  moisture. 

Since  most  vehicles  use  warning  lights 
rather  than  calibrated  heat  gauges,  low 
engine  temperature  normally  goes  un- 
noticed. However,  three  indications  of 
low  engine  temperature  can  be  detected 
in  the  engine  oil: 

Raw  gasoline  in  the  crankcase  oil. 
This  is  easy  to  detect  due  to  the  strong 
odor  of  gasoline  in  the  oil.  It  means 
that  the  engine  is  not  building  up  high 
enough  temperatures  to  evaporate  the 
raw  fuel  out  of  the  oil. 

Water  in  the  crankcase  oil.  Since  oil 
and  water  don't  mix,  the  moisture  ap- 
pears as  small  clear  bubbles  of  water  in 
the  oil. 

Rust  on  the  dipstick.  This  can  result 
from  water  in  the  oil.  If  much  rust  is 
present,  it  usually  indicates  the  pres- 


ence of  a  combination  of  moisture  an 
corrosive  combustion  by-products. 
WHAT  YOU  CAN  DO  TO  MINIMIZE 
LOW-TEMPERATURE  DAMAGE 

If  your  car  is  subjected  to  repeatec 
short-trip  operation,  there  are  severa 
things  you  can  do  to  help  minimiz< 
engine  damage: 

1.  First  and  most  important,  hav 
the  oil  and  oil  filter  changed  more  oftei 
than  recommended  in  the  owners  man 
ual.  If  your  car  is  subject  to  predomi 
nantly  cold  starts  and  cold-engine  driv 
ing,  frequent  oil  changes  are  a  must  t< 
remove  the  contaminants  that  cause  ex 
cessive  wear  and  sludge  buildup.  In  col 
weather,  once-a-month  oil  changes 
even  though  mileage  is  low—may  b 
in  order. 

2.  Be  sure  the  thermostat  is  of  th 
right  temperature  range  and  type  and| 
is  operating  properly.  Do  not  install 
low-temperature    thermostat    for    hot- 
weather  driving. 

3.  As  often  as  possible,  operate  the 
engine  until  it  has  reached  operating 
temperature.  With  a  bit  of  advance 
planning,  one  rather  extended  shop- 
ping errand-running  tour  can  replace 
several  shorter  hops.  A  weekly  "clean 
out  the  cobs"  trip  of  at  least  15  miles  at 
highway  speeds  will  warm  the  engine 
thoroughly  and  remove  much  of  the 
moisture,  unburned  fuel,  and  other  con- 
taminants from  the  oil. 

Too- high  engine  temperatures  are  as 
hard  on  an  engine  as  too-low— but  low- 
temperature  damage  is  more  common 
and  takes  a  greater  toll.  Why?  Mainly 
because  warning  lights  usually  warn 
only  of  overheating.  Also,  the  symp- 
toms of  overheating  (steam  billowing 
from  under  the  hood)  are  easier  to  spot 
than  cold  engine  symptoms,  and  the 
typical  drivej?  seems  to  be  more  con- 
cerned about,  and  alert  to,  overheating 
than  underheating.

THE  FULL  STORY  ON  ANTIFREEZE 

Modern  antifreezes  do  much  more  during 
than  protect  the  cooling  system  from 
freezing.  In  fact,  the  well-known  brands 
are  now  called  "'antifreeze  and  coolant" 
rather  than  just  antifreeze,  and  they're 
intended  for  year-round  use. 

They  protect  against  rust  and  cor- 
rosion, prolong  the  life  of  rubber  parts 
in  the  cooling  system,  and  in  most  cases 
even  lubricate  the  water  pump.  They 
also  raise  the  boiling  point  of  water  for 
more  efficient  high-temperature  cooling 


summer.   A   50-50   solution   of 
ethylene-glycol-base  antifreeze  and  wa- 
ter has  a  boiling  point  14  degrees  higher 
than  water  alone. 
TYPES  OF  ANTIFREEZE  AVAILABLE 

Methyl  alcohol  (methanol)  provides 
freezing  protection  and  contains  some 
rust  inhibitors.  However,  due  to  its  low 
boiling  point,  it  requires  a  low-tempera- 
ture thermostat  (160  degrees).  This 
means  the  engine  will  not  run  as  effi- 
ciently, and  you  won't  enjoy  the  maxi- 


mum heat  from  the  car's  heater.  Also 
as  noted  in  the  preceding  article,  when 
an  engine  runs  too  cold  the  oil  is  subject 
to  excessive  contamination  from  con- 
densation and  cold  sludge.  All  new  cars 
now  come  equipped  with  at  least  180- 
degree  thermostats;  some  go  as  high 
as  205  degrees.  These  high-temperature 
thermostats  effectively  rule  out  the  use 
of  methanol  antifreeze.

HOW  OFTEN  TO  CHANGE 

Time  and  mileage  are  both  factors,  but  mileage  is 
more  important.   Most  good-quality  ethylene-glycol  ar 
freeze  is  recommended  for  one  year  with  no  mileagel  imit  spj 
ified.  However,  in  a  car  driven  30,000  miles  in  one  year] 
change  of  antifreeze  may  be  necessary  before  the  year  is 

On  the  other  hand,  if  you  are  a  very  low  mileage  driver  a] 
your  cooling  system  is  in  top  shape  with  no  leaks  and  no 
present  in  the  solution,  you  might  be  able  to  get  two  yeaJ 
use  from  one  fill  of  antifreeze.  During  the  second  year,  t| 
rust  inhibitors  will  no  longer  be  as  effective  as  they  were 
the  first  year  and  more  frequent  inspections  must  be  ma<] 
for  corrosion  products.  Even  if  a  compatible  anti-rust 
added  to  the  used  antifreeze,  it  will  not  restore  the  solution 
full-strength  corrosion  protection — nor  will  it  remove  exisl 
ing  rust  and  sediment  which  can  cause  clogging  and  ovej 
heating.  Note,  too,  that  the  additional  year's  use  also  voif 
the  product  guarantee. 

The  average  car  radiator  calls  for  about  21  ■>  gallons 
antifreeze  to  get  a  50  percent  Solution.  If  you  buy  antifreez 
in  gallon  containers  (quite  a  saving),  you'll  have  a  half-j 
Ion  left  for  any  necessary  additions  to  the  radiator.  This  su^ 
plus  may  be  stored  in  the  original  container  if  the  opening 
are  tightly  sealed  with  tape;  be  sure  to  keep  antifreeze  oi 
of  the  reach  of  children.

The  romantic  look  has  its  roots  in  what  today  is  known 
as  the  Mediterranean  style.  Actually,  Mediterranean  is 
not  a  pure  style  but  a  mixture  of  influences  from  the 
countries  on  the  north  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea 
—notably  Spain.  This  Spanish  influence  still  dominates 
the  Americanized  version  of  Mediterranean. 

Spain  is  romance,  so  it's  not  surprising  that  the  bold 
proportions,  dark  woods,  and  deeply  etched  carvings 
of  these  furnishings  brought  new  excitement  to  our  in- 
teriors. Here  are  strong  Moorish  characteristics  and  the 
cruder— but  direct  and  honest— craftsmanship  of  Span- 
ish provinces  and  Southwest  American  missions. 

The  cultural  blend  of  Spanish  Conquistador  and  Aztec 
Indian  gave  impetus  to  the  romantic  movement.  Rustic 
Mexican  craftsmanship  is  usually  handwork,  and  dark 
wood  finishes  are  made  more  charming  by  dusting  with 
wax.  Colorful  fabrics,  silver,  pottery,  tin,  lacquer, 
leather,  iron — all  add  to  the  Mexican  fireworks. 

The  romantic  mood  gained  South  American  momentum 
in  the  contrasting  cultures  of  modern  and  ancient  Peru. 
The  thousand-year-old  civilization  of  Incas  and  An- 
deans  inspires  a  contemporary  collection  of  veneers 
(vinyl)  in  simulated  gold  and  teak.  Lively  Lima  trig- 
gered Spanish  Colonial  and  Spanish  Modern  styles. 

On  the  heights  of  a  plateau  in  Brazil,  there's  a  new 
capital— Brasilia— created  in  1,000  days.  From  this 
modern  architectural  miracle,  a  new  furniture  style  has 
taken  its  designs.  Sculptured  in  walnut  and  pecan  are 
the  same  graceful  colonnades,  multi-spires,  and  molded 
wood  panelings  seen  in  Brasilia's  buildings.

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Of  all  the  puzzling  ways  of  government, 

the  whys  and  hows  of  our  income  tax  are 
probably  the  most  mysterious.  Kates  are 
supposedly  progressive,  rising  up  to  70 
percent  in  the  top  bracket  yet  your 
family  is  taxed  a  greater  percentage  of  its 
income  than  are  many  millionaires.  In- 
deed, according  to  the  latest  figures,  IS 
individuals  with  personal  incomes  ol 
more  than  one  million  dollars  paid  no 
income  tax  at  all  in  1966. 

If  you're  over  65  and  blind,  you  gel  two 
extra  exemptions;  if  you're  over  65  and 
paralyzed,  you  get  only  one.  Make  money 
on  stocks  instead  of  by  the  hour,  and  your 
tax  obligation  is  almost  automatically 
cut  in  half.  Single  people  get  hit  so  hard 
that  it  actually  pays  them  to  get  married. 


Sell  your  home  lor  more  than  it  cost  you, 
and  you  must  account  for  the  profit;  sell 
it  for  less,  and  you  ordinarily  cannot  de- 
duct your  loss. 

The  list  of  inequities  and  inconsis- 
tencies is  so  complex  that  only  an  expert 
can  take  full  advantage  of  tax-saving 
devices.  And  here  the  average  breadwin- 
ner is  strictly  out  of  luck.  Most  legal 
"loopholes"  pay  off  only  where  big 
money  is  involved. 

To  make  matters  even  more  frustrat- 
ing, nobody  seems  quite  sure  what  in- 
come taxation  is  all  about  these  days.  Is  it 
to  finance  the  operations  of  government? 
Is  it  to  redistribute  the  income,  to  chan- 
nel funds  from  the  richer  to  the  poorer?  Is 
it  to  fight  inflation  by  absorbing  some  of 


your  extra  money,  rather  than  letting 
flation  run  its  damaging  course? 

Considering  all  this,  it's  no  wonder 
tax  system  is  both  confusing  and  ope 
boondoggling  by  politicians.  It's  als( 
wonder  that  the  system  is  making  cy 
out  of  so  many. 

Obviously  something  must  be  dc 
and  it  isn't  surprising  that  "tax  refor 
lias  become  a  magic  phrase  in  this  elect 
year.  But  none  of  the  proposed  chan 
is  a  panacea.  Each  has  its  pros  and  cc 
For  this  reason,  and  because  the  Ti 
sury  some  months  ago  was  considerin 
tax  reform  program  for  introduction 
the  present  administration,  Better  Hoi 
and  Gardens  decided  to  explore 
major  inequities  and  solutions.

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n\  and  gas  depletion  allowance 
Most  tax  reformers  long  have  had  an  eye 
on  this  controversial  bit  of  favoritism 
that  allows  oil  producers  to  deduct  27.-") 
percent  of  the  gross  income  from  their 
wells  before  they  even  start  figuring  their 
taxes.  True,  this  deduction  can't  exceed 
half  of  taxable  income  i.e.,  the  income 
after  expenses  (without  subtracting  de- 
pletion). But  this  deduction  is  allowed  an- 
nually for  the  full  life  of  a  well  without  re- 
lation to  the  dollar  amount  invested. 
Thus,  the  deduction  limit  isn't  much  of  a 
problem  for  most  of  the  oil  industry. 
What's  more,  to  help  on  the  deductible 
expense  picture,  oil  people  may  claim 
"intangible  drilling  and  development 
costs"  as  current  outlays  instead  of 
spreading  them  over  a  number  of  years 
as  other  industries  must  do  with  similar 
expenditures. 

It's  no  revelation,  then,  that  there's 
little  left  to  tax.  And  while  there  are  a 
number  of  high-bracket  individuals  on 
this  long-running  gravy  train,  corpora- 
tions generally  make  the  most  use  of  it. 

Opponents  of  the  allowance,  like 
former  Senator  Paul  Douglas  of  Illinois 
and  Senator  Albert  Gore  of  Tennessee, 
have  a  point  when  the\  say  that  it  has 
outlived  its  purpose  since  it  was  insti- 
tuted in  World  War  I  to  stimulate  oil 
exploration.  Today,  say  these  critics,  it's 
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an  unwarranted  gift  and  privilege,  re- 
gardless of  how  many  people  benefit. 

Defenders  of  the  allowance  also  have 
some  arguments.  They  maintain  the  rela- 
tively low  price  you  pay  for  gasoline  is  a 
result  of  the  depletion  allowance.  Others, 
like  Senator  Jack  Miller  of  Iowa,  have 
said  the  depletion  allowance  helps  our  oil 
companies  compete  in  the  world's  petro- 
leum market. 

Not  surprisingly,  while  a  reduction  of 
the  allowance  is  often  recommended,  few 
reformers  suggest  abolishing  it  entirely. 
Even  Rep.  Henry  S.  Reuss  of  Wisconsin, 
in  his  tabled  tax  bill  of  1967,  merely  pro- 
poser! cutting  it  to  15  percent,  thereby 
increasing  federal  revenues  by  an  esti- 
mated 500  million  dollars  a  year.  This 
compromise  shows  how  difficult  it  is  to  be 
idealistic  about  taxes:  In  principle,  the 
allowance  represents  an  inequity,  wheth- 
er it's  27.5  or  15  percent.

If  you're  very  rich,  you  can  avoid  paying 
income  taxes  altogether  by  investing  your 
wealth  in  tax-exempt  bonds  that  are  is- 
sued by  municipalities  and  other  local 
governmental  bodies  to  raise  money  for 
schools,  roads,  water  purification  plants, 
and  other  projects.  Because  such  securi- 
ties are  tax-exempt,  the  issuing  commun- 
ity can  pay  a  lower  interest  rate  and  still 
compete   successfully   for  funds   in    the 


capital  market.  Where  an  ordinary  c 
porate  bond  may  pay  5  percent  or  e\ 
more  these  days,  tax-free  school  bon 
for  instance,  may  be  floated  at  only  3  o 
percent.

nlimited  charitable  deductions 

lis  is  a  neat  little  wrinkle,  and  you'll 
ve  to  read  carefully  to  follow  it. 
You,  as  the  average  taxpayer,  cannot 
duct  more  than  30  percent  of  your  total 
3ome  for  contributions  to  charity  no 
itter  how  much  you  actually  give 
lough  you  can  carry  over  unused  con- 
butions  to  the  next  five  years).  A  little- 
iowh  law,  however,  lets  a  taxpayer  de- 
ict  gifts  to  charity  without  limit  in  a 
yen  year  if  in  that  year  and  eight  of 
D  preceding  years  -his  charitable  con- 
ibutions  plus  federal  income  taxes  paid 
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exceeded  90  percent  of  taxable  income. 

Now  what  does  this  mean?  One  thing 
it  does  not  mean  is  that  a  millionaire 
actually  must  give  away  or  pay  in  taxes 
more  than  90  percent  of  his  income  all 
those  years.  The  key  word  here  is  taxable. 
By  investing  so  he  receives  income  from 
capital  gains,  tax-exempt  interest  on 
municipal  bonds,  and  oil  property,  he 
can  reduce  his  taxable  income  to  a  mini- 
mum. In  actuality,  his  federal  income 
taxes  and  his  gifts  together  can  be  much 
less  than  90  percent  of  what  he  earns. 

Example:  A  man  with  a  million-a-year 
income,  half  from  municipal  bonds  and 
half  from  long-term  capital  gains,  could 
contribute  to  charity  and  pay  taxes  of 
just  over  $225,000  a  year  for  eight  years 
and  still  qualify  for  this  tax  break.  Then 
in  the  ninth  year,  he  could  make  a  gift  in 
excess  of  $225,000  and  escape  paying 
taxes  entirely  for  that  year. 

If  the  unlimited  charitable  deduction 
provision  were  abolished,  the  government 
would  gain  about  50  million  dollars  a  year 
in  taxes.  But  there's  also  an  argument  for 
allowing  this  privilege  to  continue.  Re- 
member that  the  millionaire  does  indeed 
give  this  money  away  to  a  worthy  cause. 
If  he  didn't  contribute  generously,  the 
money  would  have  to  come  from  else- 
where, most  likely  from  a  government 
source.  The  question  then  narrows  down 
to  one  of  control  of  the  charitable  funds. 
Who  should  decide  how  much  money  goes 
to  which  charities?  The  millionaire  as  the 
individual  donor,  or  the  government? 


Inherited  securities 

By  not  taxing  capital  gains  at  death,  the 
government  last  year  lost  out  on  an  esti- 
mated 2]2  billion  dollars  in  revenue  (or 
about  a  tenth  of  that  year's  deficit). 
What's  involved  here  is  this:  A  taxpayer 
buys  stock  worth  $5,000.  By  the  day  of 
his  death,  the  stock's  value  has  increased 
to,  say,  $15,000.  If  he  sold  it  one  minute 
before  his  death,  he'd  owe  capital  gains 
tax — a  maximum  of  $2,500  on  the  profit. 
But  if  the  stock  is  not  sold  and  passes  on 
to  his  heirs,  )ieither  he  nor  his  heirs  have 
to  pay  income  tax  on  the  increase  in 
value.  The  heirs'  only  responsibility  for 


taxes  is  on  any  future  profit  they  receive. 

President  Kennedy  tried  unsuccessful- 
ly to  plug  this  loophole  in  his  tax  reform 
package  of  1962.  Congressman  Reuss 
tried  again  in  his  aborted  tax  bill  of  1967. 
Reuss'  charge  was  that  the  provision 
greatly  favors  those  who  have  large 
amounts  of  accumulated  wealth. 

But  many  congressmen  balked  at  the 
hardships  that  would  result  from  requir- 
ing an  additional  income  tax  at  death. 
Something  they  might  accept,  however, 
would  be  a  requirement  that  an  estate  or 
heir  must  use  the  same  income  tax  base 
for  property  as  the  deceased,  rather  than 
the  higher  appreciated  value  allowed  un- 
der present  law.  This  would  result  in  the 
heirs'  paying  an  income  tax,  not  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  decedent,  but  when 
they  sold  the  inherited  propertv. 

E 

■ederal  estate  taxes 

According  to  the  tax-rate  schedule,  fed- 
eral estate  taxes  are  steep.  The  gross  tax 
rates  on  taxable  estates  run  up  to  37  per- 
cent on  one-million-dollar  estates  to  77 
percent  on  estates  over  ten  million  dol- 
lars. Yet  the  actual  tax  paid  runs  from  15 
percent  at  the  $500,000-to-one-million 
level  up  to  no  more  than  24  percent,  then 
tapers  off  above  the  $20-million  mark. 

How  does  this  happen?  Well,  simply  by 
leaving  his  estate  to  his  wife,  a  taxpayer 
can  exclude  up  to  half  that  money  from 
any  tax  on  his  estate.  Available  to  all  es- 
tates, it's  obviously  most  useful  to  large 
ones — i.e.,  being  able  to  leave  half  of  a  20- 
million-dollar  estate  to  your  wife  and  be 
taxed  at  the  10-million  rate.  But  even  at 
the  lower  end  of  the  income  scale,  it  in  ef- 
fect lets  you  leave  $120,000  tax-free  to 
your  wife— $60,000  under  the  estate- tax 
exemption  clause,  another  $60,000  under 
the  marital  deduction  clause.  Some  say  this 
doesn't  offer  permanent  tax  escape,  since 
money  is  taxed  when  the  donee  dies.  But 
it  can  save  tax,  since  the  estate  is  divided 
into  two  smaller  taxable  packets,  each 
taxed  at  lower  rates  than  if  combined. 
And  the  donee  has  the  use— and  interest 
from— the  money  that  otherwise  would 
go   to   the   Treasury.    Result?    For   the

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SIX  OUTSTANDING  KITCHEN 
REMODELINGS  IN  EXISTING  SPACE

No  doubt  you've  often  dreamed  of  what  you  could  do 
to  improve  your  kitchen  if  only  the  room  were  bigger, 
or  if  you  could  build  an  addition.  But  here  and  on 
the  next  nine  pages  is  proof  that  you  can  get  spec- 
tacular results  within  existing  walls— saving  dollars 
for  added  convenience  and  good  looks. 

Adapt  these  ideas  to  your  present  room  or  use  them 
as  mind-expanders  to  create  a  more  imaginative 
kitchen  of  your  own.  Granted,  renovation  is  no  one- 
day  project  and  it  inconveniences  you  while  in 
progress.  But  the  enjoyment  for  years  to  come  makes 
the  result  well  worth  the  effort.  So  here  are  some 
basics  to  get  you  started: 

►  Preplan  the  entire  project,  including  color.  Start 
with  minimum  requirements— it's  easy  to  add  extras 
if  space  and  budget  permit.  Have  a  firm  idea  (com- 
pile a  list  and  clippings)  of  what  you  want  and  need 
before  you  talk  shop.  Verify  availability  to  avoid 
last-minute  hodgepodge  changes. 

►  Don't  be  pressured  into  buying  more  than  you 
need.  Shop  around  for  the  most  value.  Make  sure  the 
salesmen  are  really  trying  to  help  instead  of  just 
pushing  products.  A  reliable  workman  is  well  worth 
extra  dollars  in  return  for  quality,  promptness,  satis- 
factory service.  If  you  must  cut  cost,  consider  doing 
some  of  the  work  yourself,  or,  in  easy  stages. 

►  Make  use  of  existing  architecture  and  facilities. 
Replacements  cost  less  than  starting  from  scratch: 
replace—don't  relocate— a  sink;  replace  a  range 
with  one  using  the  same  fuel;  replace  cabinet  fronts 
for  a  new  look  if  the  old  cases  are  worth  salvaging. 

►  Include  flexibility  for  future  changes.  If  a  dish- 
washer isn't  possible  now,  leave  space  for  it;  have 
pipes  readied  for  quick  hookup.  Use  freestanding  ap- 
pliances—built-ins  cost  more  to  replace.  If  you  favor 
frequent  change,  use  neutrals  on  permanent  surfaces, 
splash  color  where  you  can  redo  it  yourself.

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HOW  AN  ISLAND  UNJAMMED  A  KITCH 


Is  a  kitchen  table  giving  you  the 
runaround?  Chances  are  it's  a 
bit  too  big  for  the  available 
space— like  this  one.  Contribut- 
ing to  the  exasperating  bottle- 
neck in  this  kitchen  were  chairs 
which  made  working  at  the  ta- 
ble virtually  impossible. 

Now,  the  island  at  easy 
working  height— saves  steps  and 
ties  the  once-scattered  work- 
centers  into  a  compact  arrange- 
ment. Backed  by  a  breakfast 
b  ir  for  two,  this  island  consoli- 
d  ites  meal  preparation  on  one 
side  of  the  room;  food  and  dish 
storage  on  the  other. 

But  unjamming  the  awkward 
traffic  arrangement  was  just  the 
start.  This  11)40  vintage  kitchen 
was  simply  worn-out!

Striped  wallpaper,  arranged  in 
three  rectangles,  canopies  the 
room  with  subtle  colors  ranging 
from  deep  khaki  to  pale  cream 
and  gold.  Carefully  selected  de- 
tails contribute  to  the  well-co- 
ordinated look— the  accent  strip 
in  the  floor  surrounding  the 
island;  and  tinted  glass  doors 
across  the  spice  shelves.  Painted 
bamboo  stools  match  the  lami- 
nated plastic-topped  eating  bar. 
Bead  curtains  and  canisters 
repeat  the  color  tones. 
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TWO  KITCHENS  GET  FRESH  OUTLOO 


Updating  this  15-year-old  kitchen  created  a 
spacious  room,  completely  equipped  with  conve- 
niences that  will  serve  family  and  frequent 
guests  for  years  to  come.  What  was  formerly  a 
crowded  kitchen  and  dark,  space- wasting  utility 
is  now  one  large,  airy  room.  Removing  the  non- 
load-bearing  wall  between  the  two  areas  proved 
to  be  the  most  economical  way  to  double  the 
size  of  the  room. 

The  new  kitchen  accommodates  party  prep- 
aration as  easily  as  everyday  family  meals.  Be- 
hind the  eating  area,  an  11-foot  island  with  an 
attractive  outdoor  view  makes  quick  work  of 
food  fixing  and  cleanup.  Refrigerator  and  oven 
flank  bake  center  smartly  outfitted  with  es- 
sentials for  preparing  gourmet  foods  and  "from- 
scratch"  family  favorites. 

A  desk  is  centered  in  the  nearby  storage 
wall  where  dinnerware  and  party  servers  are 
close  to  the  dining  room.  Here,  too,  is  a  built-in 
sewing-ironing  center  hidden  from  view.

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Here's  proof  a  tiny  kitchen  can  be  more  con- 
venient—and more  individualistic — than  a 
larger  one  with  ordinary  storage.  What 
makes  this  kitchen  a  standout  is  the  hand- 
some cupboard  that  combines  early  New 
England's  comfortable  charm  with  work- 
saving  modern  equipment.  Its  gracefully 
tapered  lines  and  specialized  storage  house 
the  entire  kitchen  work  area  within  a  cozy 
dining  room.  Open  shelves  provide  a  decora- 
tive, accessible  place  for  foods  and  dishes. 
Cereals,  utensils,  bakeware,  and  pans  store 
behind  doors  and  in  drawers. 

Exposed  beams  and  wide  pine  boards 
(painted  white  on  the  walls,  stained  brown 
on  the  floor)  give  the  room  a  rustic,  country 
look.  The  pint-size  garden  and  deck  beyond 
the  wall  of  sliding  glass  doors  make  the  room 
seem  twice  its  size.  Louvered  doors  lead  to 
the  basement  steps  where  the  wall  is  lined 
with  roomy  extra  shelves. 
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SOMETIMES  IT  MAKES  SENSE  TO  MOVE  A  KITCHEh 


Our  previous  examples  dealt  with  redoing  ex- 
isting kitchens,  but  here's  one  utilizing  another 
room.  If  remodeling  your  present  kitchen  would 
leave  you  still  unsatisfied,  then  study  the  ad- 
jacent spaces  for  a  better  solution. 

In  this  home,  the  original  kitchen  was  more 
like  a  central  hall  with  neither  eating  space 
nor  nearby  dining  room.  But  by  converting  a 
large,  seldom-used  den  to  a  first-rate  kitchen 
and  a  back-hall/bathroom  to  a  breakfast  area, 
powder  room,  and  pantry  the  owners  gained 
a  world  of  convenience  with  yard  space  beside 
it  to  plan  a  dining  room  addition.  And  what  of 
the  old  kitchen?  It  was  economically  trans- 
formed into  a  private  dressing-room/bath  off 
the  master  bedroom. 

Wisely,  the  owners  chose  top-quality  prod- 
ucts for  this  once-in-a-lifetime  investment.

A  NEW  APPROACH  TO  THE  ROCK  GARDENl 

By  Hamilton  Mason,  Garden  Edi 


Rock  gardens  just  aren't  what  they 
used  to  be.  They've  come  a  long  way 
from  the  planted  piles  of  rocks  that  were 
fashionable  in  the  1920s.  During  that 
period,  the  more  grotesque  the  shapes 
of  the  rocks,  the  better.  Today,  all  the, 
materials  are  chosen  and  placed  care- 
fully to  produce  a  more  natural  effect. 

This  new  type  of  rock  garden  not  only 
adds  beauty,  it  also  solves  landscaping 
problems.  For  example,  it  can  turn  a 
troublesome  slope  into  a  visual  asset— 
or  provide  a  pancake-flat  lawn  with  an 
interesting  change  in  grade. 

If  your  property  comes  complete  with 
boulders,  the  job's  half  done.  If  not,  con- 
sider using  the  lightweight  volcanic 
rock  (used  in  the  garden  shown  here) 
which  is  available  at  many  garden  cen- 
ters. Even  the  large  "boulders"  arc 
easily  moved  by  one  man.  Also,  this 
type  of  stone  can  be  shaped  by  chipping 
with  a  hammer  and  chisel. 

A  single  large  boulder  can  be  an  im- 
portant focal  point  in  a  garden.  Or,  a 
number  of  varisized  rocks  can  be  ar- 
ranged with  striking  results. 


Step  one:  The  raw  materials— volcanic 
rock,  tools,  and  flats  of  plants— are  on 
hand  and  the  final  stages  of  planning 
are  being  completed.  To  avoid  a  helter- 
skelter  of  rocks,  you  need  at  least  a 
rough  sketch  of  the  proposed  rock 
placement.  A  certain  amount  of  last- 
minute  juggling  is  unavoidable,  but 
from  the  outset  you  should  know  where 
each  rock  and  plant  is  to  be  placed. 
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Step  two:  The  heavy  part  of  the  job,  of 
course,  involves  placement  of  the  stones. 
At  this  stage  of  the  game,  you  really  ap- 
preciate the  planning  step.  For  firm 
anchorage,  bury  one-third  to  one-half 
of  the  large  boulders— flat  pieces  can 
lie  practically  on  the  surface.  Avoid 
working  more  than  one  or  two  strong 
vertical  boulders  into  an  area,  or  you'll 
end  up  with  a  jagged,  saw-toothed  ef- 
fect. The  volcanic  stone  is  not  too  diffi- 
cult to  maneuver,  but  if  heavy  boulders 
are  involved,  be  sure  there  are  some 
strong  backs  handy.

Step  three:  The  most  enjoyable  part  of 
the  job  is  the  planting,  especially  if  you 
are  setting  out  blooming  plants.  As 
each  plant  is  nestled  into  its  spot  be- 


side a  rock,  the  contribution  it  makes!

ent. Choose  plants  that  are  nicely  foli- 
aged  so  that  those  which  bloom  season- 1 
ally  will  be  attractive  the  remainder  of  | 
the  year    creeping  phlox  and  semper- 
vivum  are  good  examples  of  this.

Note  how  the  rocks  are  laid  in] 
diagonal  drifts  up  the  face  of  the  bank, 
to  give  the  appearance  of  natural  rock 
strata.  This  avoids  the  pile-of-rock  look 
and  conceals  a  winding  path  from  top  to 
bottom.  Once  the  project  is  completed, 
you  can  expect  years  of  enjoyment.

WHAT'S 

WRONG  WITH 

STANDARD 

FLOOR  PLANS?

Plenty.  Most  stock  plans  are  meant  to 
appeal  to  casual  buyers  and  to  fit  al- 
most any  site;  basics  of  good  family 
living  are  often  secondary  considera- 
tions— or  ignored  entirely. 

To  show  what  a  difference  those  ba- 
sics can  make,  we  redesigned  three  typ- 
ical house  plans.  Our  revisions  use 
about  the  same  floor  space  as  the 
originals— but  compare  and  you'll  see 
how  much  more  the  "afters"  have  to 
offer.  Here  are  important  points  to  look 
for  in  these  or  any  plans. 
Traffic.  What  routes  lead  from  one  area 
to  another?  With  a  pencil,  trace  lines 
from  the  entry  to  the  living  room,  kitch- 
en, family  room,  bedrooms.  If  any  lines 
cut  through  the  center  of  rooms,  traf- 
fic could  be  better. 

Family  entrance.  Family  entrances  get 
more  day-in-day-out  use  than  front  en- 
tries—so they  should  be  just  as  care- 
fully planned.  Insist  on  storage,  plus 
an  easy-to-clean  floor.  Traffic  lines 
from  here  should  branch  out  to  the 
kitchen,  family  room,  and  bedrooms. 
Informal  living.  Unless  you  entertain 
several  evenings  a  week,  your  plan 
should  emphasize  trie  family-room/ 
kitchen.  That's  where  your  family  will 
spend  its  time.  Think  of  the  living  room 
as  a  quiet,  adults-only  area. 
Zoning.  Try  to  insulate  noisy  areas- 
kitchen  and  family  room— from  quieter 
zones— bedrooms  and  living  room. 
Study  our  plans  and  you'll  see  how 
less-used  rooms  can  serve  as  buffers. 
Outdoors.  Regard  that  expensive  lotas 
an  extension  of  the  floor  plan.  General- 
ly it's  best  to  locate  the  garage  to  the 
front  or  side— leaving  the  rear  open  for 
view  or  outdoor  living.

Now  this  split-level 
uses  space  efficiently 

Run  your  pencil  through  the  "before" 
plan  at  far  left  and  you'll  see  how  all 
traffic  from  the  entry  passes  through  a 
corner  of  the  living  room. 

The  family  entry  isn't  much  better. 
It  has  storage,  but  makes  you  lug  gro- 
ceries up  a  flight  of  stairs.  Informal  liv- 
ing space  was  shortchanged,  with  a 
narrow  family  room  that  had  no  access 
to  the  outdoors. 

We  took  the  garage  from  its  expen- 
sive interior  location  and  placed  it  at 
the  front  of  the  house.  Now  the  lower 
space  has  a  king-size  family  room- 
complete  with  a  patio  and  party  kitch- 
en—plus a  laundry  and  fourth  bed- 
room. To  cut  costs,  you  could  substi- 
tute a  carport  for  the  garage  and  just 
rough-in  much  of  the  lower  level. 

We  moved  the  kitchen  to  the  front, 
giving  it  a  good  family  entry,  eating 
area,  and  patio.  The  better  front  entry 
sends  traffic  in  all  directions.  The  liv- 
ing-dining area  is  smaller,  but  gets  a 
view  of  the  backyard. 

Upstairs,  we  reshuffled  partitions  so 
the  bathroom  door  would  be  screened 
by  the  linen  closet.  The  master  suite 
is  better,  too.  Now  it  has  a  dressing 
area,  seating  area,  and  deck. 


New  two-story  layout 
gains  informal  living 

Stock  two-story  plans  often  cram  too 
many  rooms  into  the  first  floor,  as  you 
see  at  far  left.  The  kitchen  was  too  tight 
for  eating;  living  and  family  rooms 
lacked  outdoor  living  or  wall  space 
for  furniture. 

We  opened  up  areas  by  eliminating 
the  separate  dining  room.  The  kitchen 
also  shrank,  losing  its  eating  area  pre- 
tentions. That  left  space  for  a  bigger 
family  room  and  a  true  family  entry. 
Now  the  half-bath  is  handy  for  chil- 
dren, and  traffic  from  the  garage  does 
not  step  into  the  kitchen. 

We  moved  the  kitchen  to  the  center 
of  the  house,  lining  up  the  family  room, 
kitchen,  and  dining  area  in  a  one-two- 
three  order  that's  ideal  when  two 
groups  are  eating  at  once. 

The  kitchen  is  open  to  the  family 
room,  which  has  space  for  a  big  table. 
Notice  we  show  both  sliding  glass  and 
a  swinging  door  to  the  deck.  Open  the 
sliders  when  you  want  breezes;  use  the 
swinging  door  for  such  routine  jobs  as 
taking  out  garbage. 

Relocating  the  living  room  took  it 
away  from  family  room  hubbub  and 
helped  zone  the  house  properly— in- 
formal living  left,  adult  area  right.

Ready  to  choose  and  prepare  your  holi- 
day turkey?  You  will  be,  when  you 
check  the  answers  to  the  most-often- 
asked  questions  about  the  festive  bird. 
1.  What  size  turkey  should  I  buy?  If  you 
choose  a  turkey  under  12  pounds,  plan 
on  one  pound  ready-to-cook  weight  for 
each  person.  Bigger  birds  have  a  larger 
proportion  of  meat  to  bone  so  will  yield 
more  servings— plan  on  about  three 
servings  for  each  two  pounds  turkey. 
Very  large  turkeys  will  give  at  least  two 
servings  per  pound. 


2.  Are  hen  turkeys  more  tender  than  torn 
turkeys?  No.  Tenderness  depends  on  the 
age  of  the  bird  and  the  method  of  cook- 
ing. Slow  cooking  will  generally  give  the 
best  results. 

3.  How  should  frozen  turkeys  be  thawed? 
Thaw  in  original  wrapper  either  in  re- 
frigerator (allow  one  to  three  days)  or 
under  cold  water.  Leave  water  running 
or  change  it  frequently.  Leaving  bird  at 
room  temperature  or  in  warm  water  to 
thaw  is  not  recommended.  Never  re- 
freeze  a  raw  turkey  once  it  is  completely 
thawed— roast  as  soon  as  possible  or 
refrigerate  it  till  used. 

4.  Does  stuffing  alter  roasting  time?  Yes. 
A  stuffed  bird  may  take  somewhat 
longer  to  roast.  If  time  is  a  factor,  you 
may  wish  to  prepare  stuffing  separately 
and  bake  it  in  a  casserole  during  the 
last  hour  the  bird  is  in  the  oven.

BUYING  APPLES 

Apples  now  come  in  conve- 
nient plastic  bags  or  in  film- 
wrapped  tray  packs.  They  are 
also  available  by  the  pound, 
peck,  and  bushel.  There  are 
about  3  medium-sized  apples  in 
a  pound,  about  40  in  a  peck, 
and  about  150  in  a  bushel. 

Remember  that  1  pound  of 
unpared  apples  yields  about  3 
cups  pared,  diced,  or  sliced. 


For  out-of-hand  eating,  se- 
lect apples  that  arc  free  from 
blemishes,  and  firm  and  juicy. 

For  baking,  you  need  a  va- 
riety that  is  firm  and  holds  its 
shape  well.  Most,  people  prefer 
tart,  juicy  apples  for  pie.  These 
also  make  a  good  sauce,  but 
you'll  want  to  select  apples  that 
cook  tender  in  a  short  time. 

In  making  your  selection,  al- 
ways look  for  firm,  crisp,  well- 
colored  apples.  If  mature  when 
harvested,  apples  will  have 
good  flavor  and  texture  and  will 
store  well. 

One  of  the  best  guides  to  ap- 
ple quality  is  color.  It  should  be 
bright  and  sparkly.  Any 
"ground  color"  (green  areas  on 
red  apples)  should  be  a  green- 
ish-yellow. The  darker  and 
greener  the  ground  color,  the 
more  immature  the  apple— 
it's  too  hard,  and  probably  has 
a  poor  flavor.  If  the  ground  col- 
or is  too  yellow,  the  apple  is 
overripe,  and  is  likely  to  have 
a  poor  flavor  and  mealy  texture. 

Look  for  apples  that  are 
smooth  and  reasonably  bruise- 
free.  Too  many  bruises  or  decay 
spots  indicate  that  the  apples 
are  too  ripe  or  have  been  rough- 
ly handled.  In  testing  the  firm- 
ness of  apples,  don't  pinch 
them — you  may  add  another 
bruise    yourself.

STORING  APPLES 

Apples  have  fine  keeping 
qualities,  but  need  care  to  hold 
them  at  their  best.  Handle  ap- 
ples gently  after  you  have  pur 
chased  them  -they  bruise  quite 
easily.  Before  storing  apples, 
sort  them  and  remove  any  with 
bruised  or  broken  skin;  use 
these  promptly. 

Serve  apples  chilled  or  at 
room  temperature,  as  you  pre- 
fer, but  keep  the  reserve  supply 
refrigerated. 

Keep  apples  in  the  refriger- 
ator in  plastic  bags  that  have  a 
few  perforated  holes.  This  will 
prevent  the  contents  from 
shrinking.  Do  not  store  apples 
near  the  freezer  section — it  is 
too  cold  and  they  may  freeze. 

COOKING  APPLES 

When  you  cook  fresh  apples, 
you'll  need  very  little  water  be- 
cause of  their  natural  juices.  Do 
not  add  water  when  making 
pies  or  cobblers— and  add  only 
enough  to  applesauce  to  keep  it 
from  scorching. 

Sugar  highlights  the  natural 
apple  flavor,  depending  on  the 
tartness  of  the  apples.  But  too 
much  sugar  hides  natural  flavor 
and  makes  apples  mushy.

ON  BUTTONS 

TO  STAY 


"Do  it  right  the  first  time"  is 
good  advice  when  you're  sew- 
ing on  buttons— especially  ones 
that  serve  as  fasteners,  not  just 
as  ornaments.  For  a  smooth, 
finished  appearance  and  easy 
buttoning,  sew  them  securely 
in  place  like  this.

The 
informality  of  stainless  ware 
particularly  lends  itself  to  the 
hand-hammered,  chiseled  look 
of  native  designs.  Stoneware, 
too,  has  the  bold  rugged  feeling 
of  Aztec  handcrafting  and  tex- 
turing. Lighting  fixtures  and 
accessories  reflect  the  romantic 
influence.  Even  such  small  ac- 
cents as  hand-hammered  tin 
Christmas  tree  ornaments  will 
glitter  this  year  in  many  an 
American  home. 

The  rich  heritage  found  in 
Mexico  and  South  America  still 
has  untapped  potential.  Watch 
this  influence  grow!  ■

Better  Homes  and  Gardens  put  some  basic  questio 
designers,  manufacturers,  and  retailers  of  wood  furnit 
guide  the  family  in  their  purchase.  Throughout  this  art: 
composite  of  their  answers  will  be  found— the  facts  ai 
futed  fictions.  Here's  our  first  question. 

Q.  What  is  the  most  important  thing  to  look  for  in  b 
a  piece  of  quality  wood  furniture  today? 

A.  "Buying  wood  furniture  is  a  blind  buy.  I  could 
wink  any  reasonably  informed  buyer.  The  only  two  t 
you  can  rely  on  are:  1.  the  brand  name  of  the  furnitu 
the  reliability  of  the  furniture  merchant." 
FACT:  Only  partially  true.  Generally  speaking,  it  is  di 
for  the  layman  to  determine  the  quality  of  a  piece  of  fur 
by  just  checking  workmanship  since  today  so  much  in  f\ 
lure  construction  is  hidden —the  kind  of  core  wood  us> 
plywood,  the  kind  of  glue,  the  method  of  joining  two 
of  wood.  But  there  are  simple  tests  you  can  put  to  use,  sue 
sit  in  a  chair,  twist  and  turn  in  it.  There  should  be  no  ci 
ing,  no  spindliness  with  the  shift  of  weight.  A  chair  i 
most  difficult  piece  of  furniture,  to  construct.  No  piece 
right  angles  to  another;  the  front  width  is  wider  than  the  I 
A  table  should  sit  flat  on  the  floor.

Is  it  true  that  drawers  sh< 
be  dovetailed,  joints  doweled?  Can  I  see  good  construe 
methods? 

A.  "Today,  all  the  old  rules  have  gone  out  the  window 
cause  of  the  new  epoxies,  the  new  laminates,  the  new  met!:

absolutes.  In  short,  it  is  not  ivhat  is  done,  but  how  well 
done,  which  is  important."

Plastic  laminated  tops  are  exc 
FACT:  No  finish  today  can  claim  to  be  totally  scratch} 
maintenance  free.  Each  has  its  disadvantages.  For  e, 
very  hard  surfaces  such  as  plastics  are  difficult  to  repp, 
scratches  on  an  oil  finish  tend  to  be  self-healing,  bu 
finish  requires  constant  maintenance.

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HOW  YOU  CAN  MAKE  BETTER  HOME  MOVIES 


You  don't  need  a  lot  of  compli- 
cated equipment  these  days  to 
make  good  family  movies.  With 
the  new  Super-8  cameras  now 
on  the  market,  it's  almost  as 
simple  as  taking  snapshots.  All 
you  do  is  drop  a  film  cartridge 
into  the  camera— you  don't 
have  any  film  to  thread  — and 
once  you  start  shooting,  the 
automatic  electric  eye  insures 
proper  exposures.  Even  wind- 
ing is  taken  care  of  by  an  elec- 
tric drive. 

A  simple  Super-8  camera 
costs  less  than  $50.  A  Super-8 
equipped  with  a  zoom  lens 
costs  less  than  $80.  Even  cheap- 
er (under  $30)  is  a  camera  with 
manual  lens  settings  you  adjust 
for  various  light  conditions. 

Many  of  these  cameras  are 
adaptable  to  a  grip  (about  $4), 
which  helps  to  hold  the  camera 
steady.  However,  to  assure 
smooth,  steady  shooting,  a 
good  $20  investment  is  a  sturdy 
tripod  with  a  head  that  swivels 
right  and  left  and  up  and  down. 

For  indoor  shooting,  you  can 
buy  a  light  for  less  than  $10 
that  mounts  directly  on  the 
camera.  Once  installed,  it  auto- 
matically flips  a  filter  over  the 
lens  for  indoor  shooting.  (If 
you  use  a  light  bar  or  flood- 
lights, you  must  insert  a  key, 
which  comes  with  the  camera, 
to  position  the  filter.) 

Of  course  you'll  need  a  pro- 
jector and  a  screen.  A  good 
Super-8  projector  costs  about 
$60.  If  you  already  have  a  li- 
brary of  the  old  8mm  home 
movies,  and  your  8mm  projec- 
tor probably  won't  hold  up  much 


longer,  you  can  get  a  projector 
that  will  handle  both  Super-8 
and  8mm  for  less  than  $100. 

There  are  three  types  of 
screens,  ranging  in  price  from 
$7.95  to  about  $24.95.  A  matte 
screen  is  the  least  expensive.  It 
has  less  brilliance,  but  more 
even  illumination.  A  glass  bead- 
ed screen  is  the  most  commonly 
used. ,  It  is  brighter,  but  the 
light  tends  to  fall  off  the  sides. 
A  lenticular  screen  gives  the 
best  light  quality,  but  it  is  also 
the  most  expensive  of  the  three 
and  is  not  really  necessary  for 
home  viewing. 

The  only  other  item  you 
really  should  have  is  an  inex- 
pensive splicer  (about  $8.50) 
which  allows  you  to  put  indi- 
vidual reels  together  by  taping 
them  on  both  sides.  That  way 
you  avoid  interrupting  your 
show  to  thread  each  reel,  which 
you'll  find  is  an  annoyance  to 
yourself  and  your  audience.  If 
you  are  a  real  hobbyist,  you 
may  want  a  complete  editor- 
viewer  (from  $25  to  about  $75 1. 
With  this  you  can  look  at  indi- 
vidual scenes  and  frames,  cut- 
ting out  unwanted  footage, 
adding  footage,  or  making 
changes  in  sequence.  But 
chances  are  this  machine  will 
wind  up  unused  in  the  closet. 
It's  much  better  to  edit  your 
film  as  you  shoot,  by  making  a 
rather  loose  overall  plan  in  ad- 
vance and  then  shooting  se- 
quences as  you  think  they 
should  appear  on  the  screen.  A 
50-foot  cartridge  of  color  film 
costs  $5.30  with  processing,  so 
you  don't  want  to  waste  any.

WHAT  MAKES  SO  MANY 
FAMILY  MOVIES 
DISAPPOINTING? 

There  are  several  common 
reasons  behind  those  poor  re- 
sults: 

►  Artificial  posing.  People  just 
standing  in  a  group,  a  wife  wav- 
ing at  the  camera,  a  child  mak- 
ing faces  at  the  camera — all 
make  dreadfully  dull  movie 
shots.  Photograph  your  family 
doing  something"  that  takes 
their  attention  away  from  the 
camera.  Get  a  small  child  en- 
grossed in  a  new  toy,  for  in- 
stance, or  catch  your  relatives 
in  the  midst  of  a  card  game. 
You  know  your  own  family,  so 
just  photograph  them  doing  the 
things  they  naturally  enjoy. 

►  7oo  much  zooming.  Don't  be 
overcome  by  the  novelty  of  a 
lens  that  will  go  from  a  long 
shot  to  a  medium  close-up  with 
the  Hick  of  a  finger.  If  you  zoom 
in  and  out  on  every  shot  the  re- 
sults are  going  to  be  annoying 
when  you  project  the  film.  The 
zoom  is  a  helpful  tool  for  chang- 
ing from  a  long  shot  to  a  me- 
dium shot  without  moving  the 
camera,  and  it  can  give  your 
film  a  professional  touch.  For 
example,  if  you're  making  a 
medium  shot  of  someone  doing 
something  with  his  hands,  you 
can  zoom  in  for  a  close-up  of 
what  he's  working  on.  But  use 
the  zoom  sparingly,  and  when 
you  do,  make  the  movement 
slow  and  even. 

►  Machine-gunning.  Do  not 
aim  the  camera  and  squeeze  off 
a  lot  of  short  bursts.  This  pro- 
duces a  jerky  film  that's  highly 
annoying  to  watch.  Let  the 
camera  run  evenly  until  you're 
finished  shooting  a  scene.  Al- 
most as  bad  as  machine-gun- 
ning is  making  your  takes  all 
the  same  length.  A  good  rule  of 
thumb  is  to  give  more  time  to 
long  shots  (there's  more  to  see) 
and  less  time  for  close-ups 
(your  eye  takes  them  in  more 
quickly).  But  when  the  action 
is  good,  let  the  camera  run. 

►  Lack  of  orientation.  You  can 
avoid  having  to  explain  to  your 
audience  what  is  happening  on 
the  screen  if  you  start  off  each 
activity  with  an  "establishing 
shot."  If  you're  going  to  film 
the  children  ice  skating,  for  ex- 
ample, start  off  with  a  long 
shot  of  the  rink  and  people 
skating,  then  make  a  shot  of 
your  children  putting  on  their 
skates.  If  you're  filming  a  visit 
to  a  national  park  or  a  zoo, 
start  off  with  a  shot  of  the  sign 
at  the  entrance. 


►  Illogical  sequencing.  It  M 
not  make  sense  to  show  yd 
child  baiting  a  hook  after  y 
have  just  filmed  an  exciti 
scene  of  him  catching  a  fis 
Photograph  the  scenes  of  yoJ 
movie  in  logical  order.

HOW  TO  PLAN  AN 
INTERESTING  FILM 

All  it  takes  is  some  extra 
thought.  Take  Christmas,  for 
instance.  It  involves  the  entire 
family,  and  there  is  plenty  of 
colorful  activity.  Start  by  mak- 
ing a  list  of  the  activities  that 
your  family  normally  engages 
in  during  the  holiday.  Break 
this  into  three  parts:  prepara- 
tion, Christmas  Eve,  and 
Christmas  Day.  Now  list  the 
events  in  logical  order. 

Start  your  shooting  with  a 
long  shot  of  your  house  and  a 
member  of  the  family  putting 
a  wreath  on  the  front  door. 
Move  in  for  a  medium  shot  of 
the  person  putting  up  the 
wreath,  then  a  close-up  of  the 
wreath  and  a  ribbon  on  which 
you  have  printed  your  title- 
say  "Christmas  1968."  The  ac- 
tion then  moves  inside  the 
house.  You  mignt  have  a  shot 
of  the  se<.  en  for  decorations 
in  a  cluttered  attic  or  closet. 
There's  the  untangling  of  the 
strings  of  lights.  The  family 
dog  could  get  into  the  action 
with  amusing  results.  Mother 
can  be  shown  coming  into  the 
kitchen  with  her  arms  loaded 
with  bags  of  groceries. 

With  so  much  activity  going 
on,  you  now  face  the  danger  of 
making  your  movie  dull  by 
shooting  everything  head-on. 
Vary  your  shots.  Film  Mother 
entering  with  groceries,  then 
stop  the  camera  and  move  to 
another  angle  to  shoot  the  bags 
being  emptied.  Move  to  an- 
other vantage  point  for  a  shot 
of  the  turkey  being  held  aloft, 
then  come  in  for  close-up  of  a 
child's  face  registering  delight. 
This  entire  sequence  will  run 
about  20  seconds,  but  you'll 
have  variety  and  a  fast  pace. 

You  can  use  stop-motion 
(shooting  one  frame  at  a  time) 
for  some  effective  humor.  With 
the  tripod-mounted  camera 
aimed  at  the  base  of  the  tree 
where  the  gifts  will  be  plaeed, 
shoot  some  footage  of  your 
wife  placing  one  gift  in  position. 
She  then  gestures  with  her 
hand  in  the  manner  of  a  wizard 
making  something  appear  mag- 
ically. You  stop  the  camera. 
She  stays  in  position  with  hand 
outstretched.  Then  as  each  gift 
is  placed  under  the  tree,  you 
shoot  for  half  a  second.  When 
the  last  gift  is  down,  you  run 
the  camera  at  regular  speed, 
she  takes  her  arm  down  and 
stands.  When  the  sequence  is

'Preasury,  a  hefty  revenue  loss. 
(When  the  marital  deduction 
was  adopted  in  1948,  it  lowered 
estate  tax  revenues  by  one- 
third.) 

But  there's  even  more  tax- 
relief  mileage  built  into  our 
present  federal  estate  laws. 
Simply  by  leaving  money  in 
trust  to  his  wife  or  children— 
rather  than  by  outright  bequest 
— a  man  can  save  surprising 
amounts  of  tax  money.  His  wife 
or  children  get  all  the  income 
from  the  estate — such  as  inter- 
est on  bonds— during  their  life- 
time. When  they  die,  the  prop- 
erty is  not  subject  to  estate  tax 

and,  if  it's  Left  in  trust  for  the 
children,  an   entire  generation 


escapes  paying  estate  tax.  Ob- 
viously, the  leverage  increases 
with  wealth.  On  an  eight-mil- 
lion-dollar estate,  for  instance, 
bequeathing  2.4  million  in  trust 
to  the  children  could  save 
roughly  1 '  ■>  million  dollars  in 
taxes.  (To  insure  that  he  pays 
even  less  tax,  the  same  cautious 
man  can  make  use  of  the  gift- 
tax  loophole  described  below- 
all  perfectly  legally,  i 

The  solution?  Taxing  inheri- 
tances on  a  generation-to-gen- 
eration basis,  as  the  British  now 
do,  is  one  way  suggested  to  re- 
coup the  Treasury's  loss  of  an 
estimated  100  million  dollars 
yearly. 

The  gift-tax  game 

According  to  more  than  one 
tax  reformer,  some  900  million 
dollars  in  tax  revenue  elude  the 


Treasury  annually  via  the  gift- 
tax  route.  Of  course,  there  is  a 
law  requiring  tax  to  be  paid 
whenever  someone  transfers 
property  to  another  during  his 
lifetime.  But  consider  this  often 
lucrative  exception.  Any  tax- 
payer can  give  $3,000  a  year 
($6,000  a  couple)  without  tax  to 
each  of  as  many  people  as  he 
wants.  Besides  this,  a  taxpayer 
can  give  an  additional  $30,000 
in  his  lifetime  ($60,000  a  cou- 
ple) without  tax,  )iof  reuniting 
the  annual  $3,000-a-year  gifts. 
Take  this  common  gift-tax 
scenario.  Couple  X,  early  in 
their  marriage,  start  giving 
$6,000  a  year  (tax-free,  of 
course)  to  each  of  their  four 
children.  In  addition  to  these 
$6,000  chunks,  they  spread  an- 
other $60,000  among  them.

with  paying  less  than  their 
share,  but  actually  the  Ameri- 
can family  takes  advantage  of 
the  biggest  loophole  of  all. 
Thanks  to  the  built-in  split-in- 
come provision,  your  income  is 
treated  as  though  you  and  your 
wife  had  each  earned  half  of  it 
— and  you're  taxed  at  a  consid- 
erably lower  rate.  More  than 
that,  you  get  a  personal  exemp- 
tion of  $600  for  each  member  of 
your  family,  and  chances  are 
that  as  a  homeowner  you  item- 
ize your  tax  return  and  show 
hefty  deductions  for  real  estate 
tax  and  mortgage  interest.  As  a 
result,  a  typical  tax  bill  for  an 
income  of  '$9,000  is  about  $800. 


Now  consider  the  plight  of 
the  single  person.  With  an  in- 
come of  $9,000,  he  pays  an 
average  tax  of  $1,500.  None  of 
these  breaks  are  on  his  side.  He 
can't  take  advantage  of  the 
income-splitting  provision.  He 
gets  only  one  exemption. 
Chances  are  he  rents  rather 
than  owns,  and  finds  it  useless 
to  itemize  his  deductions. 

You  may  argue  that  it  costs  a 
lot  of  money  to  raise  children, 
and  you  are  right.  But  even 
childless  couples  can  in  effect 
"split"  their  income,  get  two 
exemptions-  and  may  well  find 
it  advantageous  to  itemize. 
In  short,  the  system  basically 


assumes  it  costs  twice  as  much 
for  two  people  to  live  together 
as  it  does  one. 

But  this  isn't  so.  According 
to  Joseph  Pechman,  director  of 
economic  studies  for  Brook- 
ings Institution,  it  costs  a 
couple  just  1  j  ■,  times  more  to 
live  than  it  does  one  person. 
Evidently,  this  setup  is  unfair 
to  the  single  person— especially 
to  the  single  woman,  who  not 
only  must  earn  her  living  but 
must  also  secure  her  future.  But 
it  isn't  likely  that  this  inequali- 
ty will  be  changed  soon. 

It  simply  would  cost  the 
Treasury  too  much  revenue  to 
give  singles  the  same  income- 
splitting  privilege  as  marrieds 
—an  estimated  "two  billion  dol- 
lars a  year.  On  the  other  hand, 
eliminating  the  income-splitting 
provision  entirely  could  bring

College-expense  deductions 

To  the  parents  of  an  expen- 
sively tuitioned  child,  a  deduc- 
tion for  college  expenses  would 
make  ample  sense.  At  the  same 
time,  it  illustrates  as  much  as 
any  other  tax  reform  plan  the 
observation  by  former  IRS 
chief  Caplin.  "Our  taxes,"  he 
said,  "reflect  a  continuing  strug- 
gle among  contending  interests 
for  the  privilege  of  paying  the 
least." 

For  childless  couples  and 
single  taxpayers,  the  education- 
expense  deduction  is  obviously 
unfair.  To  them,  educational 
costs  are  a  personal  expense— 
like  buying  a  suit  or  paying  rent 
—  which  should  be  absorbed  by 
individuals  without  a  tax  de- 
duction. But  those  in  favor 
stress  the  resulting  improve- 
ment in  educational  standards, 
and  see  it  as  a  necessary  invest- 
ment in  the  future. 

Thus,  college-expense  deduc- 
tions raise  a  highly  controver- 
sial issue:  the  obvious  social 
benefits  versus  the  tremendous 
revenue  loss  to  Treasury  result- 
ing from  adoption  of  this  reform 
—a  loss  that  could  lead  to  a  gen- 
eral rise  in  all  taxes. 

As  with  any  tax  reform  is- 
sue, though,  no  two  solutions 
are  alike.  Yet  one  by  Rep.  Ten- 
zer  does  offer  a  seemingly  work- 
able beginning.  His  plan  would 
provide  a  sliding-scale  deduc- 
tion, rather  than  a  set  amount 
for  all  income  levels.  A  taxpay- 
er in  the  22  percent  bracket 
(about  $5,000  a  year  taxable  in- 
come) would  be  allowed  to  de- 
duct 78  percent  of  his  education 
expenses  for  tuition,  textbooks, 
equipment,  room,  and  board. 
One  in  the  42  percent  bracket 
(about  $17,000  a  year)  would  be 
allowed  to  deduct  58  percent  of 
college  expenses. 

Whether  the  Tenzer  plan— 
or  a  similar  one  from  Sen. 
Abraham  Ribicoff  of  Massa- 
chusetts—is the  complete  an- 
swer is  immaterial.  Today  there 
is  a  pressing  need  for  tax  relief 
on  education  expenses.  And, 
this  judgment  was  strongly 
seconded  by  some  300,000  in- 
formed, money-wise  consumers 
who  answered  our  recent  Con- 
sumer Questionnaire  (see  the 
June  1968  issue). 

Where  do  we  go  from  here? 

By  now,  tax  reform  experts- 
even  the  most  dedicated— rec- 
ognize that  the  day  of  the 
sweeping  reform  is  past.  As  is 
well  demonstrated  by  the  piles 
of  stymied  tax  reform  plans 
(such  as  Wilbur  Mills'  1960  bill), 
tax  reform  is  no  overnight  job. 
It's  a  tedious,  provision-by-pro- 
vision process,  aptly  compared 
by    economist    Walter    Heller,

former  chairman  of  President 
Kennedy's  Economic  Advisory 
Council,  to  the  bunker-to- 
bunker  fighting  on  Iwo  Jima 
during  World  War  II. 

In  the  initial  stages,  tax 
measures  must  be  weighed  by 
Treasury  and  Congressional 
committees  against  several  fac- 
tors—the possible  revenue  gain 
(or  loss),  the  economic  effects, 
immediate  and  long-range,  and 
the  social  or  fiscal  impact.  Then 
there  are  the  political  pressures 
on  the  administration  and  Con- 
gress, particularly  from  well- 
funded  lobbies  trying  to  pre- 
serve tax  benefits  for  the 
wealthy.  At  the  same  time, 
there's  a  reluctance  to  pass  any 
tax  reform  that  would  anger  the 
great  block  of  lower  and  middle- 
income  families.  Obviously,  the 
tax  reform  measures  that  make 
it  through  this  gauntlet  are 
rare  indeed. 

What  hope  is  there  then?  For 
many  — from  economists  like 
Heller  to  tax  experts  like  Stan- 
ley S.  Surrey,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  and  Sen. 
Russell  Long  of  Louisiana— the 
minimum  tax  is  a  crucial  step 
in  tax  reform. 

How  the  minimum  tax  works 

Although  there  are  several 
variations,  it  works  something 
like  this.  First,  you'd  figure  your 
tax  the  way  the  present  tax  law 
reads,  using  all  the  special  pro- 
visions, preferences,  and  ex- 
emptions now  available.  Then 
you'd  compute  your  tax  a  sec- 
ond time,  putting  back  all  the 
income  you  excluded  the  first 
time.  You  wouldn't  take  the 
depletion  allowance  or  the  char- 
itable deductions.  You'd  restore 
your  capital  gains  and  put 
them  back  in  full,  along  with, 
say,  municipal  bond  interest. 
Once  you'd  done  that  and 
figured  the  tax,  you  would  take 
a  percentage  of  the  total— 10 
percent,  20  percent,  or  what- 
ever the  law  required — and  pay 
that  amount  if  it  added  up  to 
more  than  your  first  method. 

Recently,  the  Treasury  De- 
partment has  been  considering 
a  minimum  tax  proposal  much 
like  this.  It  would  require  tax- 
payers to  compute  their  tax,  al- 
lowing all  their  current  deduc- 
tions. Then  they  would  have  to 
figure  their  tax  without  the  ben- 
efit of  some  major  "loopholes" 
— capital  gains,  mineral  deple- 
tion, tax-exempt  bonds-  and 
compute  a  certain  percent  of 
whatever  total  they  came  up 
with.  Finally,  they'd  owe  the 
Treasury  whichever  was  high- 
er, the  first  or  second  total.

An  application  on 
tender  plants  in  early  No- 
nber,  plus  a  repeat  in  mid- 
itei  if  the  first  application 
weathered  and  peeled  off, 
es  just  about  as  much  pro- 
ton as  if  the  plants  had  been 
ered. 

'ollow  the  manufacturer's 
actions  carefully.  Apply  an 
idesiccant  when  the  temper- 
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ature  is  above  40  degrees.  Com- 
pletely coat  the  upper  and  low- 
er surfaces  of  all  foliage  as  well 
as  the  branches.  Be  sure  to 
clean  the  sprayer  immediately 
after  the  job  or  it  will  be  clogged 
forever. 


Other  frost-beating  ideas:  Pro- 
tect small,  tender  plants  from 
cold  by  covering  with  a  bushel 
basket  filled  with  loose  straw. 
Or,  apply  a  thick  mound  of 
ground  bark  or  sawdust  (six  to 
12  inches  deep)  around  the  base 
of  the  plants.  Fuchsias,  for  ex- 
ample, sometimes  die  back  to 
the  top  of  the  mulch  and  then 
develop  new  growth  from  feflftow 
the  level  of  the  insulating 
mulch.  Also,  you  can  protect 
plants  with  sheets  of  heavy 
polyethylene  and  cover  with 
branches  to  shade. 
Bermuda  grass  renovation.  Years 
ago,  you  could  drive  the  beau- 
tiful sycamore-planted  streets 
of  Pasadena  in  November  and 
note  that  virtually  every  home- 
owner had  tackled  the  problem 
of  renovating  his  Bermuda 
lawn.  (The  smell  of  newly 
spread  manure  helped  drive 
home  the  fact  that  it  was  "ren- 
ovation"  season,  too.) 

Today  it's  a  job  which  is  done 
only  occasionally.  The  reason 
for  renovating  Bermuda  grass 
at  this  time  of  the  year  is  simply 
because  it  turns  an  ugly  brown, 
and  continues  to  show  this 
dead,  yellow  mat  of  foliage  all 
winter  long.  The  way  to  avoid 
this  look  is  to  rent  a  power 
renovator  so  that  the  surface  of 
the  turf  can  be  thinned  out  to 
provide  a  good  bed  for  sowing 
quick-growing  rye  grass  seed. 
This  seed,  in  turn,  is  covered 
with  a  thin  layer  of  manure  or 
finely  screened  organic  matter. 

In  less  than  three  weeks,  a 
nice  green  turf  will  be  yours. 
Then,  in  the  spring  when  the 


weather  warms  up,  the  Bermu- 
da grass  resumes  its  normal 
green  for  about,  eight  months 
of  the  growing  season. 
Hardy  annuals.  Though  it's  con- 
sidered late  now  to  plant  for 
winter  bloom,  there  are  four 
"reliables"  that  seem  to  care 
nothing  about  normal  winter 
temperatures  and  short  hours 
of  daylight. 
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Pansies  head  the  list,  followed 
closely  by  violas  which  are  blood 
relatives  of  the  pansy.  Next 
come  the  fairy  primroses  (Pri- 
mula malacoides)  and  last,  but 
not  least,  the  cheerful  calen- 
dulas. And,  don't  forget  the 
poppies. 

Both  pansies  and  violas 
(really  pansies  without  "faces") 
make  wonderful  ground  covers 
for  tulips,  daffodils,  and  hya- 
cinths. Furthermore,  they'll 
help  camouflage  the  withering 
foliage  of  the  bulbs  after  their 
bloom  period  is  past. 
Keep  camellias  happy.  Perhaps 
my  continued  insistence  on 
keeping  camellias  moist-  even 
in  November— may  sound  like 
a  broken  record.  But,  more 
than  any  other  reason,  lack  of 
water  causes  bud  drop.  Of 
course,  if  the  rains  come  as  they 
are  supposed  to,  there's  no 
problem. 


Keep  an  extra-close  watch  on 
camellias  growing  close  to  the 
house  or  under  deep  overhangs 
to  see  that  the  soil  is  kept  con- 
stantly moist.  The  ground 
should  be  given  more  than  a 
light  sprinkling— use  a  water 
breaker  or  soil  soaker  to  get  the 
water  down  deep. 

Other  camellia  notes.  Disbud 
large-flowering  varieties  that 
are  overloaded  with  buds.  An 
uncrowded  display,  you  must 


admit,  gives  a  better  show. 
Leave  three  or  four  inches  be- 
tween buds.  And,  check  the  lo- 
cation of  the  buds,   if  poorly 

placed,  as  on  the  hack  side  of 
the  shrub  where  they  won't  be 
seen,  remove  them  now.  Lei  the 
energy  be  directed  to  better 
advantage  into  the  buds  >e- 
tained.  To  extend  the  season  of 
bloom,  save  a  few  small  buds, 
too. 

Trim  dahlias.  It's  a  good  idea  to 
cut  faded  blooms  from  dahlias 
and  trim  off  the  old  foliage  to 
prevent  unsightliness.  Novem- 
ber will  still  reward  you  with 
some  fairly  decent  blooms,  but 
the  problem  is  that  by  this  time 
in  the  season  a  lot  of  mildewed 
foliage  has  appeared. 

Be  careful  not  to  remove  too 
much  foliage,  for  it  is  still 
helping  to  produce  food  which 
will  be  stored  in  the  tubers  for 
next  season.  Don't  dig  the  tu- 
bers before  late  December  or 
January.  This  gives  them  a 
chance  to  ripen  thoroughly. 
Caladium  after-care.  You  can't 
afford  to  leave  these  tender 
tropicals  unprotected  through 
the  winter  months,  even  if  you 
have  squeezed  by  before.  One 
bad  freeze  and  you've  lost  your 
entire  collection. 


Before  the  foliage  has  com- 
pletely withered,  lift  the  tubers 
with  a  spading  fork  and  cut 
back  the  dead  stalks  to  within 
two  inches  of  the  tuber.  Wash 
off  the  soil  and  place  them  in 
shallow  flats  in  an  airy  garage 
to  dry.  Then  sprinkle  with  a 
multipurpose  garden  dust— 
this  protects  them  from  insects 
and  diseases  during  the  storage 
period.  Caladiums  growing  in 
pots  can  be  simply  moved  to  a 
dry,  frost-free  spot  for  the  win- 
ter months.

Often  you  are  welcome  to  watch — 

and  sometimes  to  join  in — as 

Indians  in  ceremonial  costumes 

lerform  the  exciting  dances  of  their 

tribes.  Best  of  all,  you  11  have  the 

rich  experience  of  visiting  Indian 

imilies.  descendants  of  some  of  the 

great  chiefs  and  ivarriors  of  old. 


Vacationing  on  an  Indian  reservation 
needn't  mean  roughing  it.  Some  reserva- 
tions have  excellent  motels  and  restau- 
rants. Others  are  strictly  for  campers. 
There's  usually  plenty  to  do.  You  can 
laze  by  swimming  pools  or  hike  beaches, 
Lake  horseback  trail  rides,  browse  in  mu- 
seums, go  hiking,  or  explore  ancient  ruins 
so  remote  no  one  has  bothered  to  exca- 
vate them. 

There  is  no  charge  for  entering  a 
reservation,  but  generally  you  must  buy 
a  tribal  permit  and  a  state  license  to  hunt 
and  fish,  and  there  is  usually  a  nominal 
charge  for  camping.  Prices  and  facilities 
at  reservation  motels  are  in  line  with 
those  you'd  find  anywhere.  Here  is  what 
some  reservations  are  like: 
Warm  Springs  Reservation,  Oregon  — The 
resort  village  at  Kah-nee-ta  (gift  of  the 
gods)  on  this  reservation  is  excellent  by 
anyone's  standards.  There  are  thermal 
baths,  three  swimming  pools  (one,  Olym- 


pic sized),  and  a  restaurant  to  serve  the 
plush  duplex  cabins,  camper  trailer  hook- 
ups, and  campgrounds.  On  the  same 
reservation,  you  can  choose  to  live  like 
the  Indians  of  old— in  a  tepee— for  $5  a 
night.  The  huge,  handcrafted  tepees  will 
sleep  up  to  10,  have  a  wooden  plank  floor, 
dew  flaps  for  privacy  and  temperature 
control,  and  center  rock  firepits  for  cook- 
ing. You'll  have  to  supply  your  own 
sleeping  bag,  and  make  reservations  well 
in  advance.  Tepees  are  quite  popular— 
especially  with  the  kids.  Two  reservoirs, 
high  mountain  lakes,  and  the  Deschutes 
River  provide  great  trout,  steelhead,  and 
salmon  fishing. 

Fort  Apache  Reservation,  Arizona— Nes- 
tled in  the  scenic  White  Mountains  of 
east  central  Arizona,  it  has  thousands  of 
acres  of  unspoiled  woods,  700  campsites 
(10  days  free,  except  at  "fee"  sites),  300 
miles  of  dancing  trout  streams,  plus  20 
artificial  lakes  where  fish  almost  jump 
into  the  boat  and  all  types  of  water  sports 
can  be  enjoyed.  Boats  are  for  rent,  but 
gasoline  motors  are  prohibited.  In  the 
back  country,  you  will  discover  hundreds 
of  prehistoric  ruins  with  only  a  few  ex- 


cavated. You  may  explore  these  to  your 
heart's  content,  but  the  Apaches  ask  that 
you  do  not  disturb  them  in  any  way.  Dig- 
ging is  forbidden;  however,  you  are 
welcome  to  pick  up  arrowheads  and  pot- 
tery shards  found  on  the  surface.  In  Ce- 
becu,  on  the  west  side,  Indians  still  live  in 
wickiups.  There  is  an  excellent  motel  for 
visitors  to  the  Fort  Apache  reservation— 
the  "Hondah"  at  Whiteriver. 
Rosebud  Sioux  Reservation,  South  Dakota 
—  Pretty  Ghost  Hawk  Campground  on 
this  reservation  of  the  once-warring  Sioux 
Indians  is  an  ideal  place  to  camp  en 
route  to  the  Black  Hills.  Lake  fishing  is 
great,  but  from  the  bank  unless  you 
bring  your  boat.  Drive  on  good  roads 
throughout  this  historic  reservation  and 
browse  in  the  museum  at  St.  Francis  and 
the  display  center  at  Rosebud.  Exciting 
tribal  dances  are  held  on  weekends,  and 
the  Indian  Fair  each  August  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  nation. 

There  are  other  Indian  reservations 
you  can  visit  in  North  Dakota,  Mon- 
tana, Idaho,  Washington,  Minnesota, 
Wisconsin,  New  Mexico,  Texas,  Okla- 
homa, North  Carolina,  Florida.  A  map 
showing  every  reservation  in  the  U.S.

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YOUR  PLANNING  GUIDE  TO  SOUTH  AMERICA 


From  the  isle  of  Margarita  off  Venezuela, 
where  you  buy  pearls  on  the  beach  for  $5, 
to  Brazil's  sun-spangled  Ipanema,  where 
that  girl  came  from;  from  Colombia's 
Cartagena,  where  the  Spaniards  stored 
their  New  World  treasures,  to  the  "Latin 
Switzerland"  of  Bariloche  in  Argentina; 
and  from  the  bow-carrying  Indians  of  the 
Amazon  to  sophisticated  society  in  Lima 
and  Santiago— South  America  is  a  world 
of  contrasts.  And  everywhere  in  the  con- 
tinent's 13  countries,  you'll  find  the  peo- 
ple warm  and  hospitable. 
When  to  go— Anytime.  You  can  always 
find  a  climate  to  suit  you  in  South  Amer- 
ica. But  in  the  southern  hemisphere,  the 
"seasons"  are  reversed  (it's  summer  in 
January).  And  traveling  south  on  this 
continent  takes  you  to  cooler  tempera- 
tures farther  from  the  equator. 
How  to  get  there— You  must  go  either  by 
air  or  by  cruise  ship— Moore-McCor- 
mack,  Grace  Lines,  Argentine  Lines,  or 
one  of  the  smaller  liners.  Various  national 
airlines  serving  their  respective  coun- 
tries include:  Avianca  (Colombia);  Viasa 
(Venezuela);  APSA  (Peru);  Varig  (Bra- 
zil); Aerolineas  Argentinas;  Ecuatoriana 
(Ecuador);  Lan-Chile.  Two  U.S.  airlines 
— Braniff  International  and  Pan  Ameri- 
can—also fly  to  South  America. 

Package  tours  are  a  good  way  to  get 
around  in  South  America,  especially  if 
it's  your  first  visit.  There  are  tour  com- 
binations for  every  taste  and  pocket- 
book.  Most  of  them  fall  within  the  mon- 
ey-saving 30-day  or  group-oriented  21- 
day  excursion  fare  periods. 

Basically,  a  round-trip  30-day  ticket 
from  New  York  to  Buenos  Aires  costs 
$550  (you  can  stop  off  all  along  the  way). 
A  30-day  Grand  Tour  of  all  South  Amer- 
ica, fully  escorted  and  including  hotels, 
meals,  transfers,  and  round-trip  airfare 
from  Miami,  costs  $2,000.  A  17-day  budg- 
et tour  of  five  capitals,  including  sight- 
seeing, transfers,  and  airfare  from  Miami 
(but  no  meals)  costs  $775.  Two  weeks  in 
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Peru,  including  economy  hotels,  sight- 
seeing, some  meals,  and  airfare  from 
Miami,  is  $380.  Two  weeks  in  Brazil  with 
the  same  extras  is  $850.  Obviously,  from 
New  York  or  Los  Angeles,  your  cost  is  a 
little  more.  Your  travel  agent  or  the  air- 
line can  help  with  the  details. 

Usually  tied  together  in  the  package 
trips  of  the  airlines  and  tour  agencies  are 
Colombia  and  Peru;  Peru  and  Ecuador- 
Chile  and  Argentina— with  a  side  trip  to 
Uruguay.  Better  see  Brazil  by  itself;  it's 
too  much  to  take  in  as  part  of  a  tour. 
Where  to  stay— There's  a  Hilton,  Inter- 
Continental,  or  similar  chain  hotel  in  all 
major  cities.  Local  hotels  like  Bogota's 
Tequendama  ($20  a  night,  double,  Euro- 
pean plan)  also  offer  considerable  luxury. 
But  you  can  find  a  safe,  clean  hotel  for 
one-third  that  price.  All  you  lack  in  the 
smaller  hotels  is  the  "decorator  touch" 
and  the  big  lobby.  An  average  day  in  a 
South  American  city,  with  meals  and  first 
class  hotel,  runs  about  $30  per  person. 
What  to  see  and  do— The  varied  scenery 
throughout  is  totally  and  consistently 
different  from  home.  Most  exotic  is  the 
majestic  Andean  region.  Most  beautiful 
are  Bolivia's  remnants  of  the  Inca  em- 
pire. Most  breathtaking  are  the  heights 
of  Machu-Picchu  in  Peru.  Most  exciting 
is  Brazil's  fabulous  Rio.

In  most,  cities  you  can  use  American 
dollars,  although  you'll  want  to  get  some 
currency  changed  for  tipping  and  native 
markets.  Even  though  tips  are  added  to 
most  hotel  and  food  bills  (a  whopping  26 
percent  in  Uruguayan  hotels,  24  percent 
in  Argentina,  10  percent  in  most  other- 
countries),  you'll  soon  find  you're  not 
hurting  anyone's  feelings  by  adding  a 
little  extra. 

Rates  of  monetary  exchange  vary  from 
day  to  day,  especially  with  Brazil's 
cruzeiros,  Chile's  escudos,  Colombia's 
pesos.  Most  hotels  will  make  change. 
But  nobody's  eager  to  change  it  back 


again,  so  don't  tie  up  more  than  you  can 

spare  in  foreign  currency. 

U.S.  citizens  need  passports  for  every 

country  except  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Ven- 
ezuela, Guyana,  and  French  Guiana. 
Tourist  cards,  visas,  return  tickets,  proof 
of  solvency  (a  traveler's  check  will  do), 
and  "clean  bill  of  health"  cards  also  are 
required  for  various  countries  whose 
regulations  change  with  surprising  fre- 
quency. Take  a  small  supply  of  passport- 
sized  pictures  in  case  you  have  to  buy  a 
tourist  card  upon  arrival.  Some  countries 
have  landing  fees;  some  have  departure 
taxes.  (Peru's  is  $4,  for  instance.) 

Airlines,  travel  agents,  and  the  South 
American  Travel  Organization  (100  Bis- 
cayne  Boulevard,  Miami,  Florida  33135) 
are  your  best  sources  of  information  on 
current  requirements.

Plan  fares  are  applicable  on  flights  from 
the  U.S.  when  you  fly  First  Class. 
Flying  inside  Mexico — Eight  internal  air- 
lines-among  them,  Aerolineas  Vega, 
Aerolineas  Anahuac,  Aerovias  del  Sur, 
Aero  Maya— as  well  as  the  international 
carriers  Mexicana  and  Aeronaves  all  fly 
passengers  between  Mexican  cities.  The 
carrier  which  flies  you  to  Mexico  can 
generally  issue  you  a  ticket  on  a  contin- 
uing Mexican  airline.

Travel  papers  You  won't  need  a  pass- 
port, but  you  will  need  a  tourist  card.  A 
Mexican  consulate,  your-  travel  agent,  or 
air-line  will  issue  it.  A  passport,  birth  cer- 
tificate, or-  naturalization  papers  must  be 
shown  to  obtain  your-  tourist  card.  Small- 
pox vaccinations  are  no  longer-  required 
for  U.S.  citizens  who  travel  only  between 
the  U.S.  and  Mexico. 
Shopping— Best  buys  for  air  travelers 
include  pottery,  silver-,  hand-tooled  leath- 
er, hand-blown  glass,  huaraches,  and 
such  imported  items  as  watches,  per- 
fumes, and  cameras. 

Dining  —Cuisine  ranges  from  the  superb 
Mexican  and  inter-national  meals  of 
Mexico  City  to  the  tangy  foods  of  the 
provincial  towms.  Be  careful  about  drink- 
ing milk;  drink  only  bottled  water  or  the 
fine  Mexican  beer  in  the  hinterland. 
Getting  around— Avis,  Hertz,  National, 
Budget  Rent-A-Car,  and  Rente  un  Auto 
can  supply  you  a  car.  With  driver-guides 
in  Mexico  City,  cars  cost  $3  per  hour,  or 
$11  a  day  plus  12  cents  a  mile.

HANDYMAN   HOW-TO 


HOW  TO  COPE  WITH 
THOSE  STORM  WINDOWS 


That  perennial  chore— getting 
up  the  storm  windows — can 
soak  up  a  beautiful  fall  Satur- 
day, but  it's  still  better  to  do  it 
now  than  when  the  snow  is  fly- 
ing. Here's  how  to  short-cut 
some  of  the  problems  and  get 
'  the  job  done  right. 
Cleaning.  Probably  the  best 
way  to  get  the  windows  in  your 
house  and  your  storm  windows 
clean  in  a  hurry  is  to  use  a  rub- 
ber squeegee.  This  handy  tool 
comes  in  all  widths,  so  you  can 
lind  one  that  will  fit  your  win- 
dows exactly  and  make  a  clean 
sweep  in  one  pass.  If  your  storm 
windows  have  large  panes  but 
your  house  windows  have  many 
small  panes,  it's  well  worth  the 
money  to  buy  a  squeegee  for 
each  size  window.  Wash  the 
windows  with  household  am- 
monia and  water  or  a  regular 
window  cleaning  preparation. 
Wipe  the  squeegee  with  a  rag 
after  every  pass  to  avoid 
streaks.  For  washing  your  house 
windows,  a  long  handled  brush 
like  the  one  you  attach  to  your 
hose  for  washing  your  car  speeds 
the  job  along.  Fasten  your 
squeegee  to  the  end  of  a  long 
rake  or  broom  handle.  You  can 
also  buy  a  brush-squeegee  com- 
bination that  telescopes  to  15 
feet  for  high  windows.  When 
the  house  windows  are  clean, 
get  started  on  your  storms. 
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When  cleaning  storm  windows 
before  installing  them,  clamp 
a  couple  of  scraps  of  wood  to 
your  ladder,  as  shown  above, 
making  a  place  to  put  the  win- 
dows while  washing  them. 
Replacing  broken  glass:  It's  easy 
enough  to  replace  glass  in 
wooden  storm  windows  your- 
self, but  before  you  do,  check 
two  things:  Does  your  home- 
owner's policy  cover  glass 
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breakage?  If  it  does,  let  a  pro- 
fessional do  the  job  and  send 
the  bill  to  your  insurance  com- 
pany. Also,  you  can  often  get 
new  glass  installed  at  a  large 
glass  store  for  the  same  price 
you  might  pay  a  small  hard- 
ware retailer  for  the  piece  of 
glass  you  put  in  yourself.  It's 
worth  a  telephone  call  or  two 
to  find  out.  You  might  save 
yourself  a  couple  of  hours' work. 

The  hard  part  in  replacing 
glass  is  getting  off  the  old  putty. 
Scrape  it  off  before  you  break 
out  the  old  glass  to  avoid  cuts 
and  glass  splinters.  Use  a  wood 
chisel,  working  carefully  to 
keep  from  gouging  the  window 
frame.  I'ull  out  the  glazier's 
points  as  you  go.  If  you  have  a 
soldering  iron  or  gun,  you  can 
sometimes  speed  the  operation 
by  melting  the  putty.  Take  out 
the  old  glass  and  use  a  rasp  or 
coarse  sandpaper  to  clean  up 
any  lumps  of  putty  you've 
missed  the  first  time  around. 

On  your  trip  to  the  hardware 
store  for  the  glass,  pick  up  a 
box  of  glazier's  points  (there's 
a  type  with  a  little  shoulder 
that  makes  it  easy  to  push  in 
with  a  screwdriver)  and  a  can  of 
putty  or  glazing  compounds.  If 
you're  replacing  glass  in  a  metal 
window,  be  sure  to  buy  glazing 
compound  made  especially  for 
metal.  Make  sure  you  measure 
the  area  for  the  glass  before  you 
leave  home,  and  write  it  down. 
Have  the  glass  cut  an  eighth  of 
an  inch  smaller  all  around  than 
the  window  opening. 

Now  comes  the  part  you 
won't  want  to  bother  with— 
put  a  coat  of  exterior  primer  on 
all  bare  wood  surfaces  of  the 
window  opening  and  let  it  dry. 
If  you  omit  this  step,  however, 
the  bare  wood  will  soak  all  the 
oil  out  of  the  putty  you  put  on, 
causing  it  to  fall  out  in  a  year 
or  so.  If  you  .don't  want  to  wait 
for  paint  to  dry,  you  can  coat 
the  wood  with  linseed  oil,  but 
it  won't  be  as  effective  as  paint. 

Fasten  the  glass  in  place  with 
the  glazier's  points  spaced  every 
few  inches  around  the  edges  of 
the  glass,  then  apply  the  putty. 
Work  the  putty  in  your  hands 
until  it  is  quite  soft,  then,  using 
a  putty  knife,  daub  it  in  rough-

Which  window  goes  where?  This 
is  an  easy  problem  to  solve  if 
you  haven't  already  numbered 
your  windows— just  buy  a  set 
of  numbers  from  your  hardware 
store.  They're  like  little  tacks 
with  numbers  on  the  heads. 
Drive  one  into  each  storm  win- 
dow frame  and  the  mate  to  it 
into  the  window  sill  where  the 
window  goes.  They  last  indef- 
initely and  are  still  readable 
even  if  painted. 

Store  your  screens  on  spe- 
cial metal  hangers  available  in 
most  hardware  stores,  or  make 
a  wooden  rack  like  the  one  in 
the  drawing.  Store  your  storms 
here  next  spring,  too. 


For   winter  ventilation,   you   can 

install  vents  in  the  storm  win- 
dow frame  as  shown  below. 
With  a  vented  window  of  this 
type  on  each  side  of  your  bed- 
room, you'll  get  just  the  right 
amount  of  fresh  air  moving 
through  the  room  every  night. 
All  you  need  to  do  is  drill  a  few 
1-inch  holes  in  the  frame  and 
screw  on  the  ventilated  metal 
plate  to  cover  them. 


To  make  an  emergency  storm 
window  if  you  discover  that 
one  of  your  basement  storms 
has  disappeared  over  the  sum- 
mer, you  can  just  put  a  base- 
ment screen  in  a  heavy  plastic 
sack  or  wrap  it  in  a  clear  plastic 
sheet,  with  thumbtacks  in  the 
frame  to  hold  the  plastic  taut.

HOW  SHOULD  YOU  HANDLE 
CHILDREN'S  MONEY  NEEDS? 

Do  you  have  a  problem  getting  your 
toddler  through  the  grocery  store  with- 
out buying  toys,  candy,  or  other  treats? 
Does  your  nine-year-old  refuse  to  help 
with  the  dishes  or  pick  up  her  room  un- 
less you  pay  her?  Do  you  have  frequent 
heated  discussions  with  your  teen-ager 
over  the  way  he  spends? 

Almost  every  family  experiences  some 
money  conflicts  like  these.  That's  nat- 
ural. But  in  far  too  many  families, 
money  is  the  prime  source  of  friction 
between  the  parents  and  children.  It 
becomes  a  raw  spot  that  sets  off  needless 
family  explosions.  Yet  by  following- 
some  basic  guidelines,  such  as  the  eight 
listed  below,  you  can  keep  these  flare- 
ups  to  a  minimum— and  help  set  chil- 
dren straight  on  handling  money  at  the 
same  time. 

►  Parents'  attitudes  and  examples  set 
the  tone  for  a  child's  approach  to  money 
management.  If  you  handle  your 
finances  confidently — and  reasonably 
successfully— your  children  are  likely 
to  follow  your  lead.  But  if  you  are  over- 
ly anxious  about  financial  matters,  if 
you  spend  carelessly,  if  you  get  emo- 
tional about  money,  your  children  often 
can  develop  the  same  attitudes.  A  close 
look  at  your  own  money  philosophy 
usually  is  the  best  preparation  for 
teaching  your  children  about  money. 

►  Children  can  and  should  learn  to  man- 
age money.  At  an  early  age,  children 
are  exposed  to  the  mysterious  power  of 
money.  The  three-year-old  sees  his 
mother  exchange  paper  and  coins  for 
groceries,  clothes,  toys.  At  five  or  six, 
a  child  learns  to  count  money,  and  per- 
haps exchange  coins  for  some  things  he 
wants  himself.  At  this  stage,  a  child 
usually  is  ready  to  learn  something 
about  handling  money  of  his  own.  By 
letting  your  children  start  early  with 
small  amounts,  you  will  avoid  costly 
mistakes  that  neither  you  nor  your  chil- 
dren can  afford. 

►  An  allowance,  if  properly  handled,  is 
the  most  effective  tool  for  teaching  chil- 
dren to  manage  money.  Begin  with  a 
small  amount,  say  at  age  five  or  six,  de- 


pending on  the  child.  Increase  the 
amount  and  the  financial  responsibili- 
ties gradually  as  your  child  develops 
management  ability— and  as  his  need 
for  money  increases. 

An  allowance  usually  is  best  paid 
weekly,  or  perhaps  twice  a  week  for 
younger  children  who  find  it  difficult  to 
plan  for  a  full  week.  Like  a  paycheck, 
an  allowance  should  come  regularly  and 
automatically  each  week,  in  the  same 
amount,  regardless  of  the  child's  behav- 
ior. But  don't  hesitate  to  set  down 
broad  guidelines  for  spending,  and  even 
insist  that  part  of  an  allowance  go  for 
certain  expenses  such  as  carfare  or- 
school  lunches.  However,  if  a  child  is 
going  to  learn  to  manage  money,  he 
must  have  a  reasonable  amount  to  use 
as  he  chooses. 

Sometimes  children  need  extra  money 
for  special  occasions,  or  for  large  ex- 
penses. Obviously,  the  value  of  an  al- 
lowance is  lost  if  a  child  can  get  extra 
money  every  time  he  is  short.  Vet  you 
will  find  some  situations  that  justify  a 
helping  hand— a  special  trip,  outing,  or 
a  set  of  lessons.  It  also  helps  to  discuss 
the  allowance  every  now  and  then, 
from  what  it  covers  to  when  it  needs  a 
boost.  This  gives  your  child  the  chance 
to  bring  up  any  money  problems  he  may 
have,  and  lets  you  offer  guidance  in  a 
reasonably  calm  atmosphere. 

►  Money  is  not  generally  effective  as  a 
reward  or  as  punishment.  Far  too  often, 
children  become  emotional  about  mon- 
ey when  it's  used  as  a  disciplinary 
measure.  When  a  child  is  "paid"  for 
thoughtfulness,  good  grades,  or  helping 
at  home,  he  learns  to  put  a  monetary 
value  on  character  and  achievement. 
The  same  is  true  if  he  is  "fined"  for  a 
failing  grade— or  for  neglecting  his 
chores  at  home.  In  addition,  the  educa- 
tional value  of  an  allowance  is  lost 
when  it  is  used  as  a  reward  or  punish- 
ment. It  becomes  difficult  for  a  child  to 
plan  his  spending  when  he  cannot 
count  on  a  fixed  amount  each  week. 

►  There  is  a  definite  distinction  between 
routine  home  chores  and  "jobs"  for 
which  a  youngster  can  expect  payment. 
A  child  simply  is  doing  his  share  when 
he  keeps  his  room  in  order,  helps  with 
the  dishes  and  yard  work,  or  looks  after 
younger  brothers  and  sisters.  Children 
do  not  (or  shouldn't)  expect  payment 
for  this  type  of  helpfulness. 

However,  some  work  at  home  can  be 
classified  as  a  "job"— usually  time- 
consuming,  "adult"  work  that  you 
might  pay  someone  else  to  do,  from 
painting  to  moving  to  cleaning  the  ga- 
rage. In  these  cases,  it's  fair  to  pay  a 
reasonable  amount  for  work  to  be  done. 

►  Children  do  get  a  sense  of  achievement 
and  pride  from  earning  their  own  money 
outside  the  home.  Working  can  be  an 
unmatched  learning  experience,  provid- 
ed the  job  is  suited  to  your  youngster's 
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ability,  and  doesn't  interfere  wit 
schoolwork  and  other  responsibilities 
In  many  cases,  teens  earning  large! 
amounts  even  take  on  part  or  all  ofl 
their  own  expenses,  especially  if  a  fam-j 
ily  has  severe  money  problems.  Anus 
because  outside  income  represents  a] 
large  money-managing  responsibility,! 
it's  a  topic  that  deserves  some  thought- 
ful discussion. 

►  "Consumer"  training  at  home— and  in 
school— is  essential.  At  a  fairly  early 
age,  children  begin  learning  buying 
habits— both  good  and  bad.  But  with 
your  help,  they  can  learn  to  plan  their 
spending,  to  inspect  purchases,  to  com- 
pare prices,  and  to  deal  with  reliable 
stores. 

Occasional  borrowing  against  future 
allowances  gives  you  a  ready-made  open- 
ing to  teach  your  child  the  fundamentals 
of  credit.  If  your  seven-  or  eight-year- 
old  wants  to  open  a  savings  account  at 
the  bank  (and  seems  ready),  don't  shut 
him  off  abruptly.  And  if  a  teen-ager 
earning  his  own  money  wants  to  open  a 
checking  account,  discuss  the  pros  and 
cons  with  him— then  decide  together 
on  it. 

Many  teen-agers  also  want  charge 
accounts  or  credit  cards.  As  long  as  they 
know  how  credit  works— and  when  to 
use  it  —they  can  learn  much  from  this 
kind  of  experience.  Generally,  retailers 
today  agree  with  this,  reporting  that 
teen-agers  handle  charge  accounts  re- 
liably. This  same  approval  was  echoed 
in  our  recent  Consumer  Questionnaire 
study,  which  showed  that  parents  ap- 
proved of  charge  accounts  for  teen- 
agers—as long  as  they  understood  that  the 
responsibility  for  it  rested  on  them  alone. 

With  their  first  job,  teen-agers  also 
start  paying  social  security— which 
often  is  a  good  time  to  introduce  them 
to  other  types  of  insurance  as  well. 
And  though  few  teen-agers  could  em- 
bark on  an  investment  program,  many 
are  ready  to  understand  some  down-to- 
earth  explanations  of  the  investing 
process. 

►  Youngsters  should  take  part  in  family 
financial  discussions.  When  they're  old 
enough  to  understand,  children  learn 
from  (and  often  contribute  to)  impor- 
tant family  financial  decisions.  They  are 
especially  intrigued  by  choices  that  af- 
fect them— choosing  between  a  family 
vacation  and  a  new  car,  a  dishwasher 
and  a  new  sofa,  or  a  family  recreation 
room  and  a  boat  or  camper.  Most  ex- 
perts agree  that  older  youngsters  can  be 
told  when  the  family  faces  financial  dif- 
ficulties as  long  as  they  are  protected 
from  extreme  anxiety.  Sharing  financial 
decisions  and  problems  can  generate  a 
feeling  of  participation,  greater  willing- 
ness to  abide  by  decisions,  and  a  realistic 
approach  to  money  problems.  It  also 
helps  prepare  children  for  handling  the 
responsibilities  of  adult  life.  ■

WHY  BE  IN  A  BLOOD  BANK? 

Many  of  the  services  provided  by  a  blood  bank  are  compa- 
rable to  the  functions  of  a  bank  that  deals  in  money:  the 
collection,  recording,  storage,  and  distribution  of  a  valuable 
basic  commodity.  But  there's  a  basic  difference.  People  who 
put  money  in  the  bank  do  so  to  accumulate  a  personal  reserve 
they  someday  expect  to  draw  on.  They  know  they  can  freely 
take  out  no  more  than  the  amount  they  put  in,  plus  relatively 
small  interest.  Blood  bank  depositors,  on  the  other  hand, 
hope  they'll  never  have  to  make  a  withdrawal.  They  con- 
sider their  deposits  as  premiums  for  a  special  kind  of  medi- 
cal insurance:  a  guarantee  that  in  case  an  emergency  arises, 
they're  entitled  to  receive  as  much  blood  as  they  need,  with- 
out cost  oi1  further  obligation. 

Such  insurance  is  becoming  increasingly  valuable  every 
day.  Some  two-and-a-half  million  Americans  are  using  more

than  six  million  units  of  blood  each  year.  And  that  volume 
will  undoubtedly  continue  to  rise  with  the  further  develop- 
ment of  new  medical  techniques  which  demand  large  amounts 
of  blood,  such  as  transplant  and  heart  operations. 

HOW  DO  BLOOD  BANKS  WORK? 

Since  most  community  blood  banks  are  locally  controlled, 
there  are  minor  variations  among  cities.  But  prospective 
members  are  generally  given  their  choice  of  any  one  of  three 
different  plans.  The  first  is  an  individual  membership,  styled 
for  people  who  have  no  dependents.  By  giving  one  unit  of 
blood,  members  are  assured  that  their  personal  needs  will  be 
covered  for  a  specified  period  of  time— two  years,  in  a  typical 
contract,  but  sometimes  longer.  The  second  is  a  family  plan 
that  covers  both  the  donor  and  all  dependent  members  of  his 
household.  Often  the  terms  are  one  year  of  protection  per 
unit  of  blood  the  family  gives. 

The  third  choice  is  the  group  plan  or  donor  club.  Much 
like  group  life  insurance  and  group  health  insurance  pro- 
grams, it  offers  broad  protection  to  large  numbers  of  people 
—50  is  often  the  minimum  who  organize  and  enroll  en 
masse.  They  are  usually  employees  of  the  same  business  firm 
or  members  of  the  same  trade  union.  Typically,  the  require- 
ment for  initial  protection  is  that  15  percent  of  the  members 
of  the  group  each  give  one  unit  of  blood.  In  later  years,  de- 
posits are  determined  by  withdrawals,  and  frequently  the 
same  amount— 15  percent— is  enough  to  cover  members  and 
their  families.  Each  group  makes  its  own  rules  for  the  selec- 
tion of  the  donors;  a  common  procedure  is  to  pick  them  by 
lot  from  the  members  who  have  yet  to  contribute. 


CAN  ANYBODY  GIVE  BLOOD? 

Each  donor,  of  course,  must  meet  the  medical  require 
ments  laid  down  by  the  particular  blood  bank.  (Affiliates  of 
the  American  Association  of  Blood  Banks  are  required  to 
adhere  to  the  most  exacting  standards— a  point  prospective 
members  should  check  on.)  In  general,  the  rules  state  thai 
donors  must  be  no  older  than  60  and  no  younger  than  21 
(sometimes  18  with  parental  consent),  in  good  health,  anl 
weigh  at  least  125  pounds  (110  pounds  for  women).  A  histonj 
of  malaria,  hepatitis,  heart  trouble,  tuberculosis,  rheumatii 
fever,  or  jaundice  is  sometimes  ground  for  disqualifications 
So  are  a  number  of  temporary  conditions:  an  active  allergy 
the  presence  of  a  cold  or  any  infectious  disease,  a  rabies  irij 
oculation  within  the  past  year,  a  vaccination  or  antibiotii 
treatment  within  the  past  30  days,  an  immunization  withhj] 
the  past  14  days,  "or  pregnancy,  surgery,  or  a  blood  transn 
fusion  at  any  time  during  the  previous  six  months.  Anq 
usually  a  minimum  of  two  months  must  pass  between  one 
blood  donation  and  another.  People  who  are  personally  uia 
able  to  give  blood  may  still  be  included  in  many  group  plans 
or  donor  clubs  by  arranging  for  a  substitute  donor. 

WHAT  IF  YOU  DON'T  BELONG? 

Will  someone  be  denied  blood  if  he  needs  it,  but  doesn'l 
belong  to  a  blood  bank?  Of  course  not.  But  he  must  borroi 
the  amount  required  and  is  obliged  to  repay  it  in  full.  If  it's 
only  a  matter  of  one  or  two  units,  perhaps  he  can  later  ra 
place  it  himself.  Otherwise,  he  must  call  upon  friends  and  re- 
lations  to  help  him  to  cancel  the  debt.  And  sometimes  tlm 
debt  is  far  greater  than  the  loan:  non-members  are  occasionjj 
ally  billed  for  two  or  three  units  for  every  one  unit  the; 
receive.  Thus  a  man  who  borrows  five  can  owe  ten  or  fifteeijj 
If  he  can't  find  the  donors  to  replace  that  amount,  he  m 
make  up  the  difference  in  cash— at  the  rate,  in  some  conj 
munities  of  more  than  $25  a  unit.  Part  of  that  money  pa; 
professional  donors  who  are  needed  to  relieve  any  shortag^ 
And   some  hospital   insurance  policies  (for  example,   b 
Blue  Cross  policies)   won't  pay  for  blood  you  receive,  al 
though  it  normally  pays  the  cost  of  administering  it. 

ARE  THERE  OTHER  ADVANTAGES? 

One  of  the  important  fringe  benefits  of  community  bloc 
banks  is  the  research  performed  by  their  staffs.  These  effortl 
have  led  recently  to  major  discoveries,  such  as  techniques  fol 
deep-freezing  human  blood  without  damage,  thereby  exl 
tending  its  useful  life  (normally  limited  to  21  days)  to  two  oif 
three  years  or  perhaps  even  longer.  A  second  discovery 
overwhelming  evidence  that  sometimes  blood  fractions  adl 
ministered  in  concentrated  doses  are  much  more  effectivj 
than  giving  whole  blood— findings  that  have  changed,  thl 
whole  approach  to  transfusions  and  in  the  process  saved  hu'n| 
dreds  of  lives. 

Also  inherent  in  a  community  blood  bank  is  the  chancj 
to  be  of  great  help  to  others.  There  is  no  way  of  artificial!! 
producing  human  blood,  nor  does  animal  blood  suffice.  Even 
drop  administered  to  a  person  in  need  must  first  be  given  ill 
by  someone  else.  The  need  is  particularly  acute  at  this  tin! 
of  year.  Cold  weather  and  involvement  with  holiday  festivf 
ties  traditionally  cut  down  on  the  number  of  donors,  anj 
many  blood  banks  are  faced  with  a  shortage.  By  making  aj 
appointment  at  your  community  blood  bank  to  give  bloocj 
you'll  not  only  be  providing  for  your  own  future  needs  bi 
expressing  in  a  useful  and  appropriate  manner  the  genuir 
spirit  of  Christmas.  ■

Who  says  you  can't  mix  busi- 
ness and  family  travel?  A  trip 
with  wife  and  children  can  be 
low  in  cost  and  a  great  boon  for 
everyone. 

Mom  and  the  kids  needn't  be 
idle  while  Dad  is  tied  up  in  a 
business  meeting  or  attending 
a  convention.  In  most  cities, 
convention  bureaus  provide  a 
full  schedule  of  activities  for 
wives  and  children.  The  bu- 
reaus are  extremely  helpful  and 
have  good  reason  to  work  hard 
to  serve  your  interests.

assemble  on  a  table.  Some  reproduce  the 
setting  of  Bethlehem,  but  a  local  Irish 
landscape  is  more  common.  Our  grotto  is 
mounds  of  papier-mache-  set  on  a  hard- 
board  base;  branches  and  rocks  fill  the 
open  spaces.  The  Holy  Family  is  placed  in 
the  center,  with  adoring  angels,  animals, 
and  shepherds  near-by.  Wise  Men  are 
moved  closer  to  the  Christ  Child  each  day 
of  the  holy  season.  (How-to  on  page  91+.) 


Ireland 


Preparation  for  Dublin  Fruit  Cake  begins 
weeks  ahead  of  Christmas  Day  in  Irish 
homes.  First  the  fruit  cake  is  made  and  set 
aside  to  mellow.  Later  a  layer  of  delicate- 
flavored  Almond  Paste  is  added,  and 
Royal  Icing  swirled  over-  all.- There's  no 
mistaking  its  origin  when  you  top  it  with 
green  gumdrops  cut  in  shamrock  shapes. 
To  make  your  coffee  festive,  spoon  on 
whipped  cream— or  serve  authentic  Irish 
coffee.  (Recipes  on  page  109.) 
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Denmark 

The  happy  task  of  making  Christ- 
mas ornaments  starts  early  for 
the  Finns  with  a  joyous  celebra- 
tion the  last  Sunday  in  November. 
On  that  afternoon,  called  "Little 
Christmas,"  everyone  from  tod- 
dlers to  graybeards  helps  carve, 
paint,  glue,  and  assemble  festive 
trimmings  of  reed,  straw,  wood, 
and  paper.  The  results  mirror  their 
innate  skill  and  good  taste. 

No.  2,  the  himmeli,  is  usually 
suspended  over  the  dining  room 
table.  Made  of  reeds  (ours  are 
soda  straws),  these  geometric 
shapes  probably  symbolize  the 
stable  where  Christ  was  born. 
Some  are  covered  with  straw  and 
hung  with  paper  stars  to  suggest 
the  night  sky.  No.  4,  the  merry 
straw  figures  tied  with  bright 
string  or  cord,  have  wood  beads 
for  heads.  No.  6,  a  jolly  elf  re- 
sembling Santa  Claus,  is  made  of 
paper;  two  wood  disks  are  glued 
together  for  his  head. 

The  Danes  also  excel  at  simple 
but  effective  ornaments.  Nos.  1, 
5,  and  7  are  balsa  wood  silhouettes 
depicting  birds,  stars,  and  chil- 
dren. These  ornaments  are  cut  out 
in  every  imaginable  outline— ani- 
mals, fruit,  religious  symbols- 
then  painted  in  bright  hues  and 
stored  for  that  wonderful  moment 
when  it's  time  to  trim  the  tree. 
No.  3,  an  eye-catching  mobile,  is 
a  collection  of  notched  cardboard 
circles  in  contrasting  colors.  (How- 
to  for  all  Danish  and  Finnish  de- 
signs on  page  91+.) 

For  Christmas  dinner  in  the 
Danish  manner,  choose  a  brace  of 
ducklings  and  serve  with  Sweet- 
Sour  Red  Cabbage  simmered  just 
till  tender  with  a  vinegar-currant 
jelly  sauce.  And  delight  your 
friends  with  a  unique  holiday  gift 
of  Finnish  Viipuri  Twist— a  bread 
that  looks  like  an  oversized  pret- 
zel. It's  spiced  with  cardamom 
and  nutmeg— delicious  with  hot 
coffee.  {Recipes  on  page  109.) 


Poland 
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The  Christmas  tree  (Choinka)  in 
Poland  is  a  symbol  of  peaca  xand 
friendship,  and  it's  heavily  laden 
with  colorful  and  picturesque  dec- 
orations. All  ornaments  are  hand- 
made; even  the  children  join  in  this 
joyful  work  long  before  the  holiday 
season  begins.  Polish  paper  cutouts 
are  never  predrawn— the  paper  is 
folded,  then  cut  freehand.  Red  and 
white,  the  national  colors,  are  popu- 
lar in  the  intricate  designs,  and  multi- 
color effects  are  achieved  by  super- 
imposing one  color  over  another. 

Our  tree  holds  a  variety  of  orna- 
ments—angels, toadstools,  cornu- 
copias, snowfiakes,  stars,  -lanterns, 
jugs  made  from  eggshells  decorated 
with  paper-cuts— plus  variations  of 
those  popular  porcupines  fashioned 
from  cut  and  rolled  paper. 

It's  customary  to  decorate  walls 
and  ceilings  at  holiday  or  festival 
time  with  spidery  Pajakis  (below). 
The  distinctive  designs  were  part 
of  an  ancient  ritual;  in  fact,  the  paper 
was  originally  cut  with  sheep-shear- 
ing scissors!  {How-to  page  .94-) 

Polish  homemakers  prepare  many 
of  their  festive  holiday  foods  days  in 
advance.  Traditionally  on  the  night 
before  Christmas,  poppy  seed  is 
ground  fine,  mixed  with  honey,  and 
the  paste  is  used  to  fill  such  sweets  as 


the  elegant  Poppy  Seed  Roll.  Beside 
it  is  our  American  version  of  Polish 
Gingerbread  Layer  Cake,  said  to  be 
Abraham  Lincoln's  favorite  Christ- 
mas dessert;  it's  a  spiced  layer  cake 
filled  with  sweetened  whipped  cream, 
grated  semisweet  chocolate,  and 
shredded  orange  peel.  {Recipes  on

One  of  the  most  spectacular  Swedish  Christ- 
mas dishes  is  the  cured  and  garnished  Glazed 
Yule    Ham.    When    you    choose    this    for    your 


Christmas  buffet,  bake  it  a  day  or  two  ahead. 
Then  chill  it  and  simply  add  the  flamboyant 
cream  cheese  piping  just  before  serving.  Gar- 
nish the  platter  with  prunes  and  apple  halves. 
Nothing  beats  the  subtle  blend  of  flavors  in 
Swedish  cookies.  Start  with  Uppakrakakor  a 
rolled  cookie,  folded  nearly  in  half  and  sprinkled 
with  finely  chopped  almonds  and  sugar.  Swedish 
Rye  Cookies  (Ragkakor)  actually  combine  rye 
and  whole  wheat  flour.  Achieving  the  unusual 
appearance  is  easy— you  cut  a  small  hole  (we 
used  a  thimble)  just  off  center  so  they  resemble 
a  painter's  palette.  Grandmother's  Jelly  Cookies 
(Momiora  Syltkakor)  are  two  cookies  in  one,  put 
together  with  a  tart  currant  jelly.  For  short- 
bread flavor  in  a  Christmas  wreath  shape,  try 
Brandy  Rings  (Konjakskransar),  which  are 
twisted  ropes  of  cookie  dough  spiced  with  a 
touch  of  brandy.

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Windows  ablaze  with  beckoning  candlelight, 
i  he  Swedish  home  joyously  welcomes  stri 
and  friends  alike  (below).  Adorn  a  window-side 
table  like  ours  with  a  distinctive  red  candela- 
brum, straw  angels,  eleganl  while  poinsettia 
plants,' and  some  packages  wrapped  in  snowy 
white  non-glazed  paper  and  sealed  with  red 
wax.  Every  Swedish  Christinas  gift,  no  matter 
how  small,  is  wrapped  like  this  and  the  smell 
of  sealing  wax  recalls  the  holiday  season  to 
Swedish  people  all  their  lives. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  Swedish  Christ- 
mas dishes  is  the  cured  and  garnished  Glazed 
Yule    Ham.    When    you   choose   this   for   your 


Christmas  buffet,  bake  it  a  day  or  two  ahead. 
Then  chill  it  and  simply  add  the  flamboyant 
cream  cheese  piping  just  before  serving.  Gar- 
nish the  platter  with  prunes  and  apple  halves. 
Nothing  beats  the  subtle  blend  of  flavors  in 
Swedish  cookies.  Start  with  Uppakrakakor  a 
rolled  cookie,  folded  nearly  in  half  and  sprinkled 
with  finely  chopped  almonds  and  sugar.  Swedish 
Rye  Cookies  (Ragkakor)  actually  combine  rye 
and  whole  wheat  flour.  Achieving  the  unusual 
appearance  is  easy— you  cut  a  small  hole  (we 
used  a  thimble)  just  off  center  so  they  resemble 
a  painter's  palette.  Grandmother's  Jelly  Cookies 
(Momwra  Syltkakor)  are  two  cookies  in  one,  put 
together  with  a  tart  currant  jelly.  For  short- 
bread flavor  in  a  Christmas  wreath  shape,  try 
Brandy  Rings  (Konjakskransar) ,  which  are 
twisted  ropes  of  cookie  dough  spiced  with  a 
touch  of  brandy.  (Recipes  on  page  111.)

wreath  itself  is  an  early  symbol  of 
victory  and  glory.  On  three  of  the 
four  Sundays  of  Advent,  a  candle  is 
lit  while  the  family  .joins  in  prayer. 
Four  candles  are  lit  on  the  final  Sun- 
day, denoting  the  coming  of  the 
Savior  as  the  Light  of  the  World. 

Greens  and  apples  together,  as  in 
the  ti  i-light  tree  (below),  signify  hope 
for  the  forthcoming  spring.  On 
Christmas  Eve,  the  family  gathers 
and  sings  carols.  Father  lights  the 
first  candle,  and  Christmas  Eve  din- 
ner is  served.  The  second  candle  is 
lit  on  Christmas  Day;  the  third  on 
New  Year's  Day  when  festivities  end. 

Tart  jam,  a  favorite  with  Austrian 
cooks,  provides  unexpected  holiday 
flavor  in  Linzer  Cake  (left),  a  plum 
jam  filling  in  a  bread-crumb /nut 
crust.  The  little  Nut  Butter  Rounds 
are  adapted  from  Zauwer  Krapfev. 
(Recipes  on  page  116.) 

"In  with  the  good  luck,  out  with 
the  bad"  is  the  spirit  in  which  mis- 
fortune is  smoked  from  house  and 
stable  in  Austria.  The  sparkler  man 
(right)  holds  sparklers  to  be  lit  on 
Christmas  Day— you  could  use  tinsel 
twigs  to  simulate  them.  For  the 
sparkler  man,  combine  a  glass  bottle 


body,  plastic  foam-ball  head,  and 
wood  dowel  arms.

(How- 
to  on  page  96.)  To  make  your  own  theater, 
use  a  corrugated  carton  three  feet  high; 
cut  a  front  opening  for  the  stage.  Paint  and 
embellish  to  suit. 

Our  gaily  decked  English  tree— with 
tinsel-glittering  ornaments,  tiny  surprise 
sweets  wrapped  in  velvet  and  brocade, 
shiny  silver  baskets  of  fruit  and  candies- 
is  trimmed  much  like  the  one  Prince  Albert 
presented  to  Queen  Victoria  and  the  royal 
family  in  1841. 

For  a  Christmas  dinner  fit  for  your 
royal  family,  serve  fancy  Stuffed  Cornish 
Game  Hens.  They're  bursting  with  savory 
rice  and  mits;  you  brush  with  a  wine  glaze 
during  baking.  We  added  oven-browned 
potatoes  and  carrots  to  the  platter— you 
might  also  like  sausage  links. 

An  indispensable  Christmas  dessert  is  a 
plum  or  Blackcurrant  Pudding.  Our  version 
has  currants,  raisins,  candied  fruit,  spices, 
and  brandy — and  a  fluffy  Hard  Sauce  on 
top.  Or  pass  Brandy  Snaps,   those  spicy 


cookies  shaped  into  cornucopias  and  filled 
with  a  whipped  cream/candied  ginger  mix- 
ture. They're  similar  to  the  German  Hip- 
pen,  a  rolled  cookie  with  buttercream. 
(Recipes  on  page  117.) 

After  dinner,  children  pull  brightly 
colored  Christmas  crackers— small  paper 
rolls  containing  little  toys  that  fall  out 
when  both  ends  are  yanked. 
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South  American  Indians  demonstrated  amazing 
artistry:  their  pottery  was  exquisitely  detailed, 
their  jewelry  l)oMly  styled,  and  their  weaving

Colombian  tree  wall  hanging  (left)  dramatically 
adapts  the  native  weaving  technique.  Coarse- 
woven  material  is  pulled  and  tied  between  rows 
of  dowels  trimmed  with  fringe  and  pompons. 
Our  Manger  (lower  right)  is  based  on  an 
Ecuadorian  tradition.  The  Pesebre  (Holy  Family 
and  angel)  found  a  place  of  honor  in  the  grand- 
est hacienda  or  humblest  hut;  banked  with 
candles,  it  was  a  family  shrine.

Puffy  anise-flavored  doughnuts  called 
Bunuelos  are  served  on  December  17,  a  day 
honoring  the  Virgin  of  Solitude.  (Customers 
buy  a  plate  of  Bunuelos  and  smash  the  plate  on 
the  ground  when  they  finish  eating!)  Almond 
Empanaditas,  a  crimped,  deep-fried  pastry  with 
an  almond-cinnamon  filling,  is  a  favorite  Latin 
American  coffee-time  snack.

The  pyramid-shaped  Ceppo  (left)  has  been 
Italy's  equivalent  of  a  Christmas,  tree  for 
many  years.  It  came  into  existence  as  a 
substitute  for  the  burning  of  the  Yule 
log;  its  shape  represents  the  flames.  The 
Presepio  or  manger  scene,  found  in  every 
Italian  home,  was  placed  on  the  lower  shelf 
reserved  for  it.  These  figures  were  often 
hand-carved— and  there  was  considerable 
competition  to  see  who  could  create  the 
most  unusual  and  impressive  ones.  The 
next  shelf  above  the  crib  held  small  gifts 
for  children,  secretly  put  there  by  parents, 
relatives,  and  friends.  Candles  that  were 
fastened  to  the  tapering  sides  were  always 
lit  on  Christmas  Eve. 

Our  Ceppo  copy  stands  48  inches  high 
and  has  '  _,-inch  plywood  shelves.  You  can 
nail  jar  lids  to  the  framework  to  hold  vo- 
tive candles;  then  paint  with  red  enamel. 
Glue  red  ball  fringe  around  each  of  the 
shelves.  (Hoic-lo  on  paye  97.) 

In  Italy,  fasting  precedes  the  Christmas 
feast,  so  it's  a  lavish  one  indeed  (right). 
The  Mixed  Fish  Fry  (Fritto  Misto  de  Pesce) 
would  include  fresh  eel,  cod,  and  squid, 
all  readily  available  in  Italian  markets.  To 
suit  American  tastes,  however,  we  suggest 
trout  or  perch,  whiting,  haddock,  and  (if 
desired)  eel.  Roasted  Sweet  Peppers — both 
green  and  red  varieties— are  the  usual  ac- 
companiment to  the  mixed  fish  fry,  and 
they  always  add  a  gay  note  of  holiday  col- 
or to  the  table.

Ours  (bottom  left)  were  made  for  a 
Czech  festival  in  Wilber,  Nebraska; 
plastic  foam,  sequins,  and  beads  re- 
place the  original  glass  ornaments. 

In  Eastern  Europe,  everything 
conceivable  is  covered  in  bold  peas- 
ant embroidery— from  clothing  to 
i  he  reins  of  horses.  Our  velvet  hang- 
ings (right),  complete  with  sleigh 
bells,  are  copies  from  harness  trim- 
mings used  on  winter  fete  days. 

Up  in  the  wintry  Baltic  region, 
frosty  tree  decorations  were  made 
of  wheat  or  rye  straw,  strung  and 
tied  witli  thread  in  fascinating  geo- 
metric designs.  Today,  soda  si  raws 
make  less-fragile  substitutes.

Legend  has 
it  that  a  boy  named  Pablo,  eager  to  visit  the 
manger  in  his  village  church,  was  saddened 

because  he  had  no  gift.  So  he  broughl  green 
branches  from  a  bush  beside  a  dusty  road. 

Soon,  scarlet  star-shaped  (lowers  topped  each 
branch;  they  were  called  poinsettias  or 
"Flowers  of  Christmas  Eve." 

The  Mexican  pinata  was  originally  an 
earthenware  jug  disguised  as  an  animal,  a 
person,  or  some  curious  object  then  filled 
with  toys  and  things  to  eat.  Ours  (above  the 
poinsettia)  is  papier-mache,  as  are  most  of 
today's  pinatas.  Blindfolded  children  crack 
the  hanging  pinata  with  sticks;  they  keep 
whatever  they  can  pick  up. 

In  recent  years  Mexican  folk  art— empha- 
sizing Madonnas  and  Wise-Men  figures— has 
attracted  the  attention  of  collectors  all  over 
the  world.  Craftsmen  use  plaster,  fabrics  of 
various  kinds,  crude  clay,  and  wood.  Our  ex- 
amples (left)  include  a  typically  Mexican 
epergne,  a  Madonna  candelabrum,  and  a 
God's  Eye  decoration  for  door  or  wall.  The 
gay  ornaments  for  trees — made  from  yarn, 
twine,  and  foil— are  sold  in  puestos,  the  na- 
tive market  stalls.  (Hoir-to  on  page  100.) 


Mexico 


Add  a  note  of  Old  Mexico  to  your  Christ- 
mas dinner  with  Christmas  Eve  Salad  -com- 
bining the  fresh  fruits  of  Mexico  with  all  the 
country's  flair  for  color.  Our  winter  version 
uses  canned  sliced  beets  and  pineapple 
chunks,  plus  fresh  apples,  orange  sections, 
and  bananas.  Peanuts  and  pomegranate 
seeds  are  sprinkled  on  at  serving  time. 
[Recipe  on  page  124..) 
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The  country  best  known  for  Christmas- 
keeping  is  homeland  of  the  Christmas' 
tree  and  many  other  customs  that  have 
spread  around  the  world.  One  such  is 
the  gingerbread  house.  Make  your  own 
out  of  real  dough— or  try  a  simulated 
one  like  ours  of  cardboard  and  frost- 
ing. With  care,  the  house  and  make- 
believe  cookies  will  last  many  seasons. 

"Cradle  rocking"  was  a  part  of  many 
German  Christmas  church  services. 
Altar  boys  rocked  a  cradle  containing 
an  image  of  the  Christ  Child  as  the 
congregation  sang  carols.  Our  miniature 
cradles  hold  holiday  confections,  nuts, 
and  cookies.  The  tinsel  angel  recalls  a 
medieval  practice  of  giving  the  Christ 
Child  to  youngsters  in  the  form  of  a  doll. 
Ours  has  a.  doll's  head  attached  to  a 
plastic  cone;  it's  dressed  in  pleated  foil 
with  striped  paper  foil  wings.  (How-to 
on  page  108.) 

Christmas  cooking  in  Germany  is  a 
family  affair,  since  everyone  must  take 
his  turn  stirring  the  dough.  Favorite 
holiday  cookies  include  Filbert  Maca- 
roons—light and  nutty-flavored,  and 
centered   with  a  whole  filbert.  A  me-

ringue-like  topper  bakes  on  those  spicy 
Cinnamon  Stars,  below.  Our  adapta- 
tion of  German  Hutzelbpot—a  heavy, 
almost  black  bread— is  Fruit  Bread. 
Packed  with  dried  pears,  raisins,  prunes, 
currants,  nuts,  and  spices,  it's  delight- 
ful buttered  and  served  with  meals 
or  at  coffee  time. 

Originally,  real  fire  tongs  held  a  flam- 
ing loaf  of  sugar  over  Firetong  Punch. 
We  suggest  sugar  cubes  in  a  long-han- 
dled sieve  or  strainer  as  a  safer  way  to 
flame  and  melt  rum-soaked  sugar  into 
fragrant  hot-wine  punch.  The  tradi- 
tional prune  man  and  his  wife  combine 
various  dried  fruits  and  half-walnuts 
for  feet.  (Recipes  on  page  12U-) 
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HANUKKAH  TREATS

Hanukkah,  the  Festival  of  Lights,  is  a  Jewish  holiday  be- 
ginning late  in  December,  lasting  for  eight  days.  It's  a  joyous 
time  of  parties,  children's  games,  and  delightful  holiday 
foods.  A  traditional  table  decoration  is  the  Menorah,  an 
eight-branched  candelabra.  You'll  want  to  try  the  latkes 
(pancakes),  honey  candy,  and  fruit  fritters  shown  below — 
just  a  few  of  the  many  food  favorites. 


Sesame-Honey  Candy 

A  similar  honey  candy  for  another  feast  contain 

poppy  seed  in  place  of  sesame— 

2  cups  sugar 

%  cup  honey 

1  2  teaspoon  ground  ginger 

Dash  salt 

%  cup  chopped  walnuts 

1  2  cup  sesame  seed,  toasted 

In  medium  saucepan,  combine  sugar,  honey, 
ginger,  and  salt.  Cook  and  stir  over  low  heat  till 
mixture  boils;  cook  8  minutes  more,  stirring 
occasionally.  Remove  from  heat.  Stir  in  nuts  and 
sesame  seed;  pour  onto  greased  platter  or  into 
shallow  baking  pan.  Cool  slightly.  Butter  or  oil 
hands;  press  and  spread  candy  very  thin.  Work- 
ing quickly,  cut  into  diamond  shaped  pieces 
with  scissors  while  still  warm.  (Candy  will  cool 
quickly.)  Makes  about  6  dozen  pieces. 
Blueberry  Latkes 
A  party  dessert  or  brunch  special — 

2  cups  sifted  all-purpose  flour 

3  teaspoons  baking  powder 

1  tablespoon  sugar 

2  tablespoons  matzo  meal 
1 '  L>  cups  milk 

3  well-beaten  eggs 

4  tablespoons  butter  or  margarine,  melted 
1  20-ounce  can  frozen  blueberries  in  syrup, 

thawed 
Sift  together  flour,  baking  powder,  sugar,  and 
3  2  teaspoon  salt;  stir  in  matzo  meal.  Combine 
milk  and  eggs;  stir  into  dry  ingredients.  Stir 
in  melted  butter  or  margarine;  beat  till  smooth. 
Bake  latkes,  using  about  2  tablespoons  batter 
for  each,  on  hot,  lightly  greased  griddle  or  skil- 
let. To  serve,  heat  fruit  gently,  sweetening  to 
taste.  Spread  latkes  with  additional  butter. 
Put  together  in  stacks  of  three  latkes,  with  blue- 
berries between  and  on  top.  Top  with  maple 
syrup.  Makes  6  to  8  servings. 
Fruit  Fritters 

Doughnuts  with  a  surprise  inside— crisp  apple 
rings  or  pineapple  slices — 

1  cup  sifted  all-purpose  flour 

2  tablespoons  sugar 

2  teaspoons  baking  powder 
34  teaspoon  salt 

1  beaten  egg 
Yz  cup  milk 

2  tablespoons  butter  or  margarine,  melted 

3  or  4  apples,  pared,  cored,  and  sliced  cross- 
wise into  rings  or  18  thin  slices  pineapple 

Sift  together  flour,  sugar,  baking  powder,  and 
salt.  Mix  together  egg,  milk,  and  butter  or  mar- 
garine. Stir  into  dry  ingredients;  blend  till 
smooth,  but  do  not  overbeat.  (Batter  should  be 
heavy  enough  to  coat  fruit;  if  necessary,  add 
more  milk  or  flour.)  Dip  apple  or  pineapple 
rings  in  batter  one  at  a  time;  then  fry  in  deep 
hot  fat  (375°)  for  3  minutes,  turning  once. 
Drain  on  paper  toweling.  Serve  hot,  with  con- 
fectioners' sugar  or  cinnamon-sugar  sprinkled 
over  top.

Kris  Kringle  has  had  the  job 
long  enough.  So  please  permit 
this  green-thumber  a  few  "ho, 
ho,  ho's." 

II  1  were  Santa  Claus,  I'd 
give  special  rewards  to  those 
downtown  businessmen  in  Seat- 
tle trying  so  valiantly  to  get 
more  street  trees  planted.  And 
in  Fremont,  one  thousand  miles 
southward,  I'd  ask  more  citizens 
to  back  Ivy  Cuenca's  program 
to  get  more  people  to  buy  liv- 
ing Christmas  trees— so  that 
after  the  Holiday  Season  they 
could  be  donated  to  the  city 
park  system. 

And,  in  Santa  Ana,  I'd  cer- 
tainly pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  Wes- 
ton Walker  for  an  outstanding 
job  with  a  little  infant  named 
LISA.  The  18-month-old  LISA 
stands  for  "Let's  Improve  Santa 
Ana."  The  present  membership 
totals  35  individuals,  plus  11 
businesses  and  organizations. 
But  they've  done  a  great  anti- 
litter  job  and  are  doing  every- 
thing possible  to  overcome 
beauty  blights.  The  city  ob- 
serves its  100th  birthday  next 
year  and  LISA  members  hope 
to  compile  a  color  brochure 
about  the  twin  floral  emblems 
for  the  city:  the  flamboyant  hi- 
biscus from  China  and  the  mag- 
nificent blue-flowering  jaca- 
randa  from  South  America. 
Vegetable  crops.  Once  you've 
been  touched  with  that  magic 
virusof  enjoying  your  own  home- 
grown vegetables,  you  don't 
want  to  quit.  Even  in  De- 
cember. 


In  the  warm-weather  areas, 
seed  of  lettuce,  carrots,  beets, 
onions,  and  radishes  can  go  in 
the  ground  right  now.  But  in 
the  colder  parts  of  the  West, 
you'll  need  a  cold  frame  in 
which  to  start  the  seeds  so  you 
can  get  the  jump  on  the  season 
when  spring  rolls  around.  The 
larger  vegetables,  meaning  the 
cabbage  family,  germinate  easi- 
ly from  seed.  And,  the  seeds 


are  large  enough  to  be  handled 
easily.  They  can  be  sown  one 
inch  apart.  The  seedlings  take 
well  to  transplanting. 
Spray  leafless  plants.  December 
is  the  time  to  apply  that  all- 
important  preventive  spray  so 
that  garden  beauty  can  be  ex- 
pected next  year,  along  with  the 
good  health  of  valuable  trees 
and  shrubs,  which  give  you  so 
much  enjoyment. 

And,  in  the  case  of  your  fruit 
trees,  December  spraying  helps 
make  it  possible  for  you  to  har- 
vest splendid,  appealing,  clean 
fruit.  The  dormant  spray  ap- 
plied now  gets  the  overwinter- 
ing insects  and  disease  spores  in 
all  their  various  forms,  ranging 
from  minute,  hard-to-see  eggs 
to  adults.  This  is  the  time  to  get 
rid  of  the  hoards  of  troubles 
that  are  difficult  to  control  in 
spring  and  summer.  All  the 
manufacturers  offer  these  dor- 
mant sprays— and  they  are 
clearly  labeled. 


Just  make  sure  that  you  cover 
the  branches  from  the  ground 
up.  It  is  especially  important  to 
spray  fruit  trees,  peaches  in  par- 
ticular, to  protect  them  from 
peach-leaf  curl.  The  spores  lurk 
everywhere,  so  spray  the  ground 
beneath  the  trees  with  the  dor- 
mant spray.  Be  sure  to  start  a 
general  fruit-tree  spray  pro- 
gram in  the  spring  as  directed 
on  the  label.  The  early-ripening 
fruits  need  at  least  three,  and 
apples  need  up  to  nine  during 
the  growing  season. 


Year-end    garden    job.     If    you 

would  leave  your  grounds  in 
good  shape  as  the  old  year  runs 
out,  then  it's  time  now  to  sharp- 
en shears  and  start  pruning. 

The  sooner  you  start  pruning 
deciduous  fruit  trees,  grapes, 
berries,  roses,  and  others  in 
these  classes,  the  better  off 
you'll  be.  Rains  often  interfere 
with  this  type  of  work,  and 
that's  why  it's  a  good  idea  to 
get  an  early  start.  Some  shrubs 
don't  need  pruning  at  this  sea- 
son. No  indiscriminate  hacking 
on  the  spring-flowering  shrubs 
and  trees,  please.  You  have  to 
wait  until  they  have  flowered. 
Pruning  now  would  only  rob 
you  of  their  spring  blooms. 

In  those  blessed  climatic 
zones  where  subtropicals  grow, 
it  is  safer  to  wait  until  March 
to  prune.  December  trimming 
might  bring  out  early  new 
growth  which  would  be  sus- 
ceptible to  untimely  frosts. 

It's  a  good  time  to  take  care 
of  the  deciduous  shade  trees 
if  there's  any  deadwood  to  re- 
move or  if  the  form  needs  im- 
proving, or  if  more  light  needs 
to  be  admitted  to  surrounding 
garden  beds. 

Some  of  the  other  time-hon- 
ored principles  of  successful 
pruning:  study  the  plant  be- 
fore you  tackle  it  with  pruning 
shears;  never  prune  with  dull 
shears — for  clean  cuts  are  es- 
sential to  health;  never  leave 
stubs —always  cut  back  to  a  bud. 
Start  hardwood  cuttings.  Many 
shrubs  and  trees  can  be  propa- 
gated easily  from  hardwood 
cuttings  made  now.  Deciduous 
cuttings  may  be  stripped  of  all 
foliage,  but  evergreens  must 
retain  a  few  leaves  at  the  top. 


Perhaps  the  best  way  to  de- 
scribe the  proper  size  for  a  hard- 
wood cutting  is  to  compare  it  to 
an  ordinary  lead  pencil— just 
about  the  same  diameter  and 
about  six  to  eight  inches  long. 
Deciduous  cuttings  should  have 
at  least  two  growth  buds,  one 


in  the  rooting  area  and  tne 
other  for  the  top  shoot  above 
the  ground.  With  a  little  ex- 
perience, you  can  select  pieces 
with  closely  spaced  nodes— the 
more  nodes  the  better. 

Make  the  bottom  cut  about  a 
fourth  of  an  inch  below  a  node. 
But  do  be  sure  to  make  the  top 
cut  of  a  deciduous  plant  just 
above  the  node.  The  top  cut 
should  be  straight  across,  and 
the  bottom  cut  on  a  slant  so 
you  can  tell  the  top  from  the 
bottom  when  sticking  it  in  the 
rooting  medium.  If  you  get  it 
in  upside  down,  it  won't  grow. 

Some  evergreens  root  better 
with  a  heel.  This  means  that  a 
small  portion  of  the  parent 
plant  should  be  left  attached 
to  the  base  of  the  cutting. 

The  best  rooting  medium  is 
coarse  sand.  In  milder  climates, 
hardwood  cuttings  can  be  stuck 
directly  in  beds  of  sand  in  the 
ground  outside.  But  where  the 
ground  freezes  in  winter,  start 
them  indoors  and  move  them 
outside  in  the  spring  after  the 
bottoms  have  calloused. 
How  to  treat  a  slope.  The  best 
method  for  handling  a  slope  is 
to  carve  out  terraces  in  order 
to  have  level  planting  and  liv- 
ing areas.  Precast  concrete 
blocks  are  reasonably  cheap 
and  make  fine  retaining  walls. 
Redwood  is  durable  and  long- 
lasting  and  gives  even  better 
design.  For  quick,  inexpensive, 
but  quite  dramatic  effects,  try 
railroad  ties. 

Plant  each  area  with  your 
favorite  plants— whether  rock- 
garden  types,  showy  annuals, 
bulbs,  or  roses.  Oftentimes,  the 
hillside  can  be  left  as  nature 
created  it.  In  this  case,  you 
merely  set  out  rugged  plants 
which  will  take  care  of  them- 
selves. The  Western  natives  are 
best  for  this  purpose. 

But  where  color  is  especially 
desirable,  great  effects  can  be 
enjoyed  with  colorful  ivy  gera- 
niums. Prostrate  rosemary  and 
dwarf  English  lavender  are 
good,  too.  Another  rugged 
ground  hugger  is  the  Morocco 
creeper,  or  Convolvulus  mauri- 
tanicus.  Start  many  plants  from 
cuttings  if  area  is  large. 

The  most  commonly  used 
ground  covers  are  prostrate 
junipers  and  English  ivy.  But 
with  just  a  little  exploration  of 
the  nurseries,  more  colorful 
types  can  be  employed. 
Garden  philosophy.  Ralph  Wal- 
do Emerson,  a  man  who  thrilled 
to  the  vibrancy  of  nature,  once 
wrote,  "When  I  go  into  my  gar- 
den with  a  spade,  and  dig  a 
flower  bed,  I  feel  such  an  ex- 
hilaration and  health  that  I 
discover  that  I  have  been  de- 
frauding myself  all  this  time 
in  letting  others  do  for  me  what 
I  should  have  done  with  my 
own  hands."

Removing  it  opened  up 
both  areas.  Lighting,  a  dropped 
ceiling,  floor  tile,  and  a  big  pane  of 
gray-tinted  glass  turned  the  old 
traffic-way  into  a  decorative  gal- 
lery. Paneling  artfully  disguises 
a  door  at  left. 

Lower  left:  Fabric  and  a  lattice- 
work frame  divide  this  living  room 
and  entry  without  blocking  air  or 
light.  The  frame  was  made  of  1x2s, 
spaced  six  inches  apart.  Here  the 
columns  and  beam  are  structural, 
but  you  could  build  similar  ones 
with  four-by-fours  and  a  three- 
sided  box  beam.

A  RUBBER  PLANT 


Mouse  plant  extraordinary,  that's  the  rub- 
ber plant  (Ficus  decora).  It's  dramatic,  versa- 
tile, and— best  of  all— easy  to  grow.  With 
large,  thick  leaves  spiraling  from  a  central 
stein,  the  plant  has  a  massive,  yet  graceful 
look  that  answers  a  wide  variety  of  decora- 
tive needs.  Its  adaptable  qualities  make  it 
equally  at  home  in  any  setting  French  pro- 
vincial, oriental,  or  contemporary.  If  you 
siail  with  a  small  plant,  place  it  on  a  table 
or  bullet  until  it  grows  big  enough  to  gradu- 
ate to  a  bench  or  low  stool,  then  transfer  it 
to  a  floor  planter.  To  grow  a  rubber  plant, 
just  follow  the  suggestions  given  below. 

Potting.  You  can  depend  on  commercial 
potting  soils  for  good  results,  but  you  can 
mix  your  own  by  combining  3  parts  garden 
soil,  2  parts  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss,  1  part 
perlite  or  fired  clay  granules,  and  '  j  part 
wood  charcoal  flakes.  Lightly  moisten  soil  be- 
fore using.  Due  to  the  porous  nature  of  clay, 
the  common  florist  pot  gives  the  best  results 
-  more  air  reaches  roots  and  there  is  less 
danger  of  overwatering  than  when  glazed  or 
plastic  pots  tire  used. 

Light.  Place  the  plant  where  it  gets  bright 
light,  but  no  direct  sun  — the  rubber  plant 
will  do  surprisingly  well  where  light  is  even 
quite  dim.  Allow  soil  surface  to  dry  slightly 
between  waterings  and  feed  once  each  month 
during  period  of  most  active  growth  (March 
throLtgh  November). 

Pests.  Insects  and  diseases  are  easy  to  con- 
trol on  the  rubber  plant.  Wipe  the  big  flat 
leaves  clean  with  a  moist  cloth  every  week 
or  two,  then  spray  leaves  and  trunk  with  a 
houseplant  pesticide  in  pressurized  can. 

Propagation.  If  you  want  to  decrease  the 
height  of  your  plant— or  just  have  an  extra 
plant  or  two— you  can  root  the  offspring 
before  severing  it  from  the  parent  by  the 
process  of  air  layering  (shown  in  the  lower 
three  photographs  at  right). 

Make  a  slanting,  upward  cut  j 1  to  V3  the 
way  through  the  stem  at  point  where  roots 
are  to  arise,  and  prop  wound  open  with  a 
small  stick  or  pebble.  Wrap  the  wound  with 
moist  sphagnum  moss  and  cover  with  a  small 
sheet  of  plastic  film.  Secure  film  tight  to 
stem  with  covered-wire  plant  ties  or  string. 
Open  one  end  every  two  weeks  to  add  water 
as  needed  to  keep  the  moss  moist. 

In  8  to  10  weeks,  or  when  the  moss  is  well 
filled  with  roots,  cut  the  new  plant  from  the 
parent  and  pot  as  indicated  above.

TREASURE  HUNT 


BUGGY  ROBES 


By  John  Mebane 


"What's  new  that's  old?"  was  the  greeting 
recently  of  a  collector  to  his  antique  dealer. 

Well,  here's  something  new  that's  old:  The 
use  of  handsome  decorated  buggy  robes  as 
wall  hangings  for  the  modern  home.  If  you 
can  remember  the  automobile  lap  robe, 
you're  no  spring  chicken,  but  if  you  can  re- 
call the  plush  buggy  robe  of  still  earlier  days, 
you  have  a  recollection  that  you  undoubted- 
ly have  treasured  time  and  again. 

Some  of  the  plush  robes  were  used  to  pro- 
vide a  measure  of  protection  against  the 
chill  of  Fall  and  Winter  days  while  old  Dob- 
bin pulled  the  surrey,  the  sociable,  or  the 
brougham  at  a  lickety-split  pace  along  the 
winding  dirt  road  during  the  late  years  of 
the  nineteenth  century  and  the  early  years 
of  the  present  one.  Some  of  the  ornamented 
robes  were  a  joy  to 
behold.  There  was  one 
robe  known  as  the 
Beverly  pattern  with 
a  design  on  the  front 
which  portrayed  a 
magnificent  stallion 
and  a  setter  dog  romp- 
ing happily  together 
through  a  flowered 
field.  The  Beverly 
robe  actually  was  pro- 
duced in  a  variety  of 
designs,  one  of  which 
featured  two  squirrels 
cracking  nuts  in  their  teeth  beneath  a  bower 
of  flowers.  Another  showed  horses  being  led 
to  shelter  inside  a  thatched  barn. 

For  the  season,  the  firm  of  Floyd  and  Bohr 
Company,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  offered 
a  wide  variety  of  decorated  plush  buggy 
robes  at  prices  ranging  from  $4.49  to  $7.04 
each.  One  of  these  in  the  Everett  pattern 
shows  a  faun  peering  over  two  tree  limbs 
and  has  a  floral  motif  in  the  background. 
One  of  the  Greeley  patterns  shows  a  puppy 
observing  two  kittens  at  play. 

Early  lap  robes  were  made  of  a  variety 
of  materials,  including  wool,  horsehide,  and 
even  bearskin.  Some  of  the  more  elaborately 
decorated  ones  boasted  animals  with  eyes  of 
glass.  They  were  produced  by  tanneries  and 
by  manufacturers,  of  what  were  then  known 
as  horse  goods,  and  were  sold  in  hardware 
stores  and  specialty  shops  all  over  the  coun- 
try. The  average  buggy  robe  ranged  in  mea- 
surements from  about  48  by  52,  to  54  by  64 
inches.  They  were  manufactured  in  both 
solid  and  multiple  colors,  and  the  decorative 
scenes  on  the  front  were  usually  in  color. 
There  was  one  delightful  pattern  which  fea-
